EDITOR'S  NOTE:  Stirling  Moss  of  Great  Britain,  considered 
by  some  authorities  as  the  greatest  automobile  driver  who  ever 
lived,  began  competitive  driving  in  191+8,  when  he  was  18,  and 
retired  after  a  severe  accident  in  1962.  He  entered  more  races 
than  any  other  driver  in  history,  and  he  icon  more.  His  forte  was 
the  classic  European  Grand  Prix  race,  or  road  race,  in  which  the 
world's  fastest  single-seater  race  cars  compete  over  courses  laid 
out  on  ordinary  two-lane  roads  or  city  streets.  On  very  difficult 
circuits,  where  sheer  skill  counted  most,  Moss  could  win  with  a 
car  20  mph  slower  than  the  others  in  the  field!  An  engrossing 
book  about  Moss's  career,  written  by  him  and  Ken  W.  Purdy, 
ivas  recently  published  under  the  title  "All  But  My  Life."

During  the  15  years  that  I  have  competed  in  races  all 
over  the  world,  I  think  about  250  drivers  were  killed,  and 
I  can  remember  only  one  top-ranker  who  was  killed  on 
the  public  highway:  Mike  Hawthorne,  1958  champion  of  the 
world.  Nevertheless,  there's  a  measure  of  truth  in  the  remark 
that  one's  safer  on  the  race  circuit  than  on  the  public  roads, 
for  on  the  race-course  at  least  one  can  be  reasonably  sure 
that,  first,  all  the  drivers  will  be  competent,  their  actions  rea- 
sonable and  predictable,  and  that,  second,  mechanically  the 
cars  will  be  comparatively  safe.  Highways,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  crawling  with  wildly  incompetent  drivers  and 
thoroughly  unsafe  motorcars.  The  problem  is  a  personal  one: 
How  to  protect  yourself.  What  can  you  do?  What  do  you 
need  to  know  to  drive  a  car  and  survive? 

The  essence  of  safe  driving  is  absolute  concentration.  The 
very  idea  is  a  strange  one  for  most  of  us,  because  we  are 
taught  from  childhood  to  think  of  the  motorcar  as  a  device 
designed  primarily,  if  not  altogether,  to  bring  gaiety,  status, 
joy,  into  our  lives.  It  can  do  all  these  things,  of  course,  but 
it  can  do  other  things  as  well.  After  all,  in  the  United  States 
alone,  around  40,000  people  a  year  die  in  automobiles!  A 
friend  of  mine  once  wrote  that  the  driver  should  think  of  his 


automobile  as  the  animal  trainer  thinks  of  the  polar  bear 
the  most  dangerous  and  difficult  to  handle  of  all  animals, 
the  most  unpredictable.  He  was  quite  right,  because  the 

motorcar  is  a  very  tractable  device  until  it  gets  the  upper 
hand  on  you,  and  then  things  happen  very  quickly,  so  quick- 
ly, indeed,  that  most  people  who  have  accidents  cannot  give 
a  coherent  account  of  them.  They  don't  know  what  is  hap- 
pening. They  don't  know  why  they  are  doing  what  they  do. 
They  get  hurt.  They  have  not  (a)  thought  in  advance  of  the 
likelihood  of  an  accident  or  (b)  planned  a  course  of  action  in 
the  event  of  an  accident. 

Think  about  a  simple  thing  like  brake  failure.  Total  and 
complete  brake  failure  is  only  rarely  embarrassing  to  a  pro- 
fessional. If  he's  doing  170  and  coming  up  to  a  30  mph  corner, 
right,  that  could  be  troublesome,  but  even  then,  if  he  had  a 
couple  of  seconds  of  warning,  he  would  probably  manage.  I 
once  ran  the  last  four  hours  of  a  12-hour  race  without  a  ves- 
tige of  braking  power,  on  a  course  full  of  curves  and  bends, 
and  at  night,  and  won  the  race,  at  that,  and  many  other 
drivers  could  have  done  the  same  thing.  But  a  friend  of  mine, 
a  woman,  recently  had  a  sudden  brake  failure  as  she  ap- 
proached her  house.  This  possibility  had  never  occurred  to 
her,  so  she  did  all  the  wrong  things  and  none  of  the  right  ones. 
She  pressed  the  brake  pedal  to  the  floor  and  held  it  there 
with  all  her  strength.  If  she  had  pumped  it  up  and  down 
quickly  two  or  three  times,  she  probably  would  have  got 
some  brakes  back.  She  did  not  put  on  the  hand  brake.  She 
did  not  shift  to  a  lower  gear  and  turn  the  ignition  off,  so 
that  engine  compression  would  stop  the  car.  She  did  not  let 
it  run  straight  down  the  road  and  coast  to  a  stop.  Instead, 
she  let  habit  and  instinct  govern  her:  she  turned  into  her 
driveway.  She  was  going  too  fast,  perhaps  20  miles  an  hour, 
so  she  got  a  front-wheel  skid  on  the  loose  sand  in  her  drive- 
way. The  car  would  not  steer— it  glanced  off  one  small  tree 
and  smack  into  a  big  one,  which  stopped  it  cold.  My  friend 
was  wearing  a  safety  belt,  a  lap  belt,  so  she  got  only  a  broken 
nose  and  six  stitches  in  her  forehead,  from  jackknifing  into 
the  steering  wheel,  plus  the  usual  cuts  around  the  knees  from 
her  legs  flying  around  the  dashboard.  Had  she  been  wearing 
a  full  over-the-shoulder  safety  belt,  she  wouldn't  have  been 
hurt  at  all,  I  imagine.  The  car  had  been  a  three-year-old 
machine  in  fair  shape,  but  when  the  wrecker  pulled  it  off  the 
tree  it  was  worth  $150.  And  that  was  an  18  mph  accident! 

How  does  a  professional  react  to  a  similar  emergency?  I'll 
give  you  an  example.  A  driver  was  practicing  for  the  Grand 
Prix  of  Belgium,  on  the  circuit  at  Spa  in  that  country;  he  was 
doing  about  140  miles  an  hour  in  a  bend  when  the  car  sud- 
denly began  a  violent  over-steer  maneuver,  a  very  severe 
rear-wheel  skid.  The  driver  thought  he  had  hit  oil;  then  he 
felt  the  car  drop  slightly  to  the  left,  and,  out  of  the  corner  of 
his  eye,  he  saw  a  wheel  roll  free.  Probably  half  a  second  had 
elapsed,  and  he  now  had  the  diagnosis:  the  left  rear  wheel  had 
broken  loose.  He  decided  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  the 
car  on  the  road;  he  decided  a  crash  was  inevitable;  he  saw7 
the  place,  to  the  left,  where  it  would  probably  hit;  he  hit  the 
brakes,  very  hard,  and  turned  the  wheel,  his  purpose  being  to 
spin  the  car,  make  it  go  backward,  both  to  reduce  its  speed 
radically  and  to  make  it  hit  in  reverse,  so  as  to  spread  the 
terrible  shock  of  its  stopping  over  the  widest  possible  area  of 
his  body.  The  car  hit,  the  driver  probably  having  dropped 
the  speed  dowTi  to  90  miles  an  hour  or  so.  He  hung  on  to  the 
wheel  with  such  brute  force  that  he  bent  it  like  a  pretzel; 
feeling  the  car  start  to  turn  over,  he  let  go,  went  limp,  let 
himself  be  thrown  out.  He  landed  on  his  hands  and  knees  be- 
side the  road;  the  car  went  on  and  wrecked  itself.  The  driver 
refused  to  let  anyone  touch  him  until  an  ambulance  came, 
because  he  had  severe  chest  pains  and  thought%  likely  that 
there  were  broken  ribs.  He  was  [  Continued  on  page  10

Within  the  first  60  seconds  you'l 
lose  your  concentration.  You'll  see  a  red  station  wagon;  itj 
will  remind  you  of  a  friend  who  had  a  red  station  wagon ;  you 
went  fishing  with  him  .  .  .  and  there  you  are,  you've  lost  your 
concentration.  This  loss  of  concentration  will  kill  a  profes^ 
sional  in  short  order.  A  layman  can  get  away  with  it  for  a 
time,  a  long  time  or  a  short  time  as  the  case  may  be.

These  schools 
teach  concentration  by  ird 
sisting  that  the  pupil  talM 
constantly:  ".  .  .  there  are 
dirt  tracks  on  the  road  up 
ahead,  farm  vehicles  must  bei 
crossing,  or  cattle  for  milking 
.  .  .  blind  bend  ahead,  hard 
brakes,  down  to  third  gear 
.  .  .  one  dog  running  beside  the  road,  watch  for  a  second  one 
..."  When  this  kind  of  thing  becomes  second  nature,  driv- 
ing becomes  relaxed,  easy,  much  more  enjoyable. 

Statisticians  have  worked  out  that  in  the  15  years  I  com-j 
peted  in  grand  priz  races  all  over  the  world,  I  drove  for 
125,000  miles  at  top  speed — just  as  fast  as  I  could  make  the 
fastest  cars  in  the  world  go:  145,  170,  200,  250  miles  an  hour. 
I've  driven  170  miles  an  hour  on  ordinary  two-lane  black-top 
roads  for  mile  after  mile.  I've  probably  driven  twice  that 
distance,  or  250,000  miles,  on  the  road  in  passenger  cars.  And 
for  every  mile  of  those  375,000, 1  had  both  hands  on  the  steer- 
ing wheel.  Nothing  is  more  stupid  than  one-hand  driving, 
and  as  for  the  common  American  practice — one  sees  it  al- 
most nowhere  else  in  the  world— of  driving  with  one  ivrist 
draped  loosely  over  the  top  of  the  steering  wheel ...  I  don't 
know  what  to  say.  If  I  had  allowed  myself  to  drive  with  one 
hand,  I'd  have  been  dead  a  dozen  years  ago.  When  the  one-, 
hand  driver  faces  an  emergency — a  blowout,  a  head-on  col- 
lision, a  child  in  the  road,  whatever,  he's  hopelessly  handi 
capped.  He  will  turn  the  wheel  too  far  or  not  far  enough;  the 
precision  of  control  he  needs  is  completely  beyond  him;  the 
half -second  he  needs  to  get  his  other  hand  in  operation— 
more,  if  he  has  to  bring  it  in  off  the  car's  roof !— will  see  the 
emergency  over  and  done  with.  The  expert  drives  with  his 
left  hand  at  10  o'clock — thinking  of  the  steering  wheel  as  a 
clock  face— and  his  right  hand  at  2  o'clock.  Or,  alternatively, 
at  9  o'clock  and  3  o'clock.  With  your  hands  in  this  position 
you  have  absolute  control. 

Having  control  of  the  steering  wheel,  do  you  know  what  to 
do  with  it?

;housands  of  drivers  who  are  killed  on  the  roads  every  year 
enow  what  to  do  with  the  steering  wheel  when  the  car  is  going 
straight— but  if  ice,  or  rain-soaked  leaves,  or  an  emergency 
jrake  application  start  the  car  skidding,  what  then?  How 
many  will  instantly  realize  that  the  rear  of  the  car  is  going  to 
he  right  or  the  left,  and  turn  the  steering  wheel  in  the  same 
iirection?  Think  of  it  in  this  way:  You  are  trying  to  put  the 
ront  of  the  car  back  where  it  belongs:  ahead  of  the  rear 
>f  the  car,  instead  of  off  to  one  side  of  the  rear  of  the  car. 
rhis  is  the  minimum  amount  of  knowledge,  and  without  it, 
10  one  should  be  allowed  on  a  public  highway.  If  you  know 
t  theoretically,  you  are  ahead  of  most  people.  If  you  have 
lemonstrated  it  on  a  table  top  with  a  toy  car,  you  are  ahead 
>f  still  more  people.  But  to  be  sure,  you  should  have  prac- 
iced.  If  you  live  in  cold  country,  and  can  find  a  safe  pond 
>r  lake,  or  if  you  see  an  ice-covered  supermarket  parking  lot 
;ome  Sunday  afternoon,  try  it  yourself.  The  terror  of  the 
kid  is  90  per  cent  in  not  knowing  what's  going  on.  I  have 
lad  skids  that  lasted  a  quarter  of  a  mile;  I  once  had  a  car 
pin  six  times;  I  was  never  frightened  because  I  knew  exactly 

what  the  car  was  doing  and  I 
knew  exactly  what  to  do  to 
regain  control  of  it.  Literally 
thousands  of  times  I  have  set 
up  skids  and  slides  purpose- 
ly, because  in  certain  situa- 
tions a  slide  is  the  quickest 
way  around  a  corner.  The  ex- 
pert professional  driver  can 
skid  the  back  wheels  alone, 
he  front  wheels  alone,  or  all  four  together,  still  maintaining 
he  car  under  complete  control.  Anyone  can  steer  a  car  in  a 
traight  line,  even  at  75  miles  an  hour.  It's  when  it  starts 
joing  sideways— the  newspapers  always  say  "the  driver  lost 
■ontrol"  — that  we  separate  the  men  from  the  boys. 

There's  another  racing  practice  we  call  "slip-streaming" 
>r  "getting  a  tow"  or  "drafting."  To  do  this  you  put  your 
ar  tight  behind  someone's  else,  and,  because  he  will  be 
>reaking  up  the  air  resistance,  there  will  be  an  area  of  low 
>ressure,  a  vacuum,  just  behind  his  car.  If  you  can  get  into 
his  area,  you  can  let  up  on  your  throttle  and  run  your  engine 
ight,  saving  that  much  fuel  and  that  much  wear  and  tear, 
ind  still  make  the  same  speed.  Many  years  ago,  when  I  was 
ust  beginning  to  race,  I  slip-streamed  a  veteran  Italian 
Iriver,  Luigi  Villoresi,  for  more  than  90  miles,  at  speeds 
iround  130!  It  was  the  only  way  I  could  keep  up  with  him, 
ince  his  car  was  much  faster  than  mine.  Villoresi  finally  got 
id  of  me  by  cutting  suddenly  in  front  of  a  slower  car.  De- 
rived of  my  "tow,"  I  had  to  drop  back.  Now  the  point  is 
hat  no  one  who  wished  to  stay  alive  would  dream  of  "draft- 
ng"  any  but  the  most  experienced,  level-headed,  competent 
river.  If  a  man's  to  sit  there  at  130,  140,  150  miles  an  hour 
nth  another  car  perhaps  18  inches  behind  him,  he  must  be 
n  absolute  professional.  If  he  does  one  little  thing  wrong, 
-rakes  an  instant  too  soon,  or  too  hard,  misses  a  shift,  fails 
o  accelerate  when  he  should — anything — there  is  going  to 
»e  trouble.  Similarly,  only  a  driver  of  the  first  rank  can  slip- 
tream  another  car.  The  two  drivers  must  both  know  exactly 
rtiat  to  do  and  when,  or  someone  will  go  to  the  hospital. 

Now,  in  ordinary  driving,  this  practice  is  called  "tail- 
ating."  It  is  a  criminal  offense.  It  should  be.  The  average 
river  is  absolutely  unsafe  in  close  company  with  another  car.

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competence,  the  quick  reaction.  He  is  wholly  unequipped. 
The  safe  rule  of  thumb  is  easy  to  remember:  for  each  10  miles 
an  hour  you're  traveling,  have  one  car  length  of  space  be- 
tween you  and  the  fellow  in  front— at  60  miles  an  hour,  six 
car  lengths,  at  70,  seven  car  lengths,  and  so  on.

Because  of  the  danger  of  fire,  I  prefer  to  be  thrown  out.  I  have 
been  thrown  out  of  several  race  cars,  with  injuries  ranging 
from  minor  to  severe,  but  the  injuries  that  were  serious 
enough  to  cause  my  retirement  came  from  a  crash  in  which 
I  was  not  thrown  from  the  car. 

In  passenger  cars,  on  the  other  hand,  I  think  seat  belts  are 
indispensable,  imperative.  There  is  no  doubt  that  universal 
use  of  seat  belts  would  reduce  the  death  rate  by  40  per  cent 
at  least,  and  the  injury  rate  by  even  more. 


The  problem  is  a  simple  out':  in  an  accident  the  automobile 
either  stops  suddenly  or  it  changes  direction  suddenly,  you, 
the  driver  or  passenger,  continue  in  the  original  direction 
at  the  original  speed  until  you  hit  something,  and  you  will 
hit  it  at  roughly  the  speed  at  which  the  automobile  was  mov- 
ing when  the  incident  began.  You  know  what  it  feels  like  to 
walk  into  a  door  in  a  dark  room,  yet  this  happens  usually  at 
a  speed  around  2  miles  an  hour.  A  boxer  who  can  swing  his 
fist  at  a  speed  of  19  miles  an  hour  can  knock  you  unconscious, 
so  it  should  be  easy  to  imagine  the  consequences  of  a  crash 
at  even  the  modest  rate  of  50  miles  an  hour,  when  you  are 
free  to  fly  around  the  inside  of  an  automobile. 

The  ideal  seat  belts  would  combine  lap  and  over-the- 
shoulder  rigs,  have  some  light  padding  at  the  point  of  body 
contact,  have  a  clutch-and-reel  arrangement  to  allow  limited 
body  movement— to  reach  the  hand  brake,  for  example— 
and  would  be  fastened  either  to  the  frame  of  the  car  or  to  a 
large  reinforced  area  on  the  floor. 

Seat  belts  are  particularly  important  to  children,  who  will 
not,  in  a  crash,  even  throw  their  arms  up  in  front  of  their 
faces.  To  me,  one  of  the  most  infuriating  sights  on  the  high- 
way is  the  common  one  of  the  3-  or  4-year-old  child  standing, 
unrestrained,  on  the  front  seat.  I  should  say  that  this  child's 
chance  of  survival  uninjured  in  even  an  ordinary  hard  emer- 
gency or  panic  braking  situation  is  approximately  1  in  1,000, 
and  only  the  most  freakish  kind  of  good  luck  could  bring  it 
alive  through  a  real  crash. 

One  of  the  prime  causes  of  highway  accidents  is  certainly 
mechanical  failure,  but  almost  nothing  is  known  about  this. 
Obviously  not:  when  a  car  has  been  wrapped  around  a  tree, 
only  the  most  painstaking  examination  by  experts  can  hope 
to  determine  its  condition  before  the  accident.  This  expensive

and  time-consuming  examination  is  always  made  after  air- 
plane crashes,  which  kill  a  few  hundred  people  a  year,  but  al- 
most never  after  the  automobile  crashes  that  kill  a  few  tens 
of  thousands  of  people  a  year.  However,  a  random  sample  of 
motorcars  pulled  off  the  highway  for  a  safety  check  will  al- 
ways show  many  of  them  in  thoroughly  unsafe  condition. 
Most  drivers  limit  the  personal  attention  they  give  their 
automobiles  to  keeping  the  gas  tank  filled.  They  let  the  sta- 
tion attendant  look  after  the  oil,  and  as  for  the  tires,  unless 
one  of  them  is  so  flat  it's  obvious  20  feet  away,  nobody  seems 
to  bother  with  them  at  all. 

You'll  live  longer  if  you  check  your  tire  pressures  yourself, 
remembering  that  a  tire  running  5  pounds  soft  on  a  very  hot 
day  at  high  speeds  can  and  probably  will  blow  out;  that  tires 
running  either  soft  or  hard  can  radically  alter  the  behavior 
of  the  car  in  an  emergency.  (When  I  raced,  I  considered  the 
adjustment  of  tire  pressures  to  within  a  quarter-pound  ex- 
tremely important.) 

Once  every  couple  of  weeks  you  ought  to  pop  off  the  hub 
caps  and  see  that  the  wheel  nuts  are  tight.  After  all,  your  life 
is  riding  on  those  five  little  nuts.  The  kind  of  brake  fluid 
recommended  by  your  car's  maker  is  the  only  kind  to  use, 
and  the  device  that  lights  up  a  red  lamp  when  the  fluid  level 
drops  to  a  danger  point  is  one  of  the  most  useful  devices  go- 
ing. If  your  car  isn't  equipped  with  one  as  standard,  you 
ought  to  buy  it  as  an  accessory.  As  for  the  rest,  you'll  just 
have  to  trust  your  mechanic— but  he  can't  check  the  drive 
shaft  on  your  car  if  you  don't  bring  it  in  and  ask  him  to  do  it. 

I  started  racing  when  I  was  young,  and  I  know  that  the 
typical  young  driver  has  a  quick  reaction  time  and  good 
vision.  Yet  insurance  companies  charge  higher  premiums 
for  young  drivers,  and  they  can  prove  they're  entitled  to  do 


so.  The  trouble  with  the  average  young  driver  is  simple  ar- 
rogance. To  demonstrate  his  virtuosity,  he  sits  sideways  to 
the  wheel,  his  girl  almost  in  his  lap,  steers  with  one  hand, 
and  generally  shows  a  bored,  almost  somnolent  attitude— 
until  someone  chops  him  off  at  a  red  light.  Then  he  turns 
savage,  stands  on  the  gas,  and  commits  six  errors  of  judgment 
in  succession.  He  thinks  he's  a  good  driver,  when  the  fact  of 
the  matter  is  of  course  that  he's  a  terribly  bad  driver. 

Here,  or  elsewhere,  the  best  young  driver  is  the  one  who 


takes  driving  as  seriously  as  it  deserves  to  be  taken.  He  be- 
longs to  a  hot-rod  club  or  a  sports-car  club,  perhaps  he 
races,  or  runs  in  hill-climbs.  He  proves  his  skill  there  in  com- 
petition with  his  equals— not  on  the  public  highway,  running 
past  dear  old  aunties  driving  to  the  market.  On  public  high- 
ways, the  young  driver,  like  each  of  us,  is  responsible  to  him- 
self for  his  own  life  and  the  lives  of  those  running  on  the 
road  beside  him.  END

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Almost  everyone  wants  a  better  house.  And, 
surprisingly,  almost  everyone  now  in  a  house 
could  easily  have  a  better  place  to  live  if  they 
went  after  it.

They  sold  their  old  house 
for  about  what  they  paid  for  it  and  the  $3000- 
plus  equity  covered  the  $2000  down  payment 
requirements  on  the  new  house  and  gave  them 
extra  cash-in-hand  for  closing  costs  and  a  good 
start  on  landscaping.  The  monthly  payment  on 
their  new  30-year  FHA  mortgage  is  about  $130 
—only  $20  a  month  more  than  they  had  been 
paying,  yet  they  have  a  home  worth  $6,000 
more  than  the  old  one. 

Now  give  this  some  thought,  too:  The  longer 
you  put  off  buying  or  building  a  new  home— or 
starting  an  improvement  and  expansion  of  your 
present  home— the  less  time  you'll  have  to 
really  enjoy  it.  First,  put  aside  your  dream 
house  for  a  few  years.  It's  probably  so  wonder- 
ful you  can't  afford  it  now  anyway.

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Toyland  treasures  from 
wooden  blocks 

Toymaking,  a  craft  with  the 
magical  quality  of  childhood, 
can  be  a  simple  and  satisfying 
process  when  you  put  your  work- 
shop to  use  for  the  joy  of  your 
youngsters. 

Remember  the  spool-and-rub- 
ber  band  convoys  you  produced 
as  a  boy?  The  same  principle 
motorizes  these  little  wooden 
cars,  which  make  safe  and  un- 
complicated toys  for  any  boy. 

We  made  these  from  two-inch 
blocks  of  select  grade  white 
pine,  shaped  with  a  band  saw. 
The  body  is  a  solid  piece  of 
wood,  with  holes  for  metal  tub- 
ing axles  and  for  Vs-inch  dowel 
steering  rod.  A  slice  of  %-inch 
dowel  is  the  steering  wheel. 

Force  metal  tubing  into  wheels 
and  through  body  for  axles.  Drill 
body  holes  slightly  larger  in  di- 
ameter than  wheel  openings. 

For  rear-wheel  "motor,"  wind 
large  rubber  band  around  a  3- 
inch  length  of  ^-inch  dowel. 
Draw  the  band  through  a  small 
dowel  round  (which  serves  as  a 
hub),  then  through  the  axle,  and 
secure  to  a  small  nail  on  the  op- 
posite wheel.  Lubricate  the 
"hub"  with  soap.  Wind  the  stick, 
and  watch  'er  roll! 

Finish  by  sanding,  and  if  you 
like  color,  use  nontoxic  paint. 

While  you  have  wood  at  hand, 
cut  a  series  of  blocks  like  those 
pictured  in  foreground  here. 
They  comprise  a  fraction  board, 
to  teach  youngsters  principles 
of  arithmetic  while  playing.  The 
blocks  should  be  designated  1, 
14,  Vt,  Vt,  or  can  be  colored  to 
indicate  their  proper  divisions. 
Cut  them  to  fit  a  simple  frame.

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Music  for  the  record 

If  the  young  in  your  home  follow  current  trends  in  folk  music,  they  (and  you)  will  delight  even 
more  in  participating. 

One  guitar  and  one  instruction  book  can  transform  one  folk  music  fan  from  audience  to  per- 
former in  a  very  short  time.  Guitar  chords  to  accompany  most  folk  songs  are  few  and  are  rela- 
tively simple  to  master.  Later,  to  develop  virtuosity,  you  should  direct  your  budding  guitarist 
to  a  good  instructor.  For  the  beginner,  new  guitars  cost  as  low  as  $12,  and  rise  in  quality  and 
price  to  $300  (for  a  classical  Spanish  guitar). 

After  the  hootenannies  begin  to  occur  regularly,  suggest  that  your  group  expand  its  enjoy- 
ment by  tape-recording  the  concert.  The  playback  is  nearly  as  much  fun  as  the  original  version. 

As  the  source  of  music  for  your  home  or  as  a  complement  to  your  hi-fidelity  or  stereo  system, 
a  good  tape  recorder  provides  dozens  of  useful  interests.  Prices  depend  on  quality  and  the 
number  of  features  you  want.  If  you  have  feeling  for  history,  tape-record  important  speeches 
or  events  from  TV  or  radio  for  a  "you  were  there"  file.  The  tape  recorder  also  comes  in  handy 
as  a  "mirror"  to  help  rehearse  a  play,  talk,  or  business  presentation. 

An  especially  good  service  is  to  read  aloud,  on  tape,  for  blind  students.  For  information, 
write  to  Talking  Books,  Reference  Division  for  the  Blind,  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.C. 


Furniture  for  Lilliputian  living 

Furnish  a  doll  house  with  designs  so  realistic 
they'd  go  over  big  in  Lilliput  then  watch  your 
living  doll's  delight. 

Miniature  reproduction  of  fine  furniture  is  a 
craft  you'll  never  stop  developing  once  you  start. 
As  a  beginning,  you'll  probably  find  the  simple 
lines  of  contemporary  furniture  easier  to  follow. 
Next,  you'll  want  to  copy  models  from  books  on 
the  many  various  styles  of  furniture  design,  or 
create  your  own  designs.  Use  the  convenient 
scale  of  1  inch  equals  1  foot. 

These  miniature  Early  American  secretaries, 
only  a  foot  high,  were  made  from  light  balsa 
wood.  This  simple  material,  available  in  most 
craft  and  hobby  shops,  is  easy  to  cut  and  glue. 
You  need  only  a  single-edge  razor  blade  or  hob- 
by knife,  and  a  water-soluble  glue. 

Just  choose  the  chest,  table,  chair,  or  sofa  you 
would  like  to  reproduce,  use  a  ruler  to  scale  its 
dimensions,  and  "blueprint"  your  piece  of  furni- 
ture. Try  wood  pieces  first,  then  go  to  uphol- 
stered miniatures. 

To  upholster  these  tiny  creations,  use  adhe- 
sive-backed moleskin  (available  in  drug  stores) 
or  cotton  for  padding.  Then  glue  brightly  colored 
fabric  scraps  to  cover. 

Use  an  artist's  paintbrush  to  apply  the  proper 
wood  stains,  a  fingernail  polish  brush  to  add  de- 
tails such  as  painted-on  handles. 

Later,  when  you  graduate  to  elaborate  period 
pieces,  "antique"  the  wood  with  gold-and-white 
paint.  You'll  be  able  to  furnish  a  tiny  palace!

A  second  look  at  secondhands 

If  you  can't  resist  the  urge  to 
poke  around  in  secondhand 
shops,  don't  junk  the  idea  of 
finding  something  of  worth.

Note  the  no-longer-sat-upon 
piano  stool  occupying  center 
stage  here.  It's  turning  in  a  new 
performance  as  a  coffee  table. 
To  make  one  of  your  own,  mount 
a  block  of  wood  on  an  old  piano 
stool  base,  then  glue  a  prized 
antique  tray  (or  a  hardy  contem- 
porary one)  to  the  wood.  The 
result  is  a  special  coffee  or  end 
table  for  your  living  room. 

All  the  news  that's  fit  to  dis- 
play in  your  home,  such  as  the 
old  "Harper's  Weekly"  screen  in 
foreground,  can  be  mounted  on 
'/2-inch  plywood  cut  to  the  exact 
newspaper  format.  First,  thin 
water-soluble  glue  to  the  con- 
sistency of  heavy  cream,  then 
spread  on  back  of  newspaper 
and  apply  to  wood.  Smooth  with 
a  brush  or  cloth,  overlap  edges, 
and  trim  with  razor  blade. 

Cover  cans  and  boxes  like  the 
ones  you  see  here,  add  new 
hardware,  and  produce  a  bright- 
ly different  accessory  or  gift.

This  lightweight 
rough-and-tumble  car  quilt  travels  to  the  sofa,  to  the  bedroom,  to  a  bal 
game.  A  four-by-six-foot  descendant  of  the  carriage  robe,  the  car  quil 
doubles  as  a  child's  bedcover  or  lounging  quilt.  With  squares,  rectangles 
triangles  of  lush  velvet,  satin,  wool,  and  other  fabric-  machine-appliquet 
to  a  single  piece  of  backing-  you  can  create  happy,  haphazard  quil 
effects,  or  orderly  Mondrian  color  geometry.

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THIS  HOUSE  KEEPS  UP  WITH  YOU! 


Why?  Because  this  is  a  house  you  don't  often  find 
—a  house  you  can  build  in  four  co-ordinated 
stages.  It  lets  you  build  your  own  home  sooner, 
and  expand  when  you  most  need  extra  space. 

When  you're  starting  out  as  a  family,  you  can 
buy  the  basic  package.  In  it,  you'll  have  a  living 
room,  kitchen,  bedroom,'and  bath  (see  small  plan). 
As  your  family  grows,  you  can  make  room  by  add- 
ing a  bedroom  wing.  A  few  birthdays  later,  you 
can  take  the  pinch  off  by  building  on  a  new  living- 
dining  room  and  turning  the  living  room  into  a 
family  room.  The  last  boost  in  living  space  comes 
with  the  carport  and  deck  additions. 

Unlike  many  add-on  houses,  this  one  finishes  off 
into  an  excellent,  uncompromising  design;  that's 
because  it  was  laid  out  as  a  whole  house,  then  di- 
vided into  stages.  Each  addition  will  go  on  in  an 
orderly  way— without  the  costly  wrecking,  re- 
building, and  not-quite-planned  look  of  some  ex- 
pansion jobs.  If  you  have  to  move  before  it's  fin- 
ished, you  can  offer  buyers  a  plan  that  can  be  ex- 
panded to  fit  their  own  needs. 

Add  to  all  this  two  more  reasons  for  success:  the 
architect-owner  of  this  home,  Donald  Bowman, 
and  his  wife,  Sue.  Because  they  both  like  their  liv- 
ing casual,  Don  concentrated  on  making  this  house 
as  practical  and  simple  as  possible. 

The  house  he  designed  would  rate  high  on  our 
Better  Homes  for  All  America  list,  even  without 
its  four-way  plan.  The  exterior  is  clean  and  un- 
cluttered, with  just  two  windows  on  the  entry 
side  (upper  left).  Instead  of  covering  post-beam  de- 
tails, he  used  them  as  trim:  vertical  2x4s  frame 
cedar-plank  sections;  2x8s  above  give  the  roof  a 
long,  low  sweep.  With  the  carport  in  front,  he 
created  sheltered  storage  and  delivery  areas— and 
screened  the  entry. 

On  the  other  side  (lower  left),  Don  used  the  post- 
beam  design  to  open  the  house  to  the  secluded 
yard.  Doubled  2x8  joists  project  beyond  the  glass 
walls,  supported  by  tripled  2x4  columns.  Over- 
head, a  28-foot-long  screen  of  2x2s  breaks  up  bright 
sunlight.  A  matching  deck— set  flush  with  the  liv- 
ing room  floor— lets  the  family  enjoy  every  minute 
of  the  Seattle  summers. 

Take  a  close  look  at  the  Bowman  entry  area  (op- 
posite). It's  a  sample  of  what  makes  this  house  so 
trim,  tailored,  and  practical:  carefully  matched 
wood  areas  and  supports;  a  covered,  illuminated 
walkway  of  2x4s  leading  from  the  carport;  a  bright 
entry  door  with  a  glass  panel  beside  it.

THIS  HOUSE  KEEPS  UP 
WITH  YOU! 

This  is  what  the  Bowman  house  looks  like 
inside  in  its  fourth  stage:  bright,  practical 

and  as  inviting  as  from  the  outside. 

Top  left  The  key  to  its  efficient  activity 
areas  is  the  18-foot  storage-serving  counter 
shown  here.  It  channels  incoming  guests 
to  either  the  living  or  family  rooms  with- 
out giving  the  entry  a  boxed-in  feeling. 
During  mealtime,  this  counter  works  as  a 
handy  buffet  or  serving  unit,  actually  ex- 
tending the  kitchen  working  area  to  the 
dining  table.  Underneath  the  counter  is  a 
two-foot- wide  strip  of  storage  that  fits  each 
room  it  passes:  equipment  and  dinnerware 
for  the  kitchen;  games  and  hobby  items 
for  the  family  room;  linens  and  table  ac- 
cessories for  the  dining  area.  To  keep  down 
cleaning,  the  counter  top  was  surfaced 
with  plastic-laminate,  and  the  sides  were 
made  with  prefinished  paneling. 

Sturdy  beams,  stained  to  match,  anchor 
the  long  cabinet  and  support  the  roof. 

Top  Center  The  kitchen  takes  full  ad- 
vantage of  the  divider-counter— and  puts 
other  storage  where  it's  needed  most. 

On  this  side  of  the  counter  is  a  small  eat- 
ing area  that  makes  quick  meals  quicker. 
The  range  is  built  into  the  end  of  the 
counter,  just  steps  away,  and  the  counter 
top  holds  almost  any  hot-dish  or  snack 
combination.  This  same  eating  area  easily 
becomes  a  convenient  planning  desk  or 
part-time  sewing  center— right  where  Sue 
Bowman  can  keep  her  eye  on  Bradford, 
the  youngest  Bowman,  as  he  plays. 

Instead  of  the  usual  cupboard  storage, 
the  Bowman  kitchen  concentrates  its  stor- 
age in  a  pair  of  floor-to-ceiling  pantry 
built-ins.  Both  have  shelves  tailored  to 
their  contents— canned  goods  and  staples 
in  the  pantry  shown,  large  appliances  and 
serving  pieces  in  one  just  out  of  the  pic- 
ture. Besides  spotting  the  storage  where 
it's  needed,  these  bifolding-door  units  add 
that  crucial  kitchen  asset:  organization. 
Combine  all  this  with  a  recessed  refriger- 
ator and  under-the-counter  storage  by  the 
window,  and  you  have  a  kitchen  that  will 
keep  up  with  you  for  years. 

Top  Right  The  family  room  helps  tell 
the  Bowman  expansion  story.  (Compare 
small,  large  plans).  In  the  first  stage,  the 
113  2x15  family  room  serves  as  a  compact, 
well-ordered  living  area  right  off  the  kitch- 
en. The  glass  panel  at  one  side  gives  a  con- 
trolled view— and  plenty  of  light.  Later  on, 
this  room  turns  into  an  inviting,  con- 
venient family  center. 

Opposite  This  living-dining  room  wing 
is  a  good  example  of  the  way  additions  fit 
this  house.  Here  the  old  outside  wall  dis- 
appears, the  roof  extends  24  feet,  and  you 
get  a  living  room  with  all  the  things  that 
make  relaxing  second  nature— freestand- 
ing fireplace,  grooved  cedar  wall,  ceiling- 
to-floor  glass,  and  an  efficient  floor  plan.

When  you  have  them  firmly  in 
mind,  proceed  to  the  next  area. 

Know  government  grade  marks 
(U.S.D.A.  Prime,  Choice,  Good) 
and  packer  and  retailer  brands. 
Watch  for  the  small  circular  stamp 
(U.S.  Inspected  and  Passed),  in- 
dicating federal  inspection.  For 
packaged  and  canned  meats,  a 
quality  brand  is  also  a  guide.

These  cereal  specials  have  been 
favorites  with  men  and  boys  for 
a  long  time— and  still  are. 

Spicy  Raisin  Oatmeal.  Another  time,  top  it 
with  a  big  pat  of  butter  or  margarine  and 
broken  California  walnuts. 

Bring  3!  -,  cups  fresh  cold  water  to  a  brisk 
boil.  Add  1  cup  seedless  raisins,  1  teaspoon 
salt,  1  teaspoon  cinnamon,  and  J4  tea- 
spoon nutmeg.  Slowly  stir  in  V/2  cups 
quick-cooking  rolled  oats,  making  sure 
water  continues  to  bubble.  Reduce  heat 
and  cook  5  minutes,  stirring  now  and  then. 
Turn  off  heat;  cover  oatmeal  and  let 
stand  5  minutes.  Serve  hot  with  sugar  and 
cream  or  milk.  Makes  4  servings. 

Italian  Gnocchi.  So  good— after  the  first  bite, 
you  can't  stop  eating!  Note  that  you  can  fix 
ahead  except  for  baking.  With  browned  slices 
of  Canadian  bacon,  it's  brunch  or  supper. 

Heat  3  cups  milk  with  '4  cup  butter  or 
margarine  and  1  teaspoon  salt  just  until 
scalding,  stirring  frequently  (do  not  boil). 
Add  :!4  cup  farina  in  a  fine  stream,  stirring 
all  the  while.  Then  cook  and  stir  5  minutes. 

Remove  from  heat.  Stir  small  amount 
hot  farina  into  2  slightly  beaten  eggs,  then 
return  to  hot  mixture.

Add  one 
3-ounce  package  softened  cream  cheese  and  beat  with  electric  or 
rotary  beater  to  blend  cheese  with  orange  mixture. 

Add  remaining  reserved  fruit  syrup,  }  2  cup  mayonnaise  or  salad 
dressing,  U  cup  lemon  juice,  2  tablespoons  sugar,  and  a  dash  of 
salt.  Beat  gelatin  mixture  again  until  smooth.  Chill  until  partially 
set.  Stir  in  the  drained  fruit  cocktail,  }4  cup  crumbled  blue  cheese, 
and  3  2  CUP  broken  pecans.  Spoon  mixture  into  individual  molds. 
Chill  until  firm,  about  4  or  5  hours.  Unmold  the  salad  cups  on 
your  choice  of  greens.  Makes  8  to  10  servings. 


Vegetable  Medley.  You  might  pick  this  one  to  go  with  an 
Italian  supper.

Prepare  Apple  Cups:  Pare  each  of  4  apples  in  a  thick  wide  strip, 
being  sure  the  peel  is  unbroken;  as  you  near  base,  cut  across  apple, 
leaving  bottom  intact  as  a  slice  attached  to  the  peel.

How  often  and  when  should  plants  be  fertilized?  Some  people 
say  every  month  of  the  year;  others  say  every  two  or  three 
months.  Mrs.  G.  J.,  Granada  Hills,  California 

Since  most  plants  are  not  in  active  growth  from  November 
to  February  in  your  area,  I  believe  you'd  do  your  plants  more 
good  by  feeding  them  each  month  from  early  February  to 
early  October.  Plants  need  little  food  during  winter  months 
when  the  soil  is  cold  and  the  days  are  short.  You  get  far  better 
mileage  from  fertilizers  if  the  soil  has  been  soaked  24  hours 
before  the  plant  food  is  applied  and  there  is  less  chance  of 
burning  tender,  new  roots. 

Our  double-flowered  mock-orange  is  in  need  of  pruning.  How 
should  we  accomplish  this?  L.M.,  Boise,  Idaho 

Many  authorities  suggest  a  rejuvenation-pruning  program 
that  stretches  out  over  a  period  of  three  years.  But  since  the 
mock-orange  is  a  relatively  fast  grower,  I  think  you  could 
accomplish  a  renewal  of  the  main  framework  and  flowering 
wood  over  a  two-year  period— providing  you  fertilize  the 
plants  immediately  after  pruning.  I  suggest  you  remove 
about  one-half  the  old  wood  this  spring  immediately  after 
flowering.  This  leaves  you  flowering  branches  for  next  sea- 
son. Then,  the  following  year,  prune  back  the  old  wood  that 
you  left  this  year.  Thereafter,  prune  lightly  each  spring  to 
get  the  oldest  growth  out  and  let  new  growth  come  in. 

I've  tried  everything  under  the  sun  to  help  my  house  plants 
succeed,  but  I  still  have  failures.  Could  you  tell  me  what  I  am 
doing  wrong?  J.M.,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah 

I'm  inclined  to  think  your  troubles  are  traceable  to  either 
poor  drainage,  an  excess  of  salts  in  the  soil,  or  both.  The 
salts  would  come  from  your  water — I  understand  some  of  the 
water  in  your  area  contains  as  much  as  200  parts  per  million 
of  soluble  salts— too  much  calcium  for  the  average  house 
plant.  Incorporate  plenty  of  organic  matter  into  your  pot- 
ting soil— sand  will  help,  too.  Water-logged  soil  will  cause 
roots  to  rot  and  the  tops  to  gradually  die  back. 

Is  it  true  that  you  need  both  male  and  female  forms  of  holly 
to  get  berries?  How  do  you  tell  the  difference  between  male  and 
female  plants?  K.E.H.,  San  Jose,  California 

Yes,  you  need  both  a  male  and  a  female  holly  to  get  berries. 
The  female  bears  the  fruit,  so  plant  "her"  in  a  place  of  prom- 
inence and  plant  the  male  near  by,  or  even  some  distance 
away.  Here's  how  you  can  tell  the  difference  between  the 
two:  male  plants  have  flowers  with  very  prominent,  pollen- 
bearing  stamens  which  radiate  out  toward  the  edge  of  the 
blossoms.  The  female  flowers  have  very  few,  if  any,  stamens. 
The  plants  normally  bloom  in  late  March  and  April,  so  you 
can  make  selections  at  that  time.  The  handsome  Chinese 
holly  (Ilex  cornuta)  is  an  exception  to  this  and  does  not 
necessarily  have  to  have  a  male  plant  near  the  female  to 
develop  good-sized  clusters  of  bright  red  berries. 
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Would  you  be  kind  enough  to  suggest  several  easy-to-grow  vine 
that  could  be  grown,    in   hanging  baskets  and  would  cotitrast\ 
nicely  with  colorful  roses  below? 

Mrs.  O.O. B.,  San  Leandro,  CalifornuM 
One  of  the  easiest  of  all  to  grow,  and  graceful  and  nice  asl 
well,  is  the  asparagus  fern  (Asparagus  sprengeri).  It  has  light! 
green,  needlelike  foliage  and  red  berries  in  the  winter.  Otherf 
possibilities  are  parrot-beak  (Clianthus  puniceus),  light  gray* 
ish  evergreen  foliage  with  rose-scarlet  flowers;  wax-plantl 
(Hoya  carnosa),  a  twining  evergreen  with  small  aerial  rootlets 
and  fragrant,  velvety  white  flowers  forming  almost  perfect 
clusters  with  a  unique  geometrical  arrangement;  black-eyedl 
Susan  vine  (Thunbergia  alata),  small  trailing  perennial  with! 
showy  flowers  of  bright  orange  with  jet-black  centers.  Thel 
last  is  a  triple-purpose  plant  in  Southern  California  gardens.! 
There  it  is  used  not  only  in  hanging  baskets  but  in  window | 
boxes  and  as  a  ground  cover. 

I'd  like  to  know  more  about  Hoya  carnosa  or  .wax-plant.  I'm\ 
especially  interested  in  learning  how  to  propagate  it. 

Mrs.  L.S.,  Coeur  d'Alene,  Idaho\ 

This  exciting  house  plant  can  be  propagated  from  2-inch- 
long  cuttings.  Half-ripened  wood  selected  in  July  and  August' 
usually  starts  easily.  Start  cuttings  in  small  flowerpots  con- 
taining coarse  sand.  When  rooted— in  about  6  to  8  weeks- 
transplant  the  rooted  cuttings  to  pots  containing  a  soil  mix 
of  equal  parts  peat  moss  or  leaf  mold,  garden  loam,  and 
coarse  sand.  Thereafter,  the  little  vines  should  grow  fast. 

The  wax-plant  is  actually  a  member  of  the  milkweed  fam- 
ily. The  best  place  to  grow  them  is  in  a  south  window  where 
they  receive  morning  or  afternoon  sun.  This  is  a  tip  to  the 
fact  that  the  vines  love  warmth.  Lots  of  moisture  should  be 
given  the  plants  as  long  as  the  soil  drains  well.  During  spring 
and  summer,  see  that  they  are  fed  with  one  of  the  house- 
plant  fertilizers  every  two  weeks — discontinue  after  the  first 
of  October.  Curiously  enough,  the  vines  like  to  be  kept  pot- 
bound.  It  seems  that  when  the  root  systems  are  restricted, 
better  crops  of  flowers  result.  There  are  many  interesting 
varieties  of  hoyas— some  with  variegated  leaves. 

/  don't  seem  to  have  much  luck  in  starting  tuberous  begonias 
from  cuttings.  Any  tips?  L.E.K.,  Seattle,  Washington 

The  big  commercial  growers  prefer  to  grow  their  plants 
from  either  seed  or  tubers.  The  reason  they  handle  a  small 
percentage  of  cutting-grown  plants  is  that  they  want  to 
increase  certain  plants  with  desirable  features — to  be  sure 
the  young  plants  will  be  exactly  like  the  parent.  The  com- 
mercial growers  start  their  tubers  into  active  growth  along 
in  February  and  March.  When  the  new  growth  is  3  inches 
high,  they  cut  off  about  2  inches  of  stem,  dust  the  ends  of  the 
cuttings  with  a  hormone  powder  to  encourage  root  forma- 
tion, and  root  them  in  flats  of  coarse  sand.  The  cuttings  re- 
quire high  humidity  and  bottom  heat  to  succeed. 

The  plants  should  be  kept  in  bright  light,  but  out  of  direct 
sunlight  for  best  growth  and  flowering.  Plants  grown  from 
cuttings  taken  early  in  March  and  April  will  usually  bloom 
the  same  season.  This  same  advice  applies  to  gloxinias.

WHERE  ARE  YOU  GOING  FINANCIALLY? 


Why  do  you  earn  money,  anyway? 
This  may  sound  like  an  elementary 
question— yet  your  answer  deserves 
some  serious  thought. 

Perhaps  your  family  is  stuck  on  a 
treadmill  of  bills.  You  work  and  slave 
to  pay  them  off,  only  to  face  a  new 
crop  the  next  month,  and  the  next. 
That's  no  way  for  anybody  to  live, 
as  you  know  only  too  well. 

Or  maybe  you  stay  out  of  debt  all 
right,  but  never  seem  to  accumulate 
any  cash  toward  a  new  sofa,  a  vaca- 
tion trip,  or  even  a  night  out  on  the 
town.  Your  budget  balances— just 
barely.  Somehow  you  manage  to 
dodge  a  nagging  feeling  that  your 
family  isn't  getting  ahead— isn't 
building  for  the  future. 

The  point  is,  you  need  financial 
targets.  Next  December  31st,  you 
should  be  farther  down  the  road  to- 
ward those  targets  than  you  were  last 
January  1st.  And  next  year,  another 
step.  Till  some  day  you  either  reach 
all  your  goals,  or  come  as  close  to 
them  as  your  united  efforts  can  pos- 
sibly carry  you. 
How  do  you  choose  targets? 

A  cash  savings  fund  should  be  your 
family's  number  one  aim.  Right  be- 
hind that  is  life  and  health  insurance 


— enough  to  protect  all  your  futures. 
Then  might  come  a  home  of  your  own 
(maybe  with  new  dishwasher  and  re- 
frigerator to  boot).  Plus  college  for 
your  kids,  along  with  a  start  toward 
your  own  retirement.  And  a  heaping 
measure  of  family  enjoyment  all 
along  the  way.  Never  overlook  that 
last  target.  Some  people  say  that's 
basically  what  money  management 
is  all  about— to  make  sure  there  are 
always  enough  dollars  left  over  for 
what  you  really  want  out  of  life. 

Consider  where  you  are  in  your  "fi- 
nancial life  cycle."  No  two  families 
have  exactly  the  same  experience, 
but  there's  a  familiar  pattern. 

For  a  while  after  the  honeymoon, 
a  young  couple  treats  money  rather 
free  and  easy.  Often  the  wife  has  her 
own  income  to  contribute.  Then  one 
day  the  first  child  enters  the  picture, 
and  expenses  suddenly  shoot  up  at 
the  same  time  that  income— the 
wife's  share  of  it— declines.  (Funny 
how  many  young  couples  are  taken 
completely  by  surprise,  too.)  And  be- 
fore long,  the  husband  has  several 
dependents  who  cost  quite  a  bit  more 
than  their  $600  tax  exemption. 

All  this  while  there  are  hundreds 
of  items  to  buy— furniture,   a  car,

kitchen  and  laundry  equipment,  ne  \ 
clothing,  insurance,  a  home.  Tl 
children,  as  they  grow  up,  consun 
more  of  everything  each  year.  As 
result,  the  family  money  supply  ge 
tighter  and  tighter. 

Eventually  the  children  are  edi 
cated  and  married  off.  The  family  ii 
come  by  this  time  has  rebounded  ar 
is  probably  higher  than  it's  ev< 
been.  But  retirement  looms  ahea 
and  woe  unto  the  husband  and  wi 
who  haven't  started  planning  for 
before  now. 
How  do  you  reach  your  goals? 

At  what  point  in  this  financial  li 
cycle  can  you  manage  to  "get  ahead' 
When  can  you  put  something  asi< 
for  your  long-term  goals?  The  answ 
is— whenever  you  decide  to  get  starte 
True,  you  won't  be  able  to  squee 
very  much  extra  out  of  a  modest  i 
come.  It's  hard,  some  months,  simp 
to  stay  even.  But  you  certainly  a 
begin  making  the  best  possible  use 
your  dollars,  and  thus  establish  go\ 
money  management   habits   that    w 
pay  off  much  bigger  later  on.  And  y< 
will  always  have  the  satisfaction 
knowing    your    financial    picture 
pretty  good— and  getting  a  little  I 
better  every  year. 
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DO  YOU  HAVE  A  SPENDING  PLAN? 


Old-fashioned  budget  systems  ex- 
pected you  to  know  the  right  answers 
before  you  started.  From  your  month- 
ly income,  you  subtracted  all  "fixed 
expenses"  (bills  you  had  no  control 
over),  and  then  allotted  standard 
percentages  of  the  remainder  to 
clothing,  household  operations,  rec- 
reation, contributions,  and  so  on. 

But  how  could  you  guess  all  the 
right  percentages?  Your  family's 
tastes  and  interests  are  not  the  same 
as  your  friends'  or  any  so-called 
"average"  family's.  Besides,  it  doesn't 
make  sense  to  give  up  on  reducing 
certain  of  your  bills  because  someone 
else  called  them  "fixed." 
Why  have  a  family  money  plan? 

Perhaps  you  know  people  who 
manage  their  money  just  fine  with- 
out any  system.  You  may  be  doing 
all  right  yourselves.  Then  why  have 
a  money  plan?  Simply  for  this  rea- 
son: If  you  can  stay  in  the  black  with- 
out a  money  plan,  then  with  a  good 
plan  you  could  be  living  much  better 
than  you  are.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
you  now  go  into  the  red  regularly,  a 
money  plan  can  make  you  solvent 
again  and  banish  from  your  home 
that  painful  question,  "Why  are  we 
always  broke?" 

One  word  of  advice.  Paperwork  is 
not  what  makes  your  money  plan  go. 
Your  adioyis  based  on  that  paper- 
work are  what  really  count.  Some 
families  know  their  income  and  outgo 
to  the  penny,  and  try  to  prove  to 
themselves  that  they  can't  possibly 
do  any  better.  Such  record-keeping 
is  a  waste  of  time,  because  it  leads 
nowhere.  If  your  money  plan  doesn't 
improve  your  family's  standard  of 
living,  you  might  as  well  forget  it. 
How  does  a  money  plan  work? 

A  money  plan  consists  of  two 
parts.  First,  you  keep  a  record  of  your 
present  spending—where  your  money 
is  going  now.  Second,  after  you  have 
some  figures  to  work  with,  you  fore- 
cast and  earmark  your  future  income 
and  outgo.  In  the  forecast,  you  make 
any  changes  in  spending  you  think 
will  benefit  your  family. 
How  do  you  keep  a  spending  record? 

We  don't  have  space  here  to  supply 
spending-record  forms.  Many  good 
ones  are  available  in  bookstores;  you 


can  even  draw  up  your  own  forms. 
Just  be  sure  they  are  ruled  off  into 
convenient  time  periods  (your  pay- 
days make  good  dividing  lines)  and 
include  all  the  categories  of  spending 
that  apply  to  your  family. 

As  you  record  your  spending— day 
by  day  or  week  by  week  -try  to 
group  things  sensibly.  For  example, 
auto  insurance  premiums  should  go 
into  the  automobile  column  and 
health  insurance  into  the  health-and- 
medicine  column  rather  than  with 
life  insurance  expenses.  Aspirin  and 
phonograph  records  should  not  be 
listed  carelessly  under  "Food"  mere- 
ly because  you  bought  them  at  the 
supermarket.  "Recreation"  should 
show  what. you  spent  for  entertain- 
ment in  your  home  or  away — every- 
thing from  potato  chips  to  baby 
sitters  to  restaurant  meals. 

Don't  worry  about  writing  down 
costs  to  the  last  penny,  however. 
Round-dollar  figures  are  good  enough 
for  planning  purposes,  at  least  in  your 
bigger  categories. 

Continue  your  spending  record  at 
least  two  months  before  you  go  on  to 
the  next  step  (the  forecast).  In  the 
meantime,  keep  an  eye  out  for  places 
where  spending  cuts  could  be  made  — 
but  don't  make  drastic  changes  till 
you  have  enough  information  to  be 
sure  of  what  you're  doing. 

All  along  the  way,  a  "special"  (10- 
cent-a-check)  or  regular  checking  ac- 
count at  a  bank  can  be  very  helpful. 
On  the  stubs,  record  what  you 
bought,  where,  and  when;  the  can- 
celled checks  become  your  receipts 
and  provide  supporting  evidence  for 
income  tax  deductions. 
How  can  you  forecast  the  future? 

After  two  or  three  months,  you'll 
have  an  accurate  picture  of  your  fam- 
ily's current  spending.  If  you  have 
bills  that  come  due  annually,  divide 
them  by  12  (24  or  52  if  you're  on  a 
semimonthly  or  weekly  money  plan) 
and  add  them  to  the  appropriate 
spending  column.  Variable  bills  like 
winter  heating  should  be  averaged 
out,  too. 

Now  set  yourselves  some  financial 
targets.  Make  them  short-range  ones 
at  first.  For  example,  if  you're  now 
spending  $30  a  week  for  food  and 


think  that's  too  high,  make  $: 
$27  your  target.  If  you're  saving 
or  nothing  now,  start  a  "Sav 
column  in  your  spending  recon 
a  goal  for  it,  and  treat  your  sa 
account  as  a  bill  that  must  be 
like  any  other. 

Beware  of  one  pitfall.  Don't  e 
mize  away  all  your  small  pleas 
Money  management  is  a  lift 
proposition,  and  you  can't  livt 
Scrooges  forever.  One  family  laur 
a  money  plan  by  cutting  som 
penses  and  simultaneously  ra 
the  recreation  allowance.  Ever 
was  amazed  at  the  idea;  later  on, 
pitched  in  and  found  ways  to 
more  fun  on  less  money  than  bt 

As  you  reach  your  initial  fina 
targets,  start  working  on  long-r 
goals.  If  a  college  fund  is  one  of  t 
set  up  a  separate  savings  or  in 
ment  account.  If  your  family  i; 
der-insured  (particularly  Dad), 
putting  adequate  cash  into  that 
of  protection  and  savings.  And  il 
want    a    memorable    vacation 
year,    begin    planning    and    se 
money  aside  for  it  now. 
What  about  those  "fixed  expenses"? 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  ar 
solutely  fixed  expense.  You 
some  regular  bills  to  pay  (such  as 
or  house  payments),  but  you  "fi 
them  yourselves  when  you  too! 
the  obligations.  You  could  move 
less  costly  house  or  own  a  1- 
priced  car— and  thus  make  sm 
monthly  payments  on  them. 

Naturally,  you  don't  want  to  !■ 
your  standard  of  living  if  you 
avoid   it.    But   surprisingly  eno 
some  of  your  biggest  potential 
ings    may    be    found    in    bills 
thought  couldn't  be  budged. 

For  example,  if  you  are  now  pa 
life  insurance  premiums  on  a  mo 
ly  basis,  you  can  save  an  average 
per  cent  by  switching  to  one  an 
premium.  (This  cuts  the  compa 
bookkeeping. )  Even  semiannual 
ments  offer  a  worth-while  sa^ 
You  can  budget  for  the  bigger 
less  frequent  outlays  by  startii 
separate  savings  account  earma 
for  insurance.  Not  only  do  you 
on  the  premiums,  but  your  ace' 
earns  interest  as  it  accumulates. 
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DO  YOU  USE  DOLLAR  SENSE? 


The  simplest  bit  of  money  man- 
agement advice  we  know  is  this: 
Maximize  your  income,  minimize  your 
outgo.  Make  every  reasonable  effort 
to  increase  your  family's  income  over 
the  years,  and  at  the  same  time  try 
to  hold  the  line  on  your  operating 
costs.  Businesses  are  run  on  this 
principle,  and  your  family  is— in  a 
very  real  sense— a  business,  too. 

In  a  business,  the  net  income  re- 
maining after  all  expenses  are  paid 
is  called  the  profit.  A  corporation 
uses  its  profit  either  to  expand  the 
business  or  to  distribute  to  stock- 
holders in  the  form  of  dividends. 
When  your  family  money  plan  shows 
a  "profit,"  you  also  have  two  choices. 
You  can  invest  the  surplus  for  your 
future  use  (in  a  savings  account,  gov- 
ernment bonds,  or  common  stocks, 
for  example),  or  you  can  distribute  it 
to  yourselves  right  away  in  the  form 
of  things  like  a  second  car,  hobby 
equipment,  or  frequent  weekend  va- 
cations. Either  way,  you  win— your 
efforts  have  paid  off. 
How  do  you  hold  down  expenses? 
Unless  your  income  is  way  above 
average,  over  half  of  it  goes  for  op- 
erating costs— food,  clothing,  auto- 
mobile upkeep,  medical  bills,  drugs, 
family  recreation,  and  the  like.  In 
buying  these  goods  and  services,  you 
make  countless  individual  decisions. 
Most  of  the  time,  you  probably 
choose  well,  but  if  you  make  mistakes 
often  enough,  they  can  add  up  to 
sizable  money  leaks. 

As  you  keep  your  spending  record, 
you'll  spot  quite  a  few  of  these  leaks. 
Watch  for  the  following  common 
ones  (many  of  them  discussed  in  de- 
tail later  in  this  article): 

High  food  bills,  especially  for  items 
largely  prepared  for  you  by  others. 
(However,  many  packaged  "conven- 
ience foods"  actually  save  you  money 
through  mass  production  and  the 
elimination  of  waste  in  your  kitchen; 
so  compare  costs  carefully.) 

Housing  expenses  that  don't  bring 
in  corresponding  benefits.  Included 
here  are  renting  whe^  you  should  be 
buying;  disadvantageous  mortgage 
terms;  excessive  maintenance  costs 
for  older  (and  some  newer)  homes. 

Needless  purchases  of  miscellaneous 


items  that  clutter  cupboards  and  are 
used  seldom  if  ever.  Usually  an  "im- 
pulse buyer"  is  at  fault. 

Excessive  interest  charges  for  per- 
sonal loans  and  installment  credit. 

Transportation  costs  that  are  out 
of  line  with  your  other  spending. 

Unwise  insurance  outlays,  which 
often  result  from  a  lack  of  over-all 
planning;  you  may  actually  be  un- 
der-insured in  some  critical  areas. 

Uncontrolled  recreation  spending, 
especially  on  costly  equipment.  (For 
activities  you  engage  in  occasionally, 
you'd  be  better  off  renting.) 

Overpayment     of     taxes,     through 
missing  legitimate  income-tax  deduc- 
tions or  failing  to  file  the  most  ad- 
vantageous kind  of  return. 
Are  you  a  shrewd  spender? 

Sometimes  you  can  save  money  by 
first  spending  some.  Perhaps  your 
heating  bills  are  abnormally  high  for 
your  neighborhood  and  type  of 
house.  Weatherstripping,  improved 
insulation,  or  new  combination  win- 
dows might  pay  for  themselves  in 
fuel  savings.  (Or  a  new  heating  sys- 
tem might  be  economically  justified.) 

On  the  other  hand,  don't  kid  your- 
self about  the  money-saving  aspects 
of  buying  certain  appliances.  Food 
freezers  and  sewing  machines  can 
help  when  properly  used,  but  you 
should  be  sure  they're  right  for  your 
family  before  making  the  investment. 

For  all  medium-cost  and  major 
items,  shop  at  a  number  of  places— 
not  only  to  compare  prices  but  to 
decide  how  much  quality  you  really 
need  in  each  item  Many  groups  of 
products  regularly  go  on  sale  at  cer- 
tain times  of  year:  January,  July,  and 
August  are  especially  good  months 
in  which  to  schedule  your  purchases. 
How  much  debt  can  you  afford? 

Most  families  can  safely  carry  to- 
tal installment  debts  (not  counting 
a  mortgage)  of  up  to  15  per  cent  of 
their  annual  take-home  income.  Thus, 
a$5,000-incomefamily  could  "charge" 
up  to  $750  without  serious  financial 
repercussions.  However,  whether  you 
want  to  extend  your  credit  that  far 
at  any  particular  time  is  your  own 
decision  to  make. 

Just  remember  that  it  doesn't  pay 
to  stretch  out  credit  any  longer  than 


you  have  to.  With  loans,  time  is  trul* 
money.  Doubling  the  repaymei 
period  more  than  doubles  your  ii 
terest  charges  for  a  transaction.  Mo: 
costly  of  all  is  the  habit  of  living  ju. 
behind  your  income— that  is,  payir 
off  purchases  several  months  afti 
you  make  them,  all  the  while  payir 
"revolving  charge  account"  interes 
Eventually,  these  monthly  charg 
will  become  a  steady  drain  on  yoi| 
family's  income. 
What  does  credit  really  cost? 

The  cost  of  a  loan  or  installmei 
contract  can  be  measured  two  way 
in  terms  of  simple  annual  intere 
rate,  or  as  a  total  dollar  amount  f< 
the  "finance  charges."  Always  ai 
for  both  figures,  and  compare  tl! 
terms  offered  by  various  lenders  sik 
as  banks,  credit  unions,  retail  dec 
ers,  life  insurance  companies  (whic 
loan  on  your  policy),  and  consum 
finance  companies. 

If  the  interest  rate  is  stated  as 
percentage  of  the  declining  balan  j 
each  month,  multiply  the  month! 
percentage  by  12  to  obtain  the  rate 
simple  annual  interest.  Thus  1 ]  ■>  p : 
cent  a  month  is  18  per  cent  a  year.  I 

If  the  loan  is  made  at  a  discourl 
rate  (dollars-per-hundred-per-yeai 
the  true  annual  interest  is  appro 
imately  double  the  stated  rate.  Tl 
is  because  your  monthly  paymer 
gradually  reduce  the  loan,  and  yo 
average  debt  is  only  half  the  origir 
amount.  So  a  loan  at  $6  per  $100  p 
year,  paid  back  in  monthly  or  week 
installments,  costs  about  12  per  ce 
simple  annual  interest. 
What  about  buying  for  cash? 

There's  no  doubt  the  cash  buy 
has  an  advantage  over  the  man  wj 
buys  on  time.  A  good  cash  positi 
helps   you    take   full    advantage   ! 
sales  and  specials  when  they  oca 
you  can  use  credit  only  sparingly  a 
to  your  own  benefit  in  terms  of  low  J 
prices  for  items  you  need. 

Streamlining  your  spending  hab 
will  help  you  get  onto  a  cash  basis: 
or  close  to  it.  All  that  interest  mon 
(which  may  run  as  high  as  12  to  ' 
per  cent  or  more  of  your  average  de 
level)  will  stay  in  your  pocket.  Bef( 
you  know  it,  you'll  be  reporting 
terest  income  on  vour  tax  return! 
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WHEN  SHOULD  YOU  BUY  A  HOME? 


Home  ownership  offers  you  many 
benefits— the  right  to  live  where  you 
want  as  long  as  you  want;  full  free- 
dom to  furnish  and  decorate  and 
landscape;  the  satisfaction  of  raising 
your  children  in  a  place  they  can  gen- 
uinely call  home.  But  beyond  these 
intangibles  is  a  sound  financial  reason 
for  home  ownership,  as  we  shall  see. 
When  does  it  make  sense  to  rent? 

The  chief  advantage  of  renting  is 
mobility.  If  you  probably  will  move 
within  3  or  4  years,  renting  also  elim- 
inates the  initial  expenses  of  buying: 
closing  costs,  legal  fees,  and  real  es- 
tate commission  at  resale. 

However,  during  recent  years, 
rents  have  gone  up  faster  in  most 
areas  than  the  cost  of  owning  a  home. 
And  even  when  your  mortgage  pay- 
ments, taxes,  and  maintenance  add 
up  to  more  than  a  rental,  the  real  cost 
may  still  favor  home  ownership.  Part 
of  your  mortgage  payment  builds 
equity  (your  cash  investment),  and 
all  interest  and  property  taxes  are 
deductible  from  income  taxes. 

As  living  costs  rise,  so  does  the 
worth  of  a  well-kept  home.  Today, 
the  general  price  level  has  steadied, 
and  house  values  have  even  fallen  in 
some  areas.  This  might  seem  to  show 
that  home  ownership  is  no  longer 
financially  attractive;  yet  if  you  sell 
your  house  for  less  than  you  expect- 
ed, you  probably  will  buy  or  build 
your  next  house  at  a  comparably  low 
price.  And  home  ownership  still  pro- 
tects you  against  future  inflation. 
How  much  house  can  you  afford? 

Several  good  rules  of  thumb  can 
guide  you  in  home-buying.  In  using 
them,  consider  your  family's  goals — 
and  whether  you  place  an  especially 
high  value  on  the  home  you  live  in. 
If  so,  you  can  stretch  the  formulas 
a  bit,  since  you'll  be  putting  more 
dollars  into  your  home  and  fewer  on 
other  items  in  your  budget. 

Some  housing  formulas  are  based 
on  your  income.  For  example,  many 
lenders  figure  you  can  afford  a  home 
-  costing  between  2  and  2}  ■>  times  your 
annual  income.  In  another  rule,  you 
divide  your  annual  earnings  by  60; 
the  result  is  what  you  can  pay  each 
month  for  housing  (including  mort- 
gage, property  taxes,  and  insurance). 


Better  Homes  &  Gardens  has  an- 
other guide,  based  on  what  your  fam- 
ily wants  to  spend  on  housing.  We 
simply  suggest  that  you  arrive  at  a 
monthly  figure  you  can  comfortably 
meet;  then  multiply  by  100  to  esti- 
mate the  size  of  the  mortgage  you  can 
carry.  Add  your  down  payment,  and 
that's  what  your  home  should  cost. 
What  mortgages  are  available? 

Three  major  types  of  mortgage 
loans  are  offered;  however,  the  gov- 
ernment-insured loans  are  harder  to 
get  in  some  areas.  Mortgages  differ 
primarily  in  interest  rate,  length  of 
loan,  and  down  payment  required. 

Conventional  mortgages  may  be 
made  for  up  to  75  or  80  per  cent 
(sometimes  up  to  90  per  cent)  of  the 
property  value,  as  appraised  by  the 
lender.  Terms  run  up  to  30  years; 
there  is  no  government  insurance. 

FHA-insured  mortgages  carry  a 
guarantee  from  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration  protecting  the  lender 
(not  the  borroioer)  against  loss.  You  go 
first  to  a  mortgage  lender;  he  submits 
your  application  to  FHA,  which 
makes  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
property  and  your  ability  to  assume 
the  mortgage.

Currently,  interest  rates  may  not  ex- 
ceed 5 ]  4  per  cent  plus  }  ■>  of  1  per  cent 
FHA  guaranty  charge. 

VA  mortgages,  often  called  "GI 
loans,"  are  available  to  eligible  vet- 
erans of  World  War  II  or  the  Korean 
conflict.  Procedures  are  similar  to 
those  of  FHA  loans,  with  applica- 
tions being  made  to  the  Veterans 
Administration  Loan  Guaranty  of- 
fice. If  the  mortgage  lender  is  willing, 
loans  may  go  up  to  100  per  cent  of 
the  VA's  appraisal.  The  VA  may 
make  loans  directly  to  the  home  buy- 
er in  certain  areas  where  there  are  no 
participating  lenders.  VA  rates  cur- 
rently are  5j4  per  cent. 
Who  makes  mortgage  loans? 

Major  sources  for  home  loans  are 
savings  and  loan  associations,  com- 
mercial banks,  and  life  insurance 
companies  (the  last-named  usually 
through  local  mortgage  brokers). 

Commercial  banks  charge  534  to 
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5  •  |  per  cent  interest,  and  ger 
lend  no  more  than  75  per  cent 
appraisal  value  for  up  to  20 
Most  banks  have  no  additiona 
ice  charges  and  levy  no  penalty 
prepay  (pay  ahead  of  time).

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rARE  YOUR  CAR  COSTS  IN  LINE? 


Next  to  a  home,  your  costliest  pur- 
chase is  likely  to  be  your  car— and 
since  automobiles  wear  out  faster 
than  houses,  you  probably  will  face 
this  big  spending  decision  more  often. 
Wise  shopping  can  save  you  many 
dollars  every  time  you  buy. 
How  do  you  pick  a  good  used  car? 

The  best  place  to  look  is  at  the  lot 
of  a  new-car  dealer.  He  wants  to  sell 
used  cars  taken  in  trade,  but  must 
also  safeguard  his  reputation.  For 
that  reason,  most  new-car  dealers  re- 
condition their  trade-ins. 

Used-car  dealers  pay  less  attention 
to  mechanical  condition;  to  them, 
appearance  is  what  counts.  Used-car 
lots  mix  good  buys  and  "lemons"; 
you  try  to  tell  one  from  the  other. 

Don't  expect  the  speedometer- 
reading  to  tell  you  how  much  use  a 
car  has  had.  Instead,  check  for  exces- 
sive wear  in  floor  mats,  brake  pedal, 
and  upholstery  (especially  driver's 
side).  Beware  if  some  or  all  of  these 
items  appear  brand  new— they  may 
have  been  replaced  because  of  hard 
usage.  Look  beneath  the  car  for  in- 
dications of  welding  on  the  frame 
(you  don't  want  a  car  that's  had  a 
major  accident). 

Leave  judgments  on  mechanical 
condition  to  an  expert.  When  you 
find  a  car  that  satisfies  you  in  all 
other  respects,  have  a  trusted  me- 
chanic inspect  it.  This  costs  little  and 
may  save  considerable  grief  later. 

Used-car  sales  contracts  usually 
specify  that  you  share  repair  costs 
with  the  dealer  during  the  "war- 
ranty" period.  His  reputation  helps 
you  decide  how  good  his  warrantv  is. 
Do  you  need  to  shop  for  a  new  car? 

What  you  pay  for  a  new  automo- 
bile is  seldom  the  "list  price"  dis- 
played on  the  car  window.  Selling 
prices  for  any  particular  model  vary 
from  one  reputable  dealer  to  the 
next,  depending  on  his  inventory,  the 
rate  of  sales  earlier  in  the  month, 
sales  contests — even  the  weather. 

Thus,  your  first  visit  to  a  show- 
room should  be  a  shopping  trip  only. 
Take  your  time  deciding  which 
model  suits  your  family  best.  Write 
down  the  delivered  price  for  the  car 
plus  the  extra  equipment  you  want. 
Find  out  the  dealer's  cash  price;  let 


him  know  you  are  shopping  around. 

If  you  are  trading  in  another  car, 
you  also  want  to  know  the  cash  dif- 
ference between  your  trade-in  and 
the  final,  discounted  price  for  the 
new  one.  Don't  talk  monthly  pay- 
ments yet;  that  comes  later. 
Can  you  save  on  auto  financing? 

When  you're  ready  to  buy,  get  a 
statement  from  the  dealer  indicating 
the  trade-in  allowance  for  your  car, 
the  additional  down  payment  (if 
any),  the  cash  difference,  the  month- 
ly payment  his  financing  deal  calls 
for,  and  the  number  of  payments. 

To  figure  the  exact  finance  charge 
(the  total  dollar  cost  of  your  loan),  mul- 
tiply the  monthly  payment  by  the 
number  of  months  you're  to  pay  and, 
from  the  resulting  figure,  subtract 
the  amount  borrowed.  With  this  in- 
formation, you  can  go  to  various 
lending  institutions  in  your  area  and 
quickly  compare  costs. 

Often,  your  best  bet  is  to  obtain 
your  loan  directly  from  a  bank  or 
other  low-cost  lending  agency.  You 
get  all  the  money  you  need,  turn  it 
over  to  the  dealer,  and  pay  off  the 
loan  — with  all  dealings  between  you 
and  the  lender  you  select. 
What  auto  insurance  do  you  need? 

Most  of  all,  you  need  liability  cov- 
erage, to  pay  claims  others  may  make 
against  you  for  personal  injury  or 
property  damage.  Today,  jury  awards 
can  run  into  astronomical  sums,  yet 
the  cost  of  adequate  liability  cover- 
age is  not  much  higher  than  the  min- 
imum policy  you  could  buy. 

You  should  consider  at  least  50/ 
100/10— which  means  up  to  $50,000 
for  one  person  injured  in  an  accident, 
a  maximum  of  $100,000  for  two  or 
more  persons  injured,  and  $10,000 
for  damage  to  the  property  of  others 
(but  not  to  your  own  car). 

Two  kinds  of  insurance  pay  for 
damage  to  your  car.  Collision  cover- 
age is  recommended  except  when 
your  car's  value  is  such  that  even  to- 
tal loss  would  not  be  a  financial  dis- 
aster. Comprehensive  insurance  pays 
for  theft,  glass  breakage,  fire,  falling 
trees  just  about  every  kind  of  dam- 
age not  caused  by  collision. 

Both  collision  and  comprehensive 
insurance     may     (and     should)     be 
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bought  on  a  "deductible"  basis,  ; 
greatly  reduced  rates.  A  $100-d> 
ductible  clause  means  the  compar 
pays  only  for  damage  exceeding  th; 
amount,  thus  eliminating  small  clain 
which  run  up  the  insurance  cost. 

You  can  also  buy  medical-pa; 
men ts  coverage  which  pays  bills  f< 
anyone  injured  while  in  your  oa 
Towing  insurance  and  uninsurt 
motorists  coverage  are  other  option 
policies  you  might  choose. 

Keep  in  mind  that  auto  insurant 
rates-  vary  from  city  to  city  and  con 
pany  to  company.  In  addition,  coi 
sider  each  firm's  ability  to  sett 
claims  anywhere  you  travel. 
How  much  does  a  car  cost  to  own? 

The  answer  depends  upon  a  lot 
variables  — such    as     the    size    ar 
weight  of  the  car,  how  it  is  equippe 
how  you  maintain  it,  how  you  drn 
it  (and  how  far),  and  how  long  yc 
own  it  before  trading.  As  a  car  gro\ 
older,  some  costs  decline  (depreci 
tion,  licensing,  insurance),  other  cos 
increase  (repairs),  and  some  tend 
remain  fairly  constant  (gasoline, 
nance  charges) . 

The  average  new-car  buyer  ow 
h.'s  auto  three  years  and  drives 
10,000  miles  a  year.  According  to  oi 
study,  annual  costs  range  from  $8' 
for  a  compact  to  $925  for  an  intt 
mediate-sized  car  and  $1,130  for 
full-size    model.    Three    fourths 
those  costs  have  little  or  no  relatii 
to  the  number  of  miles  driven  (d 
preciatibn,      financing,      insuranc 
taxes,   licensing).   The  remainder 
made  up  of  gasoline,   maintenan< 
and  repair  charges. 

On  a  per-mile  basis  over  the  fiii 
three  years,  the  more  or  less  "fixei 
expenses  come  to  6.4  cents  for  a  cor 
pact,  7  cents  for  the  intermedia' 
and  8.2  cents  for  a  full-size  car.  0 
erating  costs  (which  you'd  eonsid 
for  vacation  planning)  run  2.2,  2 
and  3.1  cents  a  mile. 

If  you  buy  used  cars,  your  fixed  t 
pertses  are  lower,  but  operating  co; 
increase  rapidly  because  of  higher  i 
pair  bills.  The  latter  are  so  hard 
predict  that  there  are  no  relial 
cost  figures  for  used-car  ownersh 
The  secret  is  careful  shopping  for 
"cream-puff"  that  will  serve  you  w( 
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WHO  NEEDS  INSURING — AND  WHY?

Insurance  protects  your  family 
against  financial  losses  you  cannot 
guard  against  in  other  ways.  Few 
families  stop  to  analyze  what  losses 
they  might  have— or  how  much  risk 
there  is  of  each  one  occurring.  Thus, 
your  own  family  may  well  be  over- 
protected  against  a  few  minor  or  rare 
losses,  and  very  vulnerable  to  some 
potential  disasters. 

The  most  crushing  financial  blow 
a  family  faces  is  the  death  or  disable- 
ment of  the  provider— in  most  cases, 
Dad.  Next  most  serious  is  a  costly 
illness  or  accident  (including  the  pos- 
sibility of  death)  occurring  to  any 
other  family  member. 
Why  buy  life  insurance? 

Death  is  the  one  casualty  we  know 
is  unavoidable;  the  only  question  is 
when  it  will  occur.  Most  of  us  assume 
we'll  live  to  a  ripe  old  age,  and  sta- 
tistics show  that,  on  the  average,  we 
will.  But  "on  the  average"  also  in- 
cludes many  people  who  die  quite 
young— often  without  any  warning. 

Life  insurance  has  three  main  ob- 
jectives for  your  family: 

1.  Pay  funeral  and  other  expenses 
arising  from  death. 

2.  Provide  income  for  the  surviv- 
ing family  members. 

3.  Accumulate  dollars  which  can 
help  educate  your  children  or  add  to 
your  retirement  income. 

Nearly  all  life  insurance  policies 
are  designed  to  fill  one  or  more  of 
these  needs.  It's  your  job— and  the 
life  insurance  agent's— to  decide  who 
in  the  family  should  be  insured,  for 
how  much,  and  for  what  purpose. 
What  basic  policies  are  available? 

Today's  best  seller  in  life  insurance 
is  the  straight  life  policy.  It  offers  life- 
time protection,  with  premiums  also 
payable  for  life.  The  premium  de- 
pends upon  your  age  when  you  buy; 
once  established,"  it  never  changes. 
Straight  life  gradually  builds  up  a 
cash  value  available  to  you  at  any 
time  as  a  loan  or  complete  withdraw- 
al (but  the  latter  ends  the  policy). 
-  Many  straight  life  policies  can 
provide  supplementary  retirement 
income  by  drawing  on  the  cash  values 
when  full  protection  is  no  longer 
needed.  Much  "educational"  life  in- 
surance is  straight  life;  these  policies 


guarantee  the  full  amount  for  educa- 
tion if  the  parent  dies,  and  at  least  a 
portion,  in  the  form  of  cash  values,  if 
the  parent  is  still  living. 

Various  limited  "payment  plans  also 
give  lifetime  protection  but  require 
premiums  for  limited  periods,  such 
as  10,  20,  or  30  years.  These  policies 
call  for  larger  premiums  than  straight 
life,  because  the  same  protection 
must  be  paid  for  within  a  limited 
span  of  years  instead  of  a  lifetime. 

Another  basic  policy — term  insur- 
ance—builds no  cash  value  and  pays 
off  only  upon  death.  It  covers  you  for 
just  a  specified  number  of  years, 
usually  5  or  10.  You  can't  borrow 
against  it  nor  can  you  cash  it  in. 

The  advantage  of  term  insurance 
is  price;  if  you  are  in  your  early  30?, 
it  requires  only  a  third  as  much  cash 
outlay  as  straight  life.  Sometimes  it 
acts  as  mortgage  insurance:  if  you 
die,  your  family  has  no  worry  about 
paying  for  your  home.  Term  insur- 
ance also  backs  up  your  straight-life 
policies  when  your  children  are  small; 
you  can  buy  more  protection  than 
you  could  afford  in  straight  life  alone. 

Each  time  you  renew,  term  insur- 
ance premiums  go  up.  In  your  mid- 
50s,  the  cost  gets  prohibitive,  and  aft- 
er 65,  you  usually  can't  buy  it  at  all. 
What  about  "family"  policies? 

An  insurance  package  called  the 
family  income  policy  combines 
straight  life  and  a  block  of  additional 
term  insurance.  If  you  die  during  the 
extra-coverage  period,  the  company 
pays  the  base  policy  plus  additional 
monthly  income  from  the  term  por- 
tion. If  you  live  beyond  this  "extra" 
period,  the  premium  drops  to  what 
straight  life  was  when  you  bought. 

Another  policy  with  a  similar 
name,  the  family  policy,  provides 
straight  life  insurance  for  Dad,  plus 
smaller  term  amounts  on  Mother 
and  each  child.  The  term  portions 
end  when  the  children  reach  a  speci- 
fied age  (usually  18  or  21),  but  may 
then  be  converted  into  permanent 
policies  regardless  of  their  health  or 
occupation. 
Who  should  be  insured? 

The  bulk  of  your  life  insurance 
should  be  concentrated  on  Dad. 
Never   take   out   small    policies   on 


family  members  at  random;  it"! 
better  to  insure  the  breadwinner  a 
quately,  and  thus  guarantee  the  j 
tection  of  other  family  members. 

Next,  consider  the  economic  va 
of  Mother.  If  she  died,  cash  wo 
be  needed  not  only  to  pay  doctor  * 
funeral  bills,  but  very  likely  to  \ 
a  housekeeper  as  well.  Life  insura 
can  protect  you  here. 

While  young,  your  children  m 
only  minimum  insurance.  Howe 
as  they  enter  teen  years,  it's 
good  idea  to  start  permanent  polk 
which  they'll  continue  as  the  basii 
their  own  insurance  programs. 
What  does  health  insurance  cover? 

There  are  four  basic  kinds  of  hea 
insurance  policies: 

1.  Income  protection  policies  p 
vide  cash  when  Dad  can't  work 
cause  of  sickness  or  accident.  Tl 
may  supplement  protection  offe 
by  your  employer  or  union. 

2.  Major  medical  plans  bear 
financial  brunt  of  bills  resulting  fr 
long-term  illness  or  accident.  Th 
policies  generally  are  "deductibl 
you  (or  other  insurance)  pay,  s 
the  first  $500,  and  then  the  compt 
pays  a  percentage  (such  as  80 
cent)  of  all  medical  costs  for  a  p 
ticular  illness  up  to  a  specified  ma 
mum  (often  $10,000). 

3.  Hospital  insurance  absorbs  m 
of  the  cost  of  short-term  hospitali 
tion.  Some  policies  pay  all  hospi 
charges  for  a  period  of  time  (such 
up  to  90  days),  except  for  cert 
named  items  and  sometimes  a  sir 
deductible  amount.  Other  polk 
pay  cash  to  you— a  specified  amoi 
(such  as  $20  a  day)  for  hospital  roc 
plus  amounts  for  other,  named  h 
pital  charges;  these  policies  also  he 
expiration  limits. 

4.  Surgical  plans  pay  doctor  b 
for  surgery  and  some  related  CO: 
up  to  stated  amounts;  you  pay 
charges  beyond  those  maximums 

Many  persons  think  health  ins 
ance  means  only  policies  3  and  4; ; 
it's  a  real  family  crisis  when  all 
come  stops,  or  when  illnesses  exci 
the  limits  of  ordinary  hospital 
surgical  policies.  Thus  you  can't 
ford  to  overlook  income  protect 
or  major  medical,  either. 
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HOW  CAN  YOU  START  SAVING? 


In  one  sense,  savings  are  like  the 
guard  rail  alongside  a  winding  moun- 
tain road.  You  don't  really  expect  to 
run  your  car  into  the  railing,  but  it's 
mighty  comforting  to  see  it  there. 
Similarly,  for  a  family,  one  important 
benefit  of  saving  is  the  feeling  of  se- 
curity it  brings. 
How  much  should  you  put  aside? 

As  a  target  amount,  most  families 
should  build  a  reserve  or  emergency 
fund  equal  to  3  to  6  months'  income 
—that  is,  enough  cash  to  carry  them 
without  income  for  that  period  of 
time.  When  you  stop  to  figure  the 
amount  needed,  it  comes  to  a  sizable 
sum;  a  family  earning  $8,000  a  year 
should  accumulate  cash  or  ready  sav- 
ings averaging  $2,000  to  $4,000. 

It's  possible  to  save  haphazardly, 
putting  away  money  every  now  and 
then;  but  most  families  find  regular, 
planned  saving  a  far  better  idea.  One 
good  method  is  to  earmark  a  certain 
share  of  your  income— say  5  to  10 
per  cent — for  regular  saving. 
What's  the  best  way  to  save? 

Saving  can  be  automatic:  a  payroll 
deduction  for  U.S.  Savings  Bonds  or 
credit-union  shares.  Or  you  can  make 
weekly  or  monthly  additions  to  a 
bank  or  savings-and-loan  account. 
Many  banks  will,  on  a  regular  sched- 
ule, transfer  any  amount  you  speci- 
fy from  your  checking  to  your  sav- 
ings account.  Another  bank  service  is 
the  Christmas  Club  or  Ail-Purpose 
Club,  which  generally  pays  no  inter- 
est but  does  encourage  regular  saving. 

After  you  have  a  ready-cash  re- 
serve, start  saving  for  your  other 
goals.  At  the  same  time,  you  should 
investigate  long-term  ways  of  putting 
your  money  to  work— such  as  invest- 
ing in  stocks  or  mutual  funds. 

Keep  in  mind  that  some  hidden 
savings  are  also  accumulating  for 
you:  an  equity  in  your  home  (if  you 
are  buying) ;  cash  value  in  permanent 
life  insurance  policies;  company  pen- 
sion plans  and  Social  Security  bene- 
fits. All  of  these  gradually  add  to  the 
"net  worth"  of  your  family. 
Where  can  your  family  save? 

For  your  basic  reserve  fund,  you'd 
like  four  main  benefits:  safety,  earn- 
ings, convenience,  and  liquidity  (the 
ease  with  which  you  can  convert  into 
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cash  again).   The  following  provide 
varying  degrees  of  each: 

Commercial  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies handle  savings  accounts,  and 
in  addition  offer  the  convenience  of  a 
wide  range  of  financial  services— 
checking  accounts,  mortgage  and 
home-improvement  loans,  install- 
ment credit,  personal  loans,  and  safe- 
deposit  boxes.  Most  (but  not  all) 
bank  savings  accounts  are  insured  up 
to  $10,000  by  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corporation. 

Mutual  savings  banks  (located 
mostly  in  Northeastern  states)  offer 
savings  accounts  and  some  other 
banking  services. 

Savings  and  loan  associations  are 
specialized  institutions  which  make 
mortgage  loans  and  accept  savings 
accounts.  Unlike  a  bank,  however, 
the  savings  and  loan  association  does 
not  "owe"  the  money  to  savers;  in- 
dividuals purchase  shares  in  the 
association  which  are  then  recorded 
in  a  passbook.  About  70  per  cent  of 
S&Ls  (including  almost  all  large 
ones)  provide  insurance  up  to  $10,000 
through  the  Federal  Savings  and 
Loan  Insurance  Corporation. 

Credit  unions  are  co-operative  so- 
cieties organized  among  company 
employees  or  other  groups— such  as 
teachers— having  a  common  bond. 
They  receive  savings  from  members, 
and  in  turn  make  loans  to  them. 

U.S.  Savings  Bonds  today  are  a 
better  long-range  buy  than  many 
people  realize.  Their  interest  rate  has 
risen  steadily;  it  now  stands  at  3;;4 
per  cent,  compounded  twice  a  year. 
Psychologically,  bonds  help  you  save 
because  you're  not  likely  to  cash 
them  in  without  good  reason. 
What  about  investing  in  stocks? 

Investments  in  stocks  should  come 
only  after  you  have  an  adequate  re- 
serve fund,  ample  family  insurance, 
and  a  start  on  your  own  home. 

Many  common  stocks  offer 
"growth"  opportunities  and  protec- 
tion against  inflation.  However,  you 
run  a  greater  risk  than  with  the  kinds 
of  savings  just  mentioned;  moreover, 
a  beginning  investor  needs  competent 
advice  on  which  stocks  have  the  best 
prospects  at  any  given  time. 

There  are  several  good   ways  to 


start  investing.  The  simplest  is  1»i 
contact  a  stock  broker  but  be  su! 
he  is  with  a  member  firm  of  the  Ne 
York  Stock  Exchange.  All  memb 
brokers  charge  the  same  commi 
sions:  6  per  cent  on  purchases  und' 
$100,  and  less  than  that,  on  a  slidir 
scale,  for  larger  purchases. 

An  excellent  means  of  buyir 
stocks  on  a  regular  basis  is  tl 
Monthly  Investment  Plan;  you  a 
start  with  payments  as  small  as  $<; 
every  3  months.  You  pick  the  stoc 
or  stocks  you  want,  and  make  tl 
arrangements  with  your  broker.  The 
is  no  contract,  so  you  can  stop  or  sk 
a  month  at  any  time. 

Investment  clubs  offer  you  a  chan 
not  only  to  buy  stocks,  but  also 
learn  about  American  business  wii 
other  club  members.  Clubs  range 
size  from  10  to  25  members;  mo 
New  York  Stock  Exchange  firms  w 
gladly  help  new  clubs  organize. 

If  you  want  professional  stock  a 
alysts  to  manage  your  investing,  lo<  | 
into  the  mutual  funds.  These  cor 
panies  diversify  their  investments 
some   funds    buy    both    stocks   ai 
bonds,    some    conservative    stocl 
while  others  specialize  in  "growtl 
issues.  In  buying  a  mutual  fund,  yi 
usually  pay  an  initial  sales  char 
which   is   higher   than   an   ordina 
stock  commission;  you  may  even 
asked  to  sign  a  purchase  contra 
that  penalizes  you  if  you  fail  to  ke 
up  the  payments. 
How  can  you  build  a  college  fund? 

College  costs  have  more  than  do 
bled  in  the  last  10  years,  and  are  st 
rising.

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ARE  YOU  WISE  ABOUT  TAXES? 


Under  federal  income-tax  laws, 
you  are  entitled  to  many  legitimate 
tax  savings.  But  it's  up  to  you  to 
learn  what  they  are,  and  then  make 
use  of  them  when  you  file.  The  In- 
ternal Revenue  Service  will  disallow 
improper  deductions;  yet  the  IRS 
can  hardly  be  expected  to  spot  de- 
ductions you  were  entitled  to,  but 
failed  to  enter  on  your  return. 
What  income  is  taxable? 

The  Internal  Revenue  Code  says 
that  all  income  is  taxable  unless  spe- 
cifically exempted.  Salaries,  wages, 
commissions,  interest,  and  rent  are 
taxed;  so  are  dividends,  gains  from 
selling  property,  prizes,  awards,  tips, 
rewards— even  buried  treasure. 

Proceeds  from  life,  accident  and 
health,  and  casualty  insurance  are 
generally  not  taxable.  Nor  are  dam- 
age awards  for  personal  injury,  loan 
repayments,  scholarships  and  fellow- 
ships, and  the  first  $50  of  stock  divi- 
dends received.  How  about  the  holi- 
day turkey  your  boss  gave  you?  You 
will  enjoy  it  more  knowing  that  good- 
will Christmas  gifts  from  an  employ- 
er are  nontaxable. 
Who  should  file  which  tax  return? 

Every  person  having  gross  income 
of  $600  or  more  must  file  a  return, 
even  though  no  tax  is  owed  because 
of  deductions  and  exemptions.  Many 
minors  who  earn  less  than  $600 
should  also  file  to  obtain  refund  of 
any  tax  the  employer  withheld. 

Two  income  tax  forms  are  avail- 
able. Form  1040,  the  "long  form," 
may  be  used  by  any  taxpayer.  The 
short  form,  1040A,  is  just  a  punch 
card ;  it  may  be  used  only  if  you  meet 
all  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Gross  income  less  than  $10,000. 

2.  Your  income  from  wages  or  sal- 
ary was  subject  to  withholding  tax. 

3.  No  more  than  $200  in  interest, 
dividends,  or  wages  was  not  subject 
to  withholding  tax. 

4.  You  don't  wish  to  itemize  your 
deductions. 

Even  the  long  form  1040  is  now 
-just  a  single  sheet,  so  it's  not  quite 
the  formidable  document  it  once  was. 
On  the  front  side,  you  report  your 
gross  income,  claim  your  exemptions, 
and  compute  the  tax.  The  reverse 
side  is  for  itemizing  deductions.   If 


your  income  is  solely  from  wages  sub- 
ject to  withholding  tax,  you  can  ig- 
nore the  separate  schedules  for  re- 
porting dividends,  capital  gain,  and 
business  income. 

If  your  adjusted  gross  income  is 
$5,000  or  less,  you  use  the  Tax  Table 
to  figure  your  tax  regardless  of 
whether  you  file  Form  1040  or 
1040A.  The  table  is  simple— all  you 
need  to  know  is  your  gross  income 
and  the  number  of  your  dependency 
exemptions.  (Remember  that  if  a 
new  baby  arrived  this  year — even  on 
December  31— you  can  claim  a  full 
exemption  for  the  entire  year.) 

Except  in  rare  cases,  you  always 
save  tax  dollars  by  filing  a  joint 
return;  you  can  file  it  even  though 
only  one  of  you  had  any  income. 
Newly  weds  note:  you  can  file  a  joint 
return  for  the  whole  year  even  though 
you  had  a  Christmastime  wedding. 
What  deductions  can  you  claim? 

On  Form  1040,  you  may  itemize 
deductions,  or  simply  take  off  the 
standard  10  per  cent  of  your  income, 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $1,000  on  a 
joint  return,  $500  for  individuals. 

Generally,  all  contributions  for 
charitable,  religious,  or  educational 
purposes  are  deductible.  Gifts  of 
property  (a  TV  to  the  church  lounge 
or  clothing  to  the  Salvation  Army) 
are  deductible  to  the  extent  of  their 
"fair  market  value." 

You  can  deduct  all  interest  you 
paid  during  the  year.  Don't  overlook 
interest  on  installment  loans  and  re- 
volving charge  accounts.  If  the  in- 
terest or  finance  charge  is  not  stated 
separately,  you  can  deduct  6  per  cent 
of  the  average  unpaid  balance  owed 
during  the  year. 

If  you  are  under  65,  you  can  de- 
duct medical  expenses  only  in  excess 
of  3  per  cent  of  your  income.  Doctor 
and  dentist  bills  are  deductible,  as 
are  medical  insurance  premiums,  and 
the  cost  of  eyeglasses  and  false  teeth. 
Drugs  and  medicines  amounting  to 
more  than  1  per  cent  of  your  income 
may  be  added  to  your  medical-ex- 
pense deduction.  And  don't  forget  to 
claim  medical  expenses  paid  for  your 
dependents. 

Property,  sales,  and  state  and  local 
income   taxes  may   be  deducted   on 
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your  federal  return.  So  may 
taxes,  car  licenses,  and  (in  som 
only)  cigarette  taxes.  Howev 
all  taxes  paid  by  you  are  ded 
federal  excises  on  jewelry  an 
gage,  and  the  Social  Security  taj 
in  this  category. 

Miscellaneous  deductions  in 
union  and  professional  dues, 
such  items  as  the  cost  of  special 
clothes  needed  in  your  job,  an 
paid  to  an  employment  agency. 

Collision  damage  to  your  car 
damage  to  your  property  catu] 
drought,  fire,  hurricane,  or  floo 
not  covered   by   insurance)   cai 
claimed  as  a  casualty  loss.

Have  you  overlooked  anything?

HOW  MUCH  CAN  YOU  DEDUCT 
FOR  AN  OFFICE  AT  HOME? 


If  you  have  an  office  in  your  home  and  use 
it  in  connection  with  your  employment, 
you  may  qualify  for  an  income-tax  deduc- 
tion covering  the  cost  of  providing  and 
maintaining  the  office.  The  job  may  be 
either  full-time  or  part-time,  and  it  makes 
no  difference  whether  you  work  for  your- 
self or  for  an  employer.  You  must  prove  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  the  follow- 
ing facts: 

1.  Your  work  is  not  a  hobby. 

2.  You  are  required  to  work  at  home. 

3.  You  regularly  work  at  home. 

4.  You  are  deducting  only  your  expenses 
directly  attributable  to  business. 

You  can  charge  off  that  part  of  your 
actual  housing  expense  which  pays  for  the 
space  used  in  your  work.  For  instance,  if 
you  own  a  seven-room  house  in  which  one 
room  serves  exclusively  as  your  office,  you 
can  deduct  one-seventh  of  the  total  annual 
depreciation.  To  arrive  at  this  figure,  take 
one-seventh  of  the  cost  of  your  home— ex- 
clusive of  land— or  the  fair  market  value 
(whichever  is  less) ;  divide  this  by  the  num- 
ber of  years  allowed  for  the  home's  depre- 
ciation down  to  zero  value  (generally  30). 

If  you  use  the  same  room  half  for  work 
and  half  for  private  living,  you  can  deduct 
half  that  amount:  that  is,  one-fourteenth 
of  the  annual  depreciation  of  the  seven- 
room  house.  With  rentals  it's  easier;  you 
just  charge  off  the  appropriate  proportion 
of  what  you  pay  for   rent. 

You  may  also  deduct  a  portion  of  your 
home's  operating  expenses,  such  as  light, 
heat,  and  phone.  After  eliminating  any 
purely  "family-use"  amounts,  divide  your 
monthly  utility  bills  by  the  proportion  of 
space  and  the  percentage  of  time  your 
office  is  used  for  work.  In  addition,  all 
business  long-distance  phone  calls  are  de- 
ductible in  full. 

You  can  also  charge  off  annual  depreci- 
ation on  all  major  items  used  in  your  work. 
With  office  furniture  and  related  equip- 
ment, this  is  usually  based  on  ten  years  of 


useful  life.  Under  a  new  law,  you  are  now 
entitled  to  a  special  seven  per  cent  tax 
credit  in  the  year  you  buy  any  item  having 
a  useful  life  of  eight  years  or  more.  For 
example,  if  you  bought  $500  worth  of  of- 
fice furniture  this  year,  you  can  deduct  $35 
from  your  federal  tax.  Items  depreciating 
more  quickly  result  in  smaller  tax  credits. 
To  get  such  credit,  fill  out  Form  3468  and 
file  it  with  your  return. 

The  full  cost  of  business  stationery 
and  postage  stamps  is  deductible,  too.  Be 
sure  you  keep  accurate  records. 

If  you  work  for  yourself,  you  must  file 
Schedule  C  (Profit  or  Loss  from  Business 
or  Profession)  with  your  income  tax  re- 
turn. If  you  work  at  home  for  your  em- 
ployer, list  all  your  expenses  under  Mis- 
cellaneous Deductions. 


CAN  RETIREMENT  ON  LIFE 
INSURANCE  SAVE  YOU  TAXES? 


In  most  cases,  yes.  That's  because  you 
don't  pay  taxes  on  the  money  your  policy 
has  earned  unless  you  cash  it  in ;  you're  not 
likely  to  do  this  before  your  retirement 
years,  when  you  have  an  extra  (over-age- 
65)  exemption  and  are  probably  in  a  lower 
tax  bracket  anyway. 

Here's  the  usual  procedure:  Say  you 
bought  a  straight  life  policy  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000  at  age  30.  You  pay  premiums 
for  the  face-value  protection,  and  in  addi- 
tion you  are  building  a  cash  value  that 
accrues  interest.  At  a  typical  premium  net- 
cost  of  $159  a  year,  the  policy  will  have 
built  up  a  cash  value  of  $6,000  at  age  65— 
$435  more  than  you  paid  in  over  the  years. 
This  difference  is  taxable  when  and  if  you 
cash  in  the  policy. 

But  the  real  tax-savings  potential 
lies  in  converting  the  policy  into  an  an- 
nuity. That  way,  only  about  one-fifth  of 
each  year's  annuity  payments  (represent- 
ing the  accrued  interest)  is  taxable,  and 
these  are  negligible  amounts  for  anyone  in 
the  lower  tax  brackets. 

The  $10,000  policy  issued  at  age  30  can 
be  converted  into  an  annuity  which  pays 
$41  a  month  for  life.   Of  the  $492  you 


receive  per  year,  and  you'd  have  to  rep<

tion.  If  you  convert  the  same  policy  in 
a  ten-year-certain  plan  (which  guaranty 
continued  annuity  payments  during  th 
period  to  your  beneficiary  if  you  shoi 
die)  you'd  get  $38  a  month  and  rept 
$105  on  each  year's  income  of  $456.

To  determine  the  amount  of  the  casualty  loss 
can  be  deducted,  take  the  difference  between  the  fair  n 
value  of  the  property  immediately  before  and  immed 
after  the  casualty,  and  subtract  the  amount  of  any  instb 
or  other  compensation  received  for  the  loss.  For  exam 
home  which  originally  cost  $20,000  is  damaged  by  a  tor|t 
it  had  a  fair  market  value  of  $23,000  before  the  tornad 
only  $15,000  afterwards.

You  claim  a  casualty  loss  on  page  two  of  the  tax 
under  "Other  Deductions."  In  order  to  claim  it,  you| 
itemize  deductions  instead  of  taking  the  standard 
tion.  Claiming  a  casualty  loss  often  becomes  quite  cc 
cated  (for  example,  there  are  special  rules  for  filing  if  yc 
in  a  designated  disaster  area).  So  you're  wise  to  conj 
tax  attorney  if  yours  is  an  unusual  case. 


SHOULD  YOU  PAY  FOR  INSURANCE 
ANNUALLY  OR  MONTHLY? 


Insurance  costs  less  when  paid  for  on  the  spot.  Annua] 
ments  save  as  much  as  8  to  10  per  cent  compared  to  mc 
payments,  4  to  5  per  cent  as  against  quarterly  payment 
even  cost  about  2  per  cent  less  than  payments  on  a  | 
annual  basis.  That's  because  the  insurance  company 
spend  less  on  bookkeeping  and  billing. 

For  example,  a  policy  calling  for  $145  annual  prej 
would  cost  $148  if  paid  semiannually,  $151  if  paid  quar 
and  nearly  $160  on  the  basis  of  twelve  $13.30  payment^ 

Even  if  you  can't  accumulate  enough  cash  to  pE 
big  annual  premium,  you  may  still  be  able  to  save  monl 
financing  the  lump  sum  through  a  bank.  Take  out  a  loa 
the  amount  of  the  annual  premium,  pay  this  to  the  insu| 
company,  then  pay  back  the  bank  in  monthly  installr 
Figuring  interest  of,  say,  5  per  cent  on  the  $145  loan,! 
total  cost  is  $152.25— somewhat  less  than  the  nearly 
you  would  pay  direct  to  the  insurance  company  in  moj 
installments,  but  more  than  you  would  pay  on  a  quar| 
semiannual,  or  annual  basis. 

Another  excellent  payment  idea  is  offered  under  vs 
names  by  several  insurance  companies.  It  amounts  tl 
automatic  withdrawal  of  the  monthly  premium  from  | 
checking  account  at  your  bank.  You  authorize  both  tl 
surance  company  and  the  bank  to  do  this,  and  you  I 
track  of  the  regular  withdrawals  each  month  in  your  (I 
stubs.  This  kind  of  monthly-payment  system  simplifie| 
company's  bookeeping,  and  the  net  cost  to  you  is  aboi 
same  as  if  you  were  paying  semiannually. 

Prepaying  your  premiums  for  several  years  may| 
still  more  money  if  you  are  injajiigher  income  bracket, 
can  prepay  up  to  a  certain  number  of  years,  depending  j 
the  company,  and  your  payments  are  discounted  on  the  I 
of  a  stated  interest  rate— typically,  4  per  cent.  In  additij 
the  discount,  you  have  a  tax  saving:  if  you  had  invested| 
money,  any  interest  earned  on  it  would  be  taxable. 
dentally,  you  can  withdraw  at  any  time  the  prepaid  ml 
—up  to  the  amount  that  has  not  yet  been  applied  tof 
miums— and  if  you  die  before  the  prepaid  premiums 
been  used  up,  your  beneficiary  gets  a  refund.

Your  dining  room  can  be  a  study  too— if  you  add  this  trio  of 
space-makers.  With  their  simple,  built-in  appearance,  they 
fit  well  with  almost  any  decorating  plan  (and  they  hug  the 
wall  the  way  good  built-in  units  should). 

The  center  storage  section  is  the  key  to  the  whole  unit:  it 
has  a  hinged  panel  that  drops  down  to  make  a  sturdy  desk 
for  typing,  writing,  or  bill-paying.  Shelves  just  above  and 
below  it  hold  assorted  ledgers  and  files;  a  ceiling  spotlight 
keeps  the  area  bright.  The  other  two  storage  sections  con- 
centrate on  dining  room  storage— glassware  and  china  be- 
hind the  rattan  doors,  larger  pieces  in  back  of  lower  doors. 


With  good  space  planning,  almost  any  youngster's  bedrooil 
can  do  double  duty.

metimes  the  easiest  way  to  "add"  a  room  is  by  simply  borrowing  a  few  feet  from 
nother  room.  And  it  certainly  costs  less!  Here,  a  floor-to-ceiling  decorative  screen 
ireates  a  guest  area  at  the  end  of  a  long,  narrow  living  room.  The  screen,  continuing 
round  the  windows,  also  serves  to  camouflage  irregularities  of  the  room.  No  expen- 
sive walls  -and  nothing  but  the  simplest  construction  techniques. 

The  screen  is  built  of  inexpensive  sheathing  pine  with  open  sections  at  the  top. 
The  sections  are  curtained  with  a  sheer  fabric  that  lets  light  filter  through.  The  rich 
walnut  stain  is  a  warm  background  for  the  gaily  colored  furnishings.

Expand  a  room  beyond  its  dimensions  by  making  it  multipurpose.  This  room  is  a  guest  room, 
music  room,  and  a  leisure-time  spot  for  reading  and  relaxing.  The  space  stretchers  are  a  sofa  bed, 
a  compact  storage  unit  near  the  window,  and  a  light  background  color. 

There  just  isn't  enough  room  for  an  "away-from-the-wall"  furniture  arrangement,  so  the  largest 
pieces,  the  sofa  and  organ,  are  placed  against  the  walls.

Left:  Need  extra  storage?  Keep  off-season,  seldom-used  items  in  overhead 
cabinets  with  sliding  doors.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Don  Wanamaker  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
used  simple  wood  framing  and  Vi  -inch  recessed  doors  to  add  this  storage  in 
their  high-ceilinged  contemporary  kitchen. 

For  on-the-spot  convenience,  the  Wanamakers  built  a  mobile  island  mix- 
ing center  (above,  and  in  the  foreground  of  the  photograph  at  left).  Because 
this  idea  is  so  adaptable,  we  chose  it  as  a  Better  Homes  Project.

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A  SIMPLE  GUIDE  FOR  PARENTS 

YOUNG  PEOPLE  AND  MONEY 


We  all  have  money  problems— they're  part  of  modern  life.  To  teen-agers,  however,  money 
woes  are  all  very  new.  They  arrive,  so  to  speak,  in  a  big  packing  crate  with  an  assortment  of 
other,  equally  brand-new  problems.  Your  task  as  a  parent  is  to  make  sure  your  youngsters 
get  sound  experience  in  money  management  before  and  during  their  teen  years.  To  help  you 
in  this  endeavor,  Better  Homes  &  Gardens  has  sponsored  the  preparation  of  this  guide. 

Young  people  today  are  dealing  with  substantial, 
rather  than  token,  sums  of  money.  The  high  cost  of 
living  is  not  confined  to  the  adult  world.  Movies 
are  expensive;  so  are  bus  fares,  haircuts,  senior 
proms.  A  simple  day  at  the  beach  may  cost  more  than 
a  week's  food  for  a  family  just  a  generation  ago. 

Youngsters  make  financial  mistakes  earlier  now, 
but  they  learn  from  them  earlier,  too.  Parents  have 
more  opportunity  to  help  their  children  develop  not 
only  the  skills  of  handling  money,  but  attitudes  to- 
ward it  that  will  stand  them  in  good  stead  later  on. 

This  doesn't  mean  your  teen-ager  will  copy  your 
ideas  on  money.  For  one  thing,  he's  an  individual, 
with  his  own  needs  and  tastes.  For  another,  the  teen 
years  are  a  time  of  change.  How  a  youngster  spends 
his  money  today  isn't  necessarily  an  indication  of 
how  he  will  spend  it  as  an  adult— or  even  of  how  he 
will  spend  it  next  week.  All  you  can  do  here,  as  with 
other  matters,  is  to  exert  a  steady  guiding  influence 
that  you  hope  will  eventually  leave  its  mark. 


Using  money  as  a  weapon  or  bribe  is  a  trap 
parents  often  walk  into  unaware.  Teen-agers  may  go 
through  a  stage  of  feeling  that  money  means  power 
and  independence;  parents  sometimes  use  money  as  a 
way  of  fostering  dependence.  It's  hard  for  youngsters 
to  keep  their  values  straight  when  money  takes  on 
such  emotional  overtones.  The  same  is  true  when 
money  is  used  for  disciplinary  purposes.  Paying  for 
good  behavior — or  docking  for  bad  behavior— may 
turn  out  to  be  a  way  of  saying  that  everything  has  its 
price.  It  may  give  a  youngster  the  notion  that  he  can 
buy  affection,  or  that  money  always  brings  happiness. 

Allowances  cause  less  concern  than  they  used 
to.  Nowadays  nearly  every  child  has  one,  and  proper- 
ly given,  it  can  be  a  very  useful  educational  tool. 
However,  if  an  allowance  is  only  an  indulgence, 
doled  out  haphazardly,  and  if  the  youngster  feels 
he  must  ask  for  what  he  really  needs  in  addition,  the 
whole  process  has  no  more  nutritional  value  than 
the  icing  on  a  cake.  The  5-year-old's  nickel  is  just 
another  toy,  and  the  15-year-old's  dollar  amounts 
to  practically  the  same  thing. 

An  allowance  should  be  realistic,  based  on  the 
child's  actual  expenses— dues,  athletics,  books,  fares, 
lunches,  and  other  school  costs.  Contributions,  gifts, 
savings,  and  pleasure  should  also  be  included;  the 
child  ought  to  have  a  voice  in  the  allotments,  too.  It 
might  be  helpful  to  have  your  teen-ager  keep  track 
of  his  expenses  for  a  while  before  a  figure  is  set.  In 


many  cases,  parents  must  revise  their  previous  no- 
tions about  the  size  of  an  allowance  and  up  the 
figure  to  cover  not  only  higher  prices  but  more  items. 

A  clothing  allowance  can  be  managed  capa- 
bly by  some  youngsters  in  their  teen  years;  others 
prefer  to  have  their  parents  handle  this  side  of  the 
budget.  One  mother  kept  track  of  what  she  spent  on 
her  daughter's  clothes  all  through  junior  high  in  or- 
der to  put  her  on  an  allowance  in  ninth  grade— but 
even  with  such  advance  planning,  it  was  impossible 
to  hold  to  any  figure  because  the  girl  kept  jumping 
sizes.  "In  spite  of  the  difficulties,  the  allowance 
served  its  purpose,"  the  mother  pointed  out.  "She 
got  a  feeling  of  what  things  cost,  and  realized  that 
for  only  $3,  she  could  make  a  skirt  that  would  have 
cost  $9.  The  sewing  also  taught  her  to  look  for 
quality  in  the  clothes  she  did  go  out  and  buy." 

How  do  chores  fit  into  the  picture?  Generally, 
an  allowance  shouldn't  be  dependent  upon  any  quota 
of  work.  But  teen-agers  aren't  exempt  from  doing 
chores,  either.  Ideally,  a  youngster  should  perform 
these  tasks  as  his  contribution  to  family  living.  His 
allowance  then  becomes  his  share  in  the  family's 
budget.  However,  don't  expect  performance  plus  a 
constant  smile,  simply  because  money  is  involved.  If 
the  dishes  are  done  grudgingly,  don't  explode;  after 
all,  do  you  enjoy  such  tasks  all  the  time? 

Should  you  pay  for  chores?  Whether  you  offer 
cash  for  work— over  and  above  an  allowance— de- 
pends upon  your  family  situation.  If  your  youngster 
wants  to  earn  money  at  home,  and  there  is  need  for 
his  services,  why  shouldn't  he  get  the  job?  Children 
growing  up  in  "do  it  yourself"  households  can  be 
surprisingly  skilled.  A  good  hand  with  a  paintbrush 
can  be  utilized  and  rewarded;  an  attic-cleaning  de- 
serves consideration,  too.  Payment  need  not  be  on 
the  prevailing  scale,  but  the  rate  should  be  fair  and 
agreed  upon  in  a  businesslike  way. 

Earning  money  in  a  part-time  job  is  a  highly 
satisfying  experience  for  young  people.  It  makes 
them  feel  part  of  the  adult  world,  demonstrates  their 
own  worth,  and  gives  them  a  sense  of  freedom.  All  the 
allowances  in  the  world  will  not  accomplish  as  much 
as  one  outside  job.  "I  have  to  work  five  hours  to  buy 
that  sweater,"  reflects  the  teen-ager  in  the  depart- 
ment store.  She  considers  color,  fit,  and  durability  as

Cook  artichoke  hearts  accord- 
ing to  package  directions;  drain 
well.

Planting  Bare-root  Roses 

1.  Buy  top-grade,  two-year-old 
plants  that  have  at  least  three 
strong  canes  and  good  root  sys- 
tems -should  be  plump  and  not 
shriveled.  It  takes  just  as  much 
time  and  money  to  grow  a  poor 
rose  as  a  good  one,  so  the  in- 
vestment of  a  little  more  money 
at  planting  time  will  pay  off  in 
enjoyment  for  years  to  come. 
Try  old  and  new  roses.  On  page 
64,  we  have  selected  some  of 
1964's  spectacular  new  roses,  as 
well  as  the  best  of  the  enduring 
old  favorites. 

2.  Choose  a  sunny,  well-drained 
location  -for  the  rose  bed.  At 
least  6  hours  of  sunlight  are 
needed  for  good  blooms.  Plant 
as  far  away  from  large  trees 
and  shrubs  as  possible.  Space 
the  roses  in  the  bed  at  least  2 
feet  apart— 3  feet  is  better. 

3.  Prune  off  tips  of  each  root 
and  any  broken  roots  just  back 
of  the  break  with  sharp  pruning 
shears  or  knife.  Keep  cutting 
back  until  healthy,  white  tissue 
appears. 

4.  Keep  roots  moist  during  the 
planting  operation.  Sun  and 
wind  will  dry  them  out  rapidly, 
so  cover  with  a  sheet  of  wet 
burlap  or  place  in  a  container  of 
water  or  mud  slurry. 

5.  Dig  the  hole  wide  enough  to 
receive  the  spread  of  the  roots. 
Tn  cold  climates,  place  the  bud 
union  or  knuckle  from  which 
the  canes  arise  an  inch  below 
the  surface  of  the  soil.

Trail,  and  New  Orleans'  famous  Mardi  Gras.  Come 
long  with  us  on  this  tour  of  the  Gulf  States,  prepared 
y  Family  Features  Editor  Neil  Kuehnl ;  it's  the  first 
f  Better  Homes  &  Gardens'  1964  travel  series. 

The  Great  River  Road  (2  to  3  days) 

i  Green-and-white  river  boat  wheels  beside  US-61  mark  the 

;jireat  River  Road,  which  some  day  will  extend  along  both 

tanks  of  the  Mississippi  River  from  northern  Minnesota  to 

;[he  tip  of  Louisiana.  Between  Vicksburg  and  Baton  Rouge, 

ihis  river  parkway  is  particularly  scenic.  You  seldom  glimpse 

he  water  (the  Mississippi  meanders  so  much,  the  highway 

ngineers  couldn't  stay   with  it),   but  the  gently   rolling 

sorest  lands,  the  cotton  fields,  and  the  cattle  ranches  are  as 

J^ne  as  any  you'll  see  in  the  South. 

H  During  the  Civil  War,  Vicksburg  was  called  the  "Key  to 
he  Confederacy"  because  its  bluffs  commanded  river  boat 
hipping  that  was  vital  to  the  South;  according  to  Presi- 
ent  Lincoln,  the  war  couldn't  be  won  "until  that  key  is 
lib  our  pocket."  General  Grant  lay  siege  to  Vicksburg  in  May, 
"863,  and  after  47  days  of  bloody  fighting  in  trenches  en- 
circling the  city,  the  Confederates  surrendered.  This  was 
'perhaps  the  most  important  campaign  of  the  war;  thereafter, 
-[he  South  carried  on  a  gallant  but  doomed  struggle. 

Today,  in  Vicksburg  National  Military  Park,  Union 

"'nd  Confederate  Avenues  follow  the  original  battle  lines. 

,  lundreds  of  monuments  and  plaques  commemorate  units  of 

'  >oth  sides,  and  bronze  tablets  describe  each  skirmish.  It's  a 

ijtood  idea  to  start  at  the  park  visitors'  center;  you  can  watch 

ne  siege  re-enacted  on  an  electric  wall  map.  Then  combine 

living  with  some  hiking  along  ridges  where  rows  of  cannon 

till  train  down  on  flowered-bordered  trenches. 

In  downtown  Vicksburg,  the  Old  Courthouse  Museum 
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(8-5,  Sunday  2-5;  $1 ,  children  50c)  has  a  fine  array  of  Confed- 
erate Americana.  Moored  at  the  water  front  is  the  steamer 
Sprague,  largest  stern-wheeler  ever  built  (8-dusk;  50c,  chil- 
dren 25c).  Certain  evenings  you  can  stay  aboard  and  see 
an  old-time  melodrama,  "Gold  in  the  Hills"  ($2;  reserva- 
tions at  Hotel  Vicksburg).  Be  sure  to  stop  four  miles  south 
of  town  at  the  U.S.  Waterways  Experiment  Station  (free 
tours  Mon.-Fri.  at  10  and  2),  a  fascinating  cluster  of  outdoor- 
working  models  of  the  Mississippi  River,  New  York  harbor, 
the  Niagara  area,  and  many  more  water  systems. 

Famous  throughout  the  South  are  the  ante-bellum  homes 
of  Natchez;  during  March 
there  are  30  open  to  the 
public  in  the  Pilgrimage 
celebration.  Visitors  may  go 
through  5  homes  in  a  morning 
or  afternoon;  3  days  would 
be  needed  to  see  them  all. 
(Each  tour  of  5  homes,  $1+).  In- 
cluded are  homes  with  many 
antiques,  and  others  furnished 
more  simply  but  still  ele- 
gantly. The  spacious  gardens 
are  especially  beautiful.  In 
this  Pilgrimage,  Natchez 
displays  the  Old  South  in 
traditional  ways  that  have 
all  but  vanished  elsewhere. 

You  can  even  stay  over- 
night at  some  ante-bellum 
homes;  write  in  advance  to 

the  Pilgrimage  Garden  Club,  Natchez,  Mississippi.  Certain 
homes  are  open  to  visitors  all  year  (admission  $1  for  most). 

Just  across  the  Mississippi  state  line  is  St.  Francisville, 
Louisiana,  where  you  can  visit  several  well-preserved  South- 
ern plantations  ($1  each,  children  free).  A  few  miles  farther, 
Port  Hudson  National  Cemetery  marks  one  of  the  bitterest 
engagements  of  the  Civil  War.  Shell  fragments  still  litter 
these  wooded  hills  where  over  5,000  men  were  killed  or 
wounded  in  a  battle  that  finally  cut  the  Confederacy  in  two. 

At  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana's  capital,  you  see  another 
side  of  the  South— modern  industry.  Oil  refineries  and  chem- 
ical plants  dot  the  skyline  of  this  major  Mississippi  River 
"seaport."  Typifying  the  state's  progress  is  the  capitol  itself, 
built  34  stories  high  in  the  form        (  Continued  on  next  page 
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of  a  graceful  tower  rather  than  the  usual  dome.  Take  the  ele- 
vator to  the  observation  platform  (open  8:30-11:15  and  12:15- 
k:15  daily;  free);  note  also  the  many  colorful  varieties  of 
marble  brought  here  from  quarries  all  over  the  world. 

This  unusual  building  was  constructed  during  the  ad- 
ministration of  Huey  Long,  then  Governor  and  later  U.S. 
Senator.  Across  the  street  is  a  park  and  monument  com- 
memorating the  controversial  Louisiana  "Kingfish";  these 
capitol  gardens  are  among  America's  most  beautiful. 

Texas  and  Louisiana  (3  to  4  days) 

At  Baton  Rouge,  you  can  drive  80  miles  direct  to  New 
Orleans.  But  if  you  have  a  few  extra  days,  follow  our  sug- 
gested route  along  part  of  the  Texas  Gulf  Coast  and  through 
the  fascinating  Louisiana  Cajun  and  bayou  country. 

West  from  Baton  Rouge  to  Beaumont,  take  easy,  fast  US- 


rouge, 


190  and  Route  12.  Now  you  begin  to  see  a  Texas  trademark, 
the  producing  oil  well;  the  pumping  rigs  look  like  bobbing 
steel  grasshoppers  tethered  to  the  earth.  Refineries  and  in- 
dustrial plants  multiply  as  you  near  Houston— one  of  the 
truly  fabulous  boom  towns  of  the  post  World  War  II  era. 

Texans  do  things  big,  especially  in  Houston.  Right  now, 
they're  building  a  domed  all-sports  stadium  seating  50,000  or 
more,  air-conditioned  so  games  may  be  played  in  any  weath- 
er. You  can  view  progress  2  miles  south  of  Rice  Institute 
(the  stadium  should  open  with  1964  football).  Our  astronaut 
program  will  be  headquartered  near  here,  too.  NASA's 
Manned  Spacecraft  Center  is  under  construction  on  1,600 
acres  at  Clear  Lake,  southeast  of  Houston.  And  don't  miss 
seeing  one  of  the  busiest  port  facilities  in  the  U.S. — located 
50  miles  inland!  Atop  a  free  observation  deck  off  Clinton 
Drive,  you  can  watch  ocean-going  ships  load  and  unload. 

By  this  time,  nothing  about  Houston  should  surprise  you. 
Except,  perhaps,  that  stone  shaft  you  see  on  the  eastern 
skyline.  It  looks  like  the  Washington  Monument  with  a  huge 
Lone  Star  on  top— and  any  Texan  will  tell  you  this  570-foot 
obelisk  is  taller  than  Washington's  (or  anybody  else's).  It 
commemorates  the  Battle  of  San  Jacinto  in  1836,  when 
General  Sam  Houston  routed  Mexican  forces  under  Santa 
Anna.  Take  the  elevator  to  the  top  for  a  splendid  view  (50c, 
children  15c).  Moored  near  by  is  the  battleship  U.S.S.  Texas 
(guided  tours  30c,  children  20c),  now  a  permanent  state 
shrine.  While  you're  here,  have  a  memorable  family-style, 
all-you-can-eat  dinner  at  San  Jacinto  Inn  (hours  6-10,  Sun. 
1-8,  closed  Mon.;  $h..50,  children  $1.50). 

Other  Houston  achievements  include  a  noted  symphony 
orchestra  and  museum  of  fine  arts,  as  well  as  the  20  hospitals 
and  research  facilities  of  the  Texas  Medical  Center.  Down- 
town Houston  seems  to  be  springing  up  in  gleaming  glass 
and  aluminum;  residential  areas  like  River  Oaks  are  known 
for  their  beautiful  landscaping  (an  Azalea  Trail  drive  is 
marked  each  year  in  late  March  or  early  April). 

Fifty  freeway  miles  south  is  the  resort  city  of  Galveston, 


no 


where  palms  and  oleanders  line  the  broad  avenues.  You  can 
drive  10  miles  along  the  Gulf  sea  wall  and  eventually  right 
down  onto  the  hard-packed  sand  beach.  Both  swimming  ai 
fishing  are  generally  good  here. 

A  free  ferry  connects  Galveston  to  the  Bolivar  Peninsula 
and  Route  87.  This  lonely  stretch  offers  some  of  the  1 
beachcombing  you'll  ever  find  for  shells  and  driftwood;  al- 
low plenty  of  "poke-around"  time  for  your  youngsters. 

Crossing  the  l^-mile  bridge  between  Port  Arthur  and 
Orange,  your  car  is  so  high  you  look  down  on  the  masts 
ocean  steamers  bound  up  the  Neches  River.  Minutes  later  I 
you're  in  Louisiana  again— the  southwestern  wetlands  so 
well  known  to  duck  and  goose  hunters.  The  main  highway 
here  is  US-90,  but  its  many  towns  and  speed  zones  make  for 
slow  going.  Ask  at  service  stations  about  alternate  state  I 
routes;  some  are  much  more  scenic  and  relaxing  to  drive. 

The  Cajuns  of  south  Louisiana  are  descended  from  French-  j 
Canadian  settlers;  their  domain  is  marked  by  spreading  live- 1 
oak  trees,  winter-blooming  camellias,  and  weirdly  beautiful  I 
swampland.  In  Cajun  towns,  you'll  get  spicy  chicken  gumbo,  I 
shrimp  r^moulade,  crayfish  6touffee,  and  steaming  black  | 
coffee  that  tastes  far  better  than  you  expected. 

The  heart  of  Cajun  country  is  New  Iberia.  The  town  itself 
is  known  for  "The  Shadows,"  an  imposing  plantation  home] 
($1,  children  50c).  Still  more  remarkable  is  near-by  Avery  I 
Island  (bridge  toll  25c),  the  so-called  "salt  and  pepper"! 
island.  An  absolute  mountain  of  salt  underlies  this  area  and  I 
is  mined  much  like  coal  from  a  shaft;  above  ground,  the  j 
Mcllhenny  company  grows  peppers  for  famous  Tabasco 
Sauce  (tours  on  working  days).  Edward  Avery  Mcllhenny  de-l 
voted  much  of  his  fortune  to  the  Jungle  Gardens  and  Bird  | 
Sanctuary  here.  Combining  the  beauties  of  a  park  and  a 
primitive  jungle,  this  preserve  comes  into  brilliant  bloom* 
from  February  into  April.  You  can  drive  from  place  to  place  j 
and  then  walk  through  bamboo  groves  past  a  fenced-in  alli- 
gator pond  to  the  magnificent  nesting  lagoon  used  by  white! 
egrets  and  other  rare  birds.  (Admission  to  grounds,  $1.50;\ 
children  60c.  Caution:  arm  well  against  mosquitoes.) 

A  brief  side  trip  from  New  Iberia  to  St.  MartinvilleJ 
takes  you  into  the  "Evangeline"  country  immortalized  byl 
Longfellow's  poem.  Here  you  see  French  Louisiana  almost] 
as  it  was  100  years  ago,  with  many  well-preserved  homes] 
and  buildings  such  as  the  Catholic  Church  of  St.  Martin.  Tr. 
huge  Evangeline  oak  here  is  a  Louisiana  landmark. 

At  the  town  of  Gibson,  leave  US-90  and  cut  across  thej 
bayou  country  on  Routes  20  and  18.  The  latter  road  runs 
beside  the  Mississippi  River  into  New  Orleans;  stop  to  view 
the  massive  levees  which  hold  back  "The  Old  Man." 

Exciting  New  Orleans  (2  to  3  days) 

New  Orleans'  Mardi  Gras  is  the  most  extravagant  carni-| 
val  you've  ever  seen.  Parades  and  costume  balls  crowd  the! 
two  weeks  before  the  start  of  Lent:  each  celebration  outdoes^ 
the  last.  Huge,  animated  floats  carry  fire-breathing  drag-' 
ons,  head-hunters,  angels,  geese,  and  goblins,  plus  beauteoi 
Southern  belles.  All  this  builds  to  a  tumultuous  climax  or 
Mardi  Gras  Day  (Shrove  Tuesday,  this  year  February  11th) 
when  thousands  jam  Canal  Street  for  a  day-long  revelry 
Visitors  don  masks  or  costumes  and  join  the  parades  that  daj 
and  night.  (//  your  plans  include  Mardi  Gras,  make  all  reser^ 
vations  well  ahead.) 

No  matter  when  you  visit  this  genuinely  charming  an(]j 
hospitable  city,  you'll  be  drawn  first  and  longest  to  th<| 
French  Quarter.  Also  called  "Vieux  Carre"  (Old  Square)! 
the  Quarter  is  bounded  by  Canal  and  North  Rampart  Streets! 
Esplanade  Avenue,  and  the  river.  Leave  your  car  behind 
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u'll  be  delighted  at  each  turn  along  these  fascinating  by- 
^ys.  {Free  "walking  map"  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.) 
Two  narrow  but  unceasingly  busy  streets  bisect  the  Quar- 
*.  By  day,  Royal  Street  attracts  visitors  with  shops  filled 
th  antiques,  copperware,  wrought  iron,  and  art  objects. 
I  night,  Bourbon  Street  magically  comes  to  life:  jazz, 
jiich  had  its  birth  here,  is  reborn  anew  each  evening  and 
.es  on  in  the  bistros  till  the  early  morning  hours. 
(On  every  side  are  elegant  French  and  Spanish  buildings 
ith  graceful  iron  balconies.  Seemingly,  every  third  person 
iu  meet  has  brush  and  palette  in  hand;  some  fine  (and 
mty  of  mediocre)  paintings  and  water  colors  may  be  pur- 
ased  in  galleries  near  Pirates  Alley  and  Jackson  Square. 
Don't  miss  the  open-air  Old  French  Market,  where  pro- 
ce,  meat,  and  sea  food  are  displayed  for  three  mouth-water- 
blocks.  Stop  for  hot  doughnuts  and  New  Orleans  chicory 
ffee  at  the  Morning  Call  or  the  Cafe  du  Monde,  at  opposite 
ids  of  the  Market  {they  never  close). 

Among  the  many  historic  structures  in  the  Quarter,  you'll 
[joy  the  Cabildo— formerly  the  Spanish  government  house 
d  now  a  museum  {Tues.-Sun.,  10-^:30;  50c,  children  free). 
le  St.  Louis  Cathedral  is  one  of  the  nation's  most  famous 
ee  guide  service).  The  Absinthe  House,  on  Bourbon  Street, 
where  Pirate  Jean  Lafitte  and  Andrew  Jackson  supposed- 
met  in  a  secret  chamber  on  t>he  second  floor,  to  plan  the 
fense  of  the  city  in  1815  {open  daily;  restaurant  below). 
New  Orleans  cemeteries  are  noted  for  their  above-ground 
mbs,  placed  that  way  because  of  the  dampness  of  the  soil, 
several  very  old  graveyards  in  the  Quarter  are  buried 
j|any  of  New  Orleans'  wealthiest  and  most  famous  citizens. 
1 1  Now  leave  the  Quarter  till  nightfall,  and  enjoy  a  drive 
'trough  the  Garden  District.  This  center  of  old  New  Or- 
lans  society  is  enclosed  roughly  by  Jackson,  Magazine,  St. 
paries,  and  Louisiana  Avenues.,  Many  of  these  mansions 
ive  been— and  are  still  being— restored;  the  grandeur  of  the 
>mes  is  enhanced  by  magnificent  live  oaks  and  magnolias, 
;ang  with  a  profusion  of  heavy -seen  ted  blooms  in  spring- 
ne.  Many  homes  are  opened  to  guided  tours  during  Spring 
.esta  {the  two  weeks  starting  Friday  after  Easter). 
.•Plan  a  trip  along  the  wharves  at  the  water  front  (Water 
Lreet  near  Canal).  You'll  see  dock  hands  unload  coffee  and 
manas,  and  put  aboard  American  machinery  and  grain.  A 
.irbor  sight-seeing  boat  leaves  daily  from  the  foot  of  Canal 
:  reet  (£S) ;  other  boats  visit  the  near-by  bayou  country. 
At  dinner  hour,  return  to  the  French  Quarter.  Here  are 
;me  of  the  best  restaurants  in  the  U.S.,  and  considering 
at  fact,  their  prices  are  quite  reasonable.  With  so  many 
:\e  eating  establishments  available,  an  unusual  custom  has 
:isen:  you  progress  from  one  to  another,  ordering  just  one 
iecialty  at  each.  Dining  thus  becomes  an  exciting  part  of 
)ur  evening  and  takes  you  into  all  parts  of  the  Quarter.  (But 
der  sparingly  or  you'll  quickly  run  out  of  room!) 
\  Start,  for  example,  with  a  cool  drink  at  one  of  Royal 
ireet's  patio  restaurants.  Then  have  fresh  sea  food  at  any  of 
e  excellent  "oyster  bars"  you'll  find  all  through  the  Quar- 
,r.  Move  on  to  delicious  Creole-style  soup  at  the  Gumbo 
>op  on  St.  Peter  between  Chartres  and  Royal  Streets. 
For  your  fish  or  meat  course,  try  any  or  all  of  the  three 
'st-known  restaurants  in  New  Orleans:  Antoine's,  Arnaud's, 
•id  Galatoire's.  Lines  at  these  places  are  often  long,  and  few 
no  reservations  are  accepted.  For  dessert,  there's  no  ques- 
3n:  choose  the  Four  Seasons  Pastry  Shop  {Les  Patisseries 
ux  Quatre  Saisons)  on  Royal  Street. 
Much  of  New  Orleans'  night  life  begins  rather  late,  so 
-ke  your  time  dining.  Then  drop  in  at  the  Famous  Door,  Pier 
X),  and  Pete  Fountain's  place  for  outstanding  Dixieland  jazz, 
jther  night  spots  are  the  Vieux  Carre,  the  Paddock  Lounge, 
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and  Pat  O'Brien's.  Be  sure  to  see  and  hear  the  most  unusual 
place  of  all— Preservation  Hall,  on  St.  Peter  between  Bourbon 
and  Royal.  Here,  traditional  New  Orleans  jazz  concerts 
virtually  blow  the  roof  off  an  antique  building  {nightly, 
8:30-12:30).  The  enthusiasm  of  the  players  is  exceeded  only 
by  that  of  the  packed  audiences. 

Next  day,  you'll  likely  arise  late— but  never  too  late  for 
breakfast  at  Brennan's  on  Royal  Street  {breakfast  served 
9  a. m. -midnight) .  This  more  recent  New  Orleans  tradition 
shows  you  how  to  start  a  day  with  leisurely  elegance. 

The  Gulf  Beaches  (3  to  4  days) 

Enjoy  a  novel  departure  from  New  Orleans  by  driving  over 
water— across  Lake  Pontchartrain  Causeway  {toll  $1  per 
car).  This  bridge,  technically  not  a  causeway  at  all,  is  24 
miles  long;  for  8  of  them,  you're  out  of  sight  of  land. 

On  US-190  and  US-90  east,  you  enter  the  Mississippi  Gulf 
Coast.  From  Pass  Christian  to  Biloxi,  the  4-lane  "Old  Spanish 
Trail"  runs  along  the  shore.  You'll  be  surprised  to  learn  this 


broad  beach  is  man  made;  in  1951,  huge  dredges  sucked  sand 
from  the  sea  and  built  a  handsome  permanent  buffer  against 
the  constant  erosion  of  Gulf  winds  and  water. 

One  of  the  South's  most-visited  shrines,  Beauvoir  House, 
overlooks  the  water  near  Biloxi.  Jefferson  Davis  made  his 
final  home  here  after  the  defeat  of  the  Confederacy;  most  of 
the  original  furnishings  remain  {open  9-5;  $1,  children  50c, 
under  8  free).  Biloxi  is  "Shrimp  Capital  of  the  World,"  and 
you  can  order  shrimp  cooked  every  conceivable— and  de- 
lectable—way. Biloxi  oysters,  too,  are  justly  praised. 

Crossing  into  Alabama,  you  reach  the  town  of  Theodore; 
follow  signs  to  famous  Bellingrath  Gardens.  Southern 
gardens  are  often  magnificent,  but  this  one  is  a  masterpiece. 
Walter  D.  Bellingrath  set  up  a  fishing  camp  here  in  1917; 
the  beauty  of  the  site  inspired  him  to  begin  a  series  of  indi- 
vidual gardens,  each  one  displaying  carefully  chosen  flowers, 
shrubs,  and  trees.  Open  every  day  of  the  year,  the  grounds 
are  always  in  bloom:  azaleas  January  to  April,  roses  April 
into  December,  camellias  October  till  mid- April.  Other  vari- 
eties add  color  in  every  season.  The  Bessie  Morse  Bellingrath 
home  and  antique  collections  are  also  open  to  guided  tours 
{admission  to  home  and  gardens,  $£..50;  gardens  only,  $2, 
children  $1,  under  6  free). 

Mobile  has  much  of  New  Orleans'  charm — and  no  won- 
der. The  Alabama  seaport  was  founded  by  Jean  Baptiste  Le 
Moyne  de  Bienville,  who  also  laid  out  the  French  Quarter. 
Fancy  iron  grillwork  adorns  balconies  here  too,  and  there  are 
many  fine  ante-bellum  homes.  Stop  at  Bienville  Square; 
in  February  and  March,  a  colorful  35-mile  Azalea  Trail 
winds  from  here  through  Mobile's  residential  districts. 

Now  follow  US-98  around  Mobile  Bay,  past  estates  edged 
(in  springtime)  with  pink  and  red  azaleas  and  lacy  white 
dogwood.  Entering  Florida,  you  come  to  the  birthplace  of 
naval  aviation,  Pensacola.  Guided  tours  of  the  Naval  Air 
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Station  ("the  Annapolis  of  the  air")  are  offered  free  daily  at 
1:30  p.m.;  you  can  also  visit  Eglin  Air  Force  Base,  the  world's 
largest  military  test  center  (check  Ft.  Walton  Beach  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  schedule).  Out  on  Santa  Rosa  Island— fol- 
low the  highway  signs— is  a  full-size  replica  of  Spanish  Pensa- 
cola  as  it  was  in  1723  (50c,  children  25c).  Near  by  is  Fort 
Pickens  State  Park,  with  Geronimo's  Dungeon  where  the 
Apache  renegade  was  imprisoned  two  years. 

The  "Miracle  Strip"  of  sand  from  Pensacola  Beach  to 
Panama  City  is  one  of  America's  most  beautiful  beaches.  It's 
the  perfect  kind  of  vacation  spot  you'd  like  to  hide  in  a  secret 
place  just  for  your  own  family.  A  brilliant  white  shore  disap- 
pears abruptly,  almost  without  surf,  into  the  crystal  blue- 
green  Gulf;  you  can  easily  imagine  yourselves  on  a  tropic  isle. 
Destin  ("world's  luckiest  fishing  village")  has  a  particularly 
fine  beach.  Party  boats  along  here  almost  always  come  back 
with  red  snapper  (boats  depart  at  7  a.m.;  rates  start  near  $6 
per  person).  Your  youngsters  will  also  enjoy  the  exciting 
marine  shows  at  the  Gulfarium  in  Ft.  Walton  Beach  ($1.75, 
children  90c). 

This  beach  strip,  unlike  the  rest  of  Florida,  is  a  summer 
resort:  rates  are  highest  June  1  through  Labor  Day,  lowest 
November  1  to  March  15.  In  summer  you  need  advance 
reservations,  but  in  springtime,  you'll  find  this  sunny,  sandy 
panhandle  of  Florida  an  uncrowded  vacation  bargain. 

Heart  of  the  Confederacy  (3  to  4  days) 

At  Apalachee  Bay,  near  Tallahassee,  the  Florida  coast  line 
begins  a  gradual  change.  Sand  beaches  give  way  to  scrub 
pine  and  marshland,  and  the  highway  pulls  back  many  miles 
from  the  Gulf  shore.  South  and  east  of  this  point,  it's  still  a 
long  way  to  Florida's  winter  resorts.  (See  Better  Homes  & 
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Gardens,  November,  1963,  for  full  coverage  of  the  Florida 
peninsula.)  In  the  opposite  direction,  to  the  north  and  west, 
lies  the  deepest  Deep  South— a  land  of  magnolia  blossoms 
and  genuine  hospitality,  where  ways  of  life  are  changing  at  a 
rate  no  one  can  yet  accurately  judge. 

Near  Tallahassee  on  Route  61,  just  off  US-319,  is  Wakulla 
Springs,  one  of  the  largest  clear-water  springs  in  the  world. 
Located  in  a  dense  cypress  forest,  the  area  abounds  in 
tropical  birds,  animals,  and  fish.  You  can  take  a  glass-bot- 
tomed boat  and  observe  the  underwater  life,  or  cruise 
through  the  "jungle"  in  sight-seeing  craft.  (Either  boat  ride 
is  $1.65,  children  over  6  $1.10;  combination  tickets  for  both 
rides,  $2.20  and  $1.65.) 

Considering  how  flat  most  of  Florida  is,  the  capital  city 
of  Tallahassee  is  surprisingly  hilly.  This  rolling  terrain 
was  partly  responsible  for  protecting  the  city  during  the 
Civil  War:  Tallahassee  is  the  only  Southern  capital  that 
was  successfully  defended  in  battle  against  Union  forces. 
Many  fine  homes  and  gardens  may  be  seen  here  today.  If  you 
visit  this  area  during  the  spring  blooming  season  (January- 
April),  take  an  interesting  side  trip  a  few  miles  northeast  on 


US-319  to  Killearn  Gardens  state  park;  the  magnolias, 
dogwood,  azaleas,  and  camellias  are  spectacular. 

US-90  west  of  Tallahassee  is  like  a  parkway,  with  broad, 
grassy  shoulders,  and  tall  trees  overhanging  the  road.  This 
part  of  Florida  displays  the  Southern  forest  at  its  best— pines, 
dogwood,  and  live  oaks  bearded  with  thick  Spanish  moss. 
Make  this  drive  during  daylight  hours  if  you  can;  watch  for 
roadside  bayous  that  look  almost  equatorial. 

A  limestone  cave  with  abundant  stalactites  and  stalagmites 
is  located  just  north  of  the  town  of  Marianna,  off  US-90. 
Florida  Caverns  state  park  offers  picnicking  and  camping, 
plus  guided  tours  through  well-lighted  underground  corri- 
dors. You  follow  the  course  of  a  mysterious  river  to  the 
point  where  it  suddenly  disappears  ($1.50,  children  25c). 

Now  turn  north  on  US-231  through  peanut  and  cotton 
country  to  Montgomery,  capital  of  Alabama  and  the  origi- 
nal seat  of  government  for  the  Confederate  States  in  1861. 
Montgomery  was  captured  by  Northern  troops  near  the  end 
of  the  Civil  War,  and  as  a  result,  considerable  damage  was  I 
inflicted  on  homes  in  the  area.  Today,  in  and  near  the  state 
capitol  building  are  several  museums  and  memorials  to  the 
Confederate  cause.  You'll  particularly  want  to  see  the  First 
White  House  of  the  Confederacy,  which  housed  President 
Jefferson  Davis  and  his  family  during  the  early  part  of  the  j 
four-year  conflict  (daily,  9-1^:30;  free). 

From  Montgomery,  you  can  travel  to  the  Midwest  or  East  I 
over  good  highways;  or  follow  US-80  on  a  beeline  west  to  | 
our  starting  point  at  Vicksburg  and  the  Great  River  Road. 
Be  sure  to  schedule  a  stop  at  Jackson,  Mississippi's  capital  I 
city.  Mynelle's  Gardens  boast  many  rare  botanical  varieties, 
including  exotic  water  plants  in  a  lagoon  (open  daily  March- 
December;  $1,  under  12,  50c).  In  addition,  Jackson  is  proud 
of  its  thousands  of  crape  myrtle  trees  lining  the  streets  and 
city  parks.  Battlefield  Park  retains  trenches  and  a  number  | 
of  cannon  in  their  Civil  War  emplacements. 

Just  southwest  of  Jackson  is  a  more  recent  development,! 
built  during  World  War  II  by  German  prisoners  of  war— I 
the  Waterways  Experiment  Station.  Similar  to  Vicks-| 
burg's  but  more  specialized,  this  engineering  marvel  contains! 
a  200-acre  working  model  of  the  entire  Mississippi  River| 
system;  it's  used  to  predict  and  solve  potential  flood  situa- 
tions (tours  Mon.-Fri.,  10  and  3;  free). 

Fine  family  restaurants  along  the  way 

In  the  South,  you  don't  want  to  miss  some  genuine  South-I 
ern  cooking:  the  Old  Southern  Tea  Room  in  Vicksburg  and' 
the  Carriage  House  in  Natchez  are  outstanding.  Houston  has 
one  of  America's  best  sandwich  restaurants— Alfred's.  Also 
try  Houston's  family-style  Green  Parrot  (open  Thursday 
through  Sunday  only).  Gaido's  in  Galveston  offers  delicious 
sea  food  plus  a  Gulf  view.  For  New  Orleans  recommenda- 
tions, see  that  section.  Martine's  House  of  Fine  Food  in  Pensa- 
cola has  a  varied  family  menu.  Weidmann's  in  Meridian, 
Mississippi  (open  24  hours)  is  one  of  the  best  restaurants 
you'll  find  anywhere.  Two  very  good  chains  operate  cafe- 
terias along  our  route:  the  Piccadilly  (Baton  Rouge  and 
Lafayette,  Louisiana;  also  Beaumont  and  Houston,  Texas, 
and  Morrison's  (New  Orleans,  Mobile,  Pensacola,  Montgom- 
ery, and  Jackson).  Holiday  Inns  of  America  restaurants  are 
excellent,  and  many  are  open  24  hours.

WHAT  IF  THE  INCOME  TAX  MAN  CALLS? 

First,  don't  panic.  More  people  are  being  called  for  audits 
every  year,  and  chances  are  yours  is  just  a  routine  investigation. 

Your  first  word  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  will  prob- 
ably be  a  letter  asking  you  to  come  to  the  local  office.  You  can 
handle  this  meeting  yourself  or  bring  an  expert  along.  If  you  go 
alone  and  find  things  too  complex,  ask  for  a  return  match — with 
help.  Hire  a  lawyer  or  accountant  and  take  him  with  you  to  the 
next  session.  Or  send  him  alone  with  your  power  of  attorney. 

Examine  your  records  before  the  appointment.  You  may  dis- 
cover an  unclaimed  deduction;  in  any  case,  the  facts  will  be 
fresh  in  your  mind.  Never  dump  a  pile  of  unorganized  records 
on  the  agent's  desk.  He  may  tell  you  to  put  them  in  order  and 
then  come  back. 

Make  sure  everything  is  as  accurate  and  complete  as  pos- 
sible—business account  books,  receipts  from  charities,  bills 
from  your  doctor.  Sometimes,  the  agent  will  accept  "sec- 
ondary" evidence,  such  as  before-and-after  pictures  of  dam- 
aged property  that  you  claimed  as  a  casualty  loss,  or  a  letter 
from  your  minister  saying  that  you  attend  church  and  put 
cash  into  the  collection  plate  every  Sunday.  If  you  only  esti- 
mated some  deductions  (gasoline  taxes,  for  example),  it's  a 
good  idea  to  bring  along  a  work  sheet  showing  how  you  ar- 
rived at  these  figures.  It  is  up  to  you  to  supply  evidence,  but 
the  agent  will  give  careful  consideration  to  the  reasonableness 
of  all  your  documents  and  arguments. 

When  you  arrive  at  the  IRS  office,  your  return  will  be  handed  to 
any  agent  who  is  free.  He  will  take  five  or  ten  minutes  to  look 
it  over,  then  start  questioning  you.  Let  him  take  the  lead  so 
you  can  sense  what  he's  most  interested  in,  and  do  not  vol- 


unteer more  information  than  he  asks  for.  Answer  his  quen 
tions  politely  and  substantiate  with  records  when  you  carl 

If  the  agent  is  satisfied  with  your  explanations,  he  ma| 
even  point  out  a  mistake  or  missed  deduction  in  your  favoil 
If  not,  the  session  moves  into  the  bargaining  stage.  He  maj 
claim  you  overvalued  some  trees  which  were  blown  down  i[ 
your  yard;  you  feel  you  did  not  deduct  enough  for  damaga 
although  you. have  no  precise  figures.  You  might  point  oul 
that,  after  all,  you  underestimated  deductions  for  sales  taxes! 
so  perhaps  he  might  be  a  bit  lenient  about  the  property  daml 
age  estimates.  Usually  a  compromise  can  be  worked  out,  bul 
do  not  be  badgered  into  accepting  a  decision  if  you  honestrj 
think  it  is  unfair. 

If  you  reach  accord  after  one  or  more  sessions,  the  agenj 
totals  the  agreed-upon  settlements  and  adds  a  6  per  cenj 
penalty  to  the  additional  tax  assessed.  You  sign  an  agreemen 
form;  your  bill  will  come  in  the  mail.  If  you  are  not  satisfied j 
you  may  request  an  "informal  conference"  with  an  IR!| 
supervisor.  This  relaxed  meeting  provides  a  good  chance 
argue  your  case  once  again  and  possibly  change  some  of  th<j 
first  examiner's  decisions. 

If  you  still  do  not  agree,  you  have  30  days  to  file  a  complain  I 
to  the  Appellate  Court.  Here  tax  matters  are  judged  strictb 
in  terms  of  interpretation  of  the  complicated  tax  laws,  so  you 
better  have  a  lawyer  or  tax  specialist  on  hand.  If  you  are  still 
unhappy,  you  have  90  days  to  petition  the  Tax  Court,  an(| 
you  may  eventually  carry  your  appeal  all  the  way  up  to  th<[ 
Supreme  Court.  But  a  settlement  at  the  tax  office  is  usualljl 
advisable,  since  court  costs  may  far  exceed  the  tax  involved! 


HOW  MUCH  AUTOMOBILE  INSURANCE  IS  ENOUGH? 


The  answer  is,  the  amount  it  takes 
to  satisfy  juries  in  your  area — and  juries 
are  mighty  generous  these  days.  In 
California,  awards  on  one  accident  re- 
cently totaled  $250,000.  In  Texas,  a 
woman  who  merely  witnessed  an  acci- 
dent claimed  it  caused  her  to  have  a 
miscarriage;  a  jury  gave  her  $90,000. 

Minimum  automobile  liability  insur- 
ance can't  protect  you  against  such 
claims.

CAN  YOU  SELL  YOUR  HOME  WITHOUT  PAYING  TAX  ON  THE  PROFIT? 


You  can't  avoid  the  tax,  but  you  can  put  it  off  almost  in- 
definitely if  you  buy  or  build  another  home  that  costs  as  much 
or  more  than  you  realize  from  the  sale  of  your  old  one.  The  only 
condition  is  that  you  must  obtain  and  move  into  the  new  home 
within  a  specified  period.  The  Internal  Revenue  Service  has 
different  rules  for  people  who  buy  and  those  who  build:

year  after  the  sale,  and  you  must  occupy  no  later  than  It 
months  after  the  sale.  (However,  only  construction  bills  at- 
tributable to  the  30-month  period  starting  12  months  before 
and  ending  18  months  after  the  sale  can  be  included  in  tht 
cost  basis  of  your  new  dwelling.) 
Here  are  two  examples  how  taxes  can  be  postponed: 

1.  You  sell  your  old  home  for  $20,000  and  buy  or  build  a  new  ontl 
for  $20,300.  Selling  expenses  are  $1,000.  This  means  you  re-! 
alize  $19,000  on  the  sale.  Now  figure  out  how  much  youi 
former  house  cost  you:  you  paid  $13,500  when  you  bought  it  (

That's  about  $3,000  more  than  you've  pai 
and  you've  been  insured  all  that  time! 

Of  course,  $3,000  does  not  figure  out  to  an  average  ail 
cash-value  increase  of  anywhere  near  6  per  cent.

In  a  recent  study,  the  U.S.   Department  of  Agricull 
compared  costs  of  158  items  with  the  costs  of  equal  arm 
of  homemade  or  fresh  counterparts.  Figuring  price  alone, 
convenience  foods  were  actually  less  expensire.  Th( 
states,  in  addition,  that  if  any  reasonable  value  were  put 
homemaker's  time,  many  other  convenience  foods  would 
have  a  lower  cost  than  fresh  or  homemade. 

Your  greatest  bargains  probably  will  be  in  frozen  orange 
centrate  and  instant  coffee.  It  was  found  that  orange  ji 
squeezed  at  home  from  fresh  oranges  costs  about  twice 
much  as  juice  prepared  from  frozen  concentrate.  On  t 
other  hand,  .convenience  foods  that  add  to  the  cost  of  me 
include  fresh,  ready-to-serve  rolls,  frozen  chicken  and  turk 
dinners,  frozen  broccoli,  and  precooked  rice.   (Again,  tl 
puts  no  price  on  your  time.) 

Two  of  the  country's  largest  makers  of  prepared  mixes 
cently  ran  time,  cost,  and  equipment  comparisons  of  co 
venience  foods  and  those  made  from  scratch.  In  report! 
on  white,  yellow,  and  devil's  food  cakes,  one  company's  i 
port  showed  the  white  cake  mix  (including  eggs  called  fo 
was  83-2  cents  cheaper  than  a  similar  homemade  recipe.  T 
devil's  food  was  l1  ■>  cents  cheaper  in  mix  form,  and  the  yi 
low  cake  was  approximately  the  same  cost.  Twice  as  mai 
utensils  were  dirtied  for  the  "from-scratch"  cakes,  which  al 
took  about  18  minutes  to  prepare  compared  to  only  8  mi 
utes  for  the  mixes.  Another  company's  chocolate  cake  m 
proved  to  be  5  cents  more  expensive  than  a  similar  hon 
recipe,  but  with  no  accounting  for  time  and  effort  saved. 

With  processed  potatoes,  the  basic  product  costs  for  fo 
out  of  five  varieties  ranged  from  8  to  17  cents  more  expensi 
than  equivalent  amounts  of  homemade  potato  dishes.  0i| 
company's  au  gratin  potatoes,  however,  were  11  cents  chea 
er  than  homemade.  When  you  figure  in  labor,  even  at  ll 
cents  an  hour,  the  costs  definitely  favor  the  prepared  pota 
foods.  Mashed  potatoes  from  scratch  take  about  25  minute 
time;  from  a  mix,  about  5  minutes.  Even  with  16  cents 
ference  in  ingredient  costs,  you  save  5  cents  when  you 
the  dehydrated  potatoes. 

Prepared  cooky  mixes,  perhaps  because  they're  sold  in  si 
volume,  compare  favorably  with  similar  scratch  varieti 
A  date  bar  mix  is  even  x/i  less  expensive  than  a  eomparab 
home  recipe.  Cost  differences  Tor"  coconut  macaroons  ar 
chocolate  chip  cookies  are  negligible. 

In  almost  all  cases,  packaged  frostings  and  icings  a] 
somewhat  more  expensive  than  the  homemade  varieties.  C 
the  other  hand,  the  prepared  mixes  are  almost  foolproof. 

To  be  a  real  penny-wise  shopper,  buy  convenience  foods  not  on 
for  what  they  cost,  but  what  they  do  for  you.  You  can  buy 
combinations  and  amounts  that  actually  decrease  your  tot^ 
outlay  for  food.  You  also  purchase  precious  time.  EN

HERE'S  AN  UP-TO-DATE  REPORT 
ON  FACTORY-BUILT  HOUSES 


If  you've  looked  through  many  new  homes  lately,  you  prob- 
ably have  seen  a  factory  prefabricated  house— without  know- 
ing it.  That's  the  story  in  a  nutshell.  Most  buyers  cannot  tell 
the  difference  between  these  and  other  houses— and,  for  his- 
torical reasons,  prefab  builders  do  not  go  out  of  their  way  to 
label  the  product  as  such.  More  than  half  of  the  200,000 
prefabs  erected  in  1963  were  sold  by  builders  as  their  own. 

These  builders  want  to  promote  their  own  names  or  that  of 
their  subdivision  with  only  fleeting  reference,  if  any,  to  the 
fact  that  the  houses  are  prefabricated.  Or,  as  suggested 
above,  the  builders  feel  that  "prefab"  (and  any  of  the  other 
designations  for  the  factory-built  home)  still  has  connota- 
tions of  shoddiness  dating  from  the  cheap,  boxy  houses  put 
up  during  World  War  II  as  emergency  housing. 

Just  how  much  better  are  prefabs  today?  Prefabs 
today  are  as  strong  and  well  built  as  any  other  houses.  This  is 
particularly  true  of  the  better  manufacturers'  houses,  which 
meet  or  exceed  the  strictest  code  specifications. 

For  example,  most  prefabbers  use  No.  1  and  No.  2  lumber, 
rather  than  the  lower  grades  often  encountered  in  other 
houses.  Top-grade  lumber  is  used  out  of  necessity,  because 
all  panels  and  components  are  made  in  precision  jigs  with 
very  small  tolerances.  And  all  studs,  beams,  and  sheet  lumber 
are  cut  by  high-speed  precision  cutting  machines.  Low-grade 
lumber  out  of  kilter  could  throw  a  monkey  wrench  into  the 
production  of  these  high-speed  machines.  Better  lumber  is

used  also  to  forestall  any  accusation  of  cheapness  in  thes 
houses,  as  well  as  to  meet  objections  arising  from  differinj 
codes  or  building  inspectors. 

How  much  money  can  you  save  on  a  manufacture* 
home?  Little  or  none.  You  can  expect  to  pay  about  the  sam 
price  for  a  prefab  as  you  would  for  any  comparable  builder'i 
house.  However,  if  you  own  your  own  lot,  you  can  take  ad 
vantage  of  a  prefab  dealer's  scattered  lot  sales  program 
You'U  get  the  savings  of  the  production  house  instead  o 
paying  the  higher  cost  of  custom  construction.  Important 
too,  you  almost  always  can  see  a  finished  version  of  the  houa 
you  like  before  you  order. 

How  fast  do  they  go  up  now?  Starting  with  the  finishec 
foundation,  many  a  prefab  can  be  erected  and  roofed  over  ii 
a  day  or  two.  Total  time  for  completion  of  a  prefab  from  th< 
day  the  house  is  ordered  until  it  is  ready  for  occupancy  rum 
from  four  to  six  weeks  on  the  average.  The  same  scheduh 
can  be  met  when  you  want  a  prefab  built  on  your  own  lot,  as 
suming  no  abnormal  delays  for  financing  and  outside  utilities 

What  do  you  get  when  you  buy  a  prefab?  The  pack 
age  shipped  from  the  plant  may  vary  from  a  minimum  o: 
basic  structural  elements  up  to  a  complete  house  (less  foun 
dation)  precut  and  prefabricated  in  the  plant.  Most  of  the 
big  firms,  however,  generally  provide  the  components  fa 
virtually  the  entire  house  (less  foundation,  heating,  plumb

components  are  assembled  on 
the  site.  The  heating,  plumb- 
ing, and  wiring  are  usually  in- 
stalled by  local  contractors. 

Is  a  prefab  hard  to  fi- 
nance? No.  Most  have  prior 
FH  A  and  VA  mortgage  approv- 
al. Lenders  know  these  house 
manufacturers,  and  usually  ap- 
prove financing  quickly.  Most 
important,  some  manufacturers 
have  their  own  mortgage  sub- 
sidiaries. 

•  How  much  choice  do  you 
have?  Most  manufacturers  of- 
fer anywhere  from  20  to  50  dif- 
ferent basic  models,  some  more 
than  100.  But  this  is  only  a 
starter.  Nearly  all  makers  will 
add  a  few  feet  here,  a  second 
bathroom  there,  or  a  fourth 
bedroom  to  almost  any  of  their 
standard  models.  The  exterior 
style,  siding,  and  appearance 
can  be  varied  according  to  in- 
dividual desires.  One  prefabber 
says  that  "personalization  or 
the  ability  to  match  a  buyer's 
needs  and  tastes  is  probably  the 
chief  selling  point  of  a  manu- 
factured home." 

The  exterior  styles  available 
include  Colonial,  Ranch,  Con- 
temporary, Cape  Cod,  French 
Provincial,  or  Dutch  Colonial. 
Add  to  this  a  choice  among 
front-to-back  or  side-to-side 
split  levels,  split  foyers,  ortho- 
dox one-  and  two-story  models, 
and  any  model  with  or  without 
a  basement.  The  combinations 
possible  out  of  all  this  are  vir- 
tually unlimited. 

How  good  is  the  design 
today?  This  is  one  of  the  great- 
est areas  of  improvement.  The 
big  firms  hire  nationally  known 
architects.  These  firms  can  af- 
ford to  pay  an  architect  several 
thousand  dollars  for  developing 
a  good  basic  house  plan.  The 
cost  is  then  spread  over. hun- 
dreds of  houses. 

The  prefabbers  also  check 
out  each  design  thoroughly.  Be- 
fore they  introduce  a  new  mod- 
el, most  manufacturers  build 
test  models  to  assure  that  they 
work  well,  build  well,  look  well. 

What's  new?  One  innova- 
tion developed  for  the  manu- 
factured home  is  a  utility  core. 
These  cores  contain  the  2  bath- 
rooms, heating  unit,  wiring,  and 
kitchen  plumbing  wall  in  a 
factory-assembled,  boxlike  unit. 
It  is  shipped  as  one  piece  and  is 
set  in  place  in  the  middle  of  a 
house  being  built.  This  saves 
on-site  time,  and  lowers  the 
cost  of  some  highly  expensive 
mechanical  work. 

A  second  recent  structural 
idea  is  the  laminated  polysty- 
rene wall  panel.  These  panels, 
faced  with  rugged  sheet  alumi- 
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num  or  wood  on  both  s 
provide  a  tremendously  sti 
and  long-lasting  structure 

These  innovations  are  noi 
elusive  to  the  prefab,  of  coi 
but  the  large  prefab  firms 
strong  leadership  in  the  te 
use  of  new  materials  and  id 

How  do  you  buy  a  fact 
house?  In  most  cases,  < 
from  a  local  builder-dealer  f 
chised  by  a  manufacturer, 
write  to  manufacturers  for 
names  of  local  dealers.  It  i 
important  to  have  a  reput 
builder  for  the  prefab  as  for 
conventional  house.  No  ma 
how  good  the  house  pack 
the  quality  of  the  asseml 
product  still  depends  greath 
the  ability  and  integrity  of 
men  who  put  it  up.  Check  c 
fully  on  the  builder.  Ask  to 
other  houses  he  has  built 
talk  to  other  people  he 
dealt  with.  How  long  has 
been  a  franchised  dealer?  Il 
long  has  he  been  in  businl 
Ask  the  Better  Business  Burli 
about  him.  The  fact  thai 
builder  has  been  franchise™ 
a  big  manufacturer  is  a  gl 
point  in  his  favor,  but  exarw 
his  work  as  you  would  thai 
any  home  builder. 

Does  the  manufactu  r 
guarantee  the  house?  S<|< 
do  for  a  year.  Even  manjtt 
those  who  do  not  provide 
written  guarantee  will  bachl 
all  the  parts  they  furnished,  1 
provide  new  products  to  rep  I 
defective  parts. 

While  you  are  still  plannf 
ask  about  high-quality  opti'l 
such  as  low-maintenance 
ing.  Some  manufacturers  (. 
more  de-luxe  bathroom  pi 
ages,  kitchen  built-ins,  and 
ter  lighting  fixtures.  These 
tions  add  to  your  enjoymen 
the  house— and  to  the  re 
value  later  on. 

Should  you  buy  one 
your  family?  Yes.  And  w  I 
you  shop,  judge  a  manufacti  I 
home  by  the  same  standard  J 
any  other  house.  Be  sure  it  I 
do  exactly  what  you  want  il 
do  for  your  family.  As  with  I 
house,  you'll  want  an  efficl 
floor  plan,  good  zoning, 
well-planned  space;  then 
you  should  look  for  clean,  si 
design  and  coordinated  c| 
combinations.

Encouraged  by  gravity  and  the  heart's  pump- 
ing action,  the  downward  journey  of  blood  to 
the  legs  through  a  system  of  healthy  arteries 
rarely  presents  any  problem.  But  the  return 
trip  is  something  else  again.  To  carry  that 
blood  back  up  to  the  heart  takes  three  col- 
laborating agents.  First  are  the  muscles  that 
surround  major  veins  and  "milk"  them  in  an 
upward  direction.  Second  is  the  alternating 
suction-pressure  cycle  created  by  our  breath- 
ing apparatus,  which  tends  to  lift  blood  to 
the  chest.  And  third  is  the  series  of  valves 
within  the  veins  that  prevents  returning 
blood  from  falling  backward. 

The  balance  of  pressures  in  this  delicate 
arrangement  is  so  fine  that  many  things  can 
upset  it.  Pregnancy,  to  take  one  common  ex- 
ample, may  exert  enough  excess  pressure  on 
the  veins  to  hinder  the  blood's  steady  climb. 
Obesity  and  chronic  coughing  spells  have  a 
similar  effect.  Obstructions,  whether  caused 
by  a  blood  clot  or  tumor  or  simply  by  too- 
tight  garters,  can  also  impede  the  journey. 
So  can  any  number  of  illnesses  and  long, 
steady  hours  of  standing. 

Especially  when  a  vein  is  inherently  weak, 
possibly  because  of  heredity,  such  unexpect- 
ed burdens  mean  trouble.  First,  perhaps,  a 
valve  gives  way.  The  next  lower  valve  must 
then  assume  double  duty,  which  often  causes 
it  to  collapse.  Other  valve  failures  may  fol- 
low. As  complications  multiply,  a  certain 
amount  of  the  circulating  blood,  instead  of 
moving  upward  to  the  heart,  remains  in  the 
leg  in  small  pools.  When  these  pools  then  ex- 
pand, they  push  the  blood  vessel  walls  into 
painful  or  unsightly  lumps — the  condition  we 
recognize  as  varicose  veins. 

There  is  no  known  cure  for  this  com- 
mon affliction,  but  usually  it  tends  to  confine 
itself  to  surface  regions  of  the  legs.  Large, 
deeper  veins  have  firm  muscular  support  that 
can  better  withstand  extra  pressures.  Those 
interior  veins,  in  a  healthy  condition,  also 
have  the  capacity  for  handling  all  the  blood 
by  themselves;  the  help  of  surface  vessels 
isn't  needed.  Doctors  confronted  by  varicose 
veins  thus  have  a  choice  of  two  treatments. 
They  can  shore  up  the  damaged  surface  ves- 
sels or  reroute  the  blood  around  them. 

In  temporary  cases— due  to  pregnancy,  for 
instance — the  extra  support  of  firm,  elastic 
stockings,  carefully  fitted  to  the  wearer,  may 
be  all  that's  necessary.  Just  as  muscles  give 
strength  to  interior  veins,  these  stockings, 
which  doctors  call  surgical  stockings  (they're

When  the  difficulty  lingers  too  lil 
however,  or  when  veins  deteriorate  quicl 
more  radical  treatment  is  needed.  SurJ 
is  the  customary  tactic.  After  proving  H 
simple  mechanical   test  that  the  patiel 
deep  veins  are  sufficiently  healthy  to  ace  I 
modate  all  the  blood  in  the  legs,  the  surgj 
selects  a  course  of  action.  He  may  either! 
off  the  damaged  surface  veins  or  physic.) 
remove  them.  In  each  case,  the  vein  goes 
of  commission  as  a  channel  for  circulatl 
blood.  Both  operations  are  long  and  exact: 
but  rarely  are  they  painful  or  risky.  Late  j 
series  of  injections  may  be  given  to  minirr| 
the  odds  of  future  trouble.  But  even  with 
finest  medical  attention,  there  is  no  guarj 
tee  against  recurrence.  Veins  that  are  heal 
at  the  time  of  the  operation  can  collapse! 
some  future  date,  and  a  second  operat| 
may  then  be  necessary. 

What  about  avoiding  such  unpleas 
ness?  Can  varicose  veins  be  prevented?  l\ 
always,    especially    when    heredity    wo| 
against  you,  but  a  number  of  strategies 
serve  trying. 

One  is  to  elevate  your  feet  whenever  \i 
can.  Pregnant  women,  particularly,  shoil 
keep  their  feet  up  while  sitting  or  lying  dovl 
Men  who  spend  all  day  at  a  desk  should  pj 
a  foot  stool  or  cross-bar  beneath  it. 

Walking  is  thought  to  be  highly  benefici  j 
but  standing  in  one  place  long  is  harmful. ' 
you  must  be  on  your  feet  for  extended  lengt  1 
of  time,  make  a  habit  of  rising  on  your  txj 
now  and  then  to  loosen  up  the  muscles 
your  legs.  Then  exercise  regularly  after  houl 
bicycling,  swimming,  and  deep  knee  benj 
are  frequently  effective. 

What  other  steps  should  you  take?  Avcj! 
tight  garters  or  any  other  clothing  that  cou. 
squeeze  small  surface  veins  closed.  Chan^ 
positions  regularly  while  sitting.  Don't  ol 
struct  circulation  by  crossing  your  legs  at  til 
knee.  If  your  legs  become  prone  to  tiredne;" 
or  if  varicose  veins  seem  to  run  in  your  fart 
ily,  you  might  profit  from  surgical  ho&e. 

Above  all,  be  alert  for  the  first  signs 
trouble— pain  or  a  strange,  heavy  feeling 
the  legs;  aches  or  cramps  in  the  calves;  <| 
unexpected  swelling  in  the  ankles — and  brin 
them  to  a  doctor's  attention.

This  house  has  three  impor- 
tant reasons  to  be  great:  the 
builder-developer  was  Emil 
Hanslin;  the  architects  were 
Royal  Barry  Wills  Associates; 
and  the  interior  designers  were 
Emily  Malino  Associates. 

Taking  their  contributions 
one  by  one,  let's  start  with  the 
work  of  Mr.  Hanslin,  who  not 
only  built  this  house  but  de- 
veloped the  excellent  com- 
munity it  is  a  part  of. 

That  community  is  New 
Seabury  on  Cape  Cod,  Massa- 
chusetts. New  Seabury  will 
comprise  11  villages,  each  of- 
fering homes  of  varying  prices. 
This  results  in  neighborhoods 
made  up  of  similarly  inter- 
ested families  with  different 
income  and  age  levels  that 
complement  one  another. 

The  land  planning  there  is 
more  than  just  impressive: 
each  home  borders  on  some 
common  land  so  that  privacy 
is  always  the  rule. 


The  architects  have  used  the 
shapes  of  the  past  (large  center 
part,  wings  on  each  side)  to  give 
this  house  a  lasting  handsomeness

Sauce  Guglielmo  (it's  Sauce  Giacomo  if  your  name  is 
James).  His  other  macaroni  specialty  is  Pastafazool 
which  is  name  enough  (and  good  enough!)  for  anyone. 


We  welcome  the  return  engagement  of 
Will  Jones — -you  remember  he  grilled 
some  no-jail  cheese  sandwiches  for  us. 
Jones,  who  does  an  entertainment  col- 
umn, "After  Last  Night,"  for  the  Min- 
neapolis Tribune,  confides  that  no  mat- 
ter how  stirringly  he  writes  of  some 
movie  director's  talents  or  some  ac- 
tress'' measurements,  the  columns  that 
get  the  most  response  are  the  ones  about 
food.  At  home,  he  cooks  several  family 
meals  per  week.  Respecting  the  Euro- 
pean tradition  of  chef's  hats,  i.e.,  the  tall- 
er the  hat,  the  more  important  the  chef, 
Jones  usually  does  wear  a  hat  in  the 
kitchen — a  very  flat  tweed  cap.  There's 
a  very  practical  reason — it  keeps  his 
thinning  hair  where  it  belongs  {the 
real  reason  chef's  hats  were  invented).

frequently  hear  women  apolo- 
gize for  macaroni,  and  it  bothers 
me. 

"It's  been  one  of  those  days,"  a 
young  mother  will  say,  "and  I'm 
afraid  I  didn't  make  much  of  a 
dinner.  I  just  threw  together  some 
macaroni  and  cheese."  Then  de- 
fensively: "Of  course,  it's  one  of 
the  few  things  the  kids  will  eat." 

Now  we  turn  to  the  male  in  the 
kitchen.  Apology  becomes  Hard 
Sell.  Every  now  and  then  I  find 
myself  preparing  lunch  or  dinner 
for  our  five  children  when  my  wife 
takes  a  shopping  sabbatical.  The 
menu?  Nine  times  out  of  ten,  mac- 
aroni and  cheese. 

But  what  macaroni  and  cheese ! 
The  male  cook  does  not  just  throw 
together  some  macaroni  and 
cheese.  He  tosses  it,  with  all  the  lov- 
ing care  of  Alfredo  and  His  Golden 
Spoon  and  Fork  in  Rome.  And  he 
presents  it,  not  as  macaroni  and 
cheese,  but  as  Macaroni  Guglielmo. 

Or,  if  he  happens  to  find  some 
wide  egg  noodles  in  the  cupboard, 
he  cooks  those  instead  of  macaroni, 
tosses  them  with  the  same  sauce, 
calls  them  Fettuccine  Guglielmo. 

It  may  come  out  as  Spaghetti 
Guglielmo  or  Green  Noodles  Gu- 
glielmo, depending  upon  what 
form  of  pasta  is  at  hand.  A  little 
positive  thinking,  some  Puccini  on 


the  hi-fi — and  the  macaroni  and 
cheese  that  Mother  apologizes  for 
has  become  reason  for  celebration. 
Sauce  Guglielmo — shown  be- 
low with  linguine  fine,  or  fine  noo- 
dles. The  sauce  is  made  while  the 
pasta  cooks.  Boil  7  ounces  of  mac- 
aroni, spaghetti,  or  noodles  in  salt- 
ed water. 


In  a  separate  pan  melt  an  8- 
ounce  package  of  cream  cheese 
and  34  pound  butter  over  low  heat, 
together  with  J/£  cup  (or  slightly 
more)  foamy  water  skimmed  bit 
by  bit  from  the  center  of  the  boiling 
pot  of  pasta. 

Add  34  teaspoon  each  salt  and 
pepper  to  the  sauce,  then  toss  with 
the  pasta,  serve  topped  with  grated 
Parmesan  or  Romano  cheese  and 
chopped  parsley.  In  our  house, 
serves  five  children  and  one  adult. 

If  you  like,  just  before  tossing 
the  sauce  with  the  noodles,  add 
1  heaping  teaspoonful  prepared 
horseradish  and  1  teaspoon  Dijon- 
style  prepared  mustard.  (Really 
too  good  for  children.

HOW  TO  BUY  A  GOOD 
USED  PIANO 

By  Paul  Gordon 

If  you  hesitate  to  buy  a  piano  simply  because  no  one  in  the 
family  now  plays,  I  suggest  that  you  start  with  a  good  used 
piano.  There  are  plenty  of  them  around  that  will  give  your 
youngsters — or  you — a  satisfactory  beginning  on  lessons. 
It  may  turn  out  that  you  have  no  concert  performers  in  the 
family,  but  if  the  playing  "takes"  at  all,  you're  sure  to 
want  a  new  piano  later. 

From  the  day  your  first  piano  is  moved  in,  it  is  possible 
for  any  and  all  to  strike  a  simple  note  on  a  musical  instru- 
ment that  will  be  true  in  pitch — provided  the  piano  has 
been  tuned.  This  is  not  true,  for  instance,  of  the  violin, 
flute,  trumpet,  clarinet,  or  most  of  the  other  string  or  wind 
instruments.  The  piano  is  the  standard  instrument  for  use 
in  teaching  musical  theory. 

Even  if  no  one  in  the  family  plays,  the  instrument  is 
there  for  those  visitors  who  do.  Many  an  evening  of  fine 
music-making  has  been  begun  by  a  visitor  who  just  "wanted 
to  see  what  the  piano  sounded  like,"  and  so  sat  down  and 
struck  a  few  chords.  The  piano  is  the  most  popular  accom- 
paniment for  other  instruments — and  of  course,  for  singing. 

Some  rules  for  piano-hunting.  First,  deal  with  someone 
you  know,  in  your  own  town  or  neighborhood  if  possible, 
and  who  will  be  responsible  to  you  for  the  obvious  good- 
business  reason  that  he  is  in  your  community. 

See  the  piano  under  good  conditions,  preferably  on  a 
bright,  dry  day.  I  was  recently  offered  an  upright  which 
was  already  on  a  truck  and,  furthermore,  could  only  be  seen 
at  night.  When  I  got  there,  it  was  raining,  and  the  lighting 
was  very  poor.  I  tapped  the  piano  and  struck  a  few  keys. 
Then  I  got  lazy.  What  could  I  lose,  I  thought.  It  was  only 
$25,  delivered.  Well,  when  it  was  delivered,  I  found  out  I 
could  lose  $25.  Moral:  Don't  shop  in  the  dark. 

By  all  means,  dark  or  light,  carry  a  flashlight.  It  will  be 
invaluable  in  looking  at  the  sounding  board  of  a  grand 
(you'll  have  to  get  down  on  your  knees)  or  for  peering  at  the 
hammers  of  an  upright. 

If  neither  you  nor  the  person  for  whom  the  piano  is  being 
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t  play,  take  someone  who  does.  Probably  the  best 
would  be  the  piano  teacher  who  will  be  working  with 
your  child  on  the  very  piano  you  decide  to  purchase, 
ou  find  a  piano  that  you  like  and  that  sounds  good, 
u  are  still  not  quite  sure  it  is  a  good  instrument,  get  a 


tuner  or  technician  to  look  at  it  for  you.  For  a  very  reason- 
able fee,  he  may  save  you  much  grief.  I  did  just  that,  for  a 
client  recently  and  saved  him  $200.  He  was  interested  in  a 
lovely  small  grand.

The  way  a  piano  looks  is  a  valu- 
able piece  of  information.  But  ii 

is  only  a  (due  to  the  make.  age,  and 
condition  of  the  instrument,  lake 
in  that  (due.  but  reserve  judgment. 
An  inexpensive  piano  will  seldom 
look  very  good.  If  it  looks  great 
and  is  inexpensive,  watch  out. 
Something  must  be  wrong  inside. 

Look  for  the  maker's  name.  This 
may  appear  over  the  keyboard  or 
inside.  All  things  being  equal,  it  is 
better  to  go  along  with  a  well- 
known  make. 

Ask  the  age  of  the  piano.  If  the 
seller  is  in  a  position  to  know,  it 
provides  another  clue.  Generally, 
the  younger  the  piano  the  better, 
but  this  is  a  rule  that  can  be  con- 
tradicted. Condition  is  much  more 
important  than  age. 

Does  the  piano  have  a  full  key- 
board (88  keys)  and  resemble  in  all 
other  ways  a  conventional  piano? 
Beware  of  any  peculiarities — in 
shape,  size,  keyboard,  design. 
Again,  rely  on  someone  who  knows. 

Even  if  you  don't  play,  check 
the  tone  of  the  piano  by  playing 
one  note  at  a  time.  If  it  pleases  you 
this  way,  then  try  chords.  If  you 
feel  it  isn't  in  tune,  start  asking 
questions.  Has  it  been  tuned?  If  not, 
can  it  be?  If  the  answer  is  "no," 
forget  it. 

Does  it  have  at  least  two  pedals, 
and  do  they  work?  The  one  on  the 
left  should  make  the  tone  notice- 
ably softer.  The  one  on  the  right 
should  sustain  the  tone  noticeably 
beyond  its  natural  die-away  time. 

If  you  play,  sit  down  and  spend 
a  little  time  at  the  piano.  Check  to 
see  that  the  instrument  has  a  rea- 
sonable dynamic  range.  That  is, 
can  it  be  played  quite  loud ;  can  it 
truly  be  played  softly? 

Can  it  be  played  staccato?  That 
is,  with  sharp,  quick  jabs  of  the 
fingers  resulting  in  little  pinpoints 
of  sound  immediately  dampened. 
It  should  be  possible. 

At  this  point,  and  as  a  result  of 
your  questions,  you  will  have  be- 
gun to  examine  the  condition  of  the 
piano — the  all-important  point. 

Many  amateurs  will  tell  you  con- 
fidently that  the  first  thing  to  check 
is  the  sounding  board,  and  that  if 
it  is  cracked,  the  piano  is  no  good. 
This  is  just  not  the  case  in  consider- 
ing older  and  cheaper  pianos.  Us- 
ually, the  sounding  board  will  be 
cracked  a  bit.  and  often  enough  it 
doesn't  matter  at  all.  Check  it,  by 
all  means,  but  then  look  to  see  if 
the  board  is  still  glued  to  the  ribs. 
If  it  is.  you're  okay;  if  not,  move 
on.  If  the  ribs  and  board  have 
parted  company,  chances  are  the 
tone  will  never  be  what  it  should.

ow  take  the  lofty  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  to  Mt.  Mitchell, 
est  peak  east  of  the  Mississippi.  A  short  urail  takes  you 
ugh  a  forest  of  balsam  and  red  spruce  to  the  6,684-foot 
mit.  Nine  miles  farther  south,  the  Parkway  hugs  the 
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knolls  of  the  Craggy  Range,  most  beautiful  in  mid-June 
when  the  purple  Catawba  rhododendron  bloom. 

In  Asheville  you  must  see  Biltmore,  the  12,000-acre 
Vanderbilt  estate  (daily  except  December  16  to  February  1; 
9-6;  $2.4.0,  children  $1.40).  Biltmore  House  rose  70  years  ago 
when  millionaires  still  had  enough  money  to  build  real 
palaces  and  to  fill  them  with  priceless  furnishings  and  paint- 
ings, rare  objets  d'art,  rich  carvings.  The  Biltmore  Gardens, 
too,  are  exquisite.  And  in  all  this  royal  splendor,  don't  miss 
the  estate's  calf  barns,  which  are  a  special  joy  to  children. 


VhNSTON-SAKM 


You  can  continue  to  Cherokee  on  US-19  via  Maggie  Val- 
ley, or  choose  a  more  scenic  route  that  takes  you  once  more 
on  the  Parkway:  south  on  US-25,  west  on  State  280,  then 
back  into  the  mountains  on  US-276,  through  the  magnificent 
groves  of  Pisgah  National  Forest  (camp  sites).  Here  the  Park- 
way reaches  its  highest  stretch.  For  an  unequaled  panorama, 
leave  your  car  below  Waterrock  Knob  and  pant  up  the  long 
trail  to  its  summit. 

At  Cherokee,  visit  Oconaluftee  Indian  Village  (daily  9-5 
mid-May  through  Labor  Day;  $1.24,  children  40c)  and  see  a 
rousing  outdoor  drama  about  the  Cherokees,  "Unto  These 
Hills"  (8  p.m.  daily  except  Monday,  late  June  to  early  Septem- 
ber; $1.50-$3).  Stop  at  the  Pioneer  Farmstead  and  Museum 
as  you  enter  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park. 

From  the  crest  of  the  Smokies,  about  at  the  Tennessee

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line,  a  side  road  leads  to  Clingman's  Dome.  A  few  more  wind- 
ing miles — watch  for  bear  along  the  way— and  you  are  in 
Gatlinburg,  Tennessee's  vacation  capital  for  the  Smokies. 
There's  excellent  trout  fishing  here  (3-day  nonresident  permit 
$1.50,  season  May  12  to  September  2;  $1  stamp  necessary  out- 
side the  national  park),  and  an  all-year  chair  lift  offers  an  ex- 
citing ride  and  view  ($1.25,  children  75c).  Be  sure  to  see  the 
inspiring  dioramas  of  the  life  of  Christ  at  Gatlinburg's 
Christus  Biblical  Gardens  (summer  weekdays  8  a.m.-lO  p.m., 
Sundays  1-10;  other  seasons  weekdays  9-5,  Sundays  1-5;  $1.25, 
children  65c).  At  the  Pigeon  Forge  Pottery  near  Gatlinburg, 
you  can  watch  craftsmen  turn  local  clay  into  fine  ceramics. 
Also  at  Pigeon  Forge  is  the  Rebel  Railroad  where  kids  are 
issued  toy  rifles  to  fight  off  Yankee  and  Indian  attacks  (sun- 
rise to  sunset;  $2.10,  children  $1).  Another  side  trip  takes  you 
to  the  interesting  Tuckaleechee  Caverns  at  Townsend  (April 
through  October  8:80-7;  $1 .50,  children  50c) .  Continue  to  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee,  from  Townsend  on  State  73  or  from  Pigeon 
Forge  on  State  441. 

Tennessee  and  Kentucky  (5  to  7  days) 

Knoxville  has  dominated  eastern  Tennessee  ever  since 
William  Blount  served  here  as  Washington's  territorial  gov- 
ernor. His  home  has  been  restored  and  authentically  refur- 
nished (9:30-5  Mon.-Fri.,  2-5  Sun.  May  through  Oct.;  50c,  chil- 
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dren  10c).  Also  visit  Confederate  Memorial  Hall,  the  shot- 
scarred  mansion  that  headquartered  Gen.  Longstreet  in  1863 
(daily  2-5;  longer  in  summer;  75c,  children  50c) . 

At  famed  Oak  Ridge,  some  20  miles  west  on  State  62, 
your  youngsters  will  enjoy  operating  the  exhibits,  including 
a  pair  of  mechanical  hands,  at  the  American  Museum  of 
Atomic  Energy  (Mon.-Sat.  9:30-5,  Sun.  12:30-6:30;  free).  A  2- 
hour  circle  drive  from  the.  museum  takes  you  past  several 
nuclear  installations  and  TVA  power  projects. 

Take  State  61  to  Norris  Dam;  then  cut  across  to  US-25E 
and  drive  through  a  tip  of  Virginia  into  Kentucky.  At  the  bor- 
der lies  mountainous  and  ruggedly  beautiful  Cumberland 
Gap  National  Historical  Park.  Daniel  Boone  passed  here 
blazing  the  Wilderness  Road.  About  14  miles  north  is  Pine 
Mountain  State  Park,  one  of  Kentucky's  many  delightful 
recreation  areas — uniformly  well-kept,  they  are  among  the 
finest  state  parks  in  the  nation.  You'll  find  good  fishing  here 
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(10-day  nonresident  permit  $2.25)  and  you'll  want  to  see '" 
Book  of  Job,"  a  religious  play  of  high  artistic  merit, 
formed  in  the  park's  forest  amphitheatre  (nightly  except 
8:30;  end  of  June  through  Labor  Day;  $2,  children  75c).  In 
other  fine  state  park,  50  miles  west  via  Corbin,  you'll 
at  the  roaring  torrents  of  Cumberland  Falls;  there's 
swimming,  fishing,  picnicking,  camping,  and  riding. 

In  Lexington,  watch  the  trotters  work  out  mornings 
"Red  Mile"  track  and  visit  one  of  the  great  horse  farms, 
as  Calumet  Farm,  home  of  Whirlaway,  5  miles  west  on  Ul 
the  road  to  Frankfort  (Mon.-Fri.  9-b;  stallion  barn  closes 

In  Frankfort,  see  the  floral  clock  at  the  state  capitol 
prowl  through  the  Old  State  House,  now  the  Museum  of  I 
Kentucky  Historical  Society;  its  unusual  exhibits  includ   ^

At  Louisville,  Kentucky's  biggest  city,  you'll  like  G 
eral  Electrie's  Appliance  Park,  where  a  sparkling  collect 
of  modern  kitchens  is  always  on  display  at  Monogram  H 
(Mon.-Fri.  10-1:15,  2:15-5).  Plant  tours  (1:30  p.m.  Mon.-Fi 
take  you  past  GE's  mechanical  genius,  UNIVAC.  And  do 
miss  Louisville's  Churchill  Downs,  scene  of  the  Kentu 
Derby  on  that  exciting  first  Saturday  of  May. 

Now  drive  south  to  Bardstown  where  Stephen  Fost* 
immortal  "Old  Kentucky  Home"  is  beautifully  presen 
as  a  state  shrine  (daily  8-5,  longer  in  summer;  60c,  child. 
30c).  You'll  also  enjoy  the  colorful  outdoor  musical, 
Stephen  Foster  Story"  (8:30-nightly  except  Mon.;  Sun 
3:30;  $2  and  $3,  under  12  half-price). 

But  on  this  leg  of  your  journey  you'll  not  only  redisco 
Stephen  Foster's  gaiety.  Here  too,  you  will  be  touched 
the  solemn  memory  of  a  great  president:  the  lowly  log  cal 
of  Abraham  Lincoln's  birth  stands  enshrined  in  an  im 
memorial  at  Hodgenville  29  miles  to  the  south.

Fewer  trips  are  offered  <i 
of  season.  You'll  see  weird  stone  formations,  an  undergroi  I 
river,  relics  of  Civil  War  saltpeter  mining  operations.

Continue  on  US-31W  to  Bowling  Green  and  from  there 
US-68  to  Fairview  for  a  ride  up  the  towering,  351-foot  Jeff 
son  Davis  Memorial  obelisk  (35c,  children  15c).  Another  sh 
drive  and  you're  at  huge,  man-made  Kentucky  La 
(accommodations  at  lake-side  state  parks).  This  is  a  most 
lightful  region  for  rest  and  relaxation  before  you  turn  e 
on  US-79  in  northern  Tennessee  for  more  city  sight-seei 

Try  to  schedule  yourself  so  that  you'll  be  in  Nashvi 
on  a  Saturday  night.  That's  when  the  unique  country-mi 
"Grand  Ole  Opry"  is  broadcast  from  Ryman  Auditori 
(reservations  recommended).  For  an  impressive  panorama 
the  city,  ride  up  the  Life  and  Casualty  Tower.  Be  sure  to 
the  full-size  replica  of  the  Parthenon  in  Sentinel  Park.  A 
of  course,  visit  the  Hermitage,  Andrew  Jackson's  ho 
(daily  8:30-k  April-Sept.  8:30-5;  50c,  under  12  10c). 

From  Nashville  take  US-41A  south  and  stop  at 
Thompson's  Walking  Horse  Stable  8  miles  north  of  Shell 
ville.  You'll  love  seeing  his  elegant  steeds  being  groomed  i 
exercised.  Shelbyville  hosts  the  annual  week-long  Tennes 
Walking  Horse  National  Celebration,  ending  the  first  Sat 
day  in  September. 

Now  your  trail  climbs  back  into  the  hills  again,  into 
pines  and  invigorating  air.  At  Chattanooga,  drive  up  st 
Lookout  Mountain— the  view  is  magnificent,  day  or  nij 
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l'll  enjoy  Lookout's  fine  residential  areas  and  its  famous 
City,  a  10-acre  labyrinth  of  weird  stone  formations, 
private  park's  truly  "Enchanted  Trail"  clings  to  the

You'll  find  Atlanta  a  vital,  modern  city— but  it  has  not 
lost  its  proverbial  Southern  charm.  Drive  around  the  Peach- 
tree  Creek  area  where  the  big  homes  are.  Spring  here  is  espe- 
cially delightful,  with  all  the  dogwoods  blooming.  And  by 
way  of  industrial  sight-seeing,  Coca  Cola  offers  interesting 
weekday  tours  through  its  syrup  and  bottling  plants.  Just 
outside  Atlanta  is  Stone  Mountain,  a  783-foot  boulder  of 
bald  granite,  center  of  a  great  recreation  area  recently  de- 
veloped by  the  city.  There's  a  suspension  car  to  take  you  up 
the  mountain  (round  trip  $1.60,  children  93c);  a  frontier 
train  trip  with  an  "Indian  attack"  (same  prices);  a  game 
ranch  where  kids  can  feed  deer  (50c,  children  25c);  a  Southern 
plantation  ($1.50,  children  50c);  and  the  huge,  unfinished 
Confederate  memorial  carving  of  Lee,  Davis,  and  Stonewall 
Jackson  in  the  mountain's  flank. 

(In  spring,  special  tours  of  ante-bellum  homes  and  gardens 
near  Atlanta  are  offered  on  a  Dixieland  Trail  side-loop 
through  Madison,  Milledgeville,  and  Macon  in  central 
Georgia.  Write  to  the  Tourist  Division,  State  Capitol,  At- 
lanta, for  detailed  information.) 

At  Warm  Springs,  65  miles  south  of  Atlanta,  stands  the 
"Little  White  House,"  where  President  Roosevelt  often  came 
for  polio  therapy  and  rest.  The  modest  cottage  has  been  left 
exactly  as  it  was  the  day  he  died  here  in  1945.  A  fascinating 
reel  of  private  FDR  movies  is  shown  at  the  Rooseveltiana 
museum.  (Little  White  House  grounds  open  daily  9-5,  summer 
hours  9-6;  $1.25,  children  75c.) 

Not  far  away  are  the  beautiful  Callaway  Gardens  at  Pine 
Mountain,  one  of  the  South's  outstanding  family  attrac- 
tions: 2,500  acres  of  woodland  drives,  wildflowers  galore 
(best  in  March  and  April),  sweet-water  beaches,  golf,  pic- 
nicking, fishing  (Georgia  2-week  nonresident  permit  $3,  chil- 
dren $1.50).  The  recreation  program  includes  movies  and 
water  ski  shows  (open  9-sunset;  75c,  children  35c;  cottages  and 
motel  rooms  available). 

Fort  Benning,  the  great  infantry  training  center  at 
Columbus,  is  open  to  the  public.  Watch  the  tough  para- 
troopers in  action  and  visit  the  post's  Infantry  Museum 
(museum  hours  Tues.  and  Thurs.  10-2,  Wed.,  Fri.,  Sat.,  Sun. 
12:30-^:30).  In  Columbus,  see  the  x'econstruction  of  the 
Confederate  iron-clad  "Muscogee,"  raised  from  the  Chatta- 
hoochee River  by  local  volunteers,  and  tour  the  Royal  Crown 
Cola  and  Tom  Huston  Peanut  plants.  And  from  Columbus, 
take  State  103  and  26  into  the  orchard  country  north  of 
Americus.  Early  spring  is  the  best  time  here:  magnolias,  dog- 
woods, azaleas,  and  peach  trees  are  then  in  full  bloom.  Don't 
miss  seeing  Andersonville,  the  infamous  Civil  War  military 
prison  (daily  9-5;  free). 

Your  next  stop  is  Okefenokee  Swamp  Park,  12  miles 
south  of  Waycross.  Expert  guides,  like  Johnny  Hickox,  take 
you  on  short  tours  (included  in  the  admission  price  of  $1 .50, 
6-1 1  50c)  and  are  available  for  fishing  and  nature  expeditions, 
ranging  from  two  hours  ($2.50  per  person)  to  all  day  ($17  per 
person;  $20  for  two).  Fishing  for  bass,  bream,  perch  and  other 
fish  is  absolutely  tops.  The  swamp  boat  trips  follow  natural 
canals  through  a  stunning  variety  of  exotic  vegetation.  Much 
that  seems  solid  ground  is  not;  Okefenokee  means  "trembling 
earth,"  so-called  because  much  of  the  swamp  is  covered  by  a 
fragile  layer  of  soil  and  roots  that  trembles— and  often  breaks 
— when  people  try  to  walk  on  it.  Don't  worry  about  visiting 
the  swamp;  moccasins  drop  out  of  trees  only  in  the  movies, 
and  the  local  alligators  have  plenty  to  eat  without  trying  you. 

A  different  Georgia  awaits  you  on  the  coast.  Jekyll 
Island,  south  of  Brunswick,  was  once  a  private  refuge  of  the 
country's  biggest  millionaires;  now  the  entire  island— with  its 
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9  miles  of  ocean  beach— is  a  state  park.  The  mansions  of  the 
old  tycoons  still  stand,  and  a  museum  commemorates  their 
way  of  life  (50c) .  Jekyll  has  many  good  motels,  restaurants,  a 
27-hole  golf  course,  an  all-weather  pool,  even  a  midway. 

Jekyll  is  but  one  of  Georgia's  "Golden  Isles."  There  are 
also  Sea  Islands,  with  the  famous  Cloister,  one  of  the  coun- 
try's top  resort  hotels,  ajid  St.  Simons,  from  whose  Ft. 
Frederica  the  British  repulsed  Spanish  invaders  during  the 
colorfully  named  War  of  Jenkins  Ear  in  1742  (daily  8-5;  free). 

In  Savannah,  oldest  and  loveliest  of  Georgia's  cities,  fol- 
low the  well-marked  "17-Mile  Drive"  past  parks  and  pre- 
revolutionary  town  houses.  The  Owens-Thomas  House,  an 
outstanding  example  of  English  Regency  architecture,  is 
open  all  year  (Tues.-Sat.  10-5,  Sun.  3-6,  Mon.  2-5;  $1,  chil- 
dren 50c).  Also  prowl  around  Fort  Pulaski  (17  miles  from 
downtown;  25c,  under  12  free;  8:30-5:30). 

The  Coastal  Carolinas  (3  to  5  days) 

Just  above  Savannah,  a  cluster  of  sunny  islands  hugs  the 
South  Carolina  shore.  Among  them  is  Hilton  Head,  whose 
Sea  Pines  Plantation  is  an  outstanding  development  of  in- 
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teresting,  modern  seaside  homes  in  a  natural  forest  setting. 
The  island  also  has  two  fine  beach  resort  hotels  and  an  18- 
hole  golf  course.  Nearby  is  Parris  Island,  training  camp  of 
the  Marines  (open  7:30  a.m.-lO  p.m.,  parades  Fri.  at  8:30). 
Beaufort,  on  Port  Royal  Island,  where  the  Spanish  first  land- 
ed in  1520,  is  a  treasure  trove  for  sight-seers. 

An  inland  swing  of  US-17  takes  you  to  Charleston,  whose 
rare  charm  is  most  evident  along  its  "History  Trail,"  a  2-hour 
stroll  on  cobblestone  streets  past  old,  picturesque  houses. 
Take  a  boat  to  Ft.  Sumter,  whose  bombardment  by  Con- 
federate troops  opened  the  Civil  War  (2-hour  tours  leave  at  10 
and  2,  more  often  in  summer;  $1.65,  under  12  85c).  Visit  the 
Citadel  (cadet  parades  k'-30  p.m.  Fridays,  Oct.-May)  and  enjoy 
the  Magnolia  Gardens,  Cypress  Gardens,  and  Middleton 
Gardens  just  outside  of  town  (best  in  March  and  early  April). 

South  Carolina's  "Grand  Strand,"  a  50-mile  stretch  of 
beach  resorts,  starts  about  2  hours  out  of  Charleston  on 
northbound  US-17.  You  can  swim  and  fish,  take  boat  cruises, 
play  miniature  golf— anything  by  way  of  recreation. 


As  you  near  Wilmington,  turn  off  for  Orton  Plant 
one  of  the  finest  gardens  of  the  South  (daily  8-5;  $1.50  i 
blooming  season,  $1  rest  of  year,  6-12  50c).  Board  the  USJ 
North  Carolina,  a  proud  World  War  II   battleship  no 
moored  permanently  just  outside  Wilmington;  kids 
man  her  anti-aircraft  guns  and  actually  aim  them  (.v 
50c,  6-11  25c).  You'll  also  enjoy  the  5-mile  drive  thr 
Wilmington's  Greenfield  Lake  Gardens  (free). 

Now  you  can  short  cut  to  the  northern  tier  of  Nor 
Carolina's  cities  by  heading  straight  up  the  center  of 
state;  but  if  you  want  the  travel  thrill  of  a  lifetime,  folio 
the  surf  all  the  way  up  to  Kitty  Hawk.  Take  US-17  to  Fo 
stone,  State  172  through  Camp  Le  Jeune,  State  24  to  Mc 
head  City,  US-70  to  the  ferry  that  crosses  to  the  old  fish 
village  of  Ocracoke  on  the  famous  Outer  Banks.  The  fe 
waiting  line  is  often  long;  check  ahead  for  departure  timt 
and  get  there  early,  preferably  the  day  before— it's  worth  ii 
(Crossing  takes  A  hours;  car  with  driver  $6.50,  adult  passengei  j 
$2.50  each,  under  12  $1.27). 

On  the  Outer  Banks  you'll  find  70  miles  of  golden  beach 
—an  unspoiled  seashore  paradise.  Climb  Cape  Hatteras  ligh 
house,  enjoy  nature  walks  over  the  wind-blown  dunes, 
Kitty  Hawk  where  the  Wright  brothers  first  flew  the 
rickety  aircraft  in  1903  before  a  crowd  of  five  spectators. 

Return  to  the  mainland  via  Roanoke  Island,  first  EnglL 
settlement  in  America  and  birthplace  of  Virginia  Dare, 
settlers  of  1587  disappeared  mysteriously,  and  their  "I 
Colony"  story  is  told  in  an  outdoor  play  (late  June-Sept. 
Mon.-Sat.;  $l-$3). 

US-64  takes  you  inland  from  Roanoke  Island  to 
tobacco  cities  of  North  Carolina.  From  mid-August  to  mk 
fall  you  can  attend  auctions  (Mon. -Fri.)  at  Wilson,  Tarbon 
Rocky  Mount,  Durham,  Winston-Salem,  and  several  oth 
cities.  Cigarette  factories  (R.J.  Reynolds  in  Winston-Sa 
American  and  Liggett  &  Myers  in   Durham,  Lorillard 
Greensboro,  among  others)  have  weekday  tours. 

Raleigh's  new  State  Legislative  Building  is  splendid] 
unique  among  such  structures  (Mon.-Fri.  8-5,  Sat.  9-5,  Suf 
1-5).  See  the  Chapel  Hill  campus  of  the  University  of  Nort^ 
Carolina.  In  Winston-Salem,  don't  miss  Old  Salem,  the 
construction    of   its    18th    Century    Moravian    settleme 
(9:30-U:30,  Sun.  2-1^:30;  $1.50,  children  UOc). 

Restaurants  Along  the  Way 

In  Boone,  N.C.,  eat  family-style  at  the  fine  Dan'l  Booi 
Inn.  Try  the  Hays  House  in  Gatlinburg,  Tenn.,  and  Ti 
Wilson's  in  nearby  Townsend.  Kids  love  Li'l  Abner's  i 
Louisville,  Ky.,  where  waitresses  dress  in  Dogpatch  co 
tumes.  The  Saddle  in  Shelbyville,  Tenn.,  serves  topnotc 
chicken.  In  Atlanta  try  Johnny  Reb's  and  Aunt  Fanny 
Cabin,  and  snack  at  the  Varsity,  the  "world's  largest  driv 
in."  Callaway  Gardens  (Pine  Mountain,  Ga.)  spreads  a  temp 
ing  all-you-can-eat  breakfast  buffet.  The  Smith  House 
Dahlonega,  Ga.,  and  the  Black  Angus  Ranch  in  Columbi 
are  justly  proud  of  their  Southern  family  fare.  For  steaks, 
hard  to  beat  the  Red  Barn  on  St.  Simons  Island.  Don't  mi 
Savannah's  excellent  Pirates'  House.  In  Charleston,  S.C 
stop  at  the  Fork  Seafood  House  and  the  Colony  House. 
oyster  roast  at  the  Bay  Harbor  Restaurant,  Murrell's  Ink 
S.C,  is  a  special  treat  in  the  cool  months.  In  Morehead  Cit 
N.C.,  the  Sanitary  Fish  Market  &  Restaurant  is  a  must. 
Raleigh,  N.C.,  eat  at  Balentines;  in  Durham,  at  the  Jack  T* 
Durham  Hotel.  And  you  can  always  get  a  good,  quick  sna<

FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 


IS  IT  ALWAYS  WISE  TO  PAY  OFF  YOUR  MORTGAGE? 

Not  fust  to  clean  up  the  debt,  it  isn't.  Admittedly,  you  feel 
great  about  being  finished  with  the  monthly  payments,  but  paying 
off  your  mortgage  in  a  lump  sum  is  like  any  other  cash  invest- 
ment—you must  consider  if  the  interest  you  save  is  the  best  return 
you  can  get  from  the  money.  Other  important  factors  also  enter 
the  decision.  Here  are  questions  you  should  ask  yourself: 

What  is  the  interest  rate?  Older  mortgages  usually  carry  lower 
rates.  If  you  have  only  five  or  ten  years  payments  to  go,  your 
interest  is  probably  quite  low— near  4  or  5  per  cent— and  it 
might  be  wiser  to  keep  your  old  mortgage  and  put  your  cash 
to  work  elsewhere.  But  if  your  mortgage  is  fairly  new  and 
you're  paying  6  per  cent  or  more  interest,  it's  not  likely  that 
you'll  find  a  more  lucrative  investment  without  taking  risks. 
By  paying  off  the  mortgage,  you  will  save  more  on  interest 
than  you'd  earn  from  good  bonds  or  a  savings  account. 

Remember  that  mortgage  interest  is  a  deductible  item  on 
your  federal  and  most  state  income  tax  returns.  If  you  figure 
your  tax  on  the  long  form,  a  portion  of  the  interest  you  pay  is 
actually  refunded  to  vou  in  the  form  of  a  lower  tax  obligation. 


If,  say,  your  top  income  dollars  fall  in  the  22  per  cent  t 
bracket,  a  5.5  per  cent  mortgage  really  costs  you  only  a 
4.3  per  cent.  Similarly,  in  figuring  comparative  return  f: 
another  investment  you  should  reduce  the  potential  in

Is  there  a  pre-payment  penalty?  New  mortgages    other  tl 
VA  or  FHA— often  have  such  penalties  as  part  of  the  d 
tract.

Any  big-ticket  expenses  coming  up  in  the  foreseeable  future?  If  y 
have  an  open-end  mortgage,  particularly  an  older  one,  payi: 
it  off  may  eliminate  one  of  your  best  sources  of  money.  \V 
it,  you  can  often  finance  high-cost  projects  such  as  additii 
to  your  home,  a  new  car,  or  your  children's  college  educatii 
And  once  you  have  closed  your  relationship  with  the  lend 
you  might  find  it  somewhat  more  difficult  to  use  his  otl 
financial  services  in  future  years. 


SHOULD  YOU  KEEP  TRACK  OF  EVERY  PENNY  YOU  SPEND? 


Of  course  not.  Accounting  for  every  pen- 
ny not  only  makes  budgeting  a  drudgery 
but  more  important,  buries  you  under  'so 
much  detail  that  you  may  lose  sight  of 
what  your  money  is  really  worth  and  what 
you  can  accomplish  with  it. 

Instead,  the  key  to  your  family  money 
program  lies  in  charting  your  big  expenses 
ahead  of  time.  This  is  easy  to  do. 

Start  off  by  listing  your  most  regular  ex- 
penses: mortgage  payments,  insurance 
premiums,  installments  that  come  up 
each  month.  Keep  track  of  your  grocery 
stubs  for  a  while  and  strike  an  average. 


Similarly,  run  a  tally  on  what  you  spend 
routinely  on  your  car;  in  addition,  last 
year's  repair  bills  will  usually  give  you 
a  good  idea  of  what  you  can  expect  to 
spend  in  that  category. 

Look  over  your  last  year's  clothing 
bills  and  your  doctor's  and  dentist's 
charges  and  average  them  out  too.  Ask 
your  druggist  to  keep  a  complete  record 
of  your  purchases;  then  check  with  him 
after  a  few  months  to  get  a  monthly 
figure  (this  tally  will  also  come  in  handy 
in  figuring  your  possible  drug-expense 
deductions  at  income  tax  time  nextyear) . 


After  adding  up  all  these  predictable  q 
penses  and  setting  aside  a  reasonable  i 
serve  for  savings  and  emergencies,  yoi 
probably  be  surprised  how  big  a  marg 
your  family  has  left  for  just  plain 
joyable   spending,   for   recreation 
entertainment. 

Such  an  orderly  approach,  besides  i 
commodating  all  the  simple  pleasu 
allows  you  the  easiest  and  most  efft 
tive  budgeting  of  all:  since  there  is  i| 
need  to  keep  cash  in  separate  envelop* 
you  can  just  draw  from  your  gener| 
fund  as  expenditures  come  up. 


SHOULD  CHILDREN  HAVE  LIFE  INSURANCE? 

This  makes  sense  only  if  you— as  the  breadwinner— already 
carry  enough  insurance  on  your  own  life  to  protect  your  family 
adequately.  Even  then,  buying  insurance  on  your  child  merely  to 
provide  future  funds  for  his  education  is  usually  not  the  wisest 
choice.  For  example,  a  typical  15-year  $8,000  endowment  policy 
on  you  issued  at  age  30  costs  $^97  a  year,  including  waiver  of  pre- 
mium compared  to  $520  for  a  similar  policy  on  your  3-year-old. 

But  after  buying  your  own  policies,  and  assuming  you  have  the 
extra  dollars,  there  are  several  other  good  reasons  to  buy  life 
insurance  for  your  children.  For  one  thing,  permanent  life 
policies  on  your  children  provide  an  excellent  basis  for  their 
adult  insurance  and  savings  programs  because  of  the  com- 
paratively low  annual  outlay  for  a  policy  bought  at  an  early 
age.  For  another,  such  a  policy  guarantees  insurability— the 
policy  remains  in  force  even  if  your  child  becomes  uninsurable 
as  an  adult.  Thus,  life  insurance  on  your  child  becomes  par- 
ticularly advisable  if  there  is  a  family  history  of  heart  trouble, 


diabetes,  or  some  other  disease  that  may  show  up  later  in 

Typically,  $1,000  of  straight  life  coverage  costs  only  abo 
$11.50  a  year  at  age  5  and  only  about  $12.50  at  age  10  (il 
about  $15.30  at  age  21  and  about  $22  at  age  35). 

More  expensive,  but  certainly  worth  considering,  is  a  rel 
tively  new  type  of  children's  insurance  called— in  a  rare 
play  of  insurance  humor— "jumping  juvenile."  Coverage  ( 
such  a  policy  jumps  to  5  times  its  original  value  with  no  i 
crease  in  premium  when  your  child  reaches  a  certain  age,  us 
ally  21,  and  he  won't  have  to  take  a  medical  exam  to  prove 
insurability  when  the  policy  jumps.  A  $1,000  jumping  juv 
nile  policy  (later  up  to  $5,000)  runs  about  $42  a  year  on  a 
year-old.  The  considerably  higher  initial  cost  pays  off  in 
savings  feature:  Cash  values  on  a  jumping  juvenile  moui 
more  rapidly— at  age  21,  the  original  $1,000  jumping  juveni

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IS  THERE  A  "BEST  TIME"  TO  BUY  STOCKS? 

Yes— when  they  are  cheap  in  relation  to  what  they 
worth  in  the  future.  However,  you  can't  ever  be  absolt 
sure  about  this  until  the  "best  time"  has  passed.  Eve 
perts  disagree  on  when  to  buy,  and  this  disagreement 
the  market:  most  stock  transaction  takes  place  because  i 
body  thinks  this  is  the  best  time  to  buy  while  somebody  I 
feels  it's  the  best  time  to  sell.  The  fact  that  a  stock  sell* 
much  less  than  it  did  a  while  ago  means  little     it's  a  baril 
only  if  it  goes  up  after  you  buy  it. 

Investors  try  to  spot  this  crucial  moment  accordi 
various  methods: 

Buying  on  the  averages  is  the  oldest.  Under  this  system, 
buy  when  the  averages  drop  drastically,  usually  becj 
some  economic  or  political  crisis.  Thus  you  have  to  gue 
bottom  of  the  market — a  haphazard  procedure  at  best. 
experts  use  this  method  nowadays,  since  major  stocks  dj 
move  up  and  down  in  unison  as  they  used  to.  (One  recent] 
ception  was  the  big  drop  of  May,  1962,  which  affected 
tually  every  stock.)  Averages  are  still  a  barometer  of  pi 
sentiment  toward  the  economy— but  you  can't  be  si 
stock  you  pick  will  go  up  when  the  averages  do. 

Buying  unpopular  stocks  is  a  method  based  on  the  recog 
that  the  market  has  fads  and  often  disregards  whole  inx] 
tries,  even  though  they  are  doing  well  and  may  easily  do  1 
ter.  Such  stocks  are  often  bargains  when  you  consider  tl 
real  values.  Experienced  investors  usually  buy  the  "lead(| 
—the  strongest,  most  aggressive  companies— in  their  fiel 
since  they  are  apt  to  make  the  strongest  recovery  if  and 
the  stocks  are  popular  again.  However,  some  groups  of  stc 
can  remain  unpopular  for  long  periods,  and  it  takes  patie| 
and  the  courage  of  one's  conviction  to  wait  them  out. 
rails  and  oils  are  examples  of  industries  that  were  depres| 
for  many  years  before  they  started  to  recover. 

Buying  on  bad  news.  Popular,  high-priced  stocks  can  s 
sudden,  completely  unexpected  setbacks  when  some  i 
fortune — however  temporary — hits:  a  new  product  flop 
strike  shuts  down  a  plant,  and  so  on.  Many  investors 
sell — often  providing  astute  buyers  with  bargains.  Of  coul 
the  company  must  be  basically  sound  and  able  to  wyeather| 
storm  before  you  buy  it  on  bad  news. 

Buying  cyclical  versus  defensive  issues.  This  means  buying  stcl 
that  should  follow  the  economy — such  as  steels  and  autol 
when  an  upturn  is  probable,  and  buying  defensive  issuel 
such  as  food,  tobacco  and  retail  stocks— when  the  outlooM 
cloudy.  But  today  few  stocks  follow  cyclical  and  defend 
patterns  (one  reason  is  that  most  companies  are  diversify 
and  industry  swings  are  becoming  less  noticeable.

That  depends  on  how  many  checks  you  write  each 
and  the  average  amount  you  keep  in  your  account 

If  you  write  about  10  checks  a  month  and  your  ba 
small,  a  "convenience"  or  "special"  checking  acc< 
probably  best.  You  get  personalized  checks,  a  monthl 
ized  statement  for  your  records,  protection  against 
cash.  Typical  costs  are  10c  per  check  and  a  monthly 
charge  ranging  from  50c  to  $1.  So  if  you  write  10  cl 
month,  it'll  probably  cost  you  no  more  than  $2. 

Such  an  account,  however,  demands  that  you  keep 
track  of  your  balance:  overdraft  charges  are  high,  an 
from  $1  to  $2.50.  But  because  of  this  everyday  need 
curate  records,  a  special  checking  account  is  a  parti 
good  way  to  start  banking.  It  teaches  all  the  necesK 
cipline  for  a  larger  checking  account  later,  and  acquaii 
with  banking  procedures. 

If  you  write  20  checks  or  more  and  keep  a  $200  average  a 
balance,  you  should  use  a  "regular"  or  "personal"  cl 
account.  Your  monthly  cost  for  20  checks  would  ranj 
about  $1.70  to  $1.95  depending  on  where  you  live.  Th 
arrives  at  the  cost  by  adding  the  charges  for  checks  ' 
(usually  5c  each)  and  deposits  made  (usually  5c  per  c. 
posit,  2c  per  check  deposit)  to  a  basic  monthly  service 
(typically  35c)  and  deducting  from  this  amount  an  < 
credit  of  10c  per  $100  on  your  average  balance.  Tl 
bigger  your  average  balance,  the  more  credit  you  get  i 
lowTer  your  cost. 

However,  it  doesn't  pay  to  keep  the  balance  so  hig 
wipe  out  the  checking  charges,  since  the  "interest  r£ 
your  money  is  usually  less  than  2  per  cent  as  against  t 
43/2  per  cent  earned  by  savings  accounts.  Just  keep  1 
of  a  balance  so  that  you  have  a  comfortable  safety  ma 
avoid  overdrafts. 

If  you  write  only  2  or  3  checks  a  month,  then  it  does 
to  have  a  checking  account  at  all.  You're  much  wiser 
bank  money  orders,  which  are  about  20c  each.  The* 
protection  against  theft  of  cash  and  provide  you  with  a 
of  payment  of  your  bills.

And  there  are  three  good  reasons  why. 
First,  this  addition  does  what  it  was 
meant  to  do— it  gives  the  Robert  Niece 
family  a  13x21-foot  master  bedroom  and 
bath  unit  that  eases  the  load  on  the  rest 
of  their  house.

You  can  create  a  stimulating 
new  look  for  your  window  by 
using  the  hand  sewing  tech- 
nique known  as  smocking. 

Begin  by  carefully  measur- 
ing the  widths  of  the  pleats. 
Here,  each  single  pleat  is  the 
same  size  as  the  distance  be- 
tween each  double  pleat— 
but  it  doesn't  have  to  be. 
Just  make  sure  that  all  pleats 
are  equal  in  size.  It's  wise  to 
pin  and  take  a  look  before 
you  start  sewing. 

Next,  a  few  inches  down 
the  length  of  the  curtain,  sew 
each  side  of  a  double  pleat  to 
the  one  next  to  it.  For  good 
styling,  keep  all  of  the  pleats 
in  line.  Continue  joining  the 
pleats— at  spaced  intervals — 
down  the  curtain  until  you 
have  the  effect  you  want. 

Although  smocking  works 
particularly  well  on  heavier 
fabrics,  you  can  use  sheer 
curtains  if  you  remember  to 
put  weighted  shot  in  the  hem. 
The  curtains  should  be  long 
enough  to  touch  the  floor. 


You  can  have  a  clever  window 
treatment  such  as  this  by 
fashioning  curtains  with  easy- 
to-make  inverted  box  pleats 
and  then  adding  a  personal 
touch.  In  the  photo,  you  see 
a  drum  effect  that  would  look 
perfect  in  a  boy's  bedroom. 
Here's  how  to  do  it: 

First,  select  fabric,  about  6 
inches  wide,  for  a  border. 
Sew  this  border  to  the  top  of 
the  curtain.  At  this  point, 
you're  ready  to  make  the 
box  pleats. 

On  the  back  of  the  curtain, 
form  each  pleat,  pin,  then 
sew  down  about  a  foot.  Make 
sure  that  you  space  the 
pleats  an  equal  distance 
apart.  The  size  and  number 
of  pleats  depend  on  the  effect 
that  you  want. 

All  that's  left  is  the  trim- 
ming. Sew  a  decorative  fringe 
around  the  border.  To  get 
the  drum  effect,  sew  a  piece 
of  piping  cord,  in  zigzag  fash- 
ion, up  and  down  the  border.

Almost  any  garment  that  can  be  dry  cleaned  professionally 
can  be  cleaned  at  the  self-service  stores.  You'll  save  up  to 
75%  of  the  regular  dry  cleaning  costs.  Save  time,  too;  cloth- 
ing, curtains,  and  slip  covers  can  be  cleaned  and  back  in  use 
in  little  more  than  an  hour.  Dry  clean  clothes  often,  dirt  and 
stains  will  be  easier  to  remove. 

How  do  you  know  what  to  do?  One  manufacturer  re- 
quires their  machines  be  operated  by  factory-trained  attend- 
ants. If  there's  no  attendant,  follow  printed  directions  on  or 
above  the  machine.  They're  not  difficult. 
What  about  spots?  That  depends  on  the  type  of  stain,  fab- 
ric, and  fabric  finish.  Obvious  spots  that  need  pretreating  are 
nail  polish,  lipstick,  blood,  perspiration,  soiled  collars  and 
cuffs.  Food  stains  frequently  aren't  visible  until  after  dry 
cleaning — remove  the  whitish  residue  with  a  brush  and  damp 
sponge.  Fabrics  with  milk,  ice  cream,  mustard,  or  ink  stains 
should  be  professionally  dry-cleaned.

►  Remove  noncleanable  trim  and  rubber  shoulder  p; 

►  Separate  light-  and  dark-colored  items.  This  keeps 
lint  off  light  items  and  vice  versa.  If  you  combine 
put  light  ones  in  a  pillow  case;  close  with  safety  pir 

►  Turn  sweaters,  knit  dresses,  and  beaded  blouses  insic 

►  XJse  nylon  net  or  mesh  bags  for  ribbon  knits,  necktie 
other  smaller,  easily  snagged  items. 

►  Fold  long  drapery  panels  once,  end-to-end,  and  pin 
large  safety  pins  to  prevent  twisting. 

►  Turn  velvet,  velveteen,  and  corduroy  items  inside  out. ' 
pile  attracts  lint  very  easily. 

►  Clean  sheer,  sensitive  fabrics  by  themselves— not 
heavy,  bulky  garments. 

►  Check  inside  of  machine  for  lint  from  a  previous  load] 
can  happen  despite  the  mechanical  lint  filter. 

►  Use  as  little  water  as  possible  when  "spotting"  the  so\ 
fabrics  before  cleaning.  Too  much  water  might  cause  th 
to  fade,  shrink,  or  wrinkle.

Spread  lawn  food  over  the  new- 
ly prepared  seedbed  and  work  it 
thoroughly  into  the  soil.  To  in- 
sure getting  as  uniform  a  lawn 
as  possible,  level  soil  carefully 
with  a  rake  to  work  out  all 
humps  and  hollows. 

Firm  soil  lightly  by  pressing 
a  foot  firmly  on  a  wide  board 
placed  over  the  repair  area.

Give  several,  light 
sprinklings  to  avoid  run-off 
that  carries  seed  away. 

By  covering  the  repair  areas 
with  clear  polyethylene  im- 
mediately after  the  first  water- 
ing, no  additional  moisture  will 
be  needed  until  seedlings  are 
well  sprouted. 

At  this  time,  remove  cover 
and  water  morning  and  evening 
until  seedlings  are  2  inches  high 
and  well  enough  established  to 
need  no  extra  care.

How  to  sow  seed  of  annuals. 

Give  seed  of  annuals  and  some 
perennials  an1  early  start  by 
planting  now  in  small  flats 
filled  with  light,  porous  soil. 
Barely  cover  seed  with  soil  be- 
fore watering. 

Keep  soil  moist  while  seed  is 
germinating.  This  can  be  done 
by  covering  flat  with  a  piece  of 
glass  or  by  setting  the  flat  in- 
side a  plastic  bag. 

Remove  cover  when  seedlings 
appear  and  set  flat  in  a  sunny 
window.  Water  carefully  to 
avoid  damaging  tender  plants. 


How  to  plant  perennials. 

Plant  perennials  from  the  nurs- 
ery during  April.  This  is  the 
time,  too,  to  divide  perennials 
such  as  Shasta  daisies  and 
phlox  if  they  are  crowded. 

Either  pull  clumps  apart  or 
cut  into  small  divisions.  Dis- 
card older  roots  and  pick  the 
more  vigorous,  younger  growth 
for  planting.  Select  a  well- 
drained  site  and  one  that  gets 
six  or  more  hours  of  sunlight. 

Learn  the  cultural  needs  of 
each  of  your  perennials  and 
give  a  little  individual  care.

Dig  a  hole  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate spread  of  tree  roots. 
While  planting,  hold  tree  in 
place  with  a  spading  fork  and 
the  handle  of  another  tool. 

Mix  peat  moss  with  the  soil 
and  press  firmly  around  the 
roots.  Small,  bare-root  trees 
should  be  tied  to  a  sturdy  stake 
to  hold  them  in  place  the  first 
two  or  three  years. 

For  large  trees,  run  guy  wires 
to  three  stakes  spaced  evenly 
apart  2  to  4  feet  from  base  of 
trunk.  Keep  plant  well  watered 
the  first  two  years. 


Plant  bare-root  shrubs  the  same 
as  trees.  Space  shrubs  in  the 
border  to  allow  for  ultimate 
growth— if  crowded,  they  lose 
much  of  their  beauty  and  vigor. 

To  compensate  for  roots  lost 
in  transplanting,  remove  weak, 
thin  branches  entirely.  Finish 
by  heading  back  all  stems  one- 
third  their  length. 

Loosen  or  remove  wired 
labels  to  avoid  girdling  of  limbs. 
Trim  hedge  plants  back  severe- 
ly to  get  heavy  bottom  growth. 
Feed  shrubs  when  planting  and 
each  spring  thereafter.

Set  tubers  on  their  sides  4 
to  6  inches  deep  with  bud  end 
near  stake.  Cover  with  loose 
soil  and  feed  lightly. 

Remove  side  buds  of  large- 
flowered  kinds  to  get  big,  ex- 
hibition-sized blooms.  Mulch 
and  keep  soil  moist,  not  wet. 


How  to  plant  tomatoes. 

The  tomato  pays  off  big  in  en- 
joyment, both  in  the  eating  and 
the  growing.  Just  3  to  5  plants 
supply  enough  fruit  for  the 
average  family. 

Plant  in  full  sun  when  soil 
warms  in  the  spring.  To  protect 
young  plants  from  cutworms 
use  an  insecticide  or  wrap  stems 
with  paper  above  and  below 
the  surface  of  the  soil. 

Space  plants  3  feet  apart  in 
rows  for  best  growth.  Spray 
first  blossoms  with  hormone  to 
insure  an  early  fruit  crop. 


Keep  young  tomato  plants  well 
watered  until  established.  Sup- 
port growing  plants  with  strong, 
5-foot  stakes  set  firmly  a  few 
inches  away  from  stems. 

Feed  sparingly  each  month 
with  a  balanced  fertilizer  and 
protect  with  tomato  insecticide 
until  first  fruit  reaches  half  its 
mature  size. 

Heavily  mulch  the  soil  under 
the  plants  to  protect  fruit  from 
blossom-end  rot,  to  control 
weeds,  and  to  conserve  mois- 
ture.

: 
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Depreciation  on  a  new  automobile 
can  be  one  of  your  greatest  expenses 
per  dollar  invested.  You  can't  avoid  depre- 
ciation altogether,  but  you  can 
cut  it  to  a  reasonable  minimum  by 
exercising  utmost  care  in  the  choice 
of  model  and  accessories,  by  carefully  timing 
and  financing  your  purchase,  and 
by  keeping  your  car  in  top  condition.

Choosing  a  car. 

Surprisingly,  the  best  way  to  protect  your  car 
investment  is  to  stretch  your  budget  to  the  max- 
imum. The  typical  buyer  of  the  once-used  c; ti- 
the man  who  will  consider  your  automobile 
in  a  couple  of  years— is  single  or  the  head  of  a 
young  household,,  and  he  wants  all  the  luxury 
he  can  get;  otherwise,  he  would  purchase  a 
new  compact  or  "austerity"  import  for  the 
same  price.  This  buyer  demands  the  top-line 
series  and  most  expensive  body  style  within 
any  make,  and  wants  it  with  useful  acces- 
sories. Thus,  you  will  do  better  on  deprecia- 
tion if  you  buy  the  top-line  luxury  model  of  a 
modest  make  instead  of  the  economy  line  of 
an  expensive  vehicle  with  little  or  no  acces- 
sory equipment. 

Whenever  you  have  a  choice,  get  the  larger 
engine.  Radio  and  heater  are  mandatory,  as 
is  an  automatic  transmission,  which  will'  re- 
turn up  to  60  per  cent  of  its  initial  higher  cost. 
The  new  "four-on-the-floor"  manual  shift 
also  is  a  good  investment.  Other  accessories 
that  pay  are  power  brakes,  power  steering, 
all-vinyl  upholstery,  and  bucket  seats.  Air 
conditioning  will  usually  bring  a  premium  in 
the  North,  and  is  considered  almost  man- 
datory in  the  South  and  Southwest. 

On  the  other  hand,  think  twice  about  some 
accessories  that  do  not  offer  a  fair  return. 
These  usually  include  power  windows,  auto- 
matic headlight  dimming  devices,  "cruise 
control,"  and  "hot  rod"  engine  and  chassis 
accessories.  Also  a  trailer  hitch  usually  de- 
notes hard  first-owner  usage  and  discourages 
the  potential  buyer. 

As  for  body  style,  the  four-door  sedan  is 
the  biggest  seller  and  therefore  a  good  invest- 
ment. Station  wagons— particularly  the  three- 
seat,  four-door  models— are  always  in  de- 
mand and  rate  $200  and  $300  premiums  over 
their  sedan  counterparts,  which  is  not  much 
less  than  the  original  additional  cost.  If  you 
decide  on  a  two-door,  you  are  generally  better 
off  with  the  hardtop  rather  than  the  less  ex- 
pensive pillar  model.  Convertibles  are  trick- 
ier. They  are  popular  but  seasonal,  and  the 
demand  for  them  may  not  coincide  with  the 
most  advantageous  time  for  you  to  trade. 

How  to  buy. 

Look  at  the  sticker  for  the  "manufacturer's 
suggested  list  price."  The  mark-up  included 
in  this  price  ranges  from  21  per  cent  on  the 
cheapest  compact  to  nearly  26  per  cent  on 
the  most  expensive  luxury  cars.  The  average 
is  about  24  per  cent,  and  since  the  dealer's 
fixed  costs  generally  are  about  10  per  cent, 
the  remaining  14  per  cent  provides  the  bar- 
gaining area.  Anything  that  you  can  save 
within  that  range  saves  you  a  substantial 
sum  against  depreciation  while  allowing  the 
dealer  a  fair  profit. 

You  will  find  it  easier  to  bargain  with  a 
dealer  who  has  a  good  used  car  lot.  If  it  is  a 
thriving  operation,  he  can  obviously  allow 
you  more  for  a  trade-in,  making  up  for  part  or 
all  of  this  allowance  when  he  resells  the  car.

Financing. 

Whatever  you  pay  for  financing  is  reall] 
of  the  depreciation     it's  money  you'll 
get  back.

price  tag  in  the  showroom.  The  price 
car  is  the  amount  you  pay  down,  plu| 
total  of  the  payments  you  will  make. 

If  you  must  finance,  keep  the  inter 
short  and  the  down  payment  as  high 
sible.  The  charge,  with  the  usual  6  per 
interest  applied  to  the  original  loan  bal 
(purchase  price  less  down  payment  or  tl 
in)    can   be   quite   substantial.    It's  d 
enough  to  figure  what  financing  will  costl 
Multiply    the    interest   rate   by    the  cl 
balance  and  multiply  this  result  by  the 
ber  of  years  of  the  loan.  Thus,  if  you  si^ 
for  a  $2,100  balance  at  6  per  cent  for  3 
it  will  cost  you  $378. 

Maintenance. 

Poor  upkeep  can— and  does— negate  al 
careful  planning  and  wise  decisions  inv(j 
in  the  original  purchase.

This 
shuffleboard  terrace  was  planned  to  give  the  John 
McCauleys  fun  and  relaxation.

Take  a  critical  look  at  your  own  garden,  to  see  if 
some  of  these  ideas  will  fit. 

The  railroad-tie  planters  are  held  firmly  together 
with  3^-inch  reinforcing  rods  inserted  through  ver- 
tical holes  drilled  through  the  ties.  A  4-mil  polyethy- 
lene lining  is  placed  behind  the  ties  to  keep  soil  from 
washing  through.  Pink  Fiat  geraniums,  petunias, 
and  dwarf  leucothoe  form  a  carpet  of  color  beneath 
the  upright  evergreens  along  the  board-on-board 
fence.  Louvered  board  screen  at  far  end  of  the  terrace 
gives  privacy  and  ventilation. 

Rubberized  concrete  paint  was  used  to  paint  the 
shuffleboard  court  on  the  smooth,  trowel-finished 
concrete.  Use  only  one  coat.

Cheer  up  the  darker  corners  of  the 

garden  with  gay-blooming 
flowers.  Shaded  areas  offer  an 
opportunity  to  grow  some  of 
the  beautiful  annual  and 
perennial  plants  that  tolerate 
little  sunlight. 

That  shady  spot  at  the  base 
of  the  big  tree  in  the  garden 
is  perfect  for  fibrous-rooted 
begonias.  Filtered  light  en- 
courages these  thrifty  plants 
to  cover  themselves  with 
myriads  of  many-hued  blos- 
soms that  cheer  summer  days. 

But  the  beauty  of  these 
begonias  no  longer  need  be 
kept  to  shady  areas.  The 
Tausendschon  varieties  will 
display  their  white,  red,  and 
pink  flowers  in  full  sun.  Any 
plant  this  versatile  becomes 
a  must  for  the  1964  garden. 

Start  seed  immediately  in 
flats  filled  with  moist  milled 
sphagnum  moss  pressed  firm- 
ly in  place.  Sprinkle  the  tiny 
seed  on  surface  without  cov- 
ering.

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A  beguiling,  crisp  way  to  freshen  up  a  small  bedroom  is  to  lavish  it  with 
fabric  as  a  focal  point  of  a  color  scheme.  This  small  guest  room  has  a 
standard  twin  bed  nestled  in  an  alcove  under  a  sloping  wall.  The 
stunning  blue  and  white  print  covers  the  sloping  wall,  bed,  bolsters, 
and  window  shutters. 

Walnut-stained  plywood  is  used  for  the  bed  alcove.  The  shutters 
also  are  made  of  plywood  cut  to  size  and  joined  with  hinges.  The 
print  fabric  is  simply  stapled  to  the  shutters.  Built-in  shelves  at  each 
end  of  the  bed  make  good  use  of  a  small  amount  of  extra  space,  and 
free  the  rest  of  the  room  for  a  cozy  conversational  grouping. 

Give  a  new  look  to  your  terrace  every  day  with  movable  planters  that  can 
be  rearranged  to  suit  your  whim.  The  planters  and  pool  are  set  on 
casters  so  they  can  be  easily  shifted  into  countless  combinations  or 
set  singly  about  the  patio  or  terrace.  Planters  can  also  be  stacked 
to  give  a  pleasing  variation  in  height. 

Sides  of  the  1-  by  4-foot  planters  and  2-foot-square  pool  are  made 
of  1,  by  10-inch  redwood  boards.  The  bottoms  are  of  1-  by  12-inch 
lumber  and  are  raised  two  inches  so  the  sides  form  a  skirt  that  hides 
the  heavy-duty  casters.  The  inside  of  the  pool  is  fiber-glassed  to 
make  it  waterproof.  Fill  the  planters  with  annuals — petunias,  ager- 
atum,  and  dwarf  marigolds  used  here — and  they  are  ready  to  go!

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Here's  a  handsome  way  to  direct  traffic  and  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  your  house  and  a 
property-line  fence.  This  interesting  divid- 
er, at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  L. 
Murphy,  Glendale,  Missouri,  adds  impor- 
tance to  their  main  entrance  at  the  side  of 
the  house.  You  could  adapt  it  for  a  service 
entry— or  use  it  anywhere  to  keep  toddlers 
in  the  back  yard. 

Build  each  section  separately;  start  with 
a  frame  of  2x6s,  then  nail  in  1x4s  in  a  ran- 
dom pattern  like  this.  Short  horizontal 
pieces  and  strips  of  colorful  plastic  complete 
individual  sections. 

Then  set  steel  posts  in  the  ground  and 
bolt  the  wood  sections  between  them.  For 
convenience,  hinge  one  of  the  sections  to 
serve  as  a  gate;  here,  it  is  the  narrow  one 
next  to  the  house.

This  is  a  simple  but  sure  approach 
to  a  fresh  color  change.  A  one- 
color-on-white  print  starts  a 
whole  scheme  in  this  attrac- 
tive bedroom.  Here,  the  solid 
color  bedspread  picks  up  and 
emphasizes  the  bright  green 
of  the  delicate  floral. 

Actually,  only  one  print  is 
used  in  the  room.  The  elab- 
orate border  of  the  striped 
fabric  is  used  on  the  lamp 
shade,  valance,  and  head- 
board, as  well  as  for  the  dust 
ruffle.  The  striped  print  cov- 
ers a  round  throw  pillow  and 
is  laminated  on  the  window 
shade.  You  also  see  one  stripe 
at  the  top  of  the  lamp  shade. 

Prints  are  as  versatile  as 
you  want  them  to  be,  be- 
cause you  can  use  them  near- 
ly anywhere.  Remember  that 
the  scale  of  the  print  should 
relate  to  the  area  or  item 
where  you  wish  to  use  it. 

In  choosing  a  one-color-on- 
white  fabric,  plan  to  use  it 
generously  throughout  your 
room.

Glazed  Ham  is  all  decked  out  for  Easter— or  any  time!  The  festive  fruit 
garnish  and  doily  frill  put  ham  in  the  glamour  class.  Pass  Spicy 
Peach  Sauce-  its  delicate  flavor  bouquet  is  delightful. 

Glazed  Ham:  Choose  fully  cooked  ham  or  cook-before-eating  ham. 
Place  fat  side  up  on  rack  in  shallow  pan.  Insert  meat  thermometer. 
Bake  in  slow  oven  (325°) -see  timetable,  page  100,  for  baking  time 
and  internal  temperature  for  kind  of  ham  you've  chosen. 

Half  an  hour  before  time  is  up,  remove  ham  from  oven;  pour  oil" 
drippings.  Score  ham  fat  in  diamonds— cut  only  \  j  inch  deep.  Stud 
with  whole  cloves.  Spoon  Glaze  (recipe  below)  over  ham.  Bake  30 
minutes  more,  spooning  glaze  over  2  or  3  times.  Remove  to  platter. 
Add  paper  frill.  Arrange  spiced  peaches  and  oranges  (from  Sauce) 
atop  ham;  anchor  with  whole  cloves  or  small  picks.  Trim  with  water- 
cress. For-  the  best  spring  dinner  ever,  also  serve  garden-fresh 
Creamed  Peas  and  New  Potatoes,  page  99. 

Spicy  Peach  Sauce:  In  saucepan,  combine  one  No.  2U  can  (3K 
cups)  sliced  peaches  (including  syrup)  with  y3  cup  vinegar,  %  cup 
sugar,  1  teaspoon  whole  cloves,  6  inches  stick  cinnamon,  and  10 
whole  allspice.  Cut  1  large  unpeeled  orange  into  wedges  and  add. 
Heat  to  boiling;  simmer  uncovered  5  minutes.  Cover  and  cool  to  room 
temperature.  Lift  out  spices.  Serve  sauce  warm  or  chilled. 

Ham  Glaze:  Drain  1  cup  of  the  syrup  from  Spicy  Peach  Sauce;  boil 
syrup  gently  uncovered  until  reduced  by  half,  about  15  minutes.

Do  you  feel  when  day  is  done,  nothing  else  is?  You're  not 
alone!  There's  always  more  to  do  than  there  is  time  to  do  it. 
But  don't  despair.  Time  to  enjoy  yourself  is  just  around  the 
corner — if  you  work  smarter,  not  harder. 

Managing  time  is  like  going  on  a  diet— just  talking  about  it 
gets  you  nowhere.  It's  strictly  a  do-it-yourself  job.  And  as 
with  a  diet,  you  should  have  a  plan,  a  set  of  guidelines  to  start 
you  on  the  right  track.  Begin  with  these: 
Put  it  in  writing.  Make  three  lists — must-do,  ought-to-do, 
and  hope-to-do  jobs.  Take  them  one  by  one.  You'll  have  a 
wonderful  feeling  of  accomplishment  as  you  cross  off  each 
item— especially  on  your  "hope-to-do"  list.  With  a  written 
scheme,  you'll  avoid  the  frustration  that  comes  from  trying  to 
keep  a  million  things  on  your  mind  at  once. 

Next,  plot  your  plan  for  the  week.  On  a  big  sheet  of  paper, 
write  the  days  of  the  week  across  the  top,  and  the  hours  of  the 
day  down  the  left.  Fill  in  regular  daily  jobs,  but  don't  try  to 
run  your  home  on  a  stop-watch  schedule.  Every  schedule 
should  allow  enough  time  for  each  job.  Then  add  weekly 
and  occasional  chores.  Block  off  time  each  day  for  special  or 
hope-to-do  work,  hobbies,  reading,  or  social  activities. 

Maybe  you  think  emergencies  or  interruptions  make  a  time 
plan  impractical?  Here's  the  trick — leave  some  unplanned 
time  each  day  to  take  up  the  slack.  Don't  be  surprised  if  your 
first  plan  does  not  work  out  perfectly.  It  has  to  be  tried  out 
and  fitted  to  the  family.  Use  it  only  as  a  guide. 
Decide  what's  really  important.  If  you  can't  fit  every- 
thing in  youi-  plan,  maybe  you're  wearing  yourself  out  trying 
to  be  a  tidier  housekeeper,  a  thriftier  shopper,  a  "mostier" 
hostess.  Are  your  standards  too  high? 

Don't  be  a  perfectionist!  Remember,  housekeeping  is  not 
an  end  in  itself— only  a  means  to  family  comfort.  Question 
each  job.  Is  it  really  necessary?  Can  some  part  of  it  be  left  out? 
Could  you  avoid  interruption  if  you  did  it  at  a  different  time 
of  the  day?  Is  there  an  easier  way  to  do  it? 
Find  short  cuts.  Take  a  close  look  first  at  boring,  routine 
jobs.  Remember  the  motto:  Work  smarter,  not  harder.  Even 
dull  work  can  be  a  bit  more  interesting  with  some  of  the  new- 
est time  savers  now  available. 

Scrubbing  the  kitchen  floor  will  never  be  a  great  joy,  but 
with  new  waxes,  you  can  clean  and  wax  in  one  swoop  saving 
20  or  30  minutes.  An  electric  floor  washer-dryer  cleans  and 
vacuums  up  surplus  water,  leaving  the  floor  dry.  Or  save  time 
and  hard  work  with  an  electric  polisher-scrubber.  If  you  don't 
own  one,  you  can  rent  one.  With  a  special  accessory  t  this  appli- 
ance will  also  shampoo  your  rugs. 

One  of  the  biggest  timesavers  you  can  own  is  a  dishwash- 
er. By  actual  home  tests,  it  can  save  34  minutes  a  day,  if  you 
wash  dishes  twice  daily.  Portable  models  are  completely  auto- 
matic and  need  no  installation.  Yes,  they  wash  pots  and  pans, 
too,  as  well  as  delicate  stemware  and  china. 

If  you  don't  like  ironing,  a  little  scheming  can  cut  giant 
slices  from  this  chore.  Next  time  you  buy  clothes,  shop  for 
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"no-iron"  garments.  When  laundered  correctly,  only  a 
iron  touch-up  is  needed  for  wash  and  wear.  One  or  twc 
utes  will  smooth  collar,  buttonhole  band,  and  other  par 
shirt    a  far  cry  from  the  10  to  15  minutes  required  to 
dampened,  untreated  cotton  shirt. 

Before  washing  shirts,  button  cuffs  to  the  front  ba 
sleeves  won't  twist  or  wrinkle.  Wash  small  loads  with 
level  at  "full."

If  you  are  in  the  market  for  a  new  range, 
take  a  few  extra  minutes  to  make  sure  you  get 
the  one  that  will  serve  you  best.  When  buy- 
ing a  new  house,  check  equipment  carefully 
if  it  is  already  installed.  In  case  the  range 
doesn't  have  the  features  you  desire,  the 
builder  probably  can  get  another  model  for 
you.  Ranges  are  usually  among  the  optional 
features  on  which  you  can  specify  make  and 
model,  when  you  buy  a  builder's  house. 

A  new  range  is  a  major  purchase  you  will 
use  every  day  for  many  years.  So  it  pays  al- 
ways to  buy  the  best  you  can  afford.  Of 
course,  no  single  make  or  model  offers  all  the 
features  we'll  talk  about  here.  You'll  have  to 
choose  according  to  the  ones  that  will  give 
you  the  greatest  number  of  benefits.  Unless 
otherwise  stated,  these  features  are  available 
on  both  gas  and  electric  ranges. 
Top-of-the-range  features.  Thermostati- 
cally controlled  surface  cooking  means  you 
select  cooking  heat  once,  then  it's  maintained 
automatically.  A  sensing  control  is  in  the 
center  of  the  burner  or  unit.  When  a  utensil 
is  on  it,  the  control  touches  the  pan,  thereby 
sensing  the  temperature.  The  control  switch- 
es heat  on  and  off  during  cooking  to  main- 
tain the  temperature  selected.  Thermostati- 
cally controlled  surface  cooking  is  ideal  for 
pan-broiling,  deep-fat  frying,  grilling,  boil- 
ing quantities  of  water,  and  cooking  hot 
cereals  which  boil  over  easily.  It  also  saves 
fuel  by  always  using  the  right  amount  of  heat 
(and  no  more)  for  cooking. 

Another  innovation  is  an  adjustable  heat 
surface  which  accommodates  small,  medium, 
or  large  diameter  utensils. 

Well  hidden  on  many  ranges  today  (be- 
cause it's  so  small)  is  a  timed  electrical  outlet.

cleaners  can  banish  burned-on 
grease. 

When  you  buy  a  new  range, 
look  for:  oven  linings  that  pull 
out,  doors  that  drop  down  or 
lift  off,  nonstick  coated  panels 
which  slip  out  for  washing,  dis- 
posable foil  liners,  or  an  oven 
that  cleans  itself  automatically 
— with  electricity. 

Make  motions  count  when 
you  wash  walls.  Use  a  new  no- 
rinse  liquid  or  crystalline  clean- 
er. Work  from  the  floor  up.  This 
prevents  hard-to-remove  drip 
streaks  on  soiled  areas. 

Beat  the  clock  when  cleaning 
the  bathroom.  Sprinkle  water 
conditioner  on  a  damp  sponge 
to  whisk  scum  and  grime  from 
shower  walls,  bathtubs,  chrome 
fixtures. 

Use  a  detergent  bar  for  bath- 
ing. It  doesn't  leave  scum.  And 
freshen  the  plastic  shower  cur- 
tain in  an  automatic  washer 
(unless  the  curtain  is  old  and 
"crackly").  Use  warm  water 
and  water  conditioner.  Deter- 
gent is  not  necessary. 

Take  the  shortest  path 
when  you  work.  Time's  a 
wastin'  when  you  walk  back  to 
a  place  you've  just  come  from. 
Short  trips  add  up  to  large 
amounts  of  time.  Minutes  will 
slip  by  stooping  and  stretching 
to  get  things  that  could  be 
stored  a  reach  away. 

For  example,  ask  yourself 
how  many  doors  you  open  to 
make  coffee?  Work  can  be  a 
breeze  when  you  group  supplies 
and  equipment  you  need  for 
cooking. 

See  how  few  steps  you  can 
take  to  make  an  apple  pie.  Pick 
a  spot  for  baby's  paraphernalia 
so  you  can  fix  formulas  without 
rattling  around  in  several  draw- 
ers. If  you  must  pack  lunches 
regularly,  arrange  a  sandwich- 
making  spot  near  refrigerator. 

Now  you  can  buy  storage 
aids  to  fit  almost  any  existing 
cabinet.  The  stackable  sliding 
shelves  of  molded  plastic,  lid 
files,  vegetable  bins,  cutlery 
trays,  and  door  shelves  stretch 
storage,  make  supplies  easy  to 
reach.  No  more  crawling  into 
deep  cabinets  or  stooping  to  a 
bottom  shelf.  And  you  needn't 
remodel  your  kitchen  to  have 
these  time  and  temper  savers! 

Save  footwork  when  making 
beds.  Allow  space  between  bed 
and  wall  for  moving  quickly. 
Tuck  sheets  and  blankets  on 
one  side  before  walking  around 
the  bed.  Fitted  sheets  can  cut 
bedmaking  time,  too.  . 

Duplicates  make  sense.  Ex- 
tras of  your  most-used  supplies, 
such  as  paring  knives,  salt  shak- 
ers, and  flour  and  sugar  can- 
isters, in  different  areas,  cut 
mileage  in  kitchens.

PLAIN  TALK  ABOUT  FAMILY  HEALTH 

WANTED: 

THE  OTHER  MILLION 

By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

The  old  converted  bus  now  lumbering  through 
the  streets  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Min- 
nesota, carries  none  of  the  usual  trappings  of 
medical  innovation— no  doctors,  no  test  tubes 
hopefully  bubbling,  no  intricate  lifesaving 
gadgets.  It  is  nevertheless  an  important  ad- 
vance: one  of  the  world's  first  mobile  labo- 
ratories for  the  detection  of  diabetes. 

With  more  than  1,600,000  known  diabetics 
in  this  country,  the  United  States  ranks  first 
among  nations  in  the  prevalence  of  this  ail- 
ment. That  hard  fact  is  less  disturbing  today 
than  it  once  was,  however,  now  that  insulin 
has  transformed  a  likely  death  sentence  into 
a  controllable  (though  not  yet  curable)  dis- 
ease. There  is  still  nothing  casual  about  man- 
aging diabetes,  of  course.  It  means  careful  and 
permanent  adherence  to  calorie  counting, 
constant  medical  surveillance,  scrupulous  at- 
tention to  personal  hygiene,  insulin  shots  or 
oral  medication  or  occasionally  both— and  al- 
ways, despite  the  most  vigilant  safeguards, 
the  risk  of  severe  complications.  But  at  least 
diabetics  alerted  to  their  problem  have  effec- 
tive weapons  for  coping  with  it  and  can  look 
forward  to  a  long,  useful  life. 

More  distressing  today  is  convincing  evi- 
dence that  an  additional  million  Americans— 
perhaps  even  a  million  and  a  half — are  also 
diabetic  but  don't  know  it.  These  people,  who 
obviously  get  none  of  the  benefits  of  new 
medical  tools  they  don't  use,  are  scarcely  bet- 
ter off  in  their  present  situation  than  they 
would  have  been  a  century  ago. 

For  years  mobile  X-ray  laboratories,  in- 
vented to  handle  a  similar  problem  in  the 
fight  against  tuberculosis,  have  performed  an 
outstanding  service.  It  therefore  seemed  a 
highly  promising  endeavor  when  the  Twin 
Cities  Diabetes  Association  recently  decided 
to  start  a  comparable  program— an  attempt 
to  screen  a  maximum  number  of  people  with 
a  minimum  amount  of  fuss  at  convenient  and 
pre-announced  locations  with  no  charge  at 
all  for  the  service.  (The  rebuilt  bus  was  a  pri- 
vate donation,  and  operating  expenses  are 
currently  being  paid  for  with  money  from  the 
United  Fund  Campaigns  of  Hennepin  and 
Ramsey  counties.)  The  project  caught  on  at 
once.  When  the  bus  began  visiting  industrial 
sites,  then  local  shopping  centers,  crowds 
flocked  eagerly  to  greet  it. 

What  happens  inside  this  mobile  labora- 
tory is  simplicity  itself.  The  staff  consists  of 
three  people:  a  driver,  a  secretary  for  main- 
taining records,  and  a  medical  technician.  No

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doctor  is  necessary.  Each  person  who  climbs 
aboard  has  a  few  drops  of  blood  taken  from 
his  fingertip  and  leaves  a  card  containing  his 
name,  address,  and  relevant  medical  history. 
Later,  each  blood  sample  is  tested  with  rea- 
gent tablets  that  change  color  according  to 
the  blood's  concentration  of  sugar. 

When  signs  of  possible  diabetes  appear,  the 
"suspect"  is  invited  to  return  to  the  bus  (or 
to  see  his  private  physician,  if  he  prefers)  for 
a  glucose  tolerance  test,  a  more  sensitive 
diagnostic  measurement. 

A  basic  aspect  of  diabetes  is  the  inability  of 
the  patient's  body  to  handle  sugar  in- a  nor- 
mal manner;  much  of  it,  instead  of  entering 
body  cells  as  it  should,  remains  in  the  blood  or 
leaves  the  body  in  the  urine— in  any  event, 
cannot  do  its  job.  Therefore,  the  glucose 
tolerance  test  begins  with  the  swallowing,  on 
an  empty  stomach,  of  a  measured  amount  of 
glucose,  a  sugar.  Then  at  carefully  timed  in- 
tervals—only once  in  some  variations  of  the 
test— a  few  drops  of  blood  are  extracted  to 
determine  what  has  happened  to  that  sugar, 
how  the  body  is  accepting  it.  If  the  earlier 
test  was  "false  positive"  for  any  of  various 
reasons,  this  new  check  will  point  out  that 
error.  On  the  other  hand,  the  presence  of 
large  quantities  of  glucose  in  the  blood  when 
it  should  have  entered  individual  body  cells 
reinforces  the  first  diagnosis:  suspected  dia- 
betes. In  this  case,  when  both  tests  are  posi- 
tive, the  patient  receives  a  detailed  explana- 
tion of  why  a  visit  to  his  doctor  is  in  order. 

Of  the  first  6,250  people  tested  in  Minne- 
sota, 112  were  found  with  signs  of  diabetes 
previously  undetected.  Today,  these  112  per- 
sons are  getting  the  proper  medical  attention 
they  would  otherwise  have  missed,  and  their 
prospects  for  a  long  and  healthy  life  have 
substantially  improved. 

Spurred  into  action  by  these  results,  a 
number  of  other  communities  are  presently  at 
work  on  their  own  mobile  units.  Possibly 
your  town  is  among  them.  If  not,  perhaps 
there  are  steps  you  could  take  to  initiate  such 
a  project.  The  least  you  can  do  is  to  keep  a 
lookout  in  your  family  for  the  first  signs  of 
possible  trouble  and  call  them  to  your  doc- 
tor's attention:  excessive  thirst  or  appetite, 
frequent  urination,  general  weakness,  itching 
of  the  skin,  drowsiness,  muscular  pain,  un- 
explained weight  loss,  and  difficulty  in  focus- 
ing your  eyes.  Over  75,000  more  Americans 
will  get  diabetes  this  year.  If  you're  one  of 
them,  it  will  pay  you  to  know  it.

RETIREMENT?

The  key  to  low-cost  retirement  is  low-cost  housing,  and 
you  can  find  that  almost  anywhere  in  the  country— just  so 
long  as  you  avoid  the  popular  resorts,  expensive  cities  like 
Chicago,  New  York,  and  San  Francisco,  and  booming  sub- 
urbs with  their  rising  taxes.  The  best  places  to  look  are  small 
and  medium-sized  towns,  retirement  "villages"  and  projects, 
and  rural  communities. 

Over-all  living  costs  are  usually  lowest,  of  course,  in  a 
warm  climate  because  of  low  building  costs  and  savings  on 
fuel  and  clothing.  For  example,  in  many  small  towns  in  North 
and  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  five-  and  six-room  houses 
sell  for  $6,000  to  $8,000,  and  total  real  estate  taxes  are  a  mere 
$50  to  $75  a  year.  Many  couples  live  here  comfortably  on 
$200  a  month.  Typical  low-cost  places  worth  exploring  in 
this  region,  which  is  increasingly  popular  for  retirement,  in- 
clude Wilmington,  Chapel  Hill,  and  Tryon,  North  Carolina; 
Beaufort,  Charleston,  and  Columbia,  South  Carolina;  Al- 
bany and  Columbus,  Georgia. 

In  Arizona  and  other  parts  of  the  Southwest,  a  couple  can 
live  for  $250  to  $275  a  month  in  or  near  a  metropolitan  area- 
less  in  a  remote  area,  and  even  less  if  determined  to  cut  costs. 
In  Sun  City,  Arizona,  for  example,  a  frugal  couple  owning  a 
eompletely-paid-for  $8,750  house  (but  no  car),  lives  entirely 
on  a  Social  Security  income  of  $168  a  month.  Their  budget: 
$122  a  month  for  food,  $11.25  monthly  taxes,  $10  for  gas, 
heat  and  electricity,  $5  for  water,  the  rest  mainly  for  medical 
expenses  and  recreation. 

The  warm  states,  particularly  Florida,  Arizona,  and 
California,  also  abound  in  so-called  retirement  "villagers." 
Designed  especially  for  (but  not  necessarily  restricted  to)  re- 
tired people,  these  can  cut  living  costs  sharply  because  of  a 
low  tax  base,  plus  the  availability  of  moderate-priced  med- 
ical services  and  a  host  of  recreational  privileges  that  come 
with  your  house  (fishing,  swimming,  boating,  adult  educa- 
tion, inexpensive  golf  courses). 

In  Deltona,  Florida  (a  new  15,000-acre  retirement  com- 
munity west  of  Cape  Kennedy),  price  tags  for  one-bedroom 
houses  start  at  $7,990— or  $240  down  with  liberal  FHA 
financing  and  $49-a-month  carrying  charges  for  mortgage, 
taxes,  and  insurance.  The  average  couple  here  spends  about 
$260"  a  month— $98  for  food,  $26  for  gas,  heat,  electricity, 
and  water,  the  rest  for  car,  clothing,  entertainment,  medical, 
and  miscellaneous  expenses. 

In  Orange  Gardens,  an  attractive,  well-planned  communi- 
ty near  Kissimmee,  Florida,  the  average  couple  lives  quite

comfortably  on  $300  a  month  in  a  $12,000  to  $15,000  i 
Still  other  couples  cut  their  monthly  costs  to  less  than 
by  owning  their  houses  outright,  and  by  catching  their 
fresh  fish  and  growing  their  own  back-yard  garden  pro 
In  Port  Charlotte,  Florida-  probably  the  nation's  large 
tirement  "village"  (12,000  inhabitants)  — the  average  ci 
can  own  a  one-bedroom  house  and  live  comfortably  < 
little  as  $2,100  to  $2,400  a  year. 

If  you  seek  low-cost  living  in  stimulating  cultura 
intellectual  surroundings,  consider  a  college  town,  su« 
Austin,  Texas  (University  of  Texas),  Tucson,  Arizona 
versity  of  Arizona),  Coral  Gables,  Florida  (Miami  Ur 
sity),  Clemson,  South  Carolina  (Clemson  College).  Byn 
sity,  living  costs  are  generally  low  in  such  towns,  the  1 
pace  is  casual  and  informal,  newcomers  are  accepted, 
first-class  facilities  for  medical  care,  among  other  thing: 
generally  available  (especially  if  there  is  also  a  mc 
school  at  the  college). 

If  you  prefer  to  stay  near  your  lifelong  home,  check  o 
growing  number  of  opportunities  for  low-cost  retire 
locally.  In  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  example,  there  is  B 
Village,  sponsored  by  the  Ohio  Church  Residences,  Inc. 
sisting  of  323  one-story  houses  that  rent  for  about 
month  on  a  lifetime  lease,  plus  $460  entrance  fee.  I 
other  inviting  retirement  centers— including  garden 
high-rise  apartments  as  well  as  individual  houses,  all 
ing  low-cost  recreation  and  medical  care — are  already 
in  or  slated  for  nearly  every  state  of  the  union.  Exampk 
tirement  centers  sprinkled  within  existing  communit: 
ten  different  states  to  be  sponsored  by  the  United  Chu;j 
Christ  (but  not  limited  to  church  members);  the 
Williamette  View  Manor,  Portland,  Oregon;  Wesley  1 
Texas;  and  the  California  Senior  Citizens'  Villages, 
headquarters  in  Fresno,  California. 

Such  centers  offer  many  features,  ranging  from  all 
services  and  no  frills  for  the  lowest  budget,  up  to 
every  conceivable  convenience  for  the  couple  who  can ; 
a  luxury  $5,000-and-up  retirement  budget.  The  locati 
such  places,  as  well  as  much  other  information  on  retire 
can  be  obtained  from  any  State  Commission  or  Comr 
on  Aging;  or  from  the  American  Association  of  Retire<

By  the  time  you  retire,  you'll  probably  find  that 
states  will  give  home-owning  oldsters  a  break  on  real  ■ 
taxes.

Most  midtown 
lots  and  garages  charge  from  $3  to  $5  for  24  hours.  Close  to 
the  rivers  and  farther  uptown  or  down  you'll  pay  less:  from 
$2  to  $4  average.  Hotel  garages  charge  about  $4  for  24  hours

Most  offer 
family  plans:  parents  with  two  children  pay  about  1%  times 
the  price  of  a  regular  double.  Thus,  a  family  of  four  probably 
will  have  to  spend  at  least  $18  including  parking;  more  likely 
about  $24.  However,  you  might  be  able  to  compete  with  this 
cost,  without  sacrificing  too  much  convenience,  by  staying 
out  on  Long  Island,  on  the  other  side  of  the  World's  Fair. 
There  you  may  find  some  motels  that  charge  $18-$20  for  a 
family  of  four.  Your  only  additional  cost  would  be  $1.50  for 
parking  at  the  Fair,  including  free  bus  ride  from  the  Fair  lot 
to  the  exhibition  grounds.  Then  if  you  intend  to  go  into  the 
city,  you  can  catch  a  subway  at  the  Fair. 

Campers,  usually  out  of  luck  in  the  New  York  area,  may 
get  a  break  at  "The  Campground  Near  the  Fair,"  now  being 
considered  for  the  lovely  old  Vanderbilt  Estate  near  Islip,  40 
miles  by  direct  road  from  the  Fair.  This  project,  if  approved, 
will  have  4,000  camp  sites  ($5  per  night). 

In  any  event,  be  sure  to  reserve  accommodations  before  you 
arrive.  Write  the  New  York  World's  Fair  Housing  Bureau,  30 
Rockefeller  Plaza,  New  York  20,  for  the  official  hotel  and 
motel  guide  which  covers  the  whole  metropolitan  area.  And 
make  your  reservations  early. 

Public  transportation  in  the  city  is  easy  and  cheap: 

Subway:  A  15c  token  will  take  you  almost  anywhere,  in- 
cluding the  fairgrounds.  You  can  ride  all  day  and  change 
lines  at  designated  transfer  points  as  often  as  you  like,  just 
so  long  as  you  don't  leave  the  confines  of  the  system.  Signs  on 
the  front  and  side  of  each  train  tell  you  if  it's  an  express  or 
local,  and  the  final  destination.  Buy  the  excellent  "Hag- 
strom's  Map  of  New  York  Subways"  for  50c  at  most  news- 
stands, and  plan  in  advance  what  subway  to  take. 

Special  World's  Fair  subways  leave  from  Times  Square  and 
Grand  Central.  Or  take  the  regular  IRT  Flushing  express  to 
Willetts  Point  Boulevard.  The  ride  takes  about  25  minutes. 

Buses:  Single  rides  cost  15c.  Buses  usually  run  north  and 
south  along  the  avenues;  several  lines  cross  Manhattan,  in- 
cluding one  on  49th  and  50th  Sts.  Be  sure  to  ask  the  driver 
where  he's  headed;  some  bus  routes  jog. 

Long  Island  Railroad  may  be  convenient  if  you  stay  at  a 
motel  on  Long  Island;  you  can  park  free  at  most  LIRR  com- 
muter stations.  This  railroad  also  has  a  regular  15-minute 
service  from  Pennsylvania  Station  direct  to  the  Fair's  main 
gate  (one-way  50c,  children  35c). 

Taxis:  Fares  can  mount  rapidly,  especially  during  rush 
hour  waits  while  the  meter  ticks  away.  But  for  a  family,  a 
short  hop  by  taxi  may  cost  little  more  than  several  subway 
or  bus  fares.  If  you  value  your  equanimity,  be  sure  to  tip 
(about  15  or  20  per  cent). 


Manhattan:  that  exciting  island

Take  a  map  with  you  up  top  to  spot  the  landmarks  at 
feet  and  help  orient  yourself  while  you  take  in  the  i 
grandeur.  Immediately  below,  along  busy  34th  St.,  a 
big  department  stores,  Macy's  and  Gimbel's,  and  t 
ment  district  whose  dressmakers  dictate  the  fashion 
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main  street  in  America.  You'll  spot  Times  Square, 
of  the  theater  district,  crossroads  of  fame  and  oblivioi 
the  west,  along  the  Hudson  River,  you'll  see  the  piers  f( 
great  ocean  liners;  to  the  north,  framed  by  tall  building 
green  expanse  of  Central  Park.  Beyond  the  brii 
barges  of  the  East  River  stretch  the  factories  am 
residential  sections  of  Brooklyn  and  Queens.  To  tl 
the  harbor  glitters  around  the  dark  and  misty  canyons 
Wall  Street  district;  the  horizon's  silver  line  beyon' 
harbor  entrance  is  the  sea.  The  Empire  State  Buildin 
servatory  is  open  from  9:30  a.m.  to  midnight,  during 
months  9  to  1  a.m.  (adults  $1.50;  children  under  12, 
may  want  to  make  two  trips,  one  in  the  daytime  am 
night  when  the  city  twinkles  with  countless  lights. 

Another  exciting  way  to  survey  fabulous  Manhat 
from  below  rather  than  above— is  by  excursion  boat.  < 
Line  tours  leave  42nd  St.  and  the  Hudson  River.  You'll 
through  the  harbor  traffic,  round  the  Battery,  and  sail 
East  River  under  the  Brooklyn  Bridge.  The  Harl 
between  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx  takes  you  bi 
Hudson.  En  route  you'll  get  good  views  of  the 
Liberty,  the  UN  building,  Yankee  Stadium,  and 
Grounds.  Often,  too,  you  pass  great  ships  calling  at  the 
A  guide  explains  all  the  sights.

Simmons  Company:  Comfortable  alcoves  where  you 
can  lie  down  and  snooze  ($1  for  half-hour). 
Sinclair  Oil:  Mechanized,  lifelike  dinosaurs. 
Socony  Mobil:  Take  exciting  driving  tests  on  electron- 
ically-controlled simulated  highways  ($1.50). 
Swiss  Sky  Ride:  Across  the  fairgrounds  (50c). 
Travelers  Insurance  Company:  Dioramas  of  man's 
history  from  prehistoric  times  to  present.  Educational 
exhibits  on  the  role  of  insurance  in  community  life. 
Underground  Home:  Complete  home  built  five  feet 
below  surface  of  the  ground  ($1,  children  50c). 
U.S.  Pavilion:  Exhibits  on  American  growth,  including 
cinerama  in  which  whole  theater  moves  within  screens. 
U.S.  Steel:  The  Unisphere,  symbol  of  the  Fair. 
Vatican:  The  magnificent  "Pieta"  by  Michelangelo. 
Westinghouse:  Time  capsule  containing  records  of  our 
civilization.  You  can  add  your  signature. 
Wonderworld:  Musical  extravaganza  with  cast  of  250 
at  the  10,000-seat  amphitheater  ($1  to  $3.35). 
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whose  latter-day  tenants  tend  to  sneer  at  any  deal  below  four 
figures.  But  you  can  still  get  a  real  bargain  here  today:  the 
last  great  nickel  ride  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  from  the 
Battery.  The  round  trip  takes  about  one  hour;  in  the  distance, 
you'll  see  the  world's  longest  suspension  span,  the  new  Ver- 
razano-Narrows  Bridge,  linking  Staten  Island  and  Brooklyn. 
The  best  way  to  reach  the  Battery  and  Financial  district 
from  Times  Square  is  to  take  the  west-side  IRT  subway  to 
"South  Ferry,"  a  local  stop. 

Just  north  of  Battery  Park,  at  25  Broadway,  is  the  Cunard 
Building,  one  of  the  many  shipping  offices  in  the  area.  Stop 
there  to  see  its  museum  of  ship  models  (weekdays  9-5;  free). 
Then  stroll  up  Broadway  to  Trinity  Church,  built  in  1797. 
Alexander  Hamilton  and  Robert  Fulton  are  buried  here. 
Turn  into  the  narrow  gorge  of  Wall  Street,  named  for  the 
wooden  wall  that  marked  the  city's  northern  boundary  in  the 
1630s.  At  the  corner  of  Wall  and  Broad  is  the  Sub-Treasury 
Building  on  the  site  of  the  Federal  Hall  where  the  first  Con- 
gress met  and  where  Washington  was  inaugurated.  The 
Stock  Exchange  visitors  gallery  is  just  down  Broad  St. 
(Mon.-Fri.  10-3:30;  free).  Turn  back  uptown:  a  block  north 
of  Wall  St.  is  the  new  Chase  Manhattan  Bank.  Call  LL 
2-6343  for  free  tours,  including  a  magnificent  view  of  the  har- 
bor from  the  60th -floor  executive  dining  room.  Then,  across 
Liberty  St.  is  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York.  Phone 
ahead  for  an  appointment  to  visit  its  underground  gold  stor- 
age vaults  (RE  2-5700;  Mon.-Fri.,  9:30-3;  free). 

Return  to  Broadway,  route  of  the  ticker-tape  parades. 
Stop  at  St.  Paul's  Chapel  of  Trinity  Parish,  which  dates  back 
to  1766;  Washington's  pew,  where  he  prayed  after  his  inaug- 
uration, is  marked.  Across  the  street  is  City  Hall  Park;  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  was  read  here  in  1776.  City  Hall 
has  an  historical  museum  (Mon.-Fri.  10-^;  free). 

Other  points  of  interest  in  the  area  include  Fraunces 
Tavern,  Broad  and  Pearl  Sts.,  where  Washington  said  fare- 
well to  his  troops;  Seaman's  Church  Institute,  25  South  St., 
with  its  excellent  marine  museum  (daily  10-6;  free) ;  the  Heli- 
port on  Coenties  Slip  near  the  museum;  Fulton  Fish  Market, 
Fulton  St.  and  East  River,  largest  wholesale  sea-food  market 
on  the  east  coast  (best  time  from  k-8  a.m.);  Maiden  Lane,  with 
its  jewelry  and  silver  shops;  Louis  Cohen's  Eagle  Bag  & 
Burlap  Co.,  12  Fulton  St.,  where  you  can  shop  for  curiosities 
brought  in  by  sailors  from  all  over  the  world ;  the  fascinating 
Fire  Museum,  104  Duane  St.,  showing  vintage  and  modern 
equipment,  and  exciting  firefighting  movies  (Mon.-Fri.  10-12, 
1-3;  free).  And  then  there's  the  Brooklyn  Bridge,  which  is 
no  longer  up  for  sale  but  offers  the  best  view  of  the  downtown 
Manhattan  skyline  if  you  have  time  to  walk  across. 


Greenwich  Village  and  Chinatown 
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Greenwich   Village  was  famous  long  before  beal 
started  sprouting  beards.  The  area's  charm  lies  in 
kept  19th  century  townhouses  and  narrow,  winding 
that  give  you  a  feeling  of  tranquillity  in  the  midst  ol 
hustle  and  bustle.  Artists  and  writers  often  need 
peaceful  atmosphere  to  get  their  work  done,  and  tl, 
long  called  the  Village  their  own.  But  over  the  years 
Bohemian  life  has  become  a  fad,  so  that  today,  on  the  be 
Village  streets,  you  find  far  more  clerks  than  cubists, 
its  lesser  byways  far  more  beards  than  bards. 

You  get  to  the  Village  by  taking  the  west-side  I R1 
Times  Square  to  Sheridan  Square  (local  stop:  Chri 
'St.).  Walk  west  on  Grove  St.  past  Marie's  Crisis, 
plaque  marks  the  place  where  Tom  Paine  lived  and 
revolutionary  pamphlets.   Peek   through   the  wrougl 
gates  of  Grove  Court  to  see  a  typical  townhouse  cour 
couple  of  blocks  south  is  St.  Luke's  Place,  one  of  the  love 
streets  in  the  Village.  In  the  small  park  on  Hudson  St.  y> 
often  find  New  York  Italians  shouting  friendly  insults  i 
the  old-world  game  of  bocce.  Off  Christopher  St.  northea 
Sheridan  Square  curves  tiny  Gay  St.  Here,  at  number 
Ruth  McKenney  and  her  sister  lived  the  story  of  the  pe 
nially  popular  book  and  play  "My  Sister  Eileen." 

Walk  past  colorful  specialty  shops  on  8th  St.  to 
Dougal.  A  half-block  down,  quaint  carriage  houses  line 
blestoned   MacDougal    Alley.

Square,  where  old  men  and  young  students  huddle  ii 
minably  over  stone  chess  tables.  On  Sunday  afternc 
guitar  and  banjo  players— some  more  beat  than  othe  Mva 
make  noisy  music  around  the  fountain  just  south  of  the 
ous  arch  at  the  foot  of  5th  Ave.

For  Chinatown  take  the  BMT  Brighton  Express 
St.  Walk  east  on  Canal,  then  right  on  narrow  Mott  St 
smack  into  a  different  civilization,  more  like  Hong  Kong 
New  York.  Everything,  including  the  signs,  is  Chinese 
Food  stores  sell  such  delicacies  as  fungi,  sharks'  fins,  and 
curds.

At  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  53rd  St.  west  of  5th 
Ave.,  take  time  to  relax  in  the  sculpture-filled  garden  (Mon.- 
Sat.  11-6,  Thurs.  11-9,  Sun.  1-7;  $1,  25c).  You'll  drool  at  the 
windows  of  Tiffany's  at  57th  St.  Your  children  will  like 
F.A.O.  Schwartz,  most  intriguing  of  all  toy  stores,  at  58th. 

Midtown's  latest  landmark  is  the  massive  Pan  Am  Build- 
ing, largest  office  building  in  the  world,  which  rises  59  stories 
above  Grand  Central  Station  between  42nd  and  44th  Sts. 
The  glass  canyon  of  Park  Ave.  extends  north  from  this  giant. 
Visit  the  free  Atomic  Museum  at  the  Union  Carbide  Build- 
ing, 47th  St.  {Mon.-Fri.  9-6,  Sat.  10-5).  The  Waldorf  Astoria 
is  across  Park  at  49th  St.  A  little  way  farther  up  stands  the 
widely  acclaimed  Seagram  Building,  with  its  fountain  plaza; 
on  the  other  side  of  the  avenue,  the  all-glass  Lever  House. 

Way  over  at  the  East  River,  between  42nd  and  48th  Sts., 
looms  the  United  Nations  (one-hour  guided  tours  every  10 
minutes,  9:15-^:1^5,  longer  hours  during  Fair  months;  $1,  50c, 
no  children  under  5;  first-come,  first-served  tickets  to  special  ses- 
sions are  given  out  about  a  half-hour  before  meetings). 

Other  midtown  attractions  include  the  ocean  liners  at  the 
Hudson  River  piers  (boarding  tickets  50c);  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  House,  39th  and  7th  Ave.;  Hammacher  Schlemmer, 
55th  St.  east  of  Lexington,  featuring  home  gadgets  galore, 
from  yogurt-makers  to  electric  beds;  Madison  Ave.,  the  ad- 
vertising street  with  the  famous  Brooks  Brothers  and  Aber- 
crombie  and  Fitch  stores,  at  44th  and  45th  Sts.  respectively; 
the  Chase  Manhattan  Money  Museum,  6th  Ave.  and  49th 
St.  (Tues.-Sat.  10-5;  free);  and  the  numerous  fascinating  an- 
tique stores  on  3rd  Ave.  above  48th  St. 

Central  Park  and  Uptown 

Take  the  west-side  IRT  local  to  59th  St.  to  stroll  along  one 
of  Manhattan's  most  elegant  streets,  especially  popular  with 
the  international  set:  it's  Central  Park  South,  a  row  of  sky- 
scraper apartment  buildings  and  luxury  hotels  overlooking 
the  park.  Treat  the  kids  to  delicious  pastries  at  Rumpel  - 
mayer's,  New  York  branch  of  a  famed  Parisian  confiserie,  50 
Central  Park  South.  At  the  corner  of  Central  Park  South  and 
5th  Ave.  stands  the  venerable  Plaza  Hotel.  The  Grand  Army 
Plaza  in  front  of  the  hotel  is  your  starting  point  for  a  horse- 
drawn  carriage  ride  through  the  park  ($5  first  half-hour;  $1 
each  additional  half -hour;  tip  expected). 

It's  only  a  short  walk  from  the  Plaza  to  the  Central 
Park  Zoo  at  66th  St.,  which  includes  a  Children's  Zoo  (10c). 
You  can  rent  rowboats  by  the  hour  on  the  park's  lagoon 
(lf.5c);  the  view  of  the  New  York  skyline  from  these  idyllic 
waterways  is  justly  famous.  Many  other  sections  of  the  2J^- 
mile-long,  840-acre  park  have  been  left  in  their  natural  state 
to  give  you  an  idea  of  what  this  land  was  like  when  the 
Indians  held  scalping  parties.  Modern  savages  still  make  the 
park  unsafe  after  dark. 

A  5th  Ave.  bus  takes  you  to  82nd  St.  and  the  fabulous 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  (Mon.-Sat.  10-5,  Sun.  1-5; 
free).  At  89th  St.,  visit  the  ultra-modern,  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright-designed  Guggenheim  Museum  (Tues.-Sat.  10-6, 
Thurs.  10-9,  Sun.  12-6;  50c).  At  103rd  St.  and  5th  Ave.  you 
can  see  the  full  story  of  New  York  City's  development  at 
The  Museum  of  the  City  of  New  York  (Tues.-Sat.  10-5, 
Sun.  1-5;  free).  Ask  about  their  special  walking  tours  through 
various  sections  of  the  city  (LE  U-1672;  $2.50;  under  17,  $1). 

In  the  60s,  70s,  and  80s,  mostly  between  5th  Ave.  and 
Park,  you'll  enjoy  strolling  past  the  townhouses  and  apart- 
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merit  buildings  of  New  York's  swank  Upper  East  Side.  Far- 
ther east,  around  3rd  Ave.  and  86th  St.,  lies  Vorkville,  the 
German-American  section  of  the  city,  with  its  excellent 
restaurants  and  delicatessen  stores. 

To  get  to  the  west  side  of  the  park,  cross  by  bus  at  79th  or 
86th  Sts.  or  take  the  A-train  local  of  the  8th  Ave.  IND  sub- 
way from  42nd  St.  to  the  Museum  of  Natural  History 
at  81st  (Mon.-Sat.  10-5,  Sun.  1-5;  free).  The  Hayden  Plane- 
tarium is  just  north  of  81st  (show  hours  retry;  call  TR  3-1300; 
matinees  $1,  children  50c;  evenings  $1.25,  75c).  While  on  the 
west  side,  be  sure  to  see  the  new  Lincoln  Center  of  the  Per- 
forming Arts  at  65th  and  Broadway  {west-side  IRT  local  to 
66th;  tours  9-b;  $1.25,  75c;  for  Center  summer  programs  of  the 
New  York  Music  Theater  and  City  Center  ballet,  call  TR 
7-2900);  Columbia  University  at  116th  and  Broadway  (west- 
side  IRT  express  to  116th);  Grant's  Tomb  at  Riverside  Drive 
and  123rd  (9-5;  free);  and  the  convincingly  medieval  Cloisters 
in  lovely  Ft.  Tryon  Park  high  above  the  Hudson  River 
(Tues.-Sat.  10-5,  Sun.  1-5,  1-6  in  summer;  free).

CAN  YOU  INSURE  EVERYONE  IN  THE  FAMILY  ON  ONE  LIFE  POLICY? 


Yes,  by  h  ig  a  "family  plan"  policy  which  covers  everybody 
for  one  premium— and  the  cost  is  the  same  no  matter  how  many 
children  you  have,  or  will  have.  Every  new  arrival  is  automatical- 
ly covered,  regardless  of  health,  11+  or  15  days  (depending  on  the 
company)  after  birth. 

A  typical  policy  gives  the  husband  $5,000  in  straight-life 
coverage,  and  the  wife  $1,250  in  term  insurance,  if  she  is  the 
same  age.  (If  she  is  younger,  her  policy  is  somewhat  bigger;  if 
older,  somewhat  smaller.)  Each  child's  life  is  covered  by 
$1,000  term  insurance  until  age  18  (some  companies  go  up  to 
25),  or  until  the  father  reaches  65,  if  this  is  earlier.  The  wife's 
term  policy  also  expires  when  her  husband  becomes  65. 

If  the  husband  dies,  his  $5,000  insurance  pays  off  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  the  term  policies  still  in  effect  on  his  wife 
and  children  become  fully  paid  up  and  continue  in  force  as  in 
the  original  arrangement— terminating,  at  the  earliest,  in  the 
year  the  husband  would  have  been  65. 

If  the  wife  dies  first,  the  proceeds  of  her  $1,250  policy  go  to 


her  husband.  In  addition,  $1,250  in  term  insurance  is  add 
to  his  protection  at  no  increase  in  premium,  or  else  the  pi 
mium  is  reduced. 

Such  a  policy  costs  about  $140  a  year  at  age  30  about  $ 
more  than  separate  policies  giving  husband  and  wife  t 
same  coverages.  This  slight  difference  provides  the  children 
insurance— and  it's  the  children's  insurance  that  makes  i 
one  long-range  advantage  of  the  "family  plan":  the  youn 
ster's  policies  may  be  converted  at  expiration  into  as  much

are  not  always  the  best  family  insurance;  it's  often  wiser 
add  the  extra  money  to  the  husband's  premium,  thus  increa 
ing  his  vital  portion  of  the  coverage.

DO  YOU  KNOW  HOW  MUCH  INTEREST  YOU'RE  PAYING? 


You  should  know,  because  credit  is  like 
anything  else  you  buy:  the  seller  (in  this 
case,  lender)  is  not  doing  you  a  favor— 
you  are  giving  him  business  he  needs.

Of  course,  you  should  go  first  to  those 
places  where  you  have  already  done 
financial  business:  your  bank,  savings 
and  loan  association,  or  credit  union. 
They  know  your  reliability  and  are 
bound  to  be  most  cooperative.  In  many 
cases,  they'll  also  be  cheaper.  For  in- 
stance, you'll  be  generally  way  ahead  if 
you  borrow  money  from  your  bank  to 
pay  for  a  new  appliance  instead  of  going 
through  a  finance  company. 

What  terms  can  you  expect  to  find? 


Signature  loans  at  a  bank  or  credit  union 
run  from  $4  to  $8  per  hundred  per  year 
(8  to  16  per  cent  true  interest).  You  can 
cut  this  to  $3  per  hundred  per  year  (6 
per  cent)  or  lower  by  putting  up  securi- 
ty, such  as  stocks,  life  insurance,  or  a 
savings  account.  Two-year  loans  are 
most  common. 

Life  insurance  company  loans  are  prob- 
ably the  cheapest— usually  around  5 
per  cent  per  year  on  the  unpaid  balance 
(4  per  cent  on  post-1946  GI  insurance). 
But  don't  forget  that  your  life  insurance 
coverage  is  reduced  by  the  amount  of 
outstanding  debt. 

Open-end  mortgage  loans  may  be  avail- 
able at  the  original  interest  rate  on  your 
mortgage.  But  even  at  current  rates, 
you  may  be  able  to  re-open  your  home

(A  Texas  Realtor  says 
"I  have  never  before  dealt  with  such  informed  and  demand 
ing  buyers.")  Appraisers  mark  down  a  house  according  to  th< 
cost  of  necessary  repairs.  Money  you  spend  on  essentia 
modernization  and  home  maintenance  tends  to  counterac! 
depreciation  and  raise  your  house  value  accordingly.

AN  "INNOCENT" 
HEART  MURMUR     b,g,,,»g.gj 


Doctors  who  attempt  to  capture  on  paper  the 
most  critical  of  human  sounds  generally  set- 
tle for  "lub-dupp,"  a  rough  approximation  of 
what  they  hear  when  they  listen  to  the  heart. 
Actually,  they  hear  much  more:  a  complex 
orchestration  of  meaningful  rhythms,  subtle 
distinctions  of  timbre  and  pitch,  tell-tale 
shadings  in  the  strength  of  each  heart  beat 
when  picked  up  from  different  locations— all 
blended  perhaps  with  an  unscheduled  whis- 
pering, a  soft  and  delicate  murmur. 

Any  competent  physician  who  listens  to 
these  noises  can  almost  see  the  heart  about  its 
work.  "Dupp"  he  hears,  and  visualizes  the 
closing  of  the  valves  that  let  blood  into  the 
pumping  chambers;  the  muscle  is  starting  to 
contract.  "Lub,"  and  he  knows  the  outer 
valves  have  snapped  shut  to  keep  blood  that 
has  just  been  ejected  by  the  heart  from  falling 
back  into  it  again.  Each  element  of  sound 
bears  some  message. 

The  picture  that  a  heart  murmur  carries  to 
his  mind  depends  on  a  number  of  factors. 
How  loud  is  the  sound,  for  example?  Is  it 
harsh  and  unpleasant  or  musical?  When  does 
it  appear  in  the  heart  beat  cycle?  For  how 
long  a  period  does  it  last?  Has  it  previously 
been  heard?  From  what  particular  spot  on 
the  chest  does  the  murmur  seem  loudest 
through  a  stethoscope?  Does  the  heart  ap- 
pear otherwise  healthy? 

Sometimes  the  answers  to  these  automatic 
questions  link  the  murmur  to  anemia  or 
rheumatic  heart  disease.  Other  times  they 
indicate  certain  organic  defects  that  need 
surgery  or  close  supervision.  Perhaps  the 
opening  of  one  of  the  heart's  four  valves  is 
narrower  than  is  safe  (what  doctors  refer  to 
as  stenosis).  Or  possibly  a  heart  valve  that, 
when  closed,  is  meant  to  seal  tightly  leaves 
a  gap  through  which  some  volume  of  blood 
spurts  backward  against  the  current  (tech- 
nically called  regurgitation).  Or  a  hole  may 
exist  in  a  wall  (or  septum)  designed  to  keep 
heart  chambers  separate. 

But  usually  the  murmur  means  a  harmless 
imperfection  for  which  no  special  treatment 
is  required.  Its  precise  cause  is  often  un- 
known. (Who,  after  all,  wants  his  heart 
cut  open  just  to  track  down  an  innocuous 
noise?)  By  the  end  of  adolescence,  it  may 
vanish.  But  even  if  it  lingers  indefinitely,  an 
"innocent"  murmur  never  threatens  the  heart. 

Before  he  diagnoses  an  "innocent"  mur- 
mur, the  physician  must  be  sure  the  label  fits. 
If  he  has  any  doubts  after  listening  to  the 
heart  beat  (maybe  one  time  in  ten  there  are 
doubts),  he  also  has  X-rays,  electrocardio- 
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graphs,  blood  pressure  gauges,  and  a  numl 
of  newer  instruments,  usually  operated 
specialists,  to  confirm  or  deny  his  suspicio 

Once  a  pediatrician  or  other  doctor  is 
vinced  that  a  murmur  is  innocent,  he  tri 
calm  the  fears  of  the  parents.  He  expi 
that  their  child  is  not  the  sad  victim  of  so 
rare  and  deadly  disease,  but  in  fact  is  ami 
the  majority  of  children  (current  estirna 
say  three  out  of  four)  who  at  one  time 
other  before  leaving  their  teens  have  detec 
ble  innocent  murmurs. 

So  common  are  these  harmless  murmurs 
fact,  that  Dr.  Paul  Dudley  White,  the  no 
cardiologist,  claims  that  by  controlling  ex 
cise  and  posture  during  a  test,  he  can  det 
one  type  of  innocent  murmur  in  every  norr 
child.  Because  sound  carries  so  clea 
through  a  child's  thin  chest  wall,  "murm 
may  turn  out  to  be  the  regular  working  o: 
absolutely  perfect  young  heart. 

Most  parents  accept  these  honest  reasa 
ances  and  forget  the  whole  matter  at  01 
Others  find  it  difficult  to  do  so.  Feeling 
the  doctor  might  be  keeping  something  fi 
them,  or  that  extra  precautions  never  h 
they  limit  their  child's  activities,  start  a 
dling  him  left  and  right,  and  thereby  sow 
seeds  of  real  trouble. 

The  risks  of  imaginary  heart  disease 
both  physical  and  mental.  The  first  con 
quence  of  "false  invalidism"  is  often  an  \ 
necessarily  fragile  child,  one  whose  t: 
strength  is  never  developed  because  exen 
is  denied  him.  Then  there  may  come  a  p 
chological  withdrawal  from  the  main  stre 
of  normal  life,  an  alienation  from  large  nu 
bers  of  people,  and  a  melancholy  view  of 
world.  When  the  patient  persists  in  this  » 
conscious  brooding,  it  may  cause  cert 
symptoms  that  cannot  be  distinguished  fr 
those  of  real  heart  distress.  He  has  liters 
thought  himself  sick. 

The  most  pathetic  aspect  of  this  not  l 
common  sequence  is  that  it  ever  begins  at 
As  the  American  Heart  Association  has  1< 
pointed  out,  there  is  no  need  to  restrict 
normal  activities  of  a  child  with  an  innoc 
murmur. 

One  physician  often  asked  about  t 
"problem,"  as  some  parents  insist  on  call 
it,  has  a  customary  piece  of  advice:  First, 
rid  of  whatever  thoughts  you  might  h< 
about  limiting  the  child's  activities.  Go  ■ 
and  buy  him  a  baseball.  Then  dismiss 
worries  from  your  mind.  An  innocent  m 
mur  is  a  common  phenomenon  that  cai 
and  should— be  ignored.

DRAPERY 

HARDWARE 

A  handsom  vindow  treatment  that  will  easily  let  in  the 
breeze  and  allow  enough  light  doesn't  depend  on  fabric  quali- 
ty alone.  You  must  make  sure  you  select  and  install  the  right 
kind  of  drapery  hardware.  It  can  make  a  big  difference! 

Measure  for  decorative  effect.  Plan  your  window  treat- 
ment before  you  select  your  traverse  rods.  Don't  measure 
just  the  window  opening.  To  add  height,  install  the  rod  close 
to  the  ceiling,  or  even  directly  onto  ceiling.  To  make  the  win- 
dow seem  wider,  extend  rod  beyond  the  window. 

Quality  varies.  If  you  have  an  average  size  8-foot-wide 
picture  window,  you  can  expect  to  pay  about  $4  for  a  mini- 
mum-quality rod.  Rods  are  packaged  in  a  box  complete  with' 
brackets  and  screws.  Bracket  can  be  mounted  on  wall  or  ceil- 
ing; projection  is  adjustable.  Top-quality  rods  cost  about  $2 
more  and  include  these  plus  features:  extra  heavy  duty  ten- 
sion pulley  to  hold  cord  taut,  a  better  cord  that  resists  fray- 
ing, quiet  operating  track,  and  ball-bearing  pulleys. 

For  correct  installation.  The  type  of  attachments  you 
need  depends  on  the  wall  construction.  For  plaster  or  dry 
walls,  separate  plastic  plugs  will  hold  plaster  screws  more  se- 
curely. Somewhat  heavier  draperies  require  screw  anchors. 
These  attachments  will  hold  bracket  mountings  firmly  on 
plaster  or  dry  walls.  For  extra  heavy  draperies,  it's  wise  to 
use  toggle  bolts. 


When  draperies  don't  draw.  Sometimes,  it's  due  t 
frayed  cord  or  other  defect  covered  by  guarantee.  Often, 
because  cord  slips  out  of  master  slide  hook,  center  slides 
bent,  or  drapery  hooks  are  in  wrong  holes.  Before  you  si 
know  these  parts  of  a  drapery  rod.

SHOPPING 

A  NEW  HOUSE 


By  the  Editors  of  Better  Homes  and  Gardens 


HOW  TO  USE  THIS  ARTICLE 

You'll  need  a  note  pad.  As  you  read,  jot  down  all  points  that 
are  important  to  you.  Some  will  be  completely  personal.  For 
example,  whether  or  not  you  want  a  family  room — and,  if 
so,  where  in  the  house.  Other  points  are  basic  to  every  quality 


house— such  things  as  equipment,  construction,  materials. 
When  you  come  to  discussions  of  these  in  the  article,  you 
may  want  to  clip  and  keep  them  in  your  note  pad.  This  way 
you  can  have  your  own  tailored  shopping  list,  simple  enough 
to  use  for  on-the-spot  rating  of  every  house  you  see. 


Start  your  model  house  shopping  by  seeing  as  many 
subdivisions  and  areas  in  your  city  as  possible.  Don't 
limit  yourself  to  a  narrow  price  range.  Builders  are 
offering  more  house  per  dollar  than  ever,  and  you 
may  be  surprised  to  find  that  a  house  you  thought 
was  over  your  budget  is  actually  within  range.  Also, 
seeing  a  few  over-budget  houses  may  lead  you  to 
ideas  you  can  incorporate  into  a  lower  priced  home. 

Even  as  you  walk  through  some  of  the  houses,  you 
will  be  able  to  rule  them  out.  At  this  point,  you  may 
want  to  eliminate  some  houses  because  of  location. 

Look  around  now  for  signs  of  the  future  in  any  area 
i-you  consider.  Is  strip  zoning  along  major  access 
streets  allowing  a  layer  of  cheap,  commercial  eyesores 
to  develop?  You  may  be  sure  it  will  get  worse  if  it  has 
already  started.  Look  for  the  trend  in  the  area;  is  it, 
and  will  it  be  an  area  you'll  be  proud  of?  Note  the 
environment  within  the  subdivision,  too.  Look  for 
|  varied  houses,  curved  streets,  pleasant  vistas. 

The  right  choice  of  options  always  pays  off.  You'll 
be  making  dozens  of  decisions  as  you  zero  in  on  the 


right  house.  The  majority  of  good  builders  today  offer 
many  variations  and  extras  for  each  of  their  standard 
models.  You'll  be  better  off  to  buy  from  a  builder 
who  does  offer  these  choices.  First,  of  course,  because 
you'll  end  up  with  more  of  what  you  want.  And 
secondly,  because  the  other  houses  around  you  will 
reflect  the  individuality  and  differences  that  good 
neighborhoods  should  have. 

Generally,  the  extra-cost  options  mean  only  a  little 
extra  down  payment  and  a  small  addition  to  monthly 
charges.  When  you  split  the  cost  this  way,  it's  pos- 
sible to  have  the  equipment  and  facilities  that  make 
for  better  living  right  at  the  start.  (It  is  surprising 
how  soon  your  family  will  want  that  extra  bath.) 

Almost  every  "extra"  costs  more  to  install  later 
than  when  the  house  is  being  built.  When  you  add  the 
higher  costs  of  short-term  financing  to  future  im- 
provements, you'll  soon  discover  many  bargains  in 
any  list  of  options.  In  today's  resale  market,  it's  the 
house  with  the  desirable  extras  that  sells  quickly  and 
returns  the  best  percentage  of  your  investment. 


MAKE  SURE  THE  FLOOR  PLAN  FITS  THE  WAY  YOU  LIVE 

Your  best  evaluation  of  a  model's  floor  plan  can  be  made 
when  you  and  your  family  are  alone  in  the  house— not  when 
it  is  filled  with  other  shoppers.  When  a  house  looks  right 
to  you — and  meets  all  the  qualifications — make  an  appoint- 
ment to  spend  a  half  hour  or  so  in  it  by  yourselves.  Sit 
down,  relax,  get  the  feel  of  the  house.  The  wrong  floor  plan 
creates  problems  and  inconvenience;  the  right  one  helps 
your  family  live  the  way  you  choose. 

Zoning.  Divide  the  house  into  sleeping,  ^ving,  and  working 
zones—the  three  should  be  separated  in  all  but  the  very 


smallest  homes  you'll  see.  Bedrooms  should  be  quiet  and 
private.  It's  best  not  to  be  able  to  look  down  the  bedroom 
hall  from  the  living  areas.  The  living  room  should  be  sep- 
arated enough  from  the  kitchen  work  areas  so  that  the  dish- 
washer's hum  is  unobtrusive. 

Buffer  areas  between  each  zone  help  peace  and  quiet.  The 
bedroom  wing  should  be  buffered  from  other  zones  by  closets, 
dressing  room,  or  baths.  If  it  isn't,  consider  adding  sound- 
deadening  insulation  board  to  the  wall  construction.  There 
should  also  be  a  door  to  close  the  bedroom  wing  from 
the  rest  of  the  house.  [  Continued  on  next  page

Pull  out  the  drawers  to  see  that  they  operate  e 
and  stop  before  they  fall  out.  Rate  the  kitchen  up  if  the 
inets  are  equipped  with  accessories  to  fit  specialized  ru 
rate  it  high,  too,  if  cabinets  have  a  baked-on  finish.  I 
kitchen  has  a  large,  pantry-type  storage  unit,  the  sh 
should  be  adjustable  and  organized  to  make  every  in( 
space  convenient.

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Lighting  and  electrical  outlets.  Even  during  daytime,  you  can 
check  on  lighting  in  the  kitchen.  If  you  find  only  one  ceiling 
fixture,  the  ;  g  is  inadequate.  There  should  be  light 

sources  that  all  the  surfaces  at  the  five  major  centers 

bright.  These  fixtures  might  be  mounted  on  the  ceiling  or 
under  the  soffits  or  wall  cabinets. 

Look  for  electrical  outlets  to  serve  all  the  counter-top 
surfaces— you'll  be  needing  them  for  the  small  appliances 
you  have  now— and  for  some  future  ones.  You  should  also 
check  for  an  outlet  near  the  eating  area. 
Some  negatives  to  watch  for.  The  oven  door  should  not  open  into 
a  through-traffic  lane.  This  inconvenience  can  make  tem- 
pers flare. 

The  cooking-top  should  not  be  right  next  to  a  separate 
wall  oven— you'll  need  counter  space  between.  Heat-proof 
stainless  steel  or  ceramic  tile  is  best. 

Wood  counter  surfaces  or  built-in  chopping  blocks  are 
great,  but  not  next  to  the  sink.  Moisture  can  ruin  them. 

Windows  above  the  sink  should  be  high  enough  to  keep 
curtains  and  sills  from  being  splashed;  turn  the  faucet  on 
full  blast  and  see. 

NEVER  SKIMP  ON  MECHANICAL  EQUIPMENT 

Heating  and  cooling  system.  You'll  be  better  off  if  the  furnace 
and  air  conditioner  have  a  brand  name  you  recognize.  Dis- 
cuss servicing  with  the  builder  and  check  the  reputation  of 


the  subcontractor  who  installs  the  heating-cooling  equipment 
If  the  heat  is  a  warm-air  system,  look  for  a  cold  air  return 
in  every  room  (except  baths  and  kitchen).  The  speed  of  the 
blower  fan  should  be  adjustable.  Run  the  fan  for  a  n 
check,  and  be  sure  the  filters  can  be  changed  easily.  In  all 
systems,  the  heat  should  be  supplied  to  outside  walls. 
Heating  and  cooling  controls.  Check  the  thermostat  to  see  if  it  it 
made  by  a  manufacturer  with  a  reputation  for  quality.  Then 
check  the  furnace/air  conditioner;  the  controls  there  should 
also  be  a  quality  name  you  recognize. 
Water  heater.  Look  at  the  brand  name,  capacity,  warranty, 
and  recovery  rate.  You'll  want  one  whose  manufacturer  will 
be  able  to  back  a  long-term  warranty.  The  smaller  the 
capacity  of  the  tank,  the  higher  recovery  rate  it  should 
have.  .The  recovery  rate  indicates  the  unit's  speed  in  bring- 
ing the  water  to  the  desired  temperature.  A  40-gallon  gas 
unit's  recovery  rate  should  be  about  35  for  a  4-person,  2-bath 
household;  a  30-gallon  heater  should  have  a  recovery  rate  of 
45.  Any  heater  you  buy  should  have  a  corrosion-resistant 
lining  and  a  pressure  relief  valve. 

Water  softener.  The  capacity  you  need  is  determined  by  the 
hardness  of  the  water  in  your  area  and  how  much  water  you 
use.  A  phone  call  to  the  water  company  will  help  you  de- 
termine if  a  softener  has  the  proper  capacity.  You'll  see  units 
ranging  from  fully  automatic  to  manual.  All  types  do  the 
same  job;  the  difference  is  in  the  attention  they  require. 
Electrical  service.  Look  at  the  entrance  panel  for  the  amperage 
capacity.  Anything  under  100  amps  is  inadequate.  Then 
count  the  number  of  circuits  and  compare  this  number  with 
other  houses  you've  seen.  You  should  have  a  circuit  for  the 
heating  system,  the  air  conditioning  system,  laundry,  kitch-

Quality  here  means  satis 
for  a  long  time.  Tubs  should  have  a  flat  bottom  and  bel 
of  enameled  cast  iron  or  high-quality  enameled  steel  f 
should  be  rigid  and  have  an  acid-resistant  finish. 

Best  quality  lavatories  are  solid  vitreous  china, 
they  have  acid-resistant  finishes.

Look  for  shut-off  valves  on  the  water  si 
lines  to  lavatory,  water  closet,  and  kitchen  sink.  You  s] 
also  find  an  easily  removed  panel  for  access  to  the  bat  J 
drain  and  faucets.

are  most  uniform  in  color  characteristics. 
Washable   walls.  Check  kitchen  and  bathroom  walls  f 
tough,  wipe-clean  surface.  Ceramic  tile,  plastic-finished  h; 
board,     jid  laminated  plastics  will  save  you  the  most  t 
and  effo.t  and  will  look  better  longer.  Vinyl  coated  wall  co- 
ings  need  little  care  and  work  best  in  heavy  wear,  low-m 
ture  areas.  Paints  are  tougher  these  days,  too,  and  withst 
scrubbing  well.  In  the  family  room,  take  the  option  of 
tory -finished  paneling  if  you  can— and  ask  for  the  manu 
turer's  booklet  on  its  care.

Rate  a  house  high  if  it  offers  a  gener 
amount  of  convenience  for  car  storage  and  off-street  parki 
Good  planning  today  includes  adequate  facilities  for  at  le 
two  cars  per  family— plus  parking  for  guests  so  the  f 
arrivals  can  leave  without  waiting  for  the  late-comers  to 
home  first. 

Landscaping  and  trees.  Shrubs,  lawn,  and  other  plantings  are 
as  much  a  part  of  your  new  home  as  furniture  and  buih 
appliances.  You  should  know  before  you  buy  exactly  w 
amount  of  landscaping  and  what  size  plants  the  price 
includes.  If  there  are  no  old  trees,  you  should  discuss  new  o 
with  the  builder,  too.  He  often  can  provide  extra  plant  itu 
rials  at  reasonable  cost — and  all  plants  will  get  off  to  a  g< 
start.  Often  these  extras  can  be  included  in  the  mortgs 
Outdoor  storage.  You  can  expect  a  convenient  storage  a 
for  lawn  equipment,  snow  blowers  and  shovels,  outdoor  tr 
ladders,  and  tools  that  won't  crowd  your  cars  out  of  their 
lotted  spaces.  If  you're  looking  at  a  house  that  has  no  s 
arate  storage  unit  for  these  items,  make  sure  the  garagM 
big  enough  to  store  them  and  your  cars.

Here's  a  bedroom  that  demon- 
strates the  ultimate  in  comfort 
and  convenience.  It's  spacious 
and  has  a  variety  of  extras,  in- 
cluding a  large  adjoining  bath 
and  dressing  area,  lots  of  stor- 
age, a  desk,  and  a  sitting  and 
lounging  area.

The  bright,  organized  color 
scheme,  splashed  with  a  floral 
print,  carries  over  into  the  bath 
and  dressing  rooms  where  the 
blue  and  red  are  echoed  in  tow- 
els, bath  mats,  and  rugs. 

Traditional  styling  is  blended 
with  clean-cut  built-in  book- 
cases and  cabinets  that  house 
television  and  stereo  equipment.

Is  a  space  shortage— or  a  tight  budget- 
keeping  you  from  adding  a  bath  to  your 
master  bedroom?

You'll  find  you  can  have  the  luxury  of  a 
bedroom-bath  suite— without  major  re- 
modeling expense. 


These  lavatory  units  come  factory-made 
in  several  sizes  and  styles.  You  also  can 
adapt  kitchen  cabinets,  or  build  a 
custom  version  (opposite).  Before  you 
decide,  shop  around  to  find  one  that  fits 
your  room  and  budget. 

Since  plumbing  is  probably  the  most 
important  change,  plan  it  carefully.  The 
closer  your  lavatory  is  to  the  present 
plumbing,  the  lower  your  material 
costs;  if  you  keep  the  lavatory  within 
five  feet  of  the  old  vent  stack  (depending 
upon  local  codes),  you  won't  need  a 
second  stack.

After  you've  spotted  the  add-on  loca- 
tion, call  a  plumber  for  an  estimate. 
Usually,  he'll  tell  you  what  jobs  you  can 
do  to  cut  expenses— like  assembling 
cabinets  or  painting. 

When  the  plumber  finishes,  add  the 
new  mirror,  shelves,  and  towel  racks. 
You  can  replace  light  fixtures  yourself, 
but  you  should  hire  a  professional  for 
more  complicated  electrical  changes. 


Even  a  medium-size  bedroom 
has  enough  space  to  include  a 
lavatory  unit.  The  stunning 
room  at  right  is  only  11}  L<  x 
14^9  feet,  yet  it  has  enough 
space  for  a  queen-size  bed,  a 
desk,  two  slim-lined  lounge 
chairs,  and  a  whole  wailful  of 
chests  for  storage. 

The  photo  below  shows 
the  room  before  we  started  to 
work  on  it.  Good  planning 
and  organization  of  space, 
plus  a  new  decor,  changed 
this  very  plain  room  into  an 
efficient,   glamorous  retreat. 

Lots  of  light,  a  see-through 
partition  over  the  lavatory, 
and  concentrated  storage 
give  the  room  a  larger  look. 
The  new  L-shaped  lavatory 
unit  hugs  one  wall  and  forms 
a  room  divider.

Complete  comfort  doesn't  re- 
quire a  large  room,  but  it  does 
require  organization  of  space 
and  imagination  in  decorating. 

This  very  sumptuous  bed- 
room is  not  spacious,  but  it 
typifies  comfort  in  its  various 
meanings.  The  room  is  filled 
with  adaptable  ideas. 

One  of  the  most  important  is 
the  furniture  arrangement.  The 
king-size  bed  is  placed  against 
the  wall  opposite  the  closets  and 
television.  The  lounging  area 
extends  up  to  the  sleeping  area, 
but  the  chairs,  with  their  backs 
to  the  foot  of  the  bed,  form  a 
natural  room  divider.  A  small 
chest  near  the  windows  does 
double  duty:  it  provides  storage 
and  serves  as  a  chairside  table. 

A  large  dresser  opposite  the 
windows  completes  the  storage. 

The  color  scheme  also  teaches 
a  good  lesson.  Essentially,  it's 
monochromatic,  in  order  to  uni- 
fy the  two  areas  of  the  room, 
and  also  to  give  a  more  spacious 
feeling.  The  draperies,  carpet- 
ing, and  chair  upholstery  are  all 
from  the  same  soft  yellow  fami- 
ly.

And  they're  really  big— in  size,  flavor,  economy,  and 
popularity !  Set  husky  teen-age  appetites  after  a  Plate- 
size  Pizza  Burger  and  you'll  be  left  with  only  crumbs. 

Burger  Mountain,  next  around  the  burger  circle, 
is  a  two-tiered  tower  of  ground  beef  patties  layered 
with  tomato  and  cucumber  slices,  capped  with  blue 
cheese-sour  cream  sauce.  Burgundy  Beefburgers,  topped 
with  pickle  and  pineapple,  have  new  shape  and  taste. 
Beef  is  formed  into  jumbo  doughnuts,  then  brushed 
with  buttery  burgundy  sauce  while  broiling.  Square 
Burgers  taste  swinging.  French-fried  onions  ring  the 
steer-head  skewer. 

First  stop  on  the  burger  route  is  the  meat  case  of 
your  market.  Buy  as  you  and  your  budget  choose— 
ground  chuck  or  round,  ground  beef,  or  hamburger, 
from  1  or  2  patties  to  a  5-pound  family  package.  Then 
on  to  our  best  burger  recipes,  starting  just  below. 

Plate-size  Pizza  Burgers 

For  these  giant  burgers,  choose  hearth-style  bread — a  round  loaf 
that  looks  like  a  huge  hamburger  bun —

Add 
cheese  and  halved  cherry  tomatoes;  broil  till  cheese  begins  to 
melt.  Top  with  additional  cherry  tomatoes  and  ripe  olives. 
Makes  6  average  or  3  very  generous  servings. 

*If  beef  is  lean,  have  2  ounces  suet  ground  with  meat.

Sports  Cartoonist  Willard  Mul- 
lin got  his  start  in  cooking  at  the 
Village  Green  Reading  Society  at 
Yale,  where  "a  bunch  of  the 
guys"  icould  sit  around  reading 
poetry  and  "yakking,"  then  all 
chip  in  on  putting  a  meal  to- 
gether. A  New  Yorker  since 
1935,  Mullin  has  had  close  to 
9,000  cartoons  appear  on  the 
sports  pages  of  New  York's  daily 
World-Telegram  and  Sun.  He  is 
author  of  the  book,  "A  Hand  in 
Sport,"  and  has  won  many  top 
aicards  from  the  National  Car- 
toonists Society.  He  likes  games 
— cooking  and  eating  included. 

Eating  is  big  in  the  sports 
league.  My  own  old-crony  team 
of  trenchermen  could  stand  up 
—  or  huddle  down — with  the 
best  of  the  food  fanciers.  Take 
old-time  Giant  Coach  Steve 
Owen  or  Yale's  Herman  Hick- 
man. These  guys  could  eat! 
They  had  a  common  weakness 
— steak. 

Now  I'm  not  one  to  fault  a 
juicy  sirloin,  but  then  I  would 
not  try  to  tell  another  knight  of 
the  range  how  his  should  be 
cooked — you  might  as  well  put 
on  his  hat  for  him.  I'll  talk  in- 
stead about  a  couple  of  other 
favorites  of  mine.

Pepper    Lamb    Bukama, 

below,  left.  Take  2  or  3  pounds 
of  the  bony  cuts  of  lamb  and 
trim  off  fat.  Leave  whatever 
meat  is  attached  to  the  bones, 
cut  the  rest  in  chunks  and 
brown  all  in  a  deep  skillet. 

Remove  meat  and  drain  off 
grease.  Add  enough  canned  beef 
broth  to  the  skillet  to  free  the 
brownings,  then  replace  meat. 
Salt  lightly;  cover  with  2  big 
onions,  chopped.  Sprinkle  with 
crushed  dried  hot  red  peppers. 

Pare  and  slice  4  potatoes. 
Overlap  these  around  the  per- 
imeter of  the  pan,  leaving  a  hole 
in  the  center  with  the  lamb 
looking  at  you.  Fill  this  hole 
with  green  beans  (%  pound), 
snapped  and  cut  diagonally. 
Pour  remaining  beef  broth  over 
the  vegetables.  Sprinkle  lightly 
with  seasoned  salt  and  gener- 
ously with  coarse  black  pepper. 

This  dish  I  like  hot! So  I 
add  more  of  that  hot  red  pep- 
per. Cover  skillet,  simmer  till 
all  is  done— about  an  hour. 

When  I  buy  the  green  beans, 
I  am  apt  to  get  an  extra  half- 
pound  or  so  —  these  are  snapped 
and  cooked  (not  too  long)  till 
tender,  then  slapped  in  the  re- 
frigerator. Now  you  have  the 
basis  of  my  salad  shown  above. 

Mullin  Salad.  Wash  and 
mince  (and  I  mean  mince)  2  or 
3  leaves  each  of  Simpson  or 
other  leaf  lettuce,  romaine,  and 
chicory.  Chop  very  fine  a  small- 
ish onion  (or  6  scallions),  a  car- 
rot, and  a  couple  stalks  of  cel- 
ery. All  chopped  fine.  Do  the 
same  to  your  cold  cooked  beans 
and  a  small  fistful  of  parsley. 

If  you  happen  to  have  2  or  3 
slices  of  cold  tongue  or  ham, 
chop  them  up  and  add  to  greens. 
Or  crush  4  strips  of  crisp- 
cooked  bacon  into  the  salad.

Here's  how  the  trap  doors  swing 
open  giving  easy  access  to  the 
ready-made  spiral  steel  stair- 
way. Trap  doors,  gate,  and 
counter  section  which  folds 
across  gate  are  all  piano  hinged 
for  rigidity.  When  trap  doors 
are  closed,  they  form  a  floor 
safe  to  walk  on.

whether  a  pup  or  full-grown),  and  what  their  duties  are. 

If  you  pick  a  puppy,  you'll  find  him  much  like  a  small

I  Before  you  get  a  dog,  you  should  check  the  tie-up  laws  in 

Dur  community.

ou  must  license  your  dog. 

Apply  for  a  license  and  renew  it  each  year.  A  license  not 
ily  establishes  your  ownership,  but  may  be  the  only  link 
Jtween  a  pet  and  his  home  if  he  is  lost  or  stolen.  It  should 

fastened  securely  to  his  collar  at  all  times. 

A  dog  found  without  a  license  may  be  seized,  sent  to  the 
)und,  destroyed,  or  turned  over  to  accredited  laboratories 
)r  experimental  purposes. 

In  most  cities,  you  must  furnish  proof  of  current  rabies 
loculation  to  obtain  a  license  for  your  dog.  You  owe  it  to 
our  pet,  as  well  as  anyone  who  may  come  in  contact  with 
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him,  to  see  that  the  rabies  and  any  other  shots  necessary 
for  your  locality  are  kept  up  to  date. 

You  must  leash  your  dog. 

In  most  cities,  you  must  keep  your  dog  on  leash  (usually 
no  longer  than  6  feet)  at  all  times  in  all  public  places.  In 
many  communities,  a  dog  must  be  muzzled  as  well  as  on 
leash.  Even  though  muzzling  may  not  be  required  in  your 
community,  it's  still  a  good  idea.  This  is  particularly  true  if 
your  dog  has  been  teased  by  children  or  has  a  tendency  to  snap. 

You  are  held  liable  if  your  dog  trespasses. 

By  nature,  most  dogs  are  trespassers.  Most  of  the  laws  read 
to  this  effect:  "The  owner  of  a  domestic  animal  who  tres- 
passes on  the  land  of  another  is  liable  at  common  law,  for 
damages  done  in  the  course  of  the  trespass."  You  do  have 
certain  rights,  too.  Before  the  plaintiff  can  collect  damages, 
he  must  establish  without  doubt  that  it  was  your  animal  and 
none  other  that  committed  the  crime. 

You  can  get  liability  insurance  for  your  dog.  Most  home- 
owner liability  insurance  will  protect  against  damage  done  by 
your  dog  at  home  as  well  as  when  you  travel.  If  you  do  not 
have  such  a  policy,  there  are  regular  dog  insurance  policies 
available  that  cover  liability  as  well  as  canine  hospitalization 
and  all  emergencies.

SAWDUST  CATCHERS! 

Power  tools  are  great  to  work  with,  but  they  sling  around  a 
lot  of  sawdust  and  chips  that  mess  up  your  shop  and  give  your 
wife  fits  when  you  track  the  stuff  upstairs.  Here  are  four 
ways  to  catch  that  dust  right  at  the  source. 


A  table  saw  throws  most  of  its  sawdust  down 
and  to  the  back.  Build  a  drawer  under  the  saw 
and  close  up  the  back  of  the  saw  stand  with  a 
piece  of  plywood.  The  drawer  will  catch  98  per 
cent  of  the  sawdust. 

This  compact-size  saw  with  its  drawer  unit  is 
clamped  to  the  workbench  when  in  use,  or  hung 
out  of  the  way  for  storage. 


A  shop  vacuum  cleaner,  teamed  up  with  your 
power  tools,  does  a  real  job  of  sucking  up  chips 
and  dust.  Many  portable  sanders,  both  orbital 
and  belt  types,  have  fittings  for  a  vacuum  hose. 
You  can  buy  or  make  fittings  for  your  table 
saw,  jointer,  radial  arm  saw,  and  other  bench 
tools.  You  even  can  use  your  wife's  vacuum 
cleaner  if  you  empty  it  often.

When  ripping  with  a  radial  arm  saw,  catch  the 
dust  by  taping  a  canister-type  vacuum  cleaner 
bag  to  the  rubber  spout  on  the  saw  guard.  Just 
pull  the  s*x>ut  off  the  guard  to  empty  the  saw- 
dust or  to  get  it  out  of  the  way  on  crosscuts. 

Of  course,  if  you  own  a  shop  vacuum,  you  can 
plug  the  hose  into  the  guard  spout.  It's  just 
the  right  size  to  receive  a  standard  hose. 
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Control  the  sawdust  when  crosscutting  with  a 
radial  arm  saw,  too.  Nail  two  pieces  of  H-inch 
plywood  to  the  original  table,  leaving  a  gap 
along  the  cutting  line  of  the  saw.  Cover  with 
hardboard,  and  set  the  saw  to  cut  through  it. 
Now  all  sawdust  will  be  directed  to  the  back 
of  the  saw.  Drill  a  hole  in  the  fence  to  let  the 
dust  through.  Catch  it  in  a  box.

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"Preferred  stocks"  entitle  shareholders  to  some  preft 
treatment:  a  designated  portion  of  the  company's  earn 
before  common-stock  owners  receive  any  dividends;  an 
the  company  voluntarily  goes  out  of  business,  first  slk 
any  assets  left  after  all  creditors  have  been  paid. 

Generally,  a  preferred  stock  dividend  is  specified  in  do 
•and  cents  (normally  $3  to  $6)  or  as  a  percentage  of  par  v 
(between  3  to  6  per  cent).  At  the  end  of  each  dividend  pei 
the  board  of  directors  decides  whether  the  financial  posi 
of  the  company  warrants  paying  dividends. 

Most  preferred  stocks  are  "cumulative."  If  the  comr 
does  not  pay  at  the  specified  time,  the  amount  stays  on  > 
books  to  be  paid  whenever  the  directors  believe  it  is  pi 
to  do  so — and  before  common-stock  holders  see  a  dii 
dividends.    If   the   no-payment   periods  pile   up,    prefi 
shareholders,  who  otherwise  have  little  or  no  voting  ri| 
may  be  entitled  to  elect  a  specified  number  of  board  di 
to  protect  their  interests.  (Some  preferred  stocks  havi 
such  provision,  but  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange, 
matter  of  policy,  will  not  list  any  new  issue  unless  the  s 
holders  are  assured  this  minimum  right.) 

Some  preferred  stocks  offer  dividends  which  are  "c 
tive-if-earned."   The  shareholder  is  entitled   only  to 
portion  of  the  designated  dividend  rate  that  the  comp; 
directors  feel  earnings  can  cover  at  the  end  of  the  divii 
period.  If  Company  X  can  pay  only  $3  on  a  $5-divi 
share,  that's  all  the  stockholder  is  entitled  to.  The  direci 
may  pay  the  $3  immediately  or  put  some  of  the  money 
into  the  company  and  pay  the  holder  part  or  none 
earnings  at  that  time.  Whatever  portion  of  the  $3  that  i 
paid  directly  becomes  accrued  dividend  money  owed 
preferred  shareholder  before  any  common  stock  divi 
may  be  paid. 

When  a  preferred  stock  is  "noncumulative,"  it's  up  to 
board  of  directors  to  decide  whether  shareholders  will  rec< 
any  money  at  all  for  a  particular  period.  Preferred  divide 
still  come  before  common;  but  no  claims  accumulate  if  d 
dend  payments  are  skipped. 

"Participating  preferreds"  usually  entitle  the  holder 
the  fixed-dividend  rate  on  a  cumulative  basis,  plus  the  ri 
to  share  equally  with  common-stock  owners  any  additic 
profits  after  all  the  dividends  are  paid. 

Market  prices  of  preferred  stocks  generally  don't  slide 
and  down  as  much  as  those  of  common  stocks.  "Convert 
preferreds"  are  the  exception,  since  they  are  tied  to 
common  stocks  in  the  company:  each  preferred  share  n 
be  exchanged  for  a  certain  number  of  common  shares  (sta 
in  the  charter),  either  during  the  life  of  the  stock  or  withi 
specified  time  limit.  The  appeal  here  is  that  the  inves 
starts  out  with  the  priority  advantages  of  preferred  stc 
But  if  the  company  really  grows,  its  common  stock  pi 
and  dividend  payments  will  probably  rise  accordingly,  i 
the  preferred  owner  can  enjoy  this  growth  by  converting 
stock  to  common  shares.  A  $100  five-common-for-one-i 
ferred  share,  for  example,  bought  when  the  company  C( 
mon  stock  was  selling  for  $18,  may  be  exchanged  fo: 
shares  of  common  now  worth  perhaps  $32  each  on  the  mar  t 
and  paying  double  or  triple  the  fixed  dividend  rate  of  r 
ferred  stock.

Here's  what  they  did:  The  former  6x 
10-foot  utility  room  made  way  for  this 
pull-out  eating  table,  refreshment  cen- 
ter, desk,  cleaning  supplies  cabinet,  easy 
chair,  and  lamp  tabk  Since  their  chil- 
dren are  older,  the  Hoffers  felt  they 
could  move  their  laundry  equipment  to 
the  spacious  basement. 

Refrigerator  replaced  range  on  the 
sink  wall  for  added  counter  and  storage 
space.  Relocated  cook-top  and  built-in 
oven  (separated  by  a  stainless  steel 
counter  top)  make  table  serving  quick- 
er. Dishes,  glassware,  flatware,  and 
linens  are  now  right  beside  the  table. 

Keeping  an  eye  on  their  budget,  the 
Hoffers  used  existing  architectural  ele- 
ments and  plumbing  facilities.  The  sink 
and  dishwasher  were  replaced  but  not 
relocated.  Bar  sink  is  now  where  their 
automatic  washer  used  to  be.  Exhaust 
fan  in  the  hood  above  surface  units  is 
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economically  vented  through  soffit, 
over  living  room  door,  to  exterior  wall 
behind  the  refrigerator. 

Replacing  the  long  windows  would 
have  been  costly.  Instead  they  installed 
a  gas  hot-water  heat  convector  below 
the  windows  then  placed  a  deacon's 
bench  in  front  of  it. 

Below  the  window,  the  deacon's 
bench  solves  several  problems:  it's  close 
to  the  table  for  easy  seating  at  meal- 
time; it's  perfect  for  family  and  friends 
to  sit  and  visit  without  being  underfoot; 
it's  a  practical  space-maker  in  front  of  a 
low  window;  and  it's  ideal  for  unre- 
stricted air  flow  from  the  hot-water 
heat  convector. 

The  Hoffers  added  their  good  taste  in 
decorating,  to  carry  out  the  traditional 
theme— without  gilding  the  lily.  Richly 
grained  cabinets  have  a  narrow,  curved 
molding  detail.  Solid  color  background 


on  walls,  curtains,  and  counters  do  not 
detract  from  the  wood  pattern.  Over- 
head, the  patterned  wallpaper  adds 
charm  and  individuality. 

Money  well  spent  went  into  special 
features — new  appliances,  heatproof 
stainless  steel  counter  and  backsplash 
in  cooking  area;  tough  laminated  plas- 
tic counter  and  backsplash  elsewhere; 
recessed  lights  above  sink,  range,  and 
desk;  no-wax  vinyl  floor;  above-counter 
electrical  outlets;  plus  food-waste  dis- 
poser. 

Important  storage  extras  include 
shallow  drawers  above  table  for  flat- 
ware, pull-out  cutting  surface  between 
sink  and  refrigerator,  narrow  tray  file 
beside  dishwasher,  drawer  dividers  for 
utensils,  adjustable  shelves  for  dishes 
and  foodstuffs.

The  new  entry  is  recessed  at  the  left  end  of  the  old  brick;  this 
location  lets  family  and  guests  enter  into  a  hallway  that  han- 
dles all  the  traffic  to  all  rooms.

Signal  your  changes 
of  direction,  but  don't  wait  until  you  turn  to 
do  it— give  other  drivers  a  chance  to  see  your 
signal  and  prepare  for  your  move. 

Night  driving  is  always  more  hazardous.  A 
common  and  often  fatal  mistake  in  the  dark 
is  overdriving  the  headlights.  Remember 
that  it  takes  at  least  366  feet  to  stop  at  60 
m.p.h.  Properly  aimed,  clean  headlights  on  a 
new  car  may  give  visibility  of  400-500  feet, 
but  the  average  distance  is  much  less,  es- 
pecially if  your  lights  have  been  in  service  a 
year  or  so. 

Getting  off  the  freeway.  When  traffic  is 
light  to  medium,  give  yourself  at  least  a  mile 
to  get  in  the  proper  lane  to  exit.  If  traffic  is 
heavy,  get  in  that  lane  as  soon  as  you  can— it 
could  take  ten  miles. 

If  you  miss  your  exit,  miss  it!  If  you  find 
yourself  carried  past  your  planned  exit,  don't 
panic  and  make  a  sudden  dive  for  the  exit 
lane.  Go  on  by,  work  your  way  over  safely, 
take  the  next  exit  and  drive  back.  It's  better 
to  drive  a  few  extra  miles  than  be  killed  mak- 
ing a  sudden  move.  A  word  of  caution:  When 
back  in  nonfreeway  world,  slow  down,  watch 
out  for  pedestrians  and  side  street  traffic. 

Emergency  procedures.  If  a  tire  blows, 
keep  driving,  but  reduce  speed  and  slowly 
work  your  way  to  the  right  side  of  the  free- 
way and  over  to  the  emergency  lane  or 
shoulder.  You're  safer  if  you  don't  try  to 
change  a  tire  alongside  the  freeway.  A  police- 
man will  be  by  in  a  matter  of  minutes,  and 
will  radio  for  someone  to  assist  you.  If  you 
feel  you  must  fix  your  own  tire — make  sure 
the  two  wheels  on  the  ground  are  absolutely 
locked  and  braced.  A  truck  or  bus  coming 
past  at  65  or  70  miles  an  hour  can  blow  your 
car  right  off  the  jack— possibly  on  you! 

If  the  engine  conks  out,  use  whatever 
momentum  remains  to  coast  clear  of  traffic 
flow.  If  there  isn't  enough  momentum,  sit 
tight,  then  get  everyone  out  of  car  when 
traffic  permits.  Post  flares,  flags,  flashlights  or 
other  devices  to  warn  approaching  traffic. 
Standard  freeway  SOS:  raise  car  hood,  run  up 
white  handkerchief  or  cloth  on  radio  antenna 
or  left  door  handle,  and  wait  for  a  patrol  car. 

Nothing  can  guarantee  you  safe  passage  on 
a  crowded  freeway.  But  paying  attention  to 
these  rules,  all  of  which  help  you  conform  to 
the  normal  traffic  pattern,  will  make  your 
trip  a  safer  one— and  keep  you  from  being  a 
menace  to  others.

is  the  fastest  return  route,  but  you  may  prefer  to  take  the 
road  one  block  west,  on  the  shore  line,  and  stop  for  a  dip  in 
the  ocean.  Casa  Pool,  just  north  of  Seal  Rock,  and  the  lower 
end  of  Wind-and-Sea  Beach,  farther  south,  are  among  the 
safest  for  very  small  children. 

Downtown  San  Diego,  from  the  tourist's  point  of  view, 
provides  two  top-level  attractions:  Balboa  Park  and  the 
bay.  Allot  one  full  day  to  the  park.  If  children  are  with  you, 
you'll  spend  most  of  that  time  in  the  San  Diego  Zoo  ($1, 
under  16  free;  daily  9-5  through  June,  then  9-6  through  Labor 
Day).  The  animals  here— more  numerous  than  in  any  other 
zoo  in  the  world— are  displayed  when  possible  in  their  nat- 
ural surroundings  without  cages  to  interfere  with  your  view. 
You  can  see  the  zoo  quickly  on  a  guided  bus  tour  (50  cents, 
25  cents  under  12),  but  to  cover  it  with  reasonable  thorough- 
ness, you'll  have  to  rely  on  your  feet.  In  the  large  and  world- 
famous  Children's  Zoo  (15  cents,  under  2  free),  youngsters 
can  ride  on  a  huge  turtle's  back,  cavort  with  untied  llamas 
and  goats,  investigate  a  walk-through  aviary  proportioned 
specifically  for  children,  laugh  at  the  monkeys,  bark  with  the 
seals,  and  nuzzle  a  fawn's  soft  nose. 

Outside  the  zoo,  but  still  within  the  park,  there  are  many 
points  you  won't  want  to  miss:  The  Museum  of  Man  (free; 
noon-k'-k5  on  Sundays,  other  days  10-^:4-5),  the  Fine  Arts

Gallery  (free;  Sunday  12:30-5,  closed  Monday,  open  weekdays 
10-5),  the  Natural  History  Museum  [free;  daily  10-^:30),  the 
Hall  of  Champions  sports  museum  {free;  Sunday  noon-5,  other 
days  10-5),  and  the  dozens  of  flower  gardens  and  Spanish-style 
buildings  scattered  throughout  the  park. 

The  best  place  for  viewing  the  second  downtown  attraction 
—  San  Diego  Bay  with  its  hundreds  of  ships— is  from  the 
deck  of  the  graceful  excursion  boat  that  makes  regular  tours 
of  the  harbor.  Both  the  two-hour  trip,  which  covers  25  miles 
and  is  scheduled  twice  a  day  all  year  round  (at  10  and  2;  $3, 
children  5-12  half  fare),  and  the  extra  summer  trips  of  one 
hour  {at  11,  1,  2:1*5,  U:15,  and  5:30;  $1.50,  children  5-12  half 
fare)  begin  at  the  Broadway  pier.  As  you  pass  the  various  ships 
in  port— from  tankers  and  tugs  to  aircraft  carriers— a  guide 
tells  you  something  about  each.  You  can  get  no  closer  to  these 
vessels  on  weekdays,  but  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  the  U.S. 
Navy  holds  open  house  from  1  to  4  p.m.  just  south  of  the  ex- 
cursion boat  dock.  Two  ships— typically  a  submarine  and 
destroyer— are  available  for  public  boarding. 

The  drive  northward  from  the  bay  to  Old  San  Diego 
covers  no  more  than  a  few  miles  in  space  but  nearly  two  cen- 
turies in  time.  Here,  near  what  is  now  the  intersection  of  US- 
101  and  US-80,  the  community  of  San  Diego  was  established 
in  1769.  Time  has  claimed  most  of  the  original  structures,  but 
a  few  old  adobes  still  stand  near  the  plaza,  where  a  score  of 
quaint  shops  ai  -taurants  have  since  been  added  to  the 
setting.  By  driving  ■  st  about  six  miles  on  US-80,  you  can 
also  visit  the  Mission  S  n  Diego  de  Alcala  {free;  daily  ex- 
cept Monday  9-5),  the  ^he  chain  of  21  missions,  origi- 
nally spaced  a  day's  joun:  irt,  that  stretch  up  the  coast 
of  California.  Then  as  you  head  north  toward  Los  Angeles  on 
US-101,  be  sure  to  stop  at  the  mo.-':  beautiful  of  the  missions, 
that  of  San  Juan  Capistrano,  famous  of  course  for  its 
swallows  (50  cents,  under  12  free;  daily  8-6). 

The  Los  Angeles  Sprawl  (3  to  4  days) 

Although  California's  largest  city  covers  458.2  square 
miles,  a  number  of  the  area's  leading  centers  of  interest  lie 
outside  the  city  limits.  Foremost  among  these  is  Disneyland, 
in  Anaheim,  just  off  US-101,  southeast  of  Los  Angeles  proper. 
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Two  others,  a  few  miles  closer  to  the  city,  both  on  Route  3l| 
are  Knott's  Berry  Farm— with  a  re-created  gold  rush  tov 
stage  coach  rides,  an  Indian  village,  excellent  restaurant 
small  craft  shops,  and  a  barnyard  for  children  to  play  in 
and  the  Movieland  Wax  Museum. 

Of  Disneyland,  little  needs  to  be  said  except  that  you  i 
see  it  most  economically  by  purchasing  combination  ticke 
books  rather  than  paying  separately  for  admission  and  ir 
dividual  rides.  "Jumbo  15"  books,  covering  admission  and  It 
rides,  are  $4.95  for  anyone  over  18,  $4.45  for  juniors  (12-17, 
and  $3.95  for  children  3-11;  children  under  3  needn't  pajl 
"Big  10"  books,  which  cover  five  fewer  rides,  are  $3.95  foil 
adults,  $3.45  for  juniors,  and  $2.95  for  children.  During  tha»V 
summer,  Disneyland  is  open  Monday-Saturday  9  a.m.  t] 
midnight,  Sunday  to  10  p.m.  From  September  to  May,  th 
hours  are  Wednesday  through  Sunday  10-6;  closed  entirerl 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday. 

Knott's  Berry  Farm,  which  is  even  larger  than  Disney 
land  though  somewhat  less  renowned,  doesn't  charge  at  all  fo 
parking  or  admission,  only  for  individual  rides  (daily  11-9' 
Its  neighbor  approximately  two  blocks  north,  the  Movielan« 
Wax  Museum,  where  dozens  of  tableaux  from  well-remem 
bered  films  are  frozen  permanently  in  time,  has  only  an  ad' 
mission  charge  ($1.85  for  adults,  90  cents  for  juniors  13-18,  5> 
cents  for  children  8-12;-  Sunday-Thursday  10  a.m.-ll  p.m 
Friday  and  Saturday  to  midnight) . 

To  get  a  close-up  view  of  the  real  movie  business  in  action 
you'll  need  either  (1)  a  good  friend  in  show  biz,  or  (2)  a  ticke 
on  a  Gray  Line  sight-seeing  tour,  which  goes  briefly  insid 
one  studio.  There's  a  better  chance  of  seeing  movie  personali 
ties  during  their  off-duty  hours— in  Hollywood  near  Holly 
wood  and  Vine,  or  as  you  drive  past  the  sumptuous  homes  o' 
the  stars,  listed  on  a  free  map  from  the  Ail-Year  Club  o 
Southern  California  (628  West  6th  Street,  Los  Angeles  17) 

In  Hollywood,  be  sure  to  stop  at  Grauman's  Chines 
Theatre  on  Hollywood  Boulevard  to  see  the  hand  and  foo 
prints  in  the  cement  and  to  read  the  names  embedded  in  th' 
sidewalk  there  on  movieland's  "Walk  of  Fame."  You  can  als 
attend  a  television  show  here  (free  tickets  are  on  a  first-corn 
basis  at  the  various  network  offices  if  you  forgot  to  reques 
them  in  advance),  or  hear  one  of  the  numerous  open-air  con 
certs  at  the  world-famous  Hollywood  Bowl  (see  newspape 
listings  for  programs). 

Marineland  of  the  Pacific,  at  the  southwest  tip  of  you 
Los  Angeles  map,  is  another  "must-see"  attraction,  th 
world's  only  three-ring  sea  circus  ($2.50  over  18,  90  cents  IS 
17,  50  cents  7-12,  under  7  free;  daily  10-sunset,  last  complet 
show  at  6).  Show  times  are  staggered  so  that  all  main  event 
can  be  covered  in  an  hour-and-a-half. 

In  central  Los  Angeles,  stop  for  lunch  at  colorful  Farmer: 
Market,  where  you  can  buy  your  meal  one  dish  at  a  tinn 
from  the  scores  of  open-air  food  stalls.  Then  drive  southeas 
to  Exposition  Park.  Built  around  a  sunken  central  gardei  -Luis 
filled  with  15,000  rose  bushes,  the  park  encompasses  114  acre 
that  include  such  landmarks  as  Memorial  Coliseum,  witl 
105,000  seats  (see  newspapers  for  scheduled  sports  events) 
the  California  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry  (free;  dail\ 
10-5);  and  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  (free;  daily  excep 
Monday  10-5). 

For  a  night  on  the  town,  begin  with  a  leisurely  (and  fre 
quently  expensive)  dinner  on  La  Cienega  Boulevard':

summer,  9-3  other  times).  Be  warned,  though,  that  tickets 
j*e  scarce.

mento), or  made  arrangements  in  person  at  San  Simeon  one 
afternoon  beforehand,  be  sure  you  join  the  ticket  line  early. 

More  splenoid  even  than  San  Simeon  are  the  natural  won- 
ders to  the  north.  Route  1—  at  times  dipping  almost  to  sea 
level,  then  climbing  up  again  to  giddy  heights— clings  tightly 
to  the  shore  line  for  hour  after  hour,  with  an  unsurpassed 
vista  of  the  sea.  After  reaching  a  visual  climax  at  Big  Sur,  in 
the  heart  of  the  Santa  Lucias,  the  shore  road  finally  emerges 
from  the  mountains  near  the  small,  pretty  village  of  Carmel. 

A  long-time  haven  for  artists  and  writers,  Carmel  boasts 
trees  in  the  middle  of  the  road,  quaint  gift  shops  and  restau- 
rants, a  brisk  tourist  trade,  and  a  broad  white  sand  beach. 
The  Seventeen-Mile  Drive  (toll:  $1 .50  per  car)  also  begins  at 
Carmel,  then  winds  around  the  Monterey  Peninsula  past 
world-famous  Pebble  Beach  and  Cypress  Point  golf  courses  to 
Monterey  itself,  a  scenic  and  historic  tourist  center. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  Monterey  Bay,  the  attractive  com- 
munity of  Santa  Cruz  has  excellent  surfing  and  swimming 
beaches,  a  pleasant  sea-cliff  drive,  a  central  casino  and 
amusement  park,  and,  slightly  north  of  town,  Henry  Cowell 
State  Park,  with  a  towering  stand  of  redwoods. 

You  reach  this  region  on  Route  1  from  Santa  Cruz.  Then 
continue  on  that  road  until  it  takes  you  to  Route  5— also 
called  Skyline  Boulevard— which  rides  the  crest  of  the  Santa 
Cruz  mountains  between  San  Francisco  Bay  and  the  ocean,  a 
magnificent  approach  to  the  city. 

The  Golden  Gate  City  (2  to  3  days) 

A  good  way  to  get  acquainted  with  San  Francisco  is  to 
divide  your  visit  there  into  halves.  First,  concentrate  on  the 
center  of  town,  the  section  you  can  cover  by  cable  car  and 
foot;  then  use  your  car  to  see  the  rest. 

On  foot,  start  at  Civic  Center,  where  Van  Ness  Avenue 
meets  Grove  Street.  From  one  corner  rises  the  Opera  House, 
where  the  United  Nations  was  organized  in  1945.  City  Hall 
stands  imposingly  directly  across  the  street,  and  next  door, 
in  the  Veterans'  Memorial  Building,  is  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Art  (free;  Tuesday-Friday  12-10,  weekends  and 
Monday  1-6). 

For  a  nickel,  you  can  ride  the  Shoppers'  Shuttle  down  bus- 
tling Market  Street  to  the  edge  of  the  shopping  district, 
where  you'll  undoubtedly  want  to  spend  at  least  half  a  day  in 
such  stores  as  Roos- Atkins,  Macy's,  the  White  House,  I. 
Magnin's,  Gump's,  the  Emporium,  the  City  of  Paris,  and 
Saks  Fifth  Avenue.  Then,  from  the  corner  of  Market  and 
Powell,  take  a  cable  car  up  Nob  Hill.  At  California  Street, 
transfer  to  a  cable  car  going  east.  Get  off  two  blocks  later  at 
Grant  Avenue,  in  Chinatown,  where  tea  rooms,  temples, 
and  Oriental  gift  shops  will  pleasantly  usurp  your  afternoon. 

At  dusk,  when  you've  seen  Chinatown  lighted  by  its 
several  thousand  lanterns,  go  back  again  to  Powell  Street  and 
board  a  Powell-Hyde  cable  car  heading  north.  As  you  crest 
Russian  Hill  and  start  down,  look  off  to  your  left  for  a  glitter- 
ing view  of  the  water  and  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  From 
the  end  of  the  cable  car  line,  walk  north  a  short  distance  to 
colorful  Fisherman's  Wharf,  crowded  with  sea-food  res- 
taurants. Later,  you  can  visit  the  North  Beach  region  and 
the  nightclubs  strung  along  Broadway. 

Coit  Tower,  on  the  crown  of  Telegraph  Hill,  is  a  good 
place  to  start  your  next  day's  automotive  tour  of  less  acces- 
sible regions.  The  panoramic  view  from  the  top  of  this  land- 
mark (25  cents;  Monday-Friday  11-5,  weekends  10-5)  includes 
Alcatraz  Island,  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  the  bridges. 

Then  you  can  follow  the  signs  marking  San  Francisco's  49- 
mile  scenic  drive  as  it  crosses  the  peninsula's  north  shore. 
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The  old  sailing  ship  Balclutha,  now  a  floating  museum,  is 
available  for  boarding  at  Pier  43  (60  cents,  25  cents  for  chil- 
dren 6-12;  daily  10-10),  and  a  few  blocks  west,  in  Aquatic 
Park,  which  has  an  excellent  pier  for  fishing,  you  can  visit 
the  Maritime  Museum  {free;  daily  10-5),  and,  adjacent  to  it, 
the  four  old-time  sailing  vessels  of  the  San  Francisco  Mari- 
time State  Historical  Monument  ($1,  children  6-18,  50  cents; 
daily  10-10).  Then,  by  continuing  west  past  the  colorful 
yacht  harbor  and  Marina,  you'll  reach  the  colonnaded 
Palace  of  Fine  Arts. 

At  this  point,  the  scenic  drive  enters  the  Presidio,  a  large 
army  reservation,  then  goes  past  the  approach  to  the  Golden 
Gate  Bridge  to  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  home  of 
many  fine  art  treasures  (free;  daily  10-5). 

With  good  luck  or  proper  timing,  you'll  arrive  at  Seal 
Rocks  about  noon.  If  you  stop  for  lunch  at  historic  Cliff 
House,  you  can  eat  in  the  glass-walled  dining  room  and  watch 
the  play  of  the  turbulent  ocean— and  the  sea  lions  if  you're 
there  in  season,  approximately  October  to  May. 

A  shop  drive  south  leads  to  Golden  Gate  Park,  where 
you'll  wai  o  spend  at  least  one  afternoon.  First,  cruise 
slowly  thro.  i  its  thousand  rustic  acres  to  see  the  animal 
paddocks,  Kezai  Stadium,  and  abundance  of  man-made 
lakes.  Then  find  a  parking  place  near  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  (free;  daily  5),  which  houses  Morrison  Plane- 
tarium, (75  cents,  childr  !+0  cents;  afternoon  and  evening 
shows  daily  except  Monday);  Eastwood  Hall  of  Botany; 
North  American  Hall  and  African  Hall  (stuffed  animals  in 
natural  surroundings);  and  Steinhart  Aquarium  (all  free). 

Then  walk  across  the  plaza  to  DeYoung  Memorial  Mu- 
seum, with  its  64  galleries  of  art  (free;  daily  10-5),  and,  next  to 
it,  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden— a  replica  complete  with  Orien- 
tal lanterns,  a  tea  house,  and  high-arching  bridges.  Before 
leaving  the  park,  you  can  also  visit  the  Strybing  Arboretum 
and  Botanical  Garden,  44  acres  and  3,000  species  of  plants 
from  all  over  the  world. 

If  you  rejoin  the  49-mile  scenic  drive  as  it  cuts  eastward 
through  Golden  Gate  Park,  you'll  soon  find  yourself  ascend- 


ing Twin  Peaks  for  another  sweeping  view  of  the  city.  Th 
as  you  head  back  toward  the  center  of  town,  you'll  | 
new  U.S.  Mint  and  the  Mission  Dolores  (10  cents,  child 
free;  daily  9-5),  one  of  the  oldest  local  buildings. 

After  a  fine  dinner  at  your  choice  of  San  Francisco's  t 
gant  restaurants— India  House,  Ernie's,  Alexis,  Flew 
Lys,  Trader  Vic's,  Kan's,  or  Doros,  for  instance— and  assu 
ing  the  Giants  are  at  home,  you  can  drive  south  for  abou 
half  hour  on  the  freeway  and  end  your  visit  with  a  ni; 
game  at  Candlestick  Park.  What  you've  heard  about 
breeze  here  is  true;  be  sure  to  take  a  sweater  or  topcoat. 

North  of  San  Francisco  (2  to  4  days) 

After  you've  stopped  near  the  northern  end  of  the  Gok 
Gate  Bridge  for  a  last  enchanted  view  of  San  Francisco,  1 
low  US-101,  Route  37,  and  Route  12  to  Sonoma,  where  i 
last  of  the  original  21  missions  was  established  in  1823  (fi 
daily  10-5).  Farther  north  on  Route  12,  in  the  "Valley  of  1 
Moon"  near  Glen  Ellen,  is  Jack  London  Historical  St 
Park.  About  a  half  mile  from  the  ruins  of  the  famous  writt 
dream  house— it  burned  down  before  it  was  finished— star 
the  House  of  Happy  Walls,  in  which  his  wife  later  lived  a 
where  his  study  remains  as  he  left  it  (10  cents;  daily  10-5) 

From  Glen  Ellen,  Trinity  Road  heads  east  for  12  miles 
first  up  the  mountains  for  an  excellent  view,  then  down  u 
Oakville,  in  the  heart  of  the  Napa  Valley,  renowned  for 
vineyards  and  wines.  A  number  of  the  state's  fine  winer 
are  clustered  near  St.  Helena,  and  most  have  free  pul 
tours  every  day. 

Near  the  upper  end  of  the  valley,  Porter  Creek  Road  lei 
westward  from  Calistoga  to  California's  Petrified  Fore 
where  many  giant  redwoods  were  transformed  to  stone  by 
eruption  of  Mount  St.  Helena  (75  cents;  daily  8-6).  Later,  t 
road  passes  north  of  Santa  Rosa,  where  the  garden  a 
grave  of  Luther  Burbank,  the  famous  horticulturalist, 
now  a  public  memorial  (free;  daily  8-5). 

Outside  Santa  Rosa,  Route  12  heads  seaward,  and 
soon  rejoin  Route  1,  the  shore  road.  The  northern  stretch 
this  twisting  highway  has  the  same  spectacular  coast-1 
scenery  as  the  drive  from  Morro  Bay  to  Monterey— ste 
cliffs  overlooking  the  lacy-foamed  ocean  and  a  scattering 
pleasant  coves. 

In  the  heart  of  the  redwood  kingdom,  at  Leggett,  the  co; 
road  comes  to  an  end.  Turn  north  here  onto  US-101 
Humboldt  Redwoods  State  Park,  where  gigantic  tr 
crowd  the  road  on  both  sides.  Twelve  miles  north  of  Garb 
ville,  follow  signs  that  point  out  the   "Avenue  of 
Giants,"  a  17-mile  drive  to  Englewood  through  the  mi| 
impressive  groves  in  the  forest.  When  you've  stopped  at  t 
base  of  Founder's  Tree  and  marveled  at  its  vast  girth  a 
height— 350  feet— consider  your  vacation  almost  over.  Y_ 
have  left  nothing  unseen  along  the  California  coast  line  t\'A 
surpasses  such  majesty. 
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Family  restaurants  along  the  way 

Besides  the  elegant  and  traditional  eating  places  mention 
earlier,  there  are  many  other  restaurants  whose  good  foe 
fast  service,  and  reasonable  prices  you'll  enjoy.  Among  th( 
are  Uncle  Susie's,  on  Mission  Boulevard  in  San  Diego ;  Colo 
Kitchen,  off  US-101  at  San  Juan  Capistrano;  the  sevei 
Du-par's  restaurants  around  Los  Angeles;  Paul  and  Thelma 
just  south  of  San  Simeon;  Mike's  and  Cerrito's  at  the  Wha 
in  Monterey;  Spivey's,  in  Santa  Cruz;  and  The  Grotto, 
Redway,  near  Humboldt  Redwoods  State  Park.

For  church  weddings,  any ir here  from  $200  on  up.  The  bride's 
father  foots  the  major  portion  of  the  bill:  wedding  gown  and  ac- 
cessories can  be  held  to  $75,  but  $150  is  average;  engraved  in- 
vitations and  announcements,  $35  to  $60  per  hundred;  flowers 
for  church,  reception,  and  bridesmaids,  anywhere  from  $1+0  on 
up;  bridesmaids'  gifts,  at  least  $5  apiece.  Such  extras  as  candles, 
aisle  runners,  pew  ribbons,  a  canopy,  services  of  a  sexton, 
custodian,  organist,  and  soloist  can  easily  add  $70  or  more. 

Simple  receptions  are  now  socially  acceptable— just  cake  and 
a  beverage  for  toasting  the  newly  weds— but  most  fathers 
provide  more.  Wedding  cakes  cost  from  $15  to  $85;  domestic 
champagne  runs  about  $4  a  quart,  imported  at  least  $7  or  $8 
(figure  seven  to  eight  drinks  per  quart) ;  fruit  punch  costs  a 
minimum  of  $2  a  gallon,  champagne  punch  around  $15.  At  a 
hotel,  an  afternoon  tea  reception  averages  about  $1.50  a 
guest  for  food ;  figure  a  buffet  at  a  minimum  of  $2  per  guest, 
a  full-course  dinner  with  drinks  anywhere  from  $7  to  $25  or 
more.  A  simple  home  reception  can  be  catered  for  as  little  as 
$3  per  guest;  if  friends  or  family  prepare  buffet  dishes,  the 
cost  is  less,  of  course. 

A  professional  photographer  usually  charges  according  to 
the  number  of  pictures  you  buy  (you'll  probably  have  to  or- 
der at  least  10) ;  figure  on  about  $3  or  $4  for  each  black-and- 
white  8-by-10  glossy,  $7  or  $8  per  color  print,  $5  for  an  album 
cover.  Recorded  music  is  satisfactory  if  you  want  dancing;  a 
union  orchestra  will  cost  you  at  least  $125.

The  groom  is  expected  to  buy  the  bride's  bouquet,  corsages 
his  mother  and  the  bride's  mother,  and  boutonnieres  for 
best  man  and  ushers.  A  dark  suit  is  acceptable,  but  if 
wedding  is  formal,  rental  of  a  cutaway  will  cost  between

All  this  brings  the  groom's  expenses  to  a  minimum  of  $1 
In  addition,  he  also  pays  for  the  honeymoon— unless  it  h;| 
pens  to  be  a  wedding  present.  Average  honeymoon  expenl 
(hotel,  meals,  tips,  entertainment)  will  run  at  least  $20(| 
week,  aside  from  the  cost  of  travel. 

But  all  this  is  only  the  beginning.  Setting  up  housekeepij 
— even  when  you  don't  buy  your  own  house  immediatelj 
involves  some  expenses.  Cooking  utensils,  dishes,  and  silvl 
ware  will  be  needed  immediately.  A  partially  furnished  apaj 
ment  costs  a  little  more  than  an  unfurnished  one,  but 
make  sense  because  then  the  newlyweds  can  buy  furniturj 
piece  at  a  time  as  they  save  money.  When  signing  a  le 
don't  forget  that  landlords  often  ask  two  months'  rent  in  ;

WHO  TAKES  CARE  OF  THE  FAMILY  WHEN  MOTHER  IS  ILL? 


If  Grandmother  or  some  other  relative 
can't  take  care  of  the  children  and  run 
the  house,  it  might  be  worth-while  to 
consider  a  type  of  health  insurance  now 
available  that  reimburses  you  for  all  or 
part  of  the  extra  cost  of  hiring  a  house- 
keeper.

HOW  EXPENSIVE  IS  IT  TO  LEAVE  YOUR  HOUSE  VACANT? 


The  cost  is  considerably  more  than  you  would  expect:  you  not 
only  have  to  keep  up  with  all  the  regular  expenses  such  as  taxes 
and  mortgage,  but  you  must  also  pay  for  maintenance  that  you 
would  ordinarily  do  yourself.  And  there  may  be  special  in- 
surance charges.  The  additional  total  expense  easily  can  run  to 
$50  or  more  per  month. 

Top-notch  maintenance  is  a  must,  for  nothing  draws  vandals 
faster  than  an  overgrown  yard  and  other  unmistakable  signs 
of  an  empty  house.  Besides,  your  unattended  house  deterio- 
rates faster,  which  can  mean  heavy  expenses  for  repair  or 
forced  devaluation  when  you  sell. 

If  you  leave  your  home  only  for  a  month  or  so,  you'll 
probably  find  a  student  willing  to  do  the  yard  chores  for  as 
little  as  $2  or  $3  a  week.  But  if  your  house  really  stays  vacant 
for  a  prolonged  period  of  time,  you'd  be  wise  to  put  it  in  the 


hands  of  professionals  (generally  listed  under  the  heading 
"landscape  contractor"  or  "landscape  gardener").  T 
normally  costs  about  $30  to  $50  a  month,  though  in  hij 
priced  suburban  areas  it  can  run  much  higher.  For  y( 
money  you  should  expect  complete  care  of  the  lawn,  garc 
plot,  hedges;  removal  of  snow,  leaves,  and  trash;  and  mil 
outside  repairs. 

(As  an  added  precaution  against  vandals,  you  might  c< 
sider  installing  an  "electric  eye"  in  a  window  of  your  vacat  1 
home.  This  unit  automatically  turns  on  your  porch  or  fro1- 
stoop  light  at  nightfall,  switches  it  off  again  at  daybreak.  Tl 
price  is  about  $10;  cost  of  the  electricity  is  minimal.)

"homeowner"  package  policy  usually  drops  vandalism  vo\ 
age  altogether  after  30  days  of  vacancy,  which  means  yo 
have  to  make  sure  to  obtain  an  extra  policy  whenever 
leave  a  house  vacant. 

Be  sure  to  read  your  insurance  policies  carefully,  and 
cuss  your  coverage  with  your  insurance  agent.  Under  ir 
policies,  compliance  with  certain  conditions  is  mandator) 
get  continued  coverage:  for  instance,  in  a  vacant  house, 
would  only  be  protected  against  damage  from  frozen  pi 
under  somo- homeowner  policies  if  you  arranged  for  suffici 
heat  to  prevent  it  or  if  you  had  pipes  and  fixtures  drained 
$15  to  $30  expense. 

Considering  these  factors,  it's  usually  wiser  to  sell  a  hous 
possible  rather  than  to  leave  it  vacant  for  a  long  period,  e 
if  the  home  doesn't  bring  top  price  right  at  the  moment. r 
interest  you  pay  on  a  mortgage  for  a  vacant  home  is  practii 
ly  money  down  the  drain.  Selling  it  later  will  seldom,  if  e\ 
bring  a  capital  gain  large  enough  to  cover  interest,  much 
exceed  it.  In  almost  every  case,  your  equity  will  be  far  bet 
invested  elsewhere. 

But  if  you  don't  want  to  sell,  try  to  find  someone  to  r 
it.  Put  your  house  in  the  hands  of  a  responsible  mana 
(most  families  choose  a  Realtor).  He  will  see  that  the  hous 
well  maintained,  will  collect  rents,  and  will  shortstop  all  t 
ant  complaints.  The  charge  is  usually  5  per  cent  of  the  mon 
ly  rent,  never  more  than  7  per  cent.  And  if  you  change  y 
mind  about  selling,  he's  right  there  to  do  it. 


HOW  CAN  YOU  GUARD 
YOURSELF  AGAINST  BECOMING 
UNINSURABLE? 

Only  by  staying  healthy— and  no  one  can  make  absolut 
sure  of  that.  But  there  are  ways  to  protect  yourself  agai 
the  possibility  of  having  your  life  insurance  applicat 
turned  down  or  being  charged  extra-high  rates  (in  grave  r 
cases,  sometimes  more  than  double  the  usual  premiums)  j 
at  a  time  when  you  feel  the  greatest  need  for  insurant 
when  threatening  illness  strikes.

til  you  reach  age  40.  Usually  these  additional  policies  may 
bought  at  the  rate  of  one  every  three  years,  and  each  one  ( 
equal  the  face  amount  of  the  original  policy  (up  to  $10,00 

Say  you  start  your  life  insurance  program  at  age  25  wit 
basic  $10,000  policy.  If  you  add  the  guaranteed  insurabil 
rider  to  this  policy,  you  then  have  five  options  to  buy  ad 
tional  $10,000  straight  life  policies  at  ages  28,  31,  34,  37,  a 
40,  and  you  could  thus  obtain  up  to  $50,000  more  life  ins 
ance  than  you  started  off  with.  (Of  course,  if  you  are  alrea 
35  when  your  first  policy  is  issued,  you  would  only  have  t 
options  left,  at  ages  37  and  40.  But  even  so  you  could

The  guaranteed  insurability  rider  costs  about  $1.60  each  $1,0( 
of  lace  value  of  the  original  policy  at  age  25,  or  $16  a  year  on 
$10,000  straight  life  policy.  At  age  35  it  costs  about  $2  f. 
each  $1,000  of  face  value.  Naturally,  any  policy  you  mi 
buy  under  this  rider  is  issued  at  the  premium  rate  for  the  aj 
at  which  you  pick  up  the  option. 

Assuming,  however,  that  a  young  person  can't  afford  tl 
premium  for  a  straight  life  policy  with  insurability  optio 
what  then?  In  such  a  case,  the  answer  is  5-year  renewab 
term  insurance.  This  type  of  insurance,  which  is  only  ter 
porary  protection  and  does  not  build  up  cash  value,  may 
renewed  every  five  years  without  medical  examination, 
you  can  convert  it  into  ordinary  life  insurance— also  witho 
medical  examination  — when  you  can  afford  to  pay  the  high 
premiums.  To  start  a  $10,000  term  insurance  policy  cos 
only  about  $56  a  year  at  age  30,  $67  at  age  35  (participatii 
policies  run  slightly  higher  but  pay  dividends,  thus  resultit 
in  approximately  the  same  net  cost).  But  if  you  buy  rene 
able  term,  remember  that  premiums  increase  drastically 
you  get  older,  and  it  is  best  to  convert  such  a  policy  while  yc 
are  still  young. 

Yet  another  way  to  obtain  additional  insurance,  ev 
though  you  may  have  become  uninsurable  since  first  taki: 
out  a  policy,  is  to  buy  so-called  "paid-up  additions."  Tr 
option  is  available  under  dividend-paying  participating  po| 
cies  and  allows  you  to  apply  each  year's  dividend  to  t 
purchase  of  additional  units  of  insurance.  Such  additions 
build  up  quite  substantial  amounts  of  insurance  over  a  peri 
of  years.  A  participating  $10,000  straight  life  policy  issued 
age  30,  for  example,  can  pile  up  more  than  $5,000  addition 
insurance  by  age  65  at  current  dividend  and  interest  ratal 
On  the  same  policy,  if  you  did  not  start  applying  the  di\ 
dends  to  paid-up  additions  until  age  40— perhaps  finding  th 
that  you  had  suddenly  become  uninsurable— you  could  st 
build  up  around  $4,000  of  additional  insurance  by  age  65 

Another  way  to  obtain  protection  may  be  through  groij 
life  insurance.  If  you  should  take  a  job  with  a  company  th[ 
maintains  such  a  program  for  its  employees,  chances  are  yo' 
be  included  even  though  you  may  be  uninsurable— and 
you  ever  leave  the  company  you  can  probably  convert  tr 
term  insurance  into  straight  life  insurance  of  your  own  wi 
out  medical  examination. 

As  a  last  resort,  when  you  are  turned  down  by  one  insuran 
company  for  medical  reasons,  ask  your  agent  to  find  anoth 
company  that  will  accept  you  as  a  risk,  perhaps  at  a  high 
premium.  The  insurability  of  many  risk  cases,  includi) 
victims  of  heart  disease  and  high  blood  pressure,  is  often 
question  of  policy,  and  there  are  several  companies  that  sp 
cialize  in  writing  insurance  on  those  "rated  risks."

This 
you  decide  whether  this  security  is  right  for  you.  For 
pie,  a  stock  with  long-term  growth  potential  but  low  cil 
yield  might  be  an  excellent  buy  for  a  young  man,  but ;

1.  Have  the  equipment  and  informa- 
tion you  need  in  case  of  an  accident: 
pen,  pencil,  note  pad,  first-aid  kit,  in- 
surance card,  auto  ownership  certifi- 
cate, blanket,  flashlight  or  lantern, 
flares,  and  other  warning  devices  for 
day  or  night. 

2.  Stop  immediately.  If  at  all  possible 
don't  obstruct  traffic.  Turn  off  igni- 
tion immediately  and  get  out  of  car. 
If  you  must  smoke,  get  far  enough 
away  from  accident  scene  to  avoid 
possible  fire  from  leaking  gas. 

3.  Help  injured— get  medical  aid  if 
needed.  Call  ambulance  or  doctor 
whichever  is  quicker.  Do  not  move 
injured  persons  unless  necessary.  Ad- 
minister first  aid  if  qualified. 

4.  Protect  from  further  accidents  by 
moving  vehicles  out  of  way  if  feasible. 
If  not,  put  out  flags,  flares  or  flash- 


lights. Warn  other  traffic. 

5.  Notify  police  or  proper  authority  im- 
mediately if  anyone  is  injured  or 
property  damage  exceeds  legal  mini- 
mum amount  (usually  $50)  to  one  or 
both  vehicles. 

6.  Obtain  other  driver's  name,  address, 
registration  numbers,  and  ask  to  see 
his  driver's  license.  State  law  requires 
drivers  to  provide  this  information. 
If  car  does  not  belong  to  the  driver, 
get  owner's  name  and  address.  Also 
get  names  and  addresses  of  occu- 
pants and  their  seating  positions. 

7.  Locate  witnesses  and  obtain  their 
names  and  addresses.  If  possible,  get 
them  to  sign  a  statement.  Make 
notes  and  diagram  of  accident.  Show 
position  of  car  after  accident,  identi- 
fy point  of  contact  where  cars  collid- 
ed, and  step  off  lengths  of  skid 
marks  and  other  significant  distances 
involved.  If  a  camera  is  available, 
take  pictures  of  physical  evidence. 
Get  name  of  hospital  where  injured 


were  taken  and  name  or  other  ideal 
fying  information  about  the  offiq 
investigating  the  accident. 

8.  Consult  a  doctor  yourself  and  ins| 
that  all  other  persons  involved 
doctor.  This  is  important  even  if  y 
notice  no  ill  effects— some  injuries  i 
not  show  up  immediately  but  cat 
serious  complications  later. 

9.  Remain  at  the  scene  until  all  oblij 
tions  have  been  fulfilled,  unless  yJ 
are  injured.  If  possible,  lock  your  c 
to  protect  valuables. 

10.  Report  the  accident  as  soon  as 
sible.  Most  states  require  this  with 
24  hours  to  10  days,  if  there  is  inju| 
or  death  or  total  damage  is  $50 
more.  You  must  file  report  whether  | 
not  you  were  at  fault,  and  whetr 
or  not  the  accident  was  investigatJ 
and  reported  by  proper  authority 
You  also  must  make  a  complete 
port    to    your    insurance    companj 
Failure  to  make  a  prompt  and  cor 
plete  report  may  void  your  insurant 


A  TAILGATE  WINDOW  TIP  THAT  COULD  SAVE  YOUR  LIFE 


Did  you  know  that  it  can  be  dangerous  to  drive  with  the  tailgate  window  of 
your  station  wagon  open?  A  moving  car  creates  a  low  pressure  area  behind  it 
—a  sort  of  suction  that  can  pull  carbon  monoxide  gas  into  the  car.  There  are 
deflectors  designed  to  help  cut  the  deadly  gas  level,  but  you  would  still  be 
wise  to  keep  the  window  closed,  especially  on  long  trips  at  highway  speeds. 
This  same  carbon  monoxide  problem  can  often  be  created  in  a  sedan  if  you 
drive  with  the  trunk  lid  open.

It's  not  hard  if  you  treat  your  automobile  with  the  atten- 
tion it  deserves  as  the  family's  second  largest  investment 
(after  housing).  With  good  buymanship  and  a  little  care, 
you  can  easily  save  $200  or  more  a  year. 
Financing:  With  the  different,  confusing  ways  of  computing 
interest,  such  as  "discount"  and  "add-on,"  it  is  best  that 
you  do  your  car  finance  shopping  strictly  in  terms  of  total 
dollar  cost,  no  matter  how  much  you  borrow  or  for  how 
long.  There  isn't  much  difference  between  financing 
through  your  bank  or  letting  the  dealer  handle  the  trans- 
action through  a  nationwide  factory  loan  subsidiary. 
Charges  usually  run  around  $6  per  $100  per  year.  If  you 
must  finance,  keep  the  interval  as  short  and  the  down 
payment  as  high  as  possible.  A  3-year  loan  for  $2,100  at  6 
per  cent  interest  can  cost  you  $378— and  this  is  money 
you'll  never  get  back. 

Depreciation:  The  best  way  to  beat  depreciation  is  to  buy  a 
new  car  that  used-car  buyers  will  want  when  you're  ready 
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to  trade.  This  means  that  generally  your  best  buy  is  tl 
top  line  series  and  most  popular  body  style  within  ar 
make— equipped  with  popular  accessories.  Rememb 
that  useful  accessories  actually  depreciate  less  than  tl 
basic  car.  Of  course,  you  must  take  good  care  of  the  ca 
The  trade-in  difference  between  a  3-year-old  "crea 
puff"  and  a  "dog"  of  identical  make  and  specificatioi 
can  amount  to  as  much  as  $300— and  that's  $100  off  yoi 
annual  running  costs. 
Maintenance:  Most  modern  cars  don't  have  to  be  polisht 
or  waxed,  but  they  should  be  washed  regularly.  Many  1' 
calities  have  a  sediment  problem.  Sediment  must  be  r 
moved  to  maintain  gloss.  Therefore,  periodic  cleaning  ar 
waxing  may  be  advisable  depending  on  local  condition 
The  need  for  grease  jobs  is  so  rare  the  main  problei 
is  that  you  might  forget  them  altogether.  Even  more  in 
portant,  by  following  the  warranty  instructions  for  ne 
models,  you  can  cut  mechanical  maintenance  costs  to  a 
absolute  minimum.  So  long  as  your  car  runs  proper!; 
don't  do  anything  more  than  these  instructions  dictat 
and  if  you  should  have  trouble,  go  to  a  repair  servi(

The  figures  say  two  people 
can  travel  comfortably  by 
automobile  on  a  daily  budget 
of  $31.  This  covers  only  "ne- 
cessity" spending,  and  is 
based  on  300  miles  of  travel 
per  day,  with  a  car  averaging 
1 5  miles  per  gallon  of  gasoline. 
The  budget  breakdown  is:  $10.50 
for  food,  $11.00  for  lodging, 


$7.00  for  gas  and  oil,  and 
$2.50  for  tips  and  miscellane- 
ous. Additional  money  would 
be  spent  for  souvenirs, 
amusements,  recreation,  ad- 
missions to  places  of  interest, 
purchases,  and  turnpike  tolls.

WTith  many  insurance  companies,  if  your 
driving  record  shows  that  you  haven't  caused 
any  accidents  or  committed  any  serious 
traffic  violations  for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years,  you  are  generally  entitled  to  a  saving 
of  up  to  15  or  20  per  cent  on  your  premiums. 
But  before  you  are  eligible  for  this  lower  rate, 
everyone  who  takes  the  wheel  of  your  car 
must  have  a  similar  safety  record. 

This  does  not  mean  that  every  scraped 
fender  or  traffic  ticket  automatically  rules  out 
the  saving.  Usually  only  those  accidents  in 
which  the  driver  of  your  car  was  at  fault 
count  against  you,  and  even  then  you  are 


sometimes  not  penalized  when  damage 
minor.  Any  accident  where  you  collected  fc 
damages  from  the  other  party  or  were  aware 
ed  a  favorable  judgment  does  not  cour 
against  you.  Nor  are  you  blamed  if  you  wei 
legally  parked  when  the  accident  occurred  c 
if  the  driver  of  the  other  car  involved  w£ 
guilty  of  a  moving  violation  and  you  wer 
not.  Same  holds  for  tickets:  serious  offenses- 
reckless  or  drunken  driving,  and  so  on— rui 
your  record;  parking  tickets  don't.  There  ar 
variations  in  safe  driving  plans  among  diffei 
ent  companies,  and  some  companies  do  nc

ABOUT  PLANT  FOOD 

There  is  no  secret  formula  for  having  beautiful  flowers,  a 
lush  green  lawn,  or  healthy  trees.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
plants,  like  people,  must  have  food  to  flourish.  This  too- 
often-neglected  element  makes  the  difference  between  success 
and  failure  with  many  garden  efforts. 

When  shopping  for  plant  food  (fertilizer)  for  your  garden, 
you  will  find  many  brands  available— and  various  formulas 
designed  for  different  types  of  plants.  Let  us  help  you  choose 
the  one,  or  ones,  that  will  give  you  the  most  beautiful  garden 
for  the  least  cost. 

The  Big-Three  Nutrients.  The  three  most  important  basic 
nutrients  are  nitrogen,  phosphorus,  and  potassium.  There 
should  also  be  included  small  quantities  of  trace  elements, 
such  as  iron,  boron,  copper,  manganese,  and  others.  They  are 
present  in  some  soils,  but  not  in  all.  Their  function  is  to  trig- 
ger chemical  reactions  that  are  necessary  for  healthy  growth. 

You  have  to  replenish  the  plant  food  supply  from  time  to 
time  because  it  gets  used  up.  The  plant  uses  some  of  it.  Some 
of  it  is  washed  down  through  the  soil  and  is  unavailable  to 
the  plant.  And  some  of  the  elements  combine  with  others  in 
such  a  way  that  the  plant  cannot  use  them. 

Nitrogen,  the  growth  element,  stimulates  the  production  of 
rich,  green  leaves  that  are  so  necessary  for  health  and  a  good 


appearance.  A  plant  in  need  of  nitrogen  has  light  green  to 
yellowish  foliage  and  looks  sickly. 

Phosphorus  is  necessary  for  the  production  of  flowers  and  | 
it  encourages  good  root  growth,  too. 

Potassium,  the  quality  regulator,  promotes  strong,  robust 
growth.  If  your  plants  have  weak  stems  and  they  flower  poor-| 
ly,  there  is  a  potassium  deficiency  in  the  soil. 
Types  of  fertilizer  available.  There  are  three  types  of| 
fertilizer  on  the  market:  dry,  instantly  soluble,  and  liquid. 
Dry  fertilizer  is  applied  in  its  natural  state.  Its  nutrients  are' 
released  at  varying  rates  by  dissolving  or  weathering.  Most 
fertilizer  companies  are  now  introducing  products  with  slow- 
release  elements  that  feed  out  slowly  over  an  entire  growing  I 
season.  Instantly  soluble  fertilizer  is  a  dry  powder  that  dis-l 
solves  immediately  in  water.  The  liquids  are  ready  to  mix  in 
water:  Both  are  directly  available  to  the  plant  when  poured 
on  the  soil  or  sprayed  on  the  foliage.  These  have  been  popular  I 
for  use  on  house  plants,  but  are  enjoying  increased  favor  for 
large-scale  outdoor  purposes  now  that  they  are  available  in j 
various  sizes  up  to  50-pound  bags  or  gallon  bottles. 
Fertilizer  formulas  are  indicated  by  three  numbers  on  th< 
bag  or  bottle.  The  numbers  indicate,  in  order,  nitrogen,  phc 
phorus,  potassium,  and  the  percentage  of  each  in  the  mi 
ture.  If  a  soil  test  shows  your  soil  to  be  rich  in  nitrogen  but 
low  in  phosphorus  and  potassium,  you  should  use  a  mixturel 
with  a  formula  such  as  0-20-10.  If  your  soil  is  high  in  potas-i 
sium,  a  formula  of  10-20-0  may  be  in  order.  You  can  run  your| 
own  tests  with  an  inexpensive  soil  test  kit,  or  consult  yoi 
county  agricultural  agent. 
How  to  fertilize.  Feed  as  directed  on  the  label— never  mon 
than  is  recommended.  Smaller  feedings  at  regular  interval 
are  better  than  one  big  dose  for  the  year.

If  you  like  the  way  your  evergreens  look, 
leave  them  alone.  If  you  think  their  appear- 
ance can  be  improved,  or  if  you  wish  to  re- 
duce their  size,  now  is  the  time.

If  your  evergreens  have  outgrown  tr 
space,  and  you  wish  to  cut  them  back  b 
smaller  size,  work  cautiously.  Better  still,  ; 
an  experienced  gardener  or  nurseryman  to 
the  job.  Valuable  evergreens  are  often 
stroyed  by  too-vigorous  surgery,  so  avoid 
cuts  by  pruning  lightly  each  year.

To  make  growth  more  compact,  cut  back  can- 
dles about  one-half.  If  you  must  trim  back  into 
year-old  wood,  cut  back  to  a  lateral  branch.

Although  man  has  been  pestered  by  motion 
sickness  for  as  long  as  he  has  roamed  the 
planet,  only  recently  have  scientists  been 
able  to  determine  how  common  the  malady 
is.  The  picture  looks  something  like  this: 

►  About  40  per  cent  of  all  passengers  on  a 
ship  that  suddenly  encounters  rough  weather 
will  get  sick  enough  to  vomit. 

►  Approximately  one  out  of  every  four  occu- 
pants of  an  airplane  buffeted  by  turbulence 
will  be  similarly  affected. 

►  The  toll  among  users  of  ground  transporta- 
tion—train, bus,  or  automobile — will  be 
three  or  four  sick  adults  in  a  hundred,  with  a 
somewhat  higher  rate  among  children. 

Far  more  significant  than  averages, 
however,  are  specific  circumstances.  Invasion 
forces  bobbing  toward  World  War  II  beaches 
typically  included  landing  craft  in  which  vir- 
tually every  man  was  seasick.  On  the  other 
hand,  when  the  weather  cooperates,  pres- 
surized jets  and  large  ocean  liners  may  have 
no  distressed  passengers  at  all. 

As  each  person  ponders  his  own  situation, 
there  are  various  factors  to  weigh.  To  begin 
with,  the  members  of  two  large  age  groups  are 
normally  immune— infants  under  two  and 
the  elderly  (the  very  people  often  left  at 
home).  A  small  and  delicate  chamber  in  the 
ear,  an  intricate  balancing  apparatus  where 
motion  sickness  usually  begins,  apparently 
accounts  for  their  protection.  In  infants,  this 
mechanism  has  not  fully  developed;  in  the 
aged,  it  has  lost  its  sensitivity.  (Deafness 
that  impairs  this  tiny  inner  chamber  also  ends 
the  threat  of  motion  sickness.)  Incidence 
noted  among  all  other  age  groups  seems  high- 
est in  children  over  two  years  old,  next  high- 
est in  young  adults.  A  sharp  drop  in  vulner- 
ability is  likely  at  the  onset  of  middle  age, 
with  a  slower  decline  thereafter. 

Women  seem  more  susceptible  than 
men,  especially  when  riding  in  airplanes. 
Scientists  are  not  sure  why.  Overweight  per- 
sons of  whichever  sex  may  tend  toward  a 
higher  incidence,  too,  though  evidence  is  still 
rather  skimpy.  Nervous  strain,  fear,  or 
anxiety  may  also  contribute  to  the  problem. 

Fortunately,  the  more  we  travel,  the 
stronger  our  resistance  becomes.  Our  bodies 
seem  to  learn  to  adjust— though  exceptions 
are  numerous.  Superimposed  on  all  rules-of- 
thumb  are  individual  characteristics,  none  of 
them  well  understood,  that  make  a  few  peo- 
ple highly  susceptible  (just  the  thought  of  mo- 
tion sometimes  does  the  trick)  and  other  peo- 
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pie  practically  immune.   Lord  Nelson,  ( 
famed     British     admiral,     was     constantl 
plagued  by  seasickness. 

What  tactics  can  help  minimize  t 
risk?  First,  start  your  trip  well  rested.  Yi 
stomach  should  be  neither  growling  wit 
hunger  nor  bloated  from  overindulgenc* 
Ideally,  you've  selected  a  large  ship  or  ail 
plane  in  preference  to  a  smaller  one;  stabilit 
depends  partly  on  size.  But  regardless  of  you 
mode  of  transportation,  and  whatever  th 
vehicle's  size,  stick  close  to  its  center  c 
gravity,  where  the  back-and-forth,  up-anc 
down,  nauseating  movements  are  alwayj 
least  noticeable.  This  means  the  front  seat  i 
an  automobile,  amidships  aboard  any  boat 
approximately  over  the  wings  of  an  airplaru 
and  close  to  the  center  of  a  bus  or  train  caij 
Avoid,  if  you  can,  all  unpleasant  odors,  lou 
noise,  and  poor  ventilation.  If  you  start  tj 
feel  woozy,  lie  down  or  lay  your  head  bad) 

Reading  in  a  car  is  unwise.  Inevitabl 
bumps  in  the  road  jar  the  page,  images  ten 
to  blur,  and  blurred  vision  stimulates  sick 
ness.  Instead,  keep  your  eyes  on  the  scener 
—not  the  landscape  whizzing  dizzily  by  jus 
outside  your  window,  but  something  mor 
stable  in  the  distance. 

What  about  pills,  the  newest  weapon 
Since  the  end  of  the  war,  a  number  of  con- 
pounds  have  proved  highly  effective  an 
harmless.  Most  are  designed  as  preventiv 
measures  to  be  taken  before  a  trip;  other 
create  a  therapeutic  action  that  eases  existin 
distress;  a  few  seem  to  handle  both  jobs 

Many  such  pills  are  sold  over-the-count€ 
without  a  doctor's  prescription.  You  can  bu 
them,  perfectly  legally,  in  a  drug  store  c 
terminal  building.  Nevertheless,  they  shoul 
not  be  gulped  down  like  so  many  cashc 
nuts,  nor  should  you  buy  them  indiscriminate 
ly .  Motion  pills  are  not  all  the  same.  Some  ac 
quickly  while  others  take  time.  The  length  ( 
their  protection  varies.  A  few  seem  bettt 
against  one  type  of  motion  than  against  a 
other  types.  Many  include  a  mild  sedativ 
incompatible  with  driving.  Sometimes,  i 
special  circumstances,  they  can  lead  to  sid 
effects.  Your  physician  is  fully  aware  of  thes 
matters  and  also  knows  your  family's  state  ( 
health.  His  advice  is  the  best  available  whe 
you're  choosing  a  drug  for  motion  sickness 
For  travelers  who  find  no  solace  in  these  ta< 
tics— and  of  course  such  people  exist— thei 
at  least  is  the  minor  consolation  that  whe 
motion  stops,  motion  sickness  ends.

Cover  with  3-inch-deep 
layer  of  concrete,  apply  rein- 
forcing rods  or  wires  and  top 
with  another  3-inch  layer  of 
concrete.  Give  a  smooth  trowel 
finish.  Cure  concrete  slowly  by 
covering  with  plastic  sheeting 
or  by  misting  with  garden  hose 
several  times  daily.  Fill  and 
drain  pool  every  three  days  for 
two  weeks  to  make  the  water 
safe  for  fish  and  plants. 
How  to  landscape.  Use  aquat- 
ic plants  to  both  soften  and 
beautify  your  pool.  Set  water 
lilies  in  12-inch-deep  boxes  that 
hold  about  a  cubic  foot  of  soil  — 
have  the  top  of  box  within  8  to 
12  inches  of  water  surface.  Keep 
soil  in  place  by  covering  with  an 
inch  of  sand.  Bog  plants,  such 
as  papyrus,  are  planted  in 
pockets  of  soil  around  edge  of 
pool  with  3  to  4  inches  of  wa- 
ter over  their  roots.  Enhance 
shallower  pools  with  potted  bog 
or  floating  plants,.  If  fish  are  in- 
cluded, place  oxygenating 
plants  in  4-inch  pots  and  set 
them  on  the  bottom  of  the  pool.

Water  flowers  well  during  dry  periods  anf 
mulch  to  reduce  moisture  loss  and  to  discourage  weeds.

All  through  it  are  the  qualities  that 
make  some  two-story  houses  stand  above 
the  rest— a  practical  floor  plan,  careful 
workmanship,  easy-to-care-for  mate- 
rials, and  simple,  traditional  details.

As  you  shop  through  a  house — no  matter  whai  its  style— you  should  be  check- 
ing its  basic  features  carefully.  Below,  we've  listed  some  of  these  guideposts 
to  quality,  using  this  month's  Editors'  Choice  house  to  illustrate  each  point. 
Exterior.  Every  house  should  add  to  the  general  appearance  of  its  neighbor- 
hood. The  best  exteriors  usually  are  a  blend  of  simple  architecture  and  pleas- 
ing colors.  For  instance,  the  front  of  this  excellent  two-story  (above)  has  a 
solid,  traditional  air  that  comes  with  fieldstone  facing,  wood  siding,  shuttered 
windows,  and  subdued  colors.  Above  the  entry,  an  8-foot  roof  extension  pro- 
vides year-round  protection;  double  doors  help  make  the  entry  area  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  exterior. 

Outdoors.  Besides  good  design,  your  new  house  should  have  sensible  links 
with  the  outdoors — especially  in  the  back  (opposite).  Here  both  ends  of  the 
32x54-foot  house  are  open  to  the  yard:  at  this  end,  sliding  glass  panels  lead  to 
the  family  room;  beyond,  another  set  of  glass  doors  does  the  same  job  for  the 
dining  room.  Besides  giving  these  rooms  more  light— and  a  better  view— the 
doors  eliminate  through-the-kitchen  traffic. 

Floor  plan.  You  should  always  look  for  a  floor  plan  that  gets  you  around 
quickly,  yet  separates  family  activities. 

In  this  two-story  plan,  there  are  three  distinct  zones,  all  easily  reached  from 
the  6x8-foot  entry:  at  left  are  the  stairs  to  the  second-floor  bedrooms;  straight 
ahead,  a  hall  leads  directly  to  the  family  room,  laundry,  and  kitchen  areas;  at 
right  is  the  living  room.  All  this  means  less  traffic  through  the  living  room, 
fewer  before-supper  jams  in  the  kitchen.  With  the  family  room  by  itself  in 
back,  the  living  room  stays  quiet,  even  with  younger  guests  in  the  house. 
Good  zoning  also  keeps  most  of  the  daytime  commotion  in  the  dining-kitchen- 
laundry  section  of  the  house. 

Good  storage  is  basic.  This  plan  includes  paired  entry  closets,  ample  bed- 
room closets,  central  linen  storage,  and  an  outside-opening  nook.

There  are  three  good  reasons  for  the  popularity  of  the  hi, 
organ:  the  versatility  of  its  sound,  ease  and  speed  in  lei 
to  play  (comparatively,  that  is,  with  more  difficult  instruments 
and  the  enjoyment  it  provides  for  the  whole  family. 


What  it  will  cost?  The  least  expensive  models  start  at  $500  and 
go  up  to  $5000  or  so.  But  for  something  in  the  area  of  $1( 
to  $2000,  you'll  possess  a  fine-quality  home  organ. 
Important  facts  to  know:  Determine  whether  or  not  a  guarantee 
offered  with  all  the  organs  you  investigate.  Most  guarante 
range  from  one  to  five  years.  See  exactly  what  the  manufacJ 
turer  is  offering     usually  a  comprehensive  warranty  ^H 
covers  all  parts  of  the  instrument  (with  no  exceptions 
small  type).  Find  out,  too,  the  cost  of  replacing  parts. 

Rely  on  the  reputation  and  background  of  the  manufac- 
turer. The  well-known  brands  are  dependable  and  the  com- 
panies are  sure  to  stand  behind  their  products.  Don't  buy  ar 
"unknown."   It's  difficult  to  get  replacement  parts— thej  I 
might  have  to  be  made-to-order  at  high  cost— and  it  may  bt  I 
hard  to  find  servicemen  familiar  with  your  new  acquisition  | 
When  you  get  it  home.  Because  organs  are  lighter  by  far  thar 
the  same  size  in  a  spinet  piano— they're  meant  to  be  moved 
and  take  quite  readily  to  different  locations. 

Also  remember  that  extreme  heat  or  extreme  cold  r 
damage  the  finish  of  your  instrument— particularly  if  th( 
changes  of  temperature  are  sudden.  Excessive  changes  in  hu 
midity  may  affect  the  moisture  content  of  the  wood  casi  | 
parts  almost  instantly,  even  though  they're  carefully  coatee 
with  lacquer.  This  can  result  in  swelling  and  shrinking  of  thi 
wooden  parts.  Unfortunately,  this  kind  of  damage  isn't  cov 
ered  by  any  guarantee.  So  watch  your  thermostat  durinj 
the  winter,  and  place  your  organ  in  a  cool  part  of  the  roon 
during  the  heat  of  summer.  Give  any  heat,  steam,  or  ho 
water  registers  a  wide  berth. 

How  to  keep  it  in  top  playing  condition.  A  good  many  organs  nev 
need  tuning.  But  whether  yours  needs  tuning  or  not — have  i 
looked  over  every  twelve  months. 

Preserving  the  finish  is  a  matter  of  simple  dusting  an( 
waxing.  Dust  the  organ  with  a  very  soft,  clean  cloth  and  oc 
casionally  apply  a  thin,  even  coat  of  good  quality  liqi 
wax  to  protect  and  retain  the  original  beauty. 

Do  not  use  oiled  or  treated  dust  cloths.  Oil  will  cause  ha 
ing  and  clouding,  and  has  a  tendency  to  collect  dust. 

To  clean  the  keys  and  stop  tabs,  slightly  moisten  a  sof 
cheesecloth  (lint  free)  with  water  and  gently  rub  them  fron 
back  to  front.  Never  cross  the  keys,  because  that  will  darkei 
the  sides.  If  plain  water  fails  in  the  cleaning  job,  add  a  lim 
ited  amount  of  mild  soap.  This  procedure  can  be  used  01 
both  the  black  and  white  keys.  Rub  very  gently,  and  drj 
with  a  soft  cheesecloth.  Keys  of  organs  (as  well  as  pianos 
are  made  of  plastic  now— so  there's  no  yellowing. 

For  fabric  parts,  under  the  keyboard  and  along  the  back 
use  a  vacuum  cleaner  with  a  drapery  attachment. 

Should  your  pedals  get  dirty  from  use,  clean  them  firs 
with  benzine  and  then  apply  a  good  coat  of  liquid  wax. 

Don't  play  amateur  doctor  to  your  organ.  You'll  find  it  a 
dangerous  as  practicing  medicine  without  a  license!  A  simpl 
adjustment  by  you  may  easily  turn  into  a  major  repair  job 
When  your  organ  needs  service  or  isn't  functioning  correctly!

You  can  probably  keep  the  plant  in  tr 
redwood  tub  for  two  years  providing  you  water  it  thor 
once  each  week  and  fertilize  once  each  month.  Liquii 
foods  seem  to  work  the  best.  If  the  plant  is  kept  health 
growing  rapidly,  no  staking  will  be  necessary,  but  keil 
mind  that  the  main  trunk  is  exceedingly  brittle  and  c£| 
broken  quite  easily.  Pull  off  the  lower  leaves  as  they  fadil 
turn  yellow.

My  husband  and  I  planted  16  azaleas  in  a  mixture  of  peal  nun 
and  redwood  shavings  and  hare  since  been  told  that  the  redtoot 
will  rot  the  azaleas.  Is  this  true?

Pure  nonsense!  Many  growers  are  handling  azaleas,  cai 
lias,  and  rhododendrons  in  soil  mixes  that  run  very  heavy 
redwood.  The  main  thing  is  to  be  sure  the  mix  drains  uel 
The  next  thing  is  to  see  that  nutrients  are  supplied.  Feed  th 
plants  lightly  once  each  month  during  the  summer  growin 
season  with  one  of  the  acid  plant  foods. 

Some  people  tell  me  that  morning  hours  are  best  for  lawn  w.-oto 
ing,  while  others  advise  evening  hours.  Is  there  a  preferred  tinu 

P.R.E.,  El  Monte,  Cah 
Usually  the  morning  hours  are  best  for  watering  lawns  i 
cool,  coastal  areas,  while  evenings  are  best  for  hotter  inlan 
spots.  There  is  obviously  less  loss  of  water  by  evaporatio 
from  evening  watering  in  the  warmer  regions  (and  El  Mont 
certainly  qualifies)  than  when  it  is  applied  in  midday.  An 
water  pressure  is  usually  higher  at  night.  The  main  thing  i 
to  water  deeply  so  plant  roots  will  go  down  to  their  full  dept 
and  be  less  dependent  upon  constant  watering. 


What  causes  tuberous  begonias  to  drop  their  flower  buds? 

P.S.,  Walla  Walla,  Washingi 

The  causes  for  bud-drop  include  overwatering,  inadeq 
light,  lack  of  air  circulation,  or  a  combination  of  all  i 
Tuberous  begonias  need  good  circulation  of  fresh  air— this 
why  they  normally  fail  as  house  plants.  If  the  center  bud 
drop  before  they  open,  it's  usually  a  sign  that  the  soil  is  to 
moist.  Correct  by  using  less  organic  matter  in  the  soil. 

If  your  plants  become  tall  and  spindly,  and  have  largi 
leaves  and  few  flowers,  this  is  usually  a  sign  that  they  are  no 
getting  enough  light.  Remedy  this  by  moving  them  to  a  spo 
where  the  light  is  brighter.  A  coarse  mulch  of  fir  or  redwoo 
shavings  helps  conserve  soil  moisture. 


J  have  a  5-inch-tall  pomegranate  seedling  that  is  doing  nicely  i 
my  apartment.  How  long  can  I  keep  it  in  a  pot  before  it  n 
be  moved  outdoors?  L.W.,  San  Lorenzo,  C aliform 

You're  dealing  with  a  man-sized  shrubby  tree.  I've  see> 
them  grow  to  a  height  of  15  feet  in  commercial  plant 
around  Porterville  and  other  inland  valley  spots.  However 
yours  can  be  trained  as  a  shrub  or  small  tree  and  it  can  b|l 
kept  down  to  6  to  10  feet  high  with  proper  training. 

My  hunch  would  be  that  your  plant  will  be  ready  to  go  int 
a  gallon  can  next  year,  and  the  following  year  you  can  plan 
it  in  the  open  ground  in  a  warm  spot.  In  10  years,  it  coul 
easily  be  10  feet  tall.  Fruit  can  be  expected  in  about  the  fifti 
year.  I  doubt  that  you  will  be  able  to  enjoy  ripe  fruit  sincj 
the  pomegranate  needs  heat  to  develop  and  you  live  so  rlos 
to  the  cooling  breezes  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  This  small  tre 
is  well  worth  growing,  for  its  waxy  red  flowers  are  ver 
showy,  as  are  the  beautiful  fruits  each  July.  Curiously,  t 
tree  has  unusually  high  alkali  tolerance.  I  know  of  only 
variety— it's  called  Wonderful— and  undoubtedly  your 
ling  is  a  descendant  from  this  one.

FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 


SHOULD  YOU  TAKE  YOUR 
LIFE  INSURANCE  DIVIDENDS 
IN  CASH? 


Not  unless  you  really  need  the  money.  True,  by  taking  the 
cash  or  applying  it  against  your  next  premium  you  can  greatly 
reduce  the  immediate  cost  of  your  life  insurance.  But  you'll  do 
much  better  in  the  long  run  to  let  your  dividends  pile  up  at 
compound  interest  with  the  insurance  company  or  to  reinvest 
them  directly  in  paid-up  additions  to  your  policy. 

Say  you  hold  a  $10,000  ordinary  life  policy  issued  on  a  "par- 
ticipating" basis— the  kind  of  policy  that  returns  the  unused 
portion  of  your  premium  to  you  at  the  end  of  each  policy  year. 
(These  tax-free  refunds,  called  "dividends,"  are  not  guaran- 
teed, but  you  can  generally  count  on  them  these  days.)  If  is- 
sued at  age  30  at  a  typical  annual  premium  of  $207,  your  policy 
would  accumulate  a  dividend  deposit  of  about  $400  at  current 
dividend  and  interest  rates  (3.75  per  cent  to  4  per  cent)  at  the 
end  of  the  first  10  years. 

After  27  years,  when  you  are  57  and  have  paid  altogether 
$5,589  in  premiums,  the  dividend  accumulation  will  have 
grown  enough  to  pay  up  your  policy.  As  of  that  moment,  you 
would  pay  no  more  premiums,  but  you  could  still  expect  to  get 
annual  dividends.  If  you  then  continue  to  leave  these  dividends 
on  deposit,  your  policy  will  mature  when  you  are  65,  at  which 
time  you  collect  its  full  face  value  of  $10,000.  (If  you  took  your 
dividends  in  cash,  your  policy  would  not  mature  until  you 
reach  age  100.) 

In  the  meanwhile,  the  dividends  and  interest  are  always 
available  for  withdrawal  and  would  be  added  to  the  policy's 
benefit  in  case  of  your  death. 

(A  similar  $10,000  policy,  issued  at  age  40  for  an  annual 
premium  of  $285,  would  show  a  dividend  accumulation  of 
about  $600  in  10  years,  be  paid  up  in  25  years  on  a  premium 
total  of  $7,125,  and  would  have  a  total  cash  value  of  about 
$7,500  at  that  time.  It  would  mature  in  30  years  at  age  70.) 

Paid-up  additions  work  a  little  differently,  but  you  also 
come  out  ahead.  Each  year's  tax-free  dividend  is  automatically 
used  to  buy  an  additional,  fully  paid  unit  of  straight  life  in- 
surance. Since  the  unit's  cash  value  at  the  time  of  purchase  is 
about  the  same  as  the  amount  of  the  dividend  used  to  buy  it, 
you're  not  out  any  money  while  providing  additional  protec- 
tion for  your  family— usually  about  double  the  amount  of  the 
reinvested  dividend. 

Take  the  typical  policy  issued  at  age  30.  At  current  rates,  it 
will  refund  about  $60  by  the  end  of  the  third  policy  year.  This 
buys  approximately  $130  of  additional  protection,  with  an  im- 
mediate cash  value  of  $60.  After  10  years  and  a  total  of  $400  in 
reinvested  dividends,  the  additional  paid-up  insurance  units 
mount  to  about  $700  in  death  benefits  with  a  cash  surrender 
value  of  about  $400.  You  can  borrow  against  this  value  at  any 
time,  just  as  you  can  borrow  against  the  growing  cash  value 
of  your  basic  policy  itself. 

After  20  years,  when  you  are  50,  you'd  have  an  additional 
$2,500  of  protection,  with  a  cash  value  of  $1,500.  At  age  65, 


your  total  protection  from  the  original  policy  plus  addition* 
will  have  climbed  to  about  $15,000.  You  could  then  cash  in  th< 
whole  policy  for  about  $11,000 — some  $3,700  more  than  yoi 
paid  for  it  in  annual  premiums,  even  though  your  family  hac 
the  benefit  of  protection  ranging  from  $10,000  to  $15,0(K 
throughout  all  these  years. 

(The  policy  issued  at  age  40  shows  a  slower  paid-up  addi 
tions  process  because  insurance  costs  more  as  you  get  older 
Ten  years  of  paid-up  additions  from  dividends  of  about  $50( 
provide  $750  in  additional  death  benefits  while  raising  the  casr 
surrender  value  by  about  $500.  After  25  years  and  $7,133  ir 
premiums,  death  benefits  will  total  about  $14,000  with  a  cai 
surrender  value  of  around  $8,000.) 

You  can  see  from  the  following  chart  that  the  paid-up  ai 
tions  option  provides  greater  death  benefits  while  establishing 
— at  the  same  time — a  cash  reserve  about  equal  to  that  undei 
the  accumulation  plan.

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Paid-up  additions  also  provide  other  advantages: 

1.  You  can  buy  additional  insurance  even  though  you  ma.- 
become  "uninsurable"  for  medical  reasons. 

2.  Death  benefits  and  cash  surrender  values  of  paid-up  addi 
tions  can't  be  touched  by  creditors,  are  safe  even  in  bank 
ruptcy  (unless  the  insurance  was  arranged  in  an  attempt  to  es 
cape  paying  off  your  debts). 

3.  You  may  borrow  against  the  cash  surrender  values  o 
paid-up  additions.  (Under  the  accumulations  option,  you  hav 
to  withdraw  all  or  part  of  the  deposit  in  order  to  make  use  of  it 
and  you  can't  pay  it  back.) 

4.  You  don't  owe  any  income  tax  on  your  additions.  (Th 
annual  interest  paid  on  accumulations,  on  the  other  hand 
must  be  reported  on  your  return.) 

Some  insurance  companies  now  allow  a  fifth  dividend  optioi 
under  which  you  are  entitled  to  purchase  one  year  of  term  in 
surance,  without  medical  examination,  in  the  amount  of  t 
policy's  current  cash  surrender  value.  Because  no  overhead  am 
sales  commission  need  be  included,  this  is  the  lowest  cos 
term  insurance  available.  This  option  comes  in  handy  if  yo 
have  borrowed  your  policy's  cash  value  but  want  to  continu 
insurance  in  the  full  amount.  However,  after  middle  age,  ten- 
insurance  becomes  so  expensive  that  the  dividend  is  no 
enough  to  buy  it  despite  the  low  rate. 

You  are  entitled  to  change  your  option  regarding  dividend 
any  number  of  times  while  your  policy  is  in  force.

nice  tender  steak — in  the  pho- 
tograph it's  sirloin— about  1 
inch  thick.  Slash  the  fat  edges; 
spread  the  steak  rather  thickly 
on  both  sides  with  a  mixture  of 
equal  quantities  soft  butter  or 
margarine  and  dry  mustard  — 
about  2  tablespoons  of  each. 
Broil  over  hot  coals,  a  total  of 
15  minutes,  turning  once.  Salt 
and  pepper  the  steak  and  serve. 
One  of  my  pet  gripes  is  the 
"gourmet"  character  who  in- 
sists on  seasoning  steak  with 
only  salt  and  pepper.  In  my 
opinion,  except  for  rib  steaks, 
T-bone  and  Porterhouse  cuts, 
steak  usually  comes  from  the 
most  tasteless  part  of  a  steer. 

Filets  are  the  most  tender, 
but  also  the  most  flavorless  of 
the  lot,  if  not  doctored  up.  Gar- 
lic, rock  salt,  and  freshly  ground 
pepper  will  do  it.  Or  slip  thin 
slices  of  truffles  into  cuts  in  the 
meat;  while  filets  are  cooking, 
brush  with  a  basting  of  olive  oil, 
a  touch  of  tarragon  vinegar, 
chopped  chives,  salt,  pepper. 

Don't  worry  about  herbs. 
Use  whichever  herb  you  think 
smells  right  as  a  single  accent 
for  what  you  are  preparing.  My 
line-up  includes:  basil,  chervil, 
dill,  fennel,  marjoram,  instant 
onion,  rosemary,  sage,  savory, 
tarragon,  thyme,  and  turmeric. 
Here's  a  starter  if  you  have 
little  confidence  in  your  nose: 

beef— marjoram 

pork — savory 

lamb —rosemary 

poultry — chervil 

fish— fennel 

cheese— sage 

eggs— tarragon 
Of  course,  there  are  blended 
seasonings  in  bottles  and  pack- 
ages to  jazz  up  a  sauce  or  to  add 
flavor  to  meats  and  other  dishes. 
To  name  a  few:  Worcestershire 
sauce,  hot  pepper  sauce,  steak 
sauce,  prepared  mustard,  cat- 
sup, chili  sauce,  barbecue  sauce. 
Then  there's  monosodium  glu- 
tamate — plain  as  well  as  the 
new  garlic,  lemon,  and  smoke- 
flavored.  Also  seasoned  salt, 
flavored  vinegar,  liquid  smoke, 
and  aromatic  bitters.  A  selec- 


tion of  these,  plus  their  discreet 
use  will  help  you  become  a 
seasoning  expert. 

A  stout  beef  bouillon  or  chick- 
en broth  can  become  a  season- 
ing, too.  Canned  beef  broth, 
bouillon  cubes,  and  extracts 
come  in  handy  here.  Dried  on- 
ion-soup mix  is  a  good  base. 

Beer,  wines,  and  spirits  are 
seasonings  of  a  superior  order. 
When  used  properly  in  cooking, 
there  is  no  final  alcoholic  con- 
tent. The  alcohol  evaporates 
and  boils  away  at  a  low  temper- 
ature, leaving  just  water  and 
the  taste  or  aroma. 

Broilers  soaked  in  a  sauterne 
marinade,  then  broiled  over 
charcoal  is  a  dish  to  be  proud  of. 

Broilers  Sauterne:  Mix 
well  1  cup  sauterne,  }  2  cup  olive 
or  salad  oil,  1  medium  onion, 
sliced,  2  tablespoons  crushed 
capers,  2  teaspoons  each  salt 
and  ground  ginger.  Pour  this 
over  a  couple  of  split  broilers 
and  refrigerate  overnight. 
Spoon  sauterne  mixture  over 
chicken  a  few  times. 

Place  the  broilers  on  your 
grill  with  bone  side  down.  Broil 
over  slow  coals,  brushing  chick- 
en often  with  marinade.  When 
well  browned,  about  20  minutes, 
turn  skin  side  down  and  cook 
30  to  35  minutes  longer  or  till 


tender,  brushing  with  mari- 
nade. Tongs,  as  pictured,  are 
best  for  flipping  the  birds  and 
serving.  Heat  remaining  mar- 
inade; pass. 

Try  simmering  corned  beef  in 
beer  till  tender;  then  transfer 
to  a  baking  pan,  cover  with 
brown  sugar,  and  finish  in  a  hot 
oven.  Wonderful  flavor! 

Your  nose,  an  adequately 
stocked  spice  shelf,  and  some 
courage  will  do  the  trick.  But 
don't  overplay  it.  Like  a  good 
referee,  seasoning  shouldn't 
take  over  the  ball  game.  It's 
there  to  make  it  more  enjoy- 
able for  players  and  spectators.

My  soil  is  light  and  well 
drained— if  your  soil  is  heavy 
and  low,  some  drainage  and 
heavier  construction  would 
probably  be  advisable.  If  you 
are  concerned  about  how  the  fire 
will  burn  without  any  bottom 
draft,  forget  it.  Apparently  the

A  tall  casement  window  beside  a  stor- 
age closet  in  this  boy's  room  is  cover- 
ed with  a  hinged  grille  panel.  The 
panel,  with  a  plastic  sheet  backing, 
lets  the  light  through  and  swings 
back  to  permit  easy  opening  of  the 
window  for  ventilation. 

This  type  window  treatment  is 
especially  suited  to  single,  unusually 
shaped  windows. 


When,  for  space  reasons,  a  bed  has  to 
be  placed  in  front  of  a  group  of  win- 
dows, here's  one  way  to  make  them 
the  most  attractive  part  of  the  room. 
Extend  the  window  treatment  from 
wall  to  wall  and  from  floor  to  ceiling, 
to  make  the  room  look  wider.  Then 
to  co-ordinate  the  bed  with  the  win- 
dow treatment,  cover  the  headboard 
with  same  fabric  as  the  draperies. 


Here's  a  group  of  three  casement 
windows:  the  center  window  is  sta- 
tionary, and  the  other  two  open  out 
for  ventilation.

HOW  TO 

CARE  FOR  ELECTRIC 

BLANKETS 


Electric  blankets  need  very  little  attention,  but  the  ri; 
care  is  important.  Read  your  blanket  instruction  booklet  fi 
special  helps  and  precautions  to  follow. 

It's  best  to  launder  electric  blankets,  either  at  home,  or  at 
reliable  commercial  laundry.  Dry-cleaning  fluids  can  h 
wiring.  All  ele.ctrical  parts  are  sealed  and  waterproof,  so 
ahead  and  dunk  it— it's  perfectly  safe! 

Blankets  seldom  need  "tubbing"  but  don't  let  them  get  U. 
soiled  before  washing.  Like  other  fabrics,  your  electrii 
blanket  should  be  washed  before  summer  storage. 
How  to  launder.  First,  read  labels  and  tags  for  each  manu 
facturer's  directions.  Then  consult  your  washer  instructior 
booklet  for  specific  directions.  Wash  an  electric  blanket  th< 
same  as  you  would  any  fine  blanket. 

1.  Disconnect  electric  control  box.  Jot  down  the  length 
width  of  blanket  to  help  you  reshape  it  after  washing.  Mos 
wool  blankets  will  shrink  slightly,  regardless  of  the  price  an< 
laundry  method. 

2.  Shake  blanket  gently  to  remove  lint  and  dust. 

3.  Protect  the  electric  plug.  Turn  edges  of  blanket  ove 
plug  and  stitch  it  down.  Or  tie  a  small  cloth  around  th< 
prongs.  This  keeps  plug  from  marring  washer. 

4.  Pretreat  binding  and  soiled  spots  with  a  mild  soap  o 
detergent.  (Use  the  same  kind  you'll  use  for  laundering. 
With  damp  sponge  or  soft  brush,  rub  mixture  on  soiled  areas 

5.  Before  adding  blanket,  fill  washer  with  warm  or  col 
water.  Add  mild  soap  and  water  conditioner,  detergent,  < 
cold  water  soap.  Agitate  to  dissolve.  Stop  machine.  If  yi 
have  a  front-loading  washer,  consult  washer  instructic 
booklet  for  method  of  adding  blanket. 

6.  Add  blanket — wash  only  one  at  a  time.  For  agitator] 
type  washers  with  variable  speeds,  wash  2  minutes  in  slo1 
wash  action,  and  then  fast  spin  for  three  minutes.  In  convenj 
tional  washers,  squeeze  water  out  by  hand.  Do  not  wring 

7.  Rinse— use  cold  or  warm  water.  Stop  automatic  washe 
when  filled  with  water.  Soak  blanket  4  to  5  minutes,  don\ 
agitate,  then  fast  spin  to  extract  water.  Rinse  twice— adj 
fabric  softener  to  the  last  one  for  extra-soft  fluffiness. 
Machine  dry  only  if  manufacturer  specifies.  Place  4  to 
large  bath  towels  (older  ones)  in  dryer.  Set  control  on  hig 
heat,  preheat  for  5  minutes.  Add  blanket.  Tumble  dry  abou 
10  to  15  minutes.  Remove  damp,  steaming  blanket  froi 
dryer  immediately.  Reshape  to  former  size— pulling  gentl} 
Finish  drying  over  two  clotheslines  covered  with  sheets  c| 
towels  to  prevent  marks  on  blanket.  Do  not  use  clothespins 
If  hung  outside,  keep  blanket  in  shade. 
Finishing  touches.  When  dry,  brush  blanket  gently  in  on 
direction  to  restore  fluffiness.  Press  binding  with  steam  irol 
or  dampen  and  press  with  a  warm  iron. 

Storage.  Fold  neatly;  wiring  is  flexible.  Place  in  zipp( 
blanket  bag,  dust-tight  box  or  carton.  Pack  control  and  win 
separately.  Store  in  cool,  dry,  airy  place. 

Don't  add  mothproofing  agents  unless  recommended  b 
the  manufacturer.  Some  wool  blankets  are  mothproofei 
while  many  are  a  blend  of  fibers  not  attractive  to  moths.

THE  GREAT  LAKES  CIRCLE  DRIVE 


Across  the  Corn  Belt  on  a  humid  midsummer's  night, 
it's  said  you  can  actually  listen  to  corn  grow.  You 
also  hear  the  whine  of  automobile  tires  headed  north, 
because  not  far  away  is  the  lure  of  fragrant  pines, 
sky-blue  lakes,  sunny  days,  and  cool  evenings.  Join 
Better  Homes  &  Gardens  Family  Features  Editor 
Neil  Kuehnl  on  this  drive,  and  see  the  "laughing  wa- 
ters" brave  Hiawatha  swam  at  Minnehaha  Falls; 
visit  a  wilderness  park  where  wolves  still  hunt  down 
moose;  drive  a  new  road  blasted  around  the  largest 
lake  in  the  world;  tour  a  giant  automobile  factory; 
and  relax  on  a  19th-century  island  where  cars  aren't 
even  allowed! 

Exploring  Chicago  (2  to  3  days) 

"Chicago"  once  stood  for  gangland,  vice,  and  a  city  you'd 
do  well  to  avoid.  Today  your  family  discovers  another 
Chicago— progressive  and  highly  educational  in  the  liveliest 
sense  of  that  word.  It's  a  marvelous  place  to  come  for  expe- 
riences you'll  treasure  years  afterward. 

First,  you  can  visit  a  number  of  outstanding  museums— 
and  don't  let  that  stuffy  name  dismay  you,  either.  In  Chi- 
cago's museums  and  similar  buildings,  you'll  "observe"  a 
solar  eclipse,  watch  live  sharks  being  fed,  inspect  a  captured 
German  submarine,  and  attend  on  old  movie  thriller. 

Start  with  "A"— the  Adler  Planetarium  south  of  the 
Loop.  The  astronomical  museum  unfolds  a  fascinating  story — 


in  models  and  telescopic  photographs— of  our  solar  system, 
the  other  stars  in  the  Milky  Way,  and  the  incredibly  distant 
galaxies.  Be  sure  to  attend  the  show  in  the  planetarium  itself, 
a  huge  domed  room  in  which  the  night  sky  is  simulated  with 
astonishing  realism.  (Summer  hours  9:30-9:30  daily,  except 
Monday  till  5;  museum  free;  planetarium  shows  every  2  hours, 
adults  50c,  children  25c.) 

Nearby  is  the  Shedd  Aquarium,  one  of  the  world's  big- 
gest. Fish  and  other  aquatic  life  here  range  from  plain  to 
fancy  to  weird,  and  children  are  always  bountifully  amazed. 
{Summer  hours  9-5  daily;  adults  25c  except  free  Thurs.,  Sat., 
Sun.;  children  free  all  times.)  Then  take  a  pedestrian  tun- 
nel to  the  Chicago  Natural  History  Museum,  sometimes 
called  the  Field  Museum.  You  could  spend  weeks  in  this 
treasure  house,  so  just  choose  among  your  family's  prime 
interests:  prehistoric  man,  dinosaurs,  mummies,  birds  and 
animals  in  lifelike  settings,  precious  gems,  and  many  more. 
(Open  9  daily,  closes  k  to  8  depending  on  day  and  season;  fees 
same  as  Shedd  Aquarium.) 

On  Michigan  Avenue,  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  has  a 
splendid  collection;  the  Impressionist  galleries  are  especially 
fine.  There's  also  a  section  called  the  Children's  Museum, 
designed  with  a  young  audience  in  mind.  And  don't  miss  the 
miniature  rooms  from  French,  English,  and  American  homes 
furnished  in  every  exact,  tiny  detail.  (Daily  10-5  except 
Thursday  to  9:30  and  Sunday  noon-5;  free.) 

Save  the  most  unusual  museum  for  last— and  for  a  fresh 
day.  Drive  south  along  the  lake  shore  to  57th  Street,  to  the 
world-famous  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry,  visited 
by  more  than  3  million  persons  each  year.  You  watch  cheep- 
ing baby  chicks  hatch  by  the  dozen;  descend  a  shaft  to  see 
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coal  dug  from  a  full-size  replica  mine;  tour  the  actual  Nazi 
U-boat  505;  delight  in  a  dolls'  house  fairyland  valued  at 
half  a  million  dollars;  look  into  the  workings  of  electronic 
computing  machines;  see  yourself  on  TV;  and,  in  Micro- 
world  Theater,  watch  the  strange  creatures  in  a  drop  of 
swamp  water  projected  "live"  onto  a  screen.  Along  "Yester- 
day's Main  Street,"  you  walk  on  cobblestones  amid  gaslit 
shops  re-creating  an  early  1900's  era;  an  operating  nickel- 
odeon movie  theater  that  still  costs  a  nickel  is,  naturally, 
part  of  the  scene.  There's  much,  much  more,  so  plan  to  spend 
plenty  of  time.  (Daily  9:30-5:30  in  summer,  Sunday  10-6;  free, 
except  small  admission  to  some  exhibits.) 

Lest  you've  forgotten  by  now,  Chicago  has  an  outdoors, 
too;  be  sure  to  stroll  one  afternoon  along  North  Michigan 
Avenue's  famous  shopping  row.  Then  see  nearby  Lincoln 
Park,  with  its  regular  and  children's  zoos.  Afternoon  feeding 
hours  are  set  so  you  can  watch  nearly  all  the  animals  eat. 
(Monday-Friday  9-5;  weekends  10-6  in  summer;  free.)  At 
Brookfield  Zoo,  14  miles  southwest,  many  animals  live  in 
special  enclosures  without  bars;  there's  also  a  children's  zoo 
and  porpoise  show. 

Be  sure  to  visit  Oldtown,  with  its  fascinating  antique  and 
accessory  shops  along  Wells  Street  near  North  Avenue;  the 
lively  foreign  restaurants  and  night  spots  remind  you  of 
Greenwich  Village  or  San  Francisco.  You  can  also  see  the 
Cubs  and  the  White  Sox  baseball  teams  in  Chicago;  one  or 
the  other  is  usually  at  home. 

Land  of  the  Lakes  (3  to  4  days) 

From  Chicago,  take  new  Interstate  90  through  the  rolling 
hills  of  Wisconsin's  dairyland.  Turn  off  at  the  Madison 
interchange;  you'll  want  to  see  lovely  Lake  Mendota  and 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  an  especially  picturesque  large- 
college  campus.  From  Madison,  US-12  winds  north  into  the 
most-visited  section  of  the  state.  Devils  Lake  state  park, 
near  Baraboo,  is  a  blue  gem  set  amid  sheer  500-foot  bluffs 
that  clearly  reveal  the  effects  of  the  great  ice  ages.  Also  at 
Baraboo  is  the  Circus  World  Museum,  where  the  Ringling 
Brothers  began ;  now  in  summer  you  can  watch  daily  animal 
acts,  hear  a  steam  calliope,  and  see  a  remarkable  miniature 
circus.  (Performances  plus  show  of  unloading  circus  train 
begin  11  and  3  daily;  adults  $1.50,  under  12  50c.) 

At  Wisconsin  Dells,  you  can  easily  spend  a  full  day.  The 
Dells  is  a  15-mile  scenic  stretch  of  the  Wisconsin  River, 
which  long  ago  carved  twisting  channels  through  the  sand- 
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stone.  Well-equipped  observation  boats  cruise  the  river; 
there  are  also  amphibious  "duck"  boat  rides.  (Frequent  daily 
trips  in  summer;  $2  to  $3,  children  about  half  fare.) 

Also  in  the  Dells  area,  the  Indian  ceremonial  dances 
(nightly  at  8:1+5,  late  June  to  Labor  Day;  $1.75,  under  12  75c) 
and  Tommy  Bartlett's  water  ski  show  on  Lake  Del  ton 
(daily  1,  5,  and  8:30,  June  15  to  Labor  Day;  $2.25,  under  12  $1) 
are  worth-while.  Fascinating  to  children  are  superbly  land- 
scaped Storybook  Gardens  with  familiar  nursery  story  char- 
acters and  many  tame  animals  (daily  9  to  dusk;  $1.50,  under 
H  50c),  and  the  stagecoach,  train,  and  river-boat  rides  at 
Fort  Dells  (daily  9-9;  $1 ,  under  12  50c,  plus  rides). 

Now  follow  US-12  and  US-16  to  the  Mississippi  River  at 
La  Crosse;  from  here  to  the  Twin  Cities  on  the  Minnesota 
side  you  enjoy  one  of  America's  most  beautiful  drives. 
You're  right  at  water  level,  and  it's  easy  to  imagine  your- 
selves aboard  a  pleasure  cruiser  speeding  round  each  bend. 
There's  a  splendid  view  of  the  river  valley  from  Sugar  Loaf 
hill  at  Winona';  a  footpath  takes  you  by  easy  stages  to  the 
top.  In  Red  Wing,  you  can  tour  the  nationally  known  Red 
Wing  pottery  plant  (Monday-Friday  10:30  and  2:30;  frt 
closed  the  first  two  weeks  in  July). 

In  the  Twin  Cities,  "summer  vacation"  means  watei 
sports:  fishing,  swimming,  water  skiing,  canoeing,  sail  and 
motor  boating.  Your  family  can  enjoy  these  activities  on 
many  of  the  22  lakes  within  the  Minneapolis  park  system— 
and  almost  that  many  in  the  St.  Paul  area— or  at  fine  subur- 
ban lakes  like  Minnetonka  (west  of  Minneapolis)  or  White 
Bear  (northeast  of  St.  Paul  off  US-61).  And  don't  miss  lovely 
Minnehaha  Falls  in  Minneapolis;  you  can  picnic  at  the  brink. 

In  summer,  the  new  Tyrone  Guthrie  theater  in  Min- 
neapolis presents  live  drama  with  color  and  zest.  At  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  you  can  hear  the  Minneapolis 
Symphony  or  see  student  stage  productions  aboard  the 
Showboat  anchored  in  the  Mississippi  River  (phone  373-2337 
for  reservations;  tickets  $2).  You'll  also  enjoy  watching  the 
Minnesota  Twins  at  Metropolitan  Stadium. 

The  Betty  Crocker  kitchens  of  General  Mills  may  be  seen 
by  reservation  (phone  51*0-2187);  likewise  the  sparkling  Pills- 
bury  kitchens  in  the  new  Pillsbury  Building  downtown 
(Tuesday  afternoons;  call  330-1*726),  and  the  Green  Gian 
kitchens  (335-9  W)  in  the  same  building.  Tours  are  also 
available  at  the  Ford  automobile  assembly  plant  (phone 
699-1321)  and  Hamm's  brewery  (PR  6-1561)  in  St.  Paul. 

Two  seasonal  attractions  are  well  worth  seeing:  the  Min- 
neapolis Aquatennial  water  festival  (this  year  July  17-26), 
and  the  Minnesota  State  Fair,  one  of  the  nation's  biggest 
and  best  (10  days  ending  Labor  Day;  50c,  under  12  free). 

Wilderness  Country  (3  to  4  days) 

Now,  follow  US-61  to  near  Sandstone,  where  the  Evergreen 
Memorial  Highway  (Route  23)  curves  through  a  beautiful 
northern  forest  on  into  Duluth.  You  quickly  appreciate  how 
pure  and  refreshing  the  Lake  Superior  air  is— but  bring 
sweaters  to  this  region  even  in  midsummer! 

Duluth  is  a  thriving  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  port,  as  you'll 
learn  on  a  2-hour  harbor  cruise  past  iron-ore  and  grain 
terminals  aboard  the  S.S.  Flame  (dock  at  foot  of  5th  Avenue 
West;  $2.50,  under  12  $1.25).  A  remarkable  aerial  lift  bridge- 
it  rises  140  feet  to  allow  ocean-going  vessels  to  pass  under- 
neath—may be  seen  from  the  Flame  or  by  car  on  Lake 
Avenue  South,  at  Minnesota  Point.  The  Skyline  Boulevard, 
a  winding  parkway  high  above  the  lake,  offers  a  superb  over- 
view of  the  Duluth-Superior  harbor. 

From  Duluth  to  the  Canadian  border,  you're  on  the  fa- 
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mous  North  Shore  Drive;  white  birches  and  evergreens 
frame  your  vista  of  mighty  Lake  Superior,  one  of  the  largest 
lakes  in  the  world.  Its  shore  is  often  rugged  and  forbid- 
ding, yet  Superior  has  a  majesty  that  inspires  you  like  the 
sea.  Spend  at  least  one  night  in  a  cabin  right  down  on  the 
beach,  where  the  rhythm  of  icy  waves  on  a  rockbound  shore 
creates  its  own  unforgettable  wilderness  spell.  During  the  fall 
—especially  in  early  October— the  colors  of  nature  along  the 
North  Shore  are  particularly  brilliant. 
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At  Two  Harbors,  Van  Hoven  Park  offers  an  excellent 
vantage  point  to  watch  iron-ore  ships  load  at  huge,  mecha- 
nized docks.  Beyond  Two  Harbors,  you  come  upon  many  of 
the  waterfalls  for  which  the  North  country  is  noted  (some 
require  a  short  hike);  Gooseberry,  Baptism,  and  Manitou 
Falls  are  especially  lovely.  And  don't  miss  seeing  Split  Rock 
lighthouse,  the  most  renowned  landmark  on  this  drive. 

The  town  of  Silver  Bay  has  mushroomed  in  recent  years 
because  of  taconite— a  low-grade  iron  ore  which  is  concen- 
trated here  before  shipment  to  steel  mills  down  the  Great 
Lakes.  Near  here  is  Palisade  Head,  350  feet  above  Superior; 
you  reach  this  splendid  lookout  easily  by  car. 

Just  short  of  the  Canadian  border,  stop  at  Grand  Portage 
to  inspect  a  wilderness  stockade  and  blockhouses  rebuilt 
exactly  as  they  were  in  the  days  of  the  voyageur  fur  traders 
before  1800  (free) .  Here  too,  you  can  take  a  3-hour  boat  trip 
to  Isle  Royale  National  Park,  a  primitive  island  in  Lake 
Superior  (boat  reservations:  Sivertson  Bros.,  366  Lake  Avenue 
South,  Duluth;  round  trip  $9.50,  children  half  fare).  This  park 
is  little  developed,  and  for  that  reason,  the  hiking  through 
woods  and  wildflowers  is  magnificent.  Moose  come  down  into 
the  campgrounds  nearly  every  night,  and  23  wolves— counted 
by  aerial  survey— roam  the  hills  at  a  safe  distance  from  the 
scent  of  man.  (For  American-plan  accommodations  at  a  modest 
but  comfortable  park  lodge,  write  Windigo  Inn,  care  of  Grand 
Portage,  Minn.) 

Crossing  into  Ontario  at  Pigeon  River  requires  but  a  few 
moments  and  no  red  tape;  just  be  sure  you  have  your  driver's 
license  and  car  registration.  Re-entering  the  U.S.— assuming 
it's  at  least  48  hours  later— you  are  allowed  to  bring  back 
$100  worth  of  Canadian  goods  per  person  duty  free.  Currency 
exchange  rates  vary,  but  as  this  article  was  written,  the  U.S. 
dollar  was  worth  $1.05  to  $1.09  in  Canadian  money.  You're 
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sure to  get  the  official  rate  at  a  bank;  many  Ontario  stores 
and  gas  stations  also  exchange  dollars  at  roughly  the  pre- 
vailing figure. 

Into  the  Canadian  Lakehead  Ft.  William  and  Port 
Arthur  funnels  the  vast  wheat  harvest  of  the  western  prov- 
inces, making  this  one  of  the  world's  leading  grain  centers; 
the  25  huge  cement  elevators  store  110,000,000  bushels.  In 
the  harbor,  note  the  oddly  formed  peninsula  called  the 
"Sleeping  Giant,"  which  Indian  legend  says  guards  a  silver 
mine  forever  from  the  white  man.  Just  south  of  Ft.  William 
you  can  ride  up  the  Mount  McKay  ski  chairlift  to  a  picnic 
area  and  chalet  (adults  75c,  children  50c,  family  ticket  $2). 
In  Port  Arthur,  stop  at  the  colorful  sunken  garden  at 
Hillcrest  Park  (free).  And  18  miles  west  off  Route  17  roars 
Kakabeka  Falls,  the  "Niagara  of  the  North,"  well  worth  the 
necessary  side  trip  (50c  per  car). 

Now  continue  north  and  east  on  Route  17.  If  you're  ven- 
turesome, take  the  turnoff  to  Ouimet  Canyon  (watch  for 
sign  just  south  of  Dorion).  Six  miles  of  rough  but  passable 
road  lead  up  through  a  stately  birch  forest  to  the  top  of  an 
astonishing  sheer-walled  black  chasm.  In  the  U.S.  this  would 
be  a  major  tourist  attraction,  but  here  it's  little-known. 

East  of  Nipigon,  you  enter  Canada's  new  Superior  Circle 
Route,  blasted  in  some  spots  through  solid  rock.  The  terrain 
becomes  almost  mountainous,  and  the  lake  viewpoints  are 
simply  spectacular.  Beyond  Marathon,  the  excellent  road 
heads  "inland"  through  a  nearly  untouched  region  peppered 
with  lakes  and  streams  with  names  like  Rabbit  Blanket, 
Dead  Horse,  Cigar,  Old  Woman,  Noisy,  and  Fungus.  At 
Wawa  a  large  Canada  goose  commemorates  the  last  link  of 
the  new  highway,  opened  in  1960.  You'll  probably  call  the 
final  stretch,  through  Lake  Superior  Provincial  Park,  pret- 
tiest of  all ;  keen -eyed  scouts  may  even  spy  moose  here. 

Michigan  Vacationland  (3  to  4  days) 

Sault  Ste.  Marie— the  famous  "Soo"— is  the  name  of  two 
cities,  in  Ontario  and  in  Michigan.  Between  them,  the  Soo 
Locks  on  the  St.  Mary's  River  pass  ships  to  and  from  Lakes 
Superior  and  Huron.  More  tonnage  moves  by  this  spot  than 
through  the  Suez  and  Panama  caials  combined.  You  can 
watch  ore  and  grain  vessels  lifted  or  lowered  21  feet  in  the 
Mac  Arthur  Lock  on  the  American  side  (free),  or  take  a  2-hour 
boat  trip  right  through  the  locks  ($2.50,  6-12  $1,  under  6  free). 

A  new  international  bridge  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  (toll  $1 .25) 
has  replaced  the  ferries  and  eliminated  a  sometimes  exas- 
perating wait.  Another  boon  to  travelers  is  Interstate  75, 
which  takes  you  quickly  down  to  St.  Ignace,  ferry  terminal  to 
Mackinac  Island.  (Round-trip  fare  to  the  island,  $1.65  per 
person  plus  $1  parking  at  St.  Ignace.) 

No  automobiles  are  permitted  on  Mackinac;  you  ride 
round  the  island  in  a  "surrey  with  the  fringe  on  top,"  or 
rent  a  bike  or  saddle  horse,  or  even  take  out  a  "U-drive" 
horse  and  carriage.  Each  summer,  Mackinac  brings  to  life 
again  the  leisurely  holiday  spirit  of  60  or  70  years  ago,  in 
gay  shops  and  old-time  restaurants  and  hotels.  The  Grand 
Hotel,  with  its  splendid  pillared  veranda,  recalls  an  elegant 
age  indeed.  Old  Fort  Mackinac  (daily  9-5;  50c,  children  25c) 
demonstrates  in  many  frontier  rooms  the  army  life  of  the 
1800s;  you  can  have  lunch  on  the  terrace  and  survey  the 
bustling  harbor.  And  don't  leave  the  island  without  some  fa- 
mous Mackinac  fudge.  (Note:  The  island,  fort,  and  straits 
are  pronounced  "Mackinaw.") 

A  remarkable  engineering  feat  of  modern  times  is  the  5- 
mile-long  suspension-type  bridge  across  the  Straits  of 
Mackinac  (toll  $3.75  per  car);  at  night,  its  strings  of  twin- 
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kling  lights  may  be  seen  for  many  miles. 

Now  follow  US-31  down  the  scenic  Lake  Michigan  shore 
to  Petoskey,  which  in  summer  boasts  many  fine  Eastern 

clothing  and  specialty  shops. 
About  5  miles  north  of  Char- 
levoix, watch  for  signs  to  Big 
Rock  Point  nuclear  power 
plant;  the  fascinating  visi- 
tors' center  (free)  has  exhib- 
its and  a  movie  explaining 
how  this  plant  converts  the 
energy  of  fissioning  uranium 
into  electricity.  At  Traverse 
City,  you  enter  west  Michi- 
gan's famed  fruit  belt:  cher- 
ries, pears,  apples,  peaches, 
plums,  and  other  superb  fruits 
are  available,  in  season,  from 
here  south. 

The  National  Music  Camp 
at  Interlochen  offers  mem- 
orable entertainment  from 
late  June  through  mid-Au- 
gust: high  school  and  college 
students  present  colorful  dra- 
matic productions  and  con- 
certs in  this  imaginative  sum- 
mer campus  in  the  North 
Woods  ($1 .25,  children50c) .  At 
Ludington  —  terminal  for 
Lake  Michigan  passenger  and 
auto  ferries— stop  to  see  the  hilltop  cross  (lighted  at  night) 
dedicated  to  Father  Marquette.  The  Silver  Lake  district  has 
wonderful  white-sand  beaches;  here  you  can  ride  a  "dunes 
scooter,"  a  specially  built  car  that  effortlessly  climbs  the 
sand  hills  and  zooms  down  the  other  side  ($1.50,  children  $1). 
The  city  of  Holland  is  known  both  for  its  tulips  and  bulbs, 
and  for  its  Old  World  customs.  Just  north  off  US-31  is  Dutch 
Village  with  bright  gardens  and  outdoor  working  models  of 
windmills  and  water  wheels  (free),  plus  nearby  shops  selling 
Dutch  cheeses  and  chocolates.  In  town,  the  Little  Nether- 
lands Museum  shows  you  many  of  the  customs  and  handwork 
of  Holland  (daily  except  Sunday,  9-5;  75c  for  both,  children 
free).  At  the  Wooden  Shoe  Factory  (free),  you  watch  crafts- 
men turn  a  rough  block  of  wood  into  a  finished  pair  of 
klompen. 

Saugatuck  is  a  well-known  artists'  colony;  dune  rides  are 
also  available  near  here.  Two  fine  beach  parks  are  Warren 
Dunes  (60c  per  car)  and  Indiana  Dunes  (35c  per  car  plus  20c 
a  person).  At  the  latter,  you  can  hike  through  sand  hills  and 
beautiful  forest  land.  Close  by,  at  Gary,  steel  mills  belch 
smoke  and  fire  into  the  sky  day  and  night;  this  city,  founded 
in  1905  on  a  deserted  stretch  of  beach,  is  now  one  of  the  in- 
dustrial hubs  of  the  world. 

The  Motor  City  (2  to  3  days) 

At  Holland,  Michigan,  you  may  choose  a  side  trip  to  De- 
troit via  Route  21  and  Interstate  96  (returning  to  Lake  Mich- 
igan on  another  4-lane  freeway,  Interstate  94).  The  driving 
time  is  surprisingly  brief,  and  the  rewards  are  great. 

Reserve  an  entire  day  for  two  fabulous  attractions  in  Dear- 
born: the  Henry  Ford  Museum  and  Greenfield  Village 
adjacent  to  it  (9-5  daily,  to  6:30  in  summer;  $1 .25,  children  50c 
for  museum;  same  rates  at  village).  Wear  comfortable  shoes, 
because  you'll  do  plenty  of  walking.  The  Ford  Museum  con- 
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tains  an  enormous  collection  of  hand  tools  and  machinery 
from  every  period  in  American  history-  from  hand  plows  to 
airplanes,  and  from  telegraphs  to  television.  The  collection  of 
U.S.  and  foreign  automobiles  is,  as  you  might  expect,  a  high 
light  of  the  exhibition. 

Greenfield  Village,  built  on  spacious  grounds  much  like  a 
college  campus,  brings  American  history  to  life  through 
nearly  100  buildings:  historic  homes,  shops,  schools,  factories, 
stores,  and  laboratories.  Actual  rooms  and  equipment  used 
by  Ford,  Edison,  Burbank,  the  Wright  brothers,  and  many 
others  have  been  transported  and  rebuilt  here. 

It's  easy  and  fun  to  tour  an  automobile  factory  in  the 
Detroit  area.  Major  plants  include  Ford  (River  Rouge), 
Chrysler  (East  Jefferson  Ave.),  Dodge  (Hamtramck),  Ply- 
mouth (near  Dodge),  Cadillac  (just  northwest  of  downtown), 
Corvair  (Willow  Run,  near  Ypsilanti),  and  Pontiac  (city  of 
Pontiac).  For  details,  call  "Tour  Information"  at  the  plant 
you  wish  to  visit.  (All  tours  Monday-Friday  only;  free;  closed 
during  model  changeover  period.) 

The  General  Motors  Technical  Center  offers  free  sta- 
tion-wagon tours  of  its  grounds,  which  are  among  the  most 
modern  and  colorful  you'll  find  in  America;  your  guide  ex- 
plains the  nature  of  the  research  conducted  in  each  building. 
Another  attraction  of  former  years— the  Ford  Rotunda— 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  However,  the  new  Ford  "home  office" 
on  American  Road  in  Dearborn  is  the  starting  point  for  free 
tours  of  the  Rouge  plant  and  other  company  facilities. 

Detroit  has  a  fine  zoo  (daily  10-5,  Sundays  9-6;  parking 
50c,  small  charge  for  animal  shows).  On  Belle  Isle,  in  the 
Detroit  River,  there's  a  children's  zoo  (10c)  and  an  elephant 
house,  plus  an  excellent  aquarium.  Nearby  is  Dossin  Great 
Lakes  Marine  Museum  and  its  model  ships,  including  some 
you  operate  yourself.  Also  on  Belle  Isle,  you  can  rent  a  canoe 
and  navigate  a  chain  of  little  lakes  and  streams. 

The  Detroit  Historical  Museum  has  a  reconstructed 
street  of  Old  Detroit,  a  huge  model  railroad,  and  many  other 
exhibits  (daily  except  Monday,  1-10,  Saturday  9-6;  free).  The 
Detroit  Art  Institute  is  world-renowned;  its  Children's 
Museum  even  has  a  planetarium.  And  if  you  have  any  time 
remaining,  you  can  take  in  a  baseball  game  at  Tiger  Stadium, 
or  perhaps  even  cross  south(!)  over  to  Windsor,  Ontario,  for  a 
look  at  industrial  Canada. 


Family  restaurants  along  the  way 

Unusual  dining  awaits  you  on  the  Illinois  Tollway  near 
Chicago;  in  highway-straddling  Fred  Harvey  restaurants,  you 
watch  traffic  pass  beneath.  The  Hoffman  House  in  Madison 
and  (same  ownership)  Ishnala  near  Wisconsin  Dells  are  out- 
standing; the  latter  beguiles  you  with  a  fine  view  of  Mirror 
Lake.  In  St.  Paul,  the  St.  Paul  Hotel's  smorgasbord  (all  you 
can  eat,  $2.15,  children  $1;  Sunday  only,  noon-7:30  p.m.)  is 
legendary.  Schiek's  Cafe  in  Minneapolis  offers  fine  musical 
comedy  entertainment  while  you  dine  (evenings,  reservations 
recommended).  Near  Minneapolis,  at  Savage,  the  Stagecoach 
has  an  Old  West  atmosphere  with  a  fine  gun  collection,  plus 
an  evening  melodrama  ($2).  Duluth's  Flame  restaurant  over- 
looks Great  Lakes  shipping;  each  vessel  is  announced  and 
identified.  On  Mackinac  Island,  you'll  enjoy  the  Carriage 
House  in  the  Iroquois  Hotel.  Win  Schuler's  restaurants  are 
justly  famed  in  several  Michigan  cities.  Right  near  Green- 
field Village  is  the  Early-American  Dearborn  Inn.  In  both 
Detroit  and  Chicago,  Stouffer's  restaurants  are  excellent  for 
families;  their  most  elegant  (and  more  expensive)  ones  offer 
splendid  views  atop  the  new  Gas  Building  in  Detroit  and  the 
Prudential  Building  in  Chicago.
